Decatur,  III.,  January  30  &  31,  1884. 


Pursuant  to  an  invitation  from  the  W.  K.  C.  of  Kockford,  Elgin,  Decatur, 
Henry  and  Palestine,  five  corps  in  number,  and  acting  luider  authority  of  the 
National  W.  K.  C,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Holbrooke,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  President  of  the 
Department  of  tlie  W.  R.  C.  of  that  State,  met  delegates  from  the  five  organ- 
izations first  above  named,  at  Decatur, 'oh  th&  80th  day  of  January,  LSS4,  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  State  Department  of  the  W.  R.  C.  for  Illinois. 

Meeting  opened  in  due  form,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Holbrooke,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  pre- 
siding.

Ladies  were  given  the  privilege  of  asking  questions  concerning  the  affairs 
of  the  Corps.

I  hid  you  welcome  to  tills,  our  first  annual  meeting,  and  I  trust  every  dil- 
egate  f'ullv  reali/.es  the  iriiportinice  of  the  occasion  and  will  give  her  utmost 
attention  to  the  work  hel'ore  us.  Almost  strangers,  we  are  called  together  to 
l)ertect  tlic  L;rand  work  we  liave  undc^rtaken,  :ind  hope  each  delegate  will  fake 
an  active  part  and  feci  at  lili(  rly  to  fully  and  freely  express  hei-self  on  all 
topics  that  may  conu-  up  for  ilismssinn  in  the  couvtMition,  and  let  all  argiunents 
he  in  the  spirit  of  charity,  so  tiiat  when  the  work  for  which  we  have  assemhied 
here  is  done,  that  we  may  all  look  hack  to  this,  our  tii-st  annual  convention, 
with  |>ridc  and  pleasure. 

When,  liv  vour  votes  one  ycai-  ago,  you  honoi-cd  me  with  the  ojticc  of  Pres- 
ident of  this  I  kpartmcnl  1  told  you  words  could  not  express  my  feelings.  I 
knew  the  jjosilion  would  he  a  trying  one,  and  fully  realized  the  re.si)onsiliility 
devolving  upon  mc  and  my  inahility  to  perform  the  duties  that  would  he 
expected  of  me.  1  now  ask  you  to  throw  the  mantle  of  charity  npon  any 
errors  that  1  have  made. 

You  to-day  expect  me  to  give  you  an  account  of  the  athiirs  committed  to  my 
«-harge.  I  will  give  as  hrielly  as  possihle  a  synopsis  of  the  work  acc(  niplished. 
and  progrcs-  m.iilc.  I  lliiuk  the  ye.ir  has  liet'n  one  of  prospi'rity  for  the 
heparlmenl.

After  the  convention  one  year  a.s;o,  returning  to  our  lionies  discussing  wavs 
and  means  to  fnrtlier  the  objects  of  tiiis  wortliy  cause,  and  how  to  meet  tlie 
demands  for  supplies,  as  we  liad  but  five  dolhirs  in  the  treasury  (and  tliat  was 
a  k)an  ),  through  the  kind  suggestion  of  Mrs.  Holbrooke,  of  Toledo,  ().,  we  were 
able  to  devise  a  plan  whereby  the  means  were  raised.  1  was  often  discouraged, 
as  the  months  had  passed  and  no  applications  came  for  nrganization  of  corps. 
The  old  adage  truly  says,  "The  darkest  hour  is  just  before  the  dawn."  On 
Thursday,  April  7,  the  cloud  burst,  and  tiiere  appeared  a  silver  lining.  We 
had  received  a  call  to  form  a  Kelief  Corps  at  ^.lonmouth.  111.  More  ai)plicati()ns 
followed  in  quick  succession  until  we  now  number  twenty  complete  organiza- 
tions, with  a  total  membership  of  752  true  and  loyal  women,  bound  together  in 
this  noble  work.  This  result  has  been  obtained  by  persevering  efforts  attended 
by  considerable  expense  and  time  during  the  year.  I  have  written  in  the 
interest  of  this  Department  "210  letters,  and  traveled  2,827  miles.  I  have 
issued  two  General  and  one  Special  Orders.  In  July  I  attended  the  National 
Convention  held  at  Minneapolis,  and  there  obtained  many  valuable  hints,  as  to 
the  method  of  prosecuting  the  work  in  hand.  One  of  the  principal  topics  of 
discussion  at  that  time  was  the  admission  of  all  loyal  ivomen  into  our  Order. 
It  was  discussed  pro  and  con  and  was  won  by  a  large  majority.  Many  other 
interesting  topics  were  brought  up  before  the  convention,  wliicii  miglit  [jerliaps 
be  interesting  here,  but  time  and  patience  will  not  allow. 

Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Fuller,  our  National  Senior  \'ice  President,  on  her  return 
from  Minneapolis,  visited  the  Department  at  Eockford,  and  gave  some  valuable 
instructions  in  the  work.  Also  advised  Department  Secretary  and  myself  to 
visit  the  corps  then  in  the  State.  Acting  upon  her  advice,  the  17th  of  August 
we  started  to  visit  the  different  auxiliaries.  AVe  found  all  corps  in  good  work- 
ing order,  and  were  everywhere  kindly  received.  In  several  places  camp  fires 
were  held  in  the  evening,  where  we  met  the  comrades,  who  gave  the  AVoman's 
Relief  Corps  encouragement  in  the  work  we  were  engaged  in.  While  on  this 
trip  we  instituted  and  installed  two  corps,  Chillicothe  and  Peoria.  Wc  hope 
our  trip  was  not  in  vain. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  few  suggestions  hei-e.  First,  the  per  capita  tax  was 
last  year  unavoidably  high,  on  account  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Our  National  President,  Kate  B.  Sherwood,  suggested  that  the  Finance 
Committee  make  this  tax  not  less  than  fifteen  cents.  They  therefore  placed  it 
at  fifteen  cents.  As  the  Department  is  now  on  a  good  financial  basis,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  tax  be  reduced  to  ten  cents,  at  least,  for  the  coming  year.  Our 
National  President  reconunends  that  a  "Ten  Cent  Fund"  be  established  by  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corjis,  and  Ji.s  we  are  now  in  convention  assembled,  it  would 
not  be  unwise  to  act  upon  the  matter.  I  wnuld  therefore  suggest  that  we 
contribute  our  mite  to  the  needs  of  these  ladies  spoken  of,  Ella  Carrol,  Mother 
Bickerdyke,  and  all  army  nurses  that  have  given  their  services  to  their  coun- 
try, and  now  in  need,  turn  to  us  for  help.  I  would  also  call  attention  to  Article 
XII  in  General  Order  No.  2. — "That  each  Department  elect  an  honorary  mem- 
ber anuuallv  from  the  Cr.  \.  K."     1  would  recommend  that  we  elect  one  from 
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till"  ranks  of  tlif  (iniiiil  Airiiy.  Tlie  I'ast  Naiidiial  I'resitKiit,  Florence  H 
IJaiker,  and  some  utiiei-s,  ileein  il  advisal)le  to  liave  an  "Advisory  Board"  to 
a.ssi>t  tlie  President  in  niakini^  deeisions  in  important  matters  that  may  arise. 
1  tliink  it  ipiite  necessjiry  for  this  Department  to  liave  such  a  Board. 

In  elosin;,',  1  would  say  that  luy  ollieial  relations  with  each  oflieer  luus  been 
of  tiie  pleasantest  character.  I  wisli  to  thank  eacii  one  for  words  of  encourage- 
ment. I  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  forming 
corps — to  Connnanilers  who  have  assisted  as  Installing  OfHcei-s.  I  particularly 
thank  the  Senior  N'ii-e  rresidenl  and  Secretary  fur  their  assistance,  support  and 
furtherance  in  all  duties  devolving  upon  us. 

1  trust  that  in  whose  ever  hands  the  alliiirs  of  this  Department  may  be  com- 
mitted the  same  help  and  generous  support  may  be  given  her  that  Ikls  been 
rendered  to  me  in  the  past ;  and  may  she  be  guided  by  the  (ireat  Commander 
to  administer  the  aflairs  to  the  better  advancement  of  tlie  Department.  May 
the  old  soldiers  of  Illinois  ever  (ind  ready  hands  and  willing  liearts  to  co-oper- 
ate with  them  in  l-"raternity,  Charity  and  Loyaltv.

The-  third  ;iniui:il  toiivoiilidii  of  the  W.  K.  C,  i)([>;utiiniit  of  Illinois,  cun- 
vened  at  Springfield,  Wednesday,  Fehruary  17,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  the  811- 
lirciiic  Court  room,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Department  President  Jnlia  (!. 
Sine. 

The  first  Imsiness  hefore  the  convention  was  the  reports  of  oflicers.  The 
rc-ports  of  Department  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  were  tiien  rtad  as 
foI!r)\vs :

Tlie  cycle  of  time  has  rounded  to  its  fullness  another  year  since  we  convened 
for  Department  work.  The  past  twelve  months  have  been  months  of  imisptrity 
for  the  W.  R.  C.  in  this  Department,  and  I  wish  I  coidd  say  tluit  tlic  Imly 
spirit  of  (Hiarity  had  never  been  assailed  or  its  companionship  with  Fraternity 
and  Loyalty  ever  been  interrupted.  There  are  many  discouragements  to  over- 
come in  the  (irst  year's  work  of  any  organization;  the  most  annoying  one  biing 
a  disturbing  element,  (me  that  associates  itself  with  every  new  organi/alion. 
This  factional  spirit  so  far  worked  its  iiiMuence  in  Corps  No.  !>,  of  Chicago,  as 
to  make  Post  '.tl  dissatisfied,  and  they  asked  the  Department  President  to  annul 
their  charter.  This  dissatisfaction  followed  in  two  other  corps.  No.  17  of  South 
Cldcago  and  Klmwood,  to  the  extent  that  they  also  asked  that  their  charter  be 
annidled.  Elmwood  has  since  given  its  reiusons  for  leaving  the  Department 
and  asked  to  be  reinstated.     Tiic  De[)artment  congratulates  itself,  however,  that 
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this  element  has  not  extended  its  influence  in  other  corps.  Notwitlistanding 
diflierences  that  have  arisen,  our  general  prosperity  so  far  over-balances  any  dis- 
couragements, that  our  troubles  seems  light  in  comparison. 

Our  standing  as  an  organization  you  will  learn  from  reports  of  the  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  other  officers  of  the  staff.  The  returns  from  the  Department 
Inspector  give  evidence  of  a  healthy  condition  of  all  our  working  corps.  I 
was  pleased  to  find  in  the  National  Inspector's  report  that  Illinois  ranks  fifth 
in  membership,  and  stands  next  to  Ohio  in  amount  expended  for  relief  during 
last  year.  I  find  in  my  intei'course  with  corps,  visiting  and  by  correspondence, 
that  there  are  misunderstandings  regarding  the  duties  of  officers.  Evidently 
our  rules  and  regulations  are  not  clear  on  this  point.  Mrs.  Kate  B.  Sherwood, 
Past  National  President,  in  her  address  at  Portland,  gives  the  following:  "  It 
cannot  be  too  clearly  impressed  upon  Departments  and  Corps,  that  the  President 
is  the  directing  officer  of  the  Association  ;  that  the  Secretary  is  the  recording 
officer,  and  the  Treasurer  the  disbui-sing  officer.  But  each  should  understand 
that  without  the  other  she  can  perform  no  work.  It  is  as  much  out  of  charac- 
ter for  the  President  to  usurp  the  duties  of  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  as  it  is  for 
the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  to  usurp  the  duties  of  President,  or  of  each  other. 
Much  confusion  and  at  least  absolute  malfeasance  in  office  as  in  case  noted,  has 
been  caused  by  the  one  officer  working  indei)endently  of  the  other.  All  orders 
should  be  made  by  the  Treasurer,  upon  instructions  of  the  President,  and  all 
moneys  for  whatever  purpose  pass  through  the  Treasurer's  hands,  even  if  the 
next  moment  it  is  re^iaid  to  the  officer  forwarding  the  same."  The  foregoing 
must  certainly  now  be  clear  to  every  one. 

Eegarding  honorary  members,  the  convention  at  Portland  decided  after  the 
date  of  that  assembly,  to  withdraw  the  privilege  of  creating  honorary  mem- 
bers. Therefore,  the  DepartTnent  of  Illinois  cheerfully  submits  to  higher 
authority.  The  W.  R.  C.  is  managed  and  governed  under  the*  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  if  we  pattern  after  and  profit  by  their  experi- 
ence (which  is  the  growth  of  years),  we  will  certainly  be  as  successful  in  our 
order  as  they  have  been  in  theirs.  I  regret  very  much  the  oversight  almost 
the  entire  State  showed  in  reporting  Memorial  Day  services  to  Department 
Chaplain.  Henry  and  Palestine  being  the  only  corps  that  sent  reports  of  their 
exercises.  Yet  I  feel  assured  that  there  was  no  lack  of  interest  in  the  observ- 
ance of  the  day,  but  simply  a  failure  to  report.  The  following  blanks  are  rec- 
ommended by  Mrs.  AVittemyer,  National  Chaplain,  for  use  of  corps  reporting 
their  exercises :  « 

1.  Membership  of  corps. 

2.  Give  the  title  of  coumiittecs  and  number  of  ladies  on  each. 

3.  Members  taking  part  in  Memorial  Day  services. 

4.  Did  the  corps  as  a  body  attend  Memorial  services? 

5.  Did  the  children  take  part  and  what  number? 
(J.     What  expense  was  incurred  ? 

7.  Were  refreshments  provided  for  Post  ? 

8.  Were  flowers  furnislied  I)y  purchase  or  conlribulion,  and  wliat  amount  ? 
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il.  Did  tlioy  pri'piiri' :i  Mcninrinl  fm-  llio  imkiiowii  dead  and  llmso  wlio  sleep 
on  SoiitlicTii  hattlc'-tields? 

10.  Any  other  facts  that  may  he  suggested. 

The  day  set  apart  for  the  ohservance  of  the  touching  custom  of  decorating 
the  la.st  earthly  resting-jdace  of  the  soldier  has  become  a  National  holiday  and 
is  ohserved  all  over  the  land  ;  whether  in  the  mountain  or  the  (piiet  grandeur 
of  valleys,  on  the  hanks  of  the  peaceful  lake,  the  custom  is  the  same.  All  school 
children  look  forward  to  their  participation  in  the  exercises  of  the  day,  to  do 
reverence  to  the  brave  and  noble  ones  who  gave  their  lives  as  sacrifices  that 
their  country  might  be  saved.  The  amount  of  money  raised  (thus  far  reported) 
by  the  ten  cent  fund  is  only  $17.65.  This  is  an  extremely  small  showing,  being 
less  than  one-eighth  of  our  share.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  here  that  this  is  a 
part  of  the  work  that  should  receive  ready  and  prompt  attention.  Ten  cents 
froiu  each  W.  R.  C.  member  is  a  mere  pittance,  and  when  compared  with  the 
sacrifices  and  services  rendered  by  Mother  15iekerdyke  and  Ella  Carroll  to  the 
soldiers  in  the  perilous  times  of  the  war,  is  insignificant  indeed,  but  if  every 
Corps  will  do  its  duty  Illinois  will  rank  with  the  other  Departments  in  this 
respect.  I  wish  that  each  delegate  on  their  return  home  from  this  convention, 
would  bring  the  matter  before  their  respective  Corps  at  their  earliest  opportu- 
nity and  report  results  to  IIead(piarters.  Now  that  the  Illint)is  State  Soldiers' 
I  lome  is  a  guaranteed  reality,  it  becomes  our  part  and  duty  as  loyal  and  charita- 
ble women  to  see  that  not  only  is  this  an  abiding  place  for  the  old  veteran  in 
his  declining  years,  but  a  home  indeed. 

I  will  now  offer  for  yoiu-  consideration  a  few  recommendations  which  I  think 
will  be  beneficial  to  this  Department.  I  would  reconmiend  that  'JO  i)er  cent,  of 
the  per  capita  be  divided  ecpially  between  Department  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, to  be  jiaid  quarterly.  Tiic  duties  of  the  Treasurer  are  constantly  increasing 
with  the  growth  of  the  Department,  and  I  would  advise  that  all  ordci-s  for  sup- 
plies be  .sent  to  the  Trea.s\irer  direct,  thereby  saving  time  anil  troidjle.  I  would 
alst)  reconmiend  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  by  this  convention  that  the  secret 
work  of  the  disbanded  Corps,  including  rituals  and  records,  be  destroyed  by 
Department  Secretary  nyion  receipt  of  same,  and  that  all  badges,  ode  cards  and 
blanks  in  good  condition  be  turned  over  to  the  Dejjartment  Treasurer  for  future 
use.  I  would  most  earnestly  recommend  that  new  Corps  organizing  would 
have  some  experienced  member  of  the  order  to  act  as  Instituting  and  Install- 
ing Ollicer.  as  Corps  williout  the  secret  work  tlo  not  seem  to  prosper,  as  in  the 
ease  of  Winchester.  Tiuy  had  no  personal  instructions  and  l;ecame  discour- 
aged and  gave  up  their  charter. 

Jk'fore  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  to  ("apt.  T.  (i.  Lawler  (our  honorary  mem- 
ber), my  most  hearty  thanks  for  his  kind  a.ssistance  din-ing  my  year's  work,  and 
to  Comrade  Crawford,  who  was  always  ready  to  give  me  a  word  of  coimsel  and 
advice  upon  intricate  (|ueslions  ;  also  to  .1.  L.  IJennett  and  ('apt.  I'urst  and  otlu'r 
meiidiers  of  the*  i.  A.  I!.,  are  the  same  grateful  thanks  extended  for  their 
fi'icndship  ;mii1  good  will.  To  the  oflicers  of  my  stalli  St'uior  N'iceand  Inspector, 
you  especially  have  liylilcncil  my  cares  by    words   of  i^ood    clieer   and   counsel. 
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Secretary  and  Treasurer,  wliile  onr  cares  liave  been  nintnally  trying  and  ardu- 
ous, you  have  always  and  on  all  occasions  been  ever  willing  to  share  the  bur- 
den of  solicitude  and  lighten  the  load  of  anxiety.  P\)r  you  I  have  but  the 
warmest  expressions  of  gratitude  ;  I  know  that  without  your  wise  encourage- 
ment and  efficient  aid  my  efforts  would  not  have  been  crowned  with  such  satis- 
fying results. 

And  finally,  dear  friends,  let  us  for  the  future  strive  for  an  increase  of 
the  spirit  that  has  animated  us  in  the  past  and  for  the  adoption  of  our  beauti- 
ful watch-word  in  its  fullest  and  most  complete  sense. .  Yes,  Charity  first,  and  if 
we  realize  all  that  implies.  Fraternity  and  Loyalty  will  be  solidified  into  an 
indissoluble  link  with  Charity — that  charity  shall  unite  us  in  one  unbroken 
union.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  business  of  the  De- 
partment Secretary's  office,  and  of  the  membership  and  condition  of  the  Order 
during  the  second  year  of  its  organization  as  a  Department. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  convention,  held  at  Peoria,  February  18  and  19,  1885, 
there  were  entered  on  my  Koster  Book,  nineteen  Corps  fully  organized. 

The  membership  of  the  Department  at  that  time  was  662,  a  gain  of  375  over 
the  year  previous. 

I  am  gratified  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  gained  515,  making 
a  total  of  1,177  in  good  standing  January  1,  1886.  Since  that  date  there  has 
been  a  gain  of  210  by  organization  of  new  Corps,  making  a  total  up  to  date  of 
1,387.     There  have  been  four  applications  for  chartei-s  sent  out  the  past  week. 

A.  Lincoln  Corps  No.  9,  of  Chicago,  had  charter  revoked  by  vote  of  Post.  A. 
E.  Burnside  No.  17,  of  South  Chicago,  Dan.  McCook  No.  22,  of  Elmwood,  and 
Hesse,  of  Winchester,  No.  26,  surrendered  charters.  It  was  thought  best  to  fill 
these  vacant  numbers,  Joe  Hooker  Corps,  of  Canton,  taking  No.  9;  Spring- 
field, No.  17  ;  Nunda,  22,  and  Lacon,  26.

The  Corps  blanks  have  not  until  the  '?d  inst.  been  adecpiate  to  a  correct 
report,  therefore  r.ntil  that  time  many  Corjjs  Treasurers  could  not  make  satis- 
factory reports. 

Tiiere  has  been  a  needless  expense  and. delay  at  Department  iieadquarters  by 
Corps  re) leatedly  ordering  supplies  of  Department  I'resident  orSeiretarv,  when 
by  letters  and  general  orders  they  have  been  instructed  and  ordered  to  send  to 
Department  Treasurer  direct  for  supplies. 

At  National  Convention  the  following  plan  of  correspondence  was  adopted  : 
Corps  President  address  the  ])ej)artment  Secretary  and  Department  President 
the  National  Secretary.  From  Department  and  National  Ifead(iuarters  the 
reverse  rule  is  used  :  National  Secretary  address  De])artment  President  and 
Department  Secretary  the  Corps  President.  If  all  Corps  members  would  bear 
this  in  mind  very  many  times  they  would  undei-stand  why  answtrs  to  their  let- 
ters are  sent  the  Corps  President. 

I  would  reconuncud  that  an  endorsement  book  be  Ue])t  l)y  Department  Sec- 
retary to  record  all  official  decisions  botli  by  National  and  Department  Presi; 
dents.  Ill  this  way  we  may  in  lime  Impc  to  be  furnished  for  our  guid- 
ance ri;gularly  compiled  oHicial  decisions,  in  book  lorm,  available  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  order  ;  when  without  it  the  work  of  each  administration  will  be  l)Ut 
to  undergo  the  .same  trial  of  deciding  (|Ucstions  without  positive  authority,  or 
basing  decisions  entirely  on  those  governing  the  (Irand  .\rmy.  It  is  but  natural  to 
suppose  that  a  book  of  decisions,  which  is  the  outgrowth  of  our  Order  itself, 
will  prove  far  more  ap)>Iical)le  to  the  cases  submitted  than  those  governingany 
other  organization. 

In  closing  my  report  1  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  dillereut  Corps  for 
kindness  and  courtesy  the  past  year,  also  the  Deiiartment  otlieei-s  for  words  of 
advice.  .\nd  now  to  yon,  Mrs.  President,  as  we  sever  these  pleasant  relations 
that  have  bouml  us  together  the  two  3'cai-s  that  are  pitst,  we  take  and  give  the 
parting  baud  with  regret,  and  although  wc  may  never' more  be  a,s,sociated  togeth- 
er in  the  future  as  in  the  p.a.st,  we  trust  tliat  the  same  fraternal  interests  may 
binil  us  evi'U  more  iloseiy  now  and  forever,  for  the  promotion  of  the  wili'are 
and  extension  of  the  \\'omau's   Ki-lii-f  Corps.  Yours  in  F..  C  and  L.,

FIRST  DAY-FEB.  16. 

In  conformity  to  notice  ^iven  in  General  Order  No.  6,  Department  Head- 
quarters were  established  at  the  Rock  Island  House  on  Tuesday,  Feb.  15, 
giving  an  opportunity  for  meeting  delegates  and  members,  also  comrades 
of  the  Grand  Army,  and  discussing  matters  pertaining  to  the  interest  of 
the  Convention.  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a  meeting  of  the  Depart- 
ment Council  and  Executive  Board. 

Wednesday  dawned  clear  and  beautiful.  At  an  early  hour  delegates  and 
members  were  seen  wending  their  way  to  Headquarters,  while  the  morning 
trains  brought  many  others  to  swell  the  number.  Soon  the  notes  of  the 
bugle  were  heard,  telling  us  that  the  procession  of  the  Grand  Army  was 
forming  at  their  headquarters,  and  at  the  call  of  the  Department  President 
all  repaired  to  the  street  to  salute  the  old  veterans  as  they  marched  by. 
After  marching  to  the  rink,  where  the  encampment  was  held,  Graham  Post, 
G.  A.  E.  and  Camp  Beardsley,  Sons  of  Veterans,  both  of  Moline,  returned, 
and  under  their  gallant  escort  the  ladies  of  the  W.  R.  C.  marched  to  A.  O. 
U.  W.  Hall,  where,  led  by  Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine,  Past  Department  President, 
they  gave  three  cheers  for  their  gallant  escorts,  which  was  responded  to  by 
them  with  three  rousing  cheers  for  the  W.  R.  C.  After  this  the  convention 
was  called  to  order  in  open  session  by  Mrs.  Clara  W.  Harral,  Department 
President.

o (fief rs  mill  Mi'iiilx^rs  of  \Voiii<ni''s  Relief  Corps,  Departmeiii  of  Illinois, 
hi  Foiiitli  AniiiKtl  Con  cent  ion  assenihled    -Ladies: 

You  have  assembled  this  day  in  Department  Convention  for  the  purpose 
of  rv'\-iewin^'  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  to  adopt  such  measures  for  the 
new  one  as  in  your  judj,'ment  will  conduce  to  the  f^rowth  and  prosperity  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  your  jurisdiction. 

A  year,  with  all  its  joys  and  sorrows,  has  passed,  and  now,  by  the  rnlinj? 
o!"  an  All-wise  Providence,  we  hope  that  our  actions  in  this  Convention  may 
b  *  such  that  they  will  be  commended  by  all,  and  to  be  to  the  best  interests 
of  our  order  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  which  we  are  the  only 
auxili;!ry,  and  as  I  bid  you  welcome  to  the  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Illinois,  I  trust  we  will  all  real- 
ize the  responsibilty  that  rests  upon  us,  on  this  occasion. 

Twelve  months  have  elapsed  since,  by  your  choice,  I  was  placed  at  the 
head  of  this  Department  and  I  can  conscientiously  say  to-day,  that  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  I  have  lieen  true  to  that  trust.  Knowin<>r  the  arduous  duties, 
and  my  I;ick  of  physical  strength,  it  was  with  mmy  mis;^'i\-ings  I  accepted  the 
honor  by  you  conferred. 

There  were  at  that  time  thirty-nine  Corps  and  a  membership  of  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  To-day  there  are  sixty-live 
( 'orps  and  a  memliershi])  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  will  show  that  their  duties 
have  also  become  more  arduous. 

I  have  issued  six  General  Orders,  written  over  three  hundred  letters  and 
api)roved  twefve  sets  of  by-laws.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  the  fol- 
1  )wint,'  Corps:  G.  L.  Nevius  Corps,  No.  1,  Rockford;  Lookout  Mountain

Corps.  No.  27,  Keithsburg;  Galva  Corps,  No.  1!>.  (ralva;  McCollough  Corjts, 
No.  .7.t.

I  should  be  remiss  in  my  duty  did  I  fail  to  sjieak  of  the  hearty  recep- 
t  on  and  courtesies  extended  to  me.  The  eagerness  with  which  the 
great  majority  of  Corps  adopt  the  revised  and  approved  plans  of  govern- 
ment is  very  encouraging,  as  it  shows  a  desire  to  conform  strictly  to  a  sys- 
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tern  which  alone  can  make  us  a  successful  orufanization. 

KECOMMENDATION8. 

That  a  Memorial  Committee  l)e  appointed  to  draft  Resolutions  on  the 
death  of  Gen.  John  A.  Lo^fan,  and  that  a  page  be  set  apart,  in  our  printed 
report,  to  his  memory,  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  deceased; 
that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  appropriately  drape  this  Hall  in  memory 
of  Gen.  John  A.  Logan,  to  remain  so  draped  during  Convention. 

It  was  with  a  sad  heart,  and  while  the  bells  were  yet  tolling,  I  sent  the 
following  telegram:

D.  C: — Permit  me  to  extend 
to  you  in  your  sad  bereaveiuent  at  the  death  of  your  husband,  the  soldier's 
best  friend,  the  entire  sympathy  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department 
of  Illinois.  Claka  W.  Haeral,  Dep't  President,  W.  R.  C. 

That  my  successor  be  allowed  fifty  dollars  to  be  used  a  Department 
Charity  fund;  That  the  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  be  instructed 
to  use  all  honorable  means  to  reduce  the  national  per  capita  tax  and  rec- 
omend  that  they  offer  a  resolution  to  rescind  the  action  of  the  convention 
at  San  Francisco  making  past  officers  life  members  of  the  Council  of 
Administration,  and  that  our  efforts  be  united  in  working  for  the  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  Home — to  make  a  home,  in  all  that  the  word  implies,  for  the 
war-scarred  veterans;  That  the  President  be  instructed  to  write  to  each 
member  of  the  Legislature  before  the  appropriation  is  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  to  remember  that  they  are  giving 
to  the  relief  and  support  of  the  defenders  of  our  grand  old  flag  and  the 
greatest  nation  under  the  sun,  and  that  they  are  also  doing  their  duty  to 
their  country  and  themselves  and  will  receive  the  blessings  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Womans'  Relief  Corps  and  every  loyal  woman  in  the  land. 

I  have  written  to  Gen.  Daniel  Dustin  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  and  received  a  very  kind  communication  from 
him,  thanking  us  for  our  interest  in,  and  desire  to  work  for  this  object  in 
harmony  with  the  board  of  trustees  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
There  -wall  probably  be  some  definite  plan  or  arrangement  given  during  this 
convention  for  our  work,  and  I  think  I  speak  the  sentiments  of  you  all 
when  I  say  that  we  desire  to  make  this  a  real  home  and  a  blessing  to  the 
brave  and  unfortunate  veterans  who  may  spend  their  declining  years  as 
guests  of  the  state  and  of  their  late  comrades  in  arms. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  i)aid  a  sufficient 
salary  to  warrant  their  giving  their  time  to  the  interests  of  the  Department. 

QUARTERLY    REPORTS. 

I  would  advise  that  all  Corps  Presidents  see  to  it  that  their  quarterly 
reports  be  sent  to  Department  Headquarters  by  the  tenth  of  the  month 
and  the  per  capita  tax  be  forwarded  directly  to  the  Department  Secretary, 
made  payable  to  the  Department  Treasurer.  I  desire  to  call  yoiir  attention 
to  the  importance  of  complying  with  the  Regulations  in  regard  to  furnish- 
ing a  written  quarterly  report  to  the  Post  to  which  you  are  Auxiliary  of  the 
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relief  extended  niul  f(tr  what  purpijse.  By  applying,'  to  the  Department 
Treasurer  printed  slips  will  l)e  furnished  Corps  with  instructions  to  Assist- 
ant Conduetor  and  (Jnard. 

ELKilBILITY. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  what  constitutes  eli'jibility  to 
membership  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  This  question  has  been  fre- 
(juently  discussed  and  was  settled  for  all  time  at  the  Second  National  Con- 
vention "That  all  loyal  women  of  j^ood  moral  character  and  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  are  entitled  to  membership  and  to  any  office  in  Corps  or  De- 
partment." Althouj^h  it  seems  this  ou'^ht  to  be  thoroutjhly  understood  by 
all,  yet  there  are  some  members  in  different  Corps,  who  are  still  aofitatinfr 
the  ri^fhts  of  any  but  soldier's  relatives  to  become  members  of  our  Order, 
and  thereby  causiny  discord  and  unpleasantness.  In  my  opinion  while  they 
hold  that  view  they  should  not  remain  in  the  Order,  and  should  be 
subject  to  discipline  -and  a  little  application  of  discipline  mijfht  result  in 
great  good.  While  they  remain  members  of  our  Order,  they  must  accept 
the  principles  of  our  organization.  This  also  applies  to  those  meml)ers 
who  advance  the  idea  that  only  relatives  of  comrades  should  hold  olHce. 
While  all  members  of  our  Order  must  be  loyal  women,  the  admission  of 
those  who  are  not  relatives  of  members  of  the  Grand  Army,  is  a  grand  and 
marked  peculiarity,  and  has  added  much  to  our  usefulness  and  prosperity. 
Would  you  exclude  the  loving  sister,  the  devoted,  anxious,  praying,  widow- 
ed wife  and  mother,  whose  loved  ones  did  not  return,  but  lie  buried  far 
away?  And  those  noble,  self-sacrificing  women  who  labored  early  and  late 
to  prepare  and  send  comforts  and  necessaries  to  the  soldiers  and  many  of 
them  too  with  no  father  or  brother  in  the  army,  but  with  a  burning  jjatriot- 
ism  and  loyalty  that  never  hesitates,  did  their  part?  I  say  Avould  you  ex- 
clude these?  Should  they  not  be  as  welcome  as  the  young  wife  or  daugh- 
ter of  the  veteran  who  knew  nothing  of  those  anxious  hours  ond  heart- 
aches? Let  the  recruiting  of  loyal  women  go  on.  We  would  hke  to  see 
every  true  loyal  heart  enlisted  and  interested  in  this  cause  so  near  and  dear 
to  us,  and  we  need  their  active  assistance,  for  each  year  finds  more  work  for 
us  to  do. 

I  desire  to  exjiress  my  warmest  thanks  to  the  officers,  to  my  personal 
staff,  and  the  ladies  generally  for  the  kindness  and  courtesies  they  have 
constantly  extended  to  me.  T(j  the  noble  woman  who  preceded  me,  Julia 
G.  Sine,  Department  Counsellor,  who  has  rendered  me  such  able  and  effi- 
cient service,  I  have  not  words  to  express  my  gratitude. 

My  relations  with  my  Secretary,  Lizzie  Hubbard,  have  been  intimate 
and  exceedingly  pleasant.  She  is  thoroughly  devoted  to  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps,  and  is  an  efficient  officer. 

I  also  desire  to  thank  my  Treasurer,  Sue  A.  Sanders,  for  the  able  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  she  has  performed  her  duties,  and  Margaret  L 
Sandes  for  the  manner  in  which  she  has  i)erformed  the  duties  of  Inspector. 
Her  report  is  an  honr)r  to  herself  and  the  Department. 
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To  Josephine  P.  Cleveland,  Department  Chaplain,  for  her  very  able  and 
condensed  report  of  the  Corps  for  Memorial  Day — showing  the  deep  inter- 
est taken  in  those  loving  services  by -this  Department — I  would  extend  my 
sincere  thanks. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  thank  Department  Commander  Gen.  P.  S. 
Post  for  words  of  cheer  and  interest  taken  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

I  am  also  under  obligations  to  and  would  thank  comrades  Major  J.  W. 
Burst,  Capt.  Tom.  Lawler,  F.  O.  White  and  A.  D.  Read  for  words  of  en- 
couragement and  advice.  I  am  also  under  obligations  to  Messrs.  George 
Alexander,  Division  Supt.,  E.  L.  Lomax  and  W.  W.  King,  of  the  C.  B.  &  Q.

Woman's  Rylief  Corps,  seems 
to  imply  to  many  that  we  are  iwv  se  a  charitable  institution,  dispensing 
that  charity  which  is  conveyed  in  dollars  and  cents,  and  unless  we  are 
doing  this  we  are  doing  nothing.  Then  too  there  are  others  who  ask  what 
good  of  the  Relief  Corps.  With  the  Homes  and  Asylums  and  amounts  fur- 
nished by  legislation,  and  the  bountiful  care  of  the  G.  A.  R.  for  the  com- 
rades, what  need  of  the  W.  R.  C.  ?  In  order  that  we  may  have  the  where- 
withal to  answer  owv  questioners  may  I  urge  that  every  member  of  our 
order  will  give  her  closest  attention  to  our  resj^onses  on  our-good  and  well- 
fare  cards,  and  be  thoroughly  conversant  with  them,  and  may  I  also  call 
your  attention  to  some  points  in  our  aims  and  objects  which  I  have  discov- 
ered are  somewhat  overlooked,  for  our  mantle  of  charity  is  a  broad  one  and 
capable  of  much.  First,  then,  (mr  aim  is  to  specially  assist  the  G.  A.  R. 
Tliis  we  are  glad  to  do  when  any  opi)ortunity  occurs,  and  we  proudly  and 
humbly  stand  entrenched  as  auxiliary  to  that  order,  "To  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  the  heroic  dead."  To  me  this  is  a  very  dear  and  sacred  part  of 
our  work  to  do  what  is  left  to  do  for  those  who  "living  were  true  and  tried 
for  us,  and  dying  lie  side  by  side  for  us.  That  noble  band  who  hallowed 
our  land  with  the  blood  they  shed  as  a  tide  for  us."  It  is  unnecessary  to 
refer  here  to  our  decoration  day  service,  but  are  we  impressing  this  lo%-ing, 
sacred  duty  upon  our  children  .so  that  it  shall  be  handed  down  to  posterity? 
We  who  know  wliat  it  was  to  have  tho  dear  boys  march  away  from  us  to 
"drum  beat  and  h(>art  beat,"  are  to  see  to  it  their  lives  shall  be  kept  ever 
green.     I  lizard   Past   ('oiimiandi'r-in-C'liiff  P.  Vandcrvoort  say.  "Tiie  time 
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will  come  when  the  last  Comnide  shall  be  iinistered  out  of  existence,  but 
the  Relief  Corps  f,foes  on  indefinitely."  "Men  may  come  and  men  may  {jfo, 
but  we  i^o  on  forever,  ever."  Our  order,  not  based  upon  relationship  to  the 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  is  not  limited  to  the  time  when  this  relationship 
shall  die  out,  but  so  lon^-  as  time  shall  last,  if  we  do  our  duty  now,  so  lon;^ 
shall  the  W.  R.  C.  be  in  existence  to  tell  the  old  story  of  our  redemption 
from  slavery  and  how  it  was  and  why  it  was  our  glorious  country  remained 
the  "Land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave."  "To  assist  such  Union 
Veterans  as  need  our  help  and  protection  and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  the 
widows  and  orphins  of  those  who  have  fallen;  to  find  them  homes  and  em- 
ployment and  assure  them  of  sympathy  and  friends."  No  need  I  think  to 
emphasize  this  part  of  our  work.  Only  let  us  be  wise  in  our  gi'^ing'  and 
follow  our  directions:  "To  cherish  and  emulate  the  deeds  of  our  army 
nurses  and  all  loyal  women  who  rendered  loving  service  to  their  country 
in  her  hour  of  peril."  Do  we  do  this?  Herein  I  feel  is  our  lack.  How 
often  do  we  even  speak  of  their  deeds.  How  often  do  we  try  to  acquaint 
ourselves  and  others  with  Mrs.  Whittenmeyer  our  P.  N.  C,  who  from  a  river 
transport,  upon  Avhich  were  Gen.  Grant  and  others  witnessed  the  passing 
of  Gen.  Porter  down  the  river,  past  Vicksburg  under  such  shocking  fire. 
Of  Mrs.  Jane  Tiiissholm,  who  went  to  Washington,  to  the  hospitals  there, 
where  disease  was  killing  men  faster  than  bullets.  Gangrene  had  broken 
out  amongst  them.  She  asked  the  surgeon  for  lemons  (a  specific.)  He 
replied  that  he  had  made  a  requisition  over  a  week  ago,  and  had  heard 
nothing.  She  telegraphed  the  Tribune  for  "lemons!  lemons!  lemons!  No 
person  in  health  has  a  right  to  a  glass  of  lemonade  till  these  men  have  all 
they  want;  send  us  lemons,"  and  the  men  got  their  lemons  the  very  next  day. 
Of  Anna  E.  Caroll  who  planned  a  campaign,  which  it  was  not  best  to  let 
the  commanders  know  of  lest  they  would  not  have  faith  in  it.  Of  Moth- 
er Bickerdyke,  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  soldiers.  Of  our  honored  Clara 
Barton.  These  and  many,  many  more  we  should  know  about.  Some  need 
help;  others  do  not,  but  we  should  work  for  them  if  we  can,  and  let  us  hope 
every  year  to  show  them  more  fully  our  love  and  appreciation.  "To  incu- 
late  lessons  of  patriotism  and  love  of  country  amongst  oar  children  and  in  . 
the  communities  in  which  we  live."  Thus  you  see  we  jjose  as  educators. 
I  was  reading  an  article  in  a  daily  paper  in  which  occurred  this  sentence: 
"We  cannot  have  an  excess  of  patriotic  culture."  To  disseminate  and  en- 
courage this  patriotic  culture  is  an  important  part  of  the  mission  of  the  W. 
R.  C.  I  hope  every  mother  of  us  will  teach  our  sons  it  is  their  honor  and 
pride  to  be  the  Son  of  a  Veteran,  and  that  every  Corps  will  work  for  the 
establishment  and  growth  of  the  order.  Our  daughters  we  can  have  with 
lis,  unless  they  choose  to  work  for  D.  of  V.  Of  this  order,  however  I  know 
very  little.  By  the  increasing  and  spreading  of  our  work  through  all  parts 
of  our  land,  and  giving  it  the  proper  impulse,  we  assume  prominence  and 
dignity  before  the  people,  who  will  know  us  by  our  work  and  so  cannot 
forget  why  we  work.     It  has  been  urged  against  ns  that  our  national    con- 
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ventions  are  too  heavy  machinery  and  there  is  too  j^reat  a  display  of  red 
tape.  Of  course  some  thint,'s  are  to  l)e  fjuarded  a<^ainst,  but  €>verythin^ 
must  be  done  in  order,  and  in  every  nndertakini^  there  must  be  a  recofj- 
niz  d  head  in  order  to  make  a  successful  issue,  and  our  ye-irly  conventions 
with  their  consequent  stir  help  keep  before  a  people  too  prone  to  for<?et, 
this  debt  of  f,'ratitude.  "To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  U.  S.  of  A.  and 
to  discountenance  whatever  tends  to  weaken  loyalty."  It  has  been  said  to 
err  is  human,  to  fijr^'ive.  Divine.  Surely  our  Government  has  approached 
Divinity  in  its  ft)rffiveness.  "We  have  nothing,'  but  the  kindest  of  feelings 
for  the  loyal  man,  and  when  I  say  loyal  I  mean  loyal,  I  care  not  if  he 
fouf^ht  a<^ainst  us  in  '(il-'Oo.  If  from  that  time  on  he  says  he  will  be  a  loyal 
man  we  love  him.  But  the  man  who  is  loyal  with  an  and,  an  if  or  a  but, 
we  do  not  like.  The  man  who  puts  his  State  fiaj?  above  his  National  Hag, 
above  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  we  have  no  use  for."  But  it  seems  to  me  the 
words  "Be  ye  wise  as  serpents  and  harmless  as  doves"  fits  in  hero.  For 
wisdom  is  of  itself  protection.  How  can  we  discourage  whatever  tends  to 
weaken  loyalty  unless  we  keep  pace  at  least  with  the  sajings  of  Jeff.  Davis 
when  he  informs  the  rising  generation  "Yon  may  set  it  down  as  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  everything  said  about  me  in  the  northern  i)apers  is  a  lie," 
and  who  is  trying  to  talk  of  the  northern  prison  pen.  It  is  for  us  to  keep 
awake  and  inform  the  rising  generation  as  to  the  facts  in  the  case,  for  as 
Larie  Ganep  would  say,  "Facts  are  stubl)orn  things  and  wall  not  be  drove." 
"And  to  encourage  the  spread  of  universal  liberty  and  equal  rights  to  all 
men."  I  like  the  position  taken  by  the  W.  R.  C.  on  the  Mormon  question. 
A  set  of  resolutions  have  been  published  from  the  W.  R.  C  in  Salt  Lake 
City  endorsing  Miss  Kate  Field  and  her  lecture  and  commending  her  to  the 
consideration  of  W.  R.  C.  everywhere.  Evidently  we  don't  consider  pun- 
ishing bigamy  in  one  section  of  our  country  and  winking  at  it  in  another, 
is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  equal  rights  to  all  men.  The  more  we  study  oixr 
aims  and  objects,  Mrs.  President  and  ladies  of  the  convention,  the  broader 
our  work  appears  to  me  and  I  will  conclude  my  address  in  the  words  of  our 
honored  and  loved  Clara  Barton:  "Gird  on  the  armor  of  truth,  faith,  tem- 
perance, purity  watchfulness,  humanity,  and  day  by  day  pledge  yourselves 
anew  to  an  integrity  and  loyalty  to  your  country  that  no  power  on  earth 
can  shake.  Hold  firm  your  organization,  and  waiting  work  and,  working 
wait  the  providences  of  the  eternal."  In  F..  C.  it  L.

DEPARTMENT  JUNIOR  VICE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Our  President  recjuested  me  to  read  a  report  of  my  year's  work.  I 
really  hope  all  reports  are  not  as  meager  as  nune.  Though  maybe  as  Jun- 
ior-Vice not  very  much  was  expected. 

Beginning  at  home.  Corps  No.  7:  Discharges,  none;  withdrawals,  none; 
number  in  good  standing,  105. 
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In  Treasurer's  report  I  And  our  Cori)s  fund  amounts  to  $125.95;  relief 
fund,  $180.93;  total  $306.88. 

I  have  received  diirintf  the  year  one  hundred  letters  and  answered 
eighty-two.  With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Ada  Carlton  I  enstalled  Corps  at 
Saybrook,  and  though  a  small  town,  there  were  27  charter  members;  and 
from  letters  received  since  I  learn  they  have  taken  in  10  more.  I  sometimes 
think  the  smaller  places  show  the  most  enthusiasm  in  the  Avork. 

I  was  called  to  Mackinaw  Corps  by  its  President.  They  were  going  to 
have  an  open  session  and  she  wished  me  to  tell  them  "What  the  W.  R.  C. 
was  for  and  how  long  the  organization  would  be  needed."  I  find  that 
Mackinaw  is  not  the  only  Corps  that  would  like  that  question  answered. 
We  have  discussed  the  same  question  in  our  own  Corps,  and  if  you  will  al- 
low me  to  quote:  "We  are  ready  to  disband  whenever  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  is  through  with  us,  and  that  will  be  when  the  old  soldiers  are 
provided  for  in  proper  homes;  when  soldiers'  widows  are  comfortable  and 
not  toiling  for  daUy  bread;  when  their  children,  who  are  among  strangers 
and  deprived  of  a  mother's  care  are  gathered  in  comfortable  homes,  and  are 
educated;  when  the  army  niirses  are  pensioned  by  the  government;  when 
this  is  accomplished,  then,  and  not  till  then,  can  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
talk  of  disbanding." 

We  are  grateful  to  say  in  Corps  N,o.  7  we  have  not  been  called  on  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  a  member  by  death,  but  we  were  called  to  assist  our  Post 
to  again  put  on  its  emblems  of  mourning  for  the  loss  of  one  of  its  best- 
loved  and  best-known  comrades.  He  surrendered  to  "Grim  Death,"  ans- 
wered the  roll-call  of  the  Great  Commander. 

"Shall  the  name  of  Logan  ever  be  heard 

By  a  free  man  and  thrill  not  his  breast? 
Is  there  one  out  of  bondage  who  loves  not  the  name 
Of  Logan,  the  Star  of  the  West?" 
Just  a  few  words  more:  We  are  told  in  our  by-laws  the  duty  of  the 
Home  and  Employment  Committee  is  to  find  homes  for  soldiers'  orphans  in 
homes  provided  for  them  by  the  state.  Now  ladies,  how  many  know  any- 
thing of  that  home?  Think  what  answer  you  «ould  give  that  mother  when 
she  wants  to  know  something  of  the  home  you  are  taking  her  darlings  to.  We 
who  live  in  Bloomington  can  give  you  glowing  accounts  of  its  healthfulness 
and  cleanliness;  the  bright,  happy  faces  of  its  inmates  and  see,  as  I  have, 
the  little  one  clinging  to  the  Matron's  skirt  as  she  walked  among  them,  just 
as  they  would  to  their  own  mother.  You  would  not  for  a  moment  doubt  but 
it  was  a  home  indeed.  But  don't  you  mothers  think  you  would  rather  trust 
your  own  eyes.  Now  what  I  want  this  convention  to  do  is  to  appoint  a 
meeting  at  Bloomington,  having  delegates  from  each  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment, and  pass  one  day  at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  And,  furthermore,  I 
think  each  delegate  should  be  a  mother,  to  see  with  a  mother's  eye.  And  now, 
thoiigh  almost  strangers  to  each  other,  we  are  banded  together  in  the  same 
earnest  work  of  the  hour.     Let  us  so  perfect  the  work  we  have  taken  up 
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that  tlie  tfrande-st  results  niuy  be  attained  for  the  veterans  we  have  pled.^'ed 
ourselves  to  aid  and  sustain,  that  our  organization  may  be  worthy  the  name, 
"Woinans'  Relief  Cori)s,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  th"  R  'pulViie."

The  above  report  shows  oiir  order  to  be  in  a  good  condition  financially. 
It  shows  an  increase  of  one-half  for  the  past  year,  which  has  added  great- 
ly to  the  labors  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which  dixring  the  coming  year 
will  demand  the  most  of  the  entire  time  of  both  officers. 

Ladies,  before  laying  aside  the  duties,  cares,  perplexities  and  great  re- 
sponsibilties  of  the  past  year's  work,  I  can  but  feel  it  my  duty  to  bring  be- 
fore this  convention  some  of  the  requirements  of  the  office  that  must  be 
fulfilled,  if  the  work  prove  satisfactory  to  Department  and  Corps  through- 
out the  state,  and  general  success  to  our  Order. 

While  it  is  true  the  Treasurer  might  be  placed  on  a  pinnacle  of  honor, 
with  power  to  say  "You  must;  you  shall;  I'm  right;  you  are  wrong;  I've 
no  time  to  explain;  no  time  to  copy  statements,  etc.,"  I  am  here  to  state 
that  such  fulfillment  of  office  will  never  answer  for  duties  of  our  Treasurer, 
for  though  officers  of  the  Department,  our  position  has  not  placed  us  one 
iota  above  those  whose  votes  gave  us  the  honor.     We  are  merely  their  ser- 
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vants,  placed  iind'ir  heavy  and  tryin'^  circumstances,  and  slioiild  never  oc- 
cupy such  resi)onsiblo  positions  only  on  merits  of  ability.  Favor,  position, 
locality  or  friends,  should  not  be  the  standard  of  success  unless  all  com- 
bine with  ability  of  candidates.  It  seems  that  a  lady  acce^jting  a  poKiti(m 
as  an  officer  of  this  Departmenmt  sh<mld  expect  to  fulfill  it  in  acts  as  well 
as  name,  and  anyone  who  has  not  the  time,  physicfd  and  moral  strenf,'th  to 
fulfill  duties  of  all  offices  whatsoever,  the  requirements  f)f  which  they 
should  be  fully  assured  beforehand,  cm^ht  never  to  accept  for  honor  alone. 
Please  tell  me  how  any  lady  sick  or  away  from  home  half  the  time  could 
possibly  fill  either  of  the  leadinjf  offices  of  this  Dejjartment  satisfactorily,  or 
how  can  anyone  stand  at  the  head  of  such  an  orj^anization,  one  that  is  grow- 
inj,'  so  fast  and  demanding,'  so  much  attention,  so  much  patience,  who  knows 
nothin-,'  (if  the  running,'  H:ear  throut,'hout  the  state?  It  is  true  anyone  can 
issue  a  General  Order,  l)ut  do  they  not  too  often  follow  the  fate  of  the 
floatinn,'  hand-bill,  before  they  reach  the  Corps,  and  if  they  reach  it  at  all 
be  set  down  on  as  "red  tape"  and  there  lost?  Ladies,  in  the  four  years'  ex- 
perience in  consumatinj,'  ideas  and  discipline,  there  must  certainly  now  be 
among  us  those  who  have  learned  the  reciuirements  of  the  Department,  who 
can  take  the  reins  and  double  the  speed  another  year.  Our  President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  should  each  and  all  be  physically  and  willfully  strong, 
and  withal  possessed  of  the  qualifications  of  a  good  financier.  Last  year  it 
was  ••Hopkins'  choice"  for  Treasurer;  this  year  may  there  be  many  well 
fitted  to  battle  for  the  position,  and  may  the  Treasurer-elect  find  at  the 
head  one  who  is  capable  of  guiding  aright  the  two  extremely  important 
officers,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  In  fact,  all  ladies  filling  positions  should 
be  in  correspond9nce  with  officers  occasionally  and  study  our  laws  and  de- 
mands, that  the  future  may  find  them  ready  to  accept  responsibilities.  Our 
President  should  occasionally  exchange  thoughts  and  ideas  with  othor 
officers,  whether  she  accepts  their  ideas  or  not,  for  one  person  never  yet  knew 
it  all;  each  are  apt  to  make  mistakes.  How  could  a  Department  Chaplain 
possibly  make  out  her  report  if  in  her  heart  sho  never  held  a  lo%ang  thought 
f(jr  our  fallen  heroes?  or  how  could  a  sentinel  guard  a  door  who  knew  not 
well  her  charge,  for  all  well  done,  she  truly  learns  to  fill  a  higher  place. 
As  the  assertion  has  so  often  been  made  as  to  the  small  duties  of  the  Treas- 
urer, I  wish  to  present  a  few  statistics  to  relieve  the  doubting  mind  and 
place  an  assurance  on  the  time  demanded  to  fill  this  office  as  it  should  be. 
During  the  year  I  have  received  310  letters  besides  11)0  orders,  many  of  which 
from  Department  Secretary  were  four  or  five  combined.  I  have  written  549 
letters  and  issued  377  receipts,  as  shown  by  my  books;  for  every  cent  of 
money  received  by  me  has  been  receipted,  even  to  the  amount  of  eight  cents. 
Every  letter  received  has  been  promptly  answered,  never,  I  think,  in  any 
case  even  twenty-four  hours  intervening  between  letter  and  reply.  Every 
order  has  been  sent  by  first  mail  or  express,  when  possible  to  furnish  the 
supplies;  in  case  of  iinpossil)ility  ladies  have  l)een  notified  of  the  fact. 
Wuan  advice  h.is  been  sought,  I  have  stateil  my  o|)iiiions  and  referred  all 
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to  Department  authority.  I  have  received  twenty-eight  bills  of  supplies 
from  National  Treasurer,  amountinnr  in  all  to  S816.90,  together  with  the 
past  indebtedness  of  Si'S.TO  due  the  National,  all  of  which  has  been  paid, 
and  for  which  I  hold  the  National  Treasurer's  receipts. 

The  way  our  rules  and  regulations  require  this  work  to  be  done  is  com- 
plicated and  often  perplexing,  and  has  only  been  kept  satisfactory  to  my- 
self by  a  quartruple  check  on  every  account,  and  notwithstanding  my  books 
are  audited  by  the  Council,  they  are  free  for  proper  and  careful  examination 
of  every  member  of  the  Department.  Fully  half  of  my  time  has  been  spent 
in  this  work,  which  I  trust  will  be  appreciated  by  this  grand  body. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  publicly  thanking  the  Department  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Lizzie  Hubbard,  for  her  ever  genial  and  pleasant  correspon- 
dence, and  mutual  forbearance  and  consideration  of  our  mutual  mistakes 
which  have  sometimes  occurred,  but  which  have  been  made  straight  with- 
out an  exceptioa.  The  pleasant  associations  of  the  year  with  Department 
Secretary,  and  the  ladies  of  the  Corps  throughout  the  state,  has  rendered 
all  very  d^ar  to  me,  for,  with  one  exception,  there  has  not  been  a  dissenting 
line.  All  correspondence  has  been  kind  and  sisterly,  and  I  here  ask  that 
every  delegate  present  carry  my  thanks  of  appreciation  to  their  several 
Corps,  and  may  my  successor  find  you  as  courteous,  pleasant  and  obliging 
in  the  future  as  I  have  in  the  past.  All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted

Mrs.  Clara  W.  Harral,  President  Department  of  Illinois,  W.  R.  C.  Auro- 
ra, III. — Dear  Madam: 
The  Department  year  which  is  now  drawing  to  a  close  under  your  judi- 
cious management  has  been,  I  feel,  one  of  eminent  success  to  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

There  have  been  some  things,  perhaps,  to  annoy  and  hinder  you  in  your 
good  work;  still  these  have  been  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  steadily 
growing  confidence  in  this  order,  as  the  true  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  in  you,  Mrs.  President,  as  the  head  of  the  Department, 
as  is  shown  by  the  number  of  Corps  organized  during  the  year  and  now  in 
good  standing. 

When  you  assumed  your  duties  as  presiding  officer  there  were  thirty- 
nine  Corps  in  good  standing  and  there  are  now  sixty-five,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  25,  and  all  in  good  working  order.  Could  I  be  permitted  to  make 
a  suggestion  it  would  be  that  there  might  be  more  visiting  of  Corps  by  the 
Department  officers,  for  encouragement  to  them,  over  and  above  the  regu. 
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lar  diitios  of  inspection  of  Corps,  which  is  always  done  by  the  proper  offi- 
cers, and  is  often  looked  forward  to  with  more  of  dread  least  they  may  not 
have  reached  the  standard  reiiuired  by  a  l)etter  knowled>,'e  of  the  rules  and 
re^'ulations. 

With  your  permission  I  will  include  in  this  report  a  duplicate  of  the  one 
I  made  for  National  Chaplain.  Mrs.  Annie  Whittenmyer,  June,  ISKG,  to  show 
that  there  was  a  deep  interest  taken  in  Mt'inorial  services  in  this  Depart- 
ment:

— Deiir  Madam:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  ycm  the  condensed  re- 
port of  the  Cori)S  for  Memorial  Day  in  the  Department   of  Illinois  W.  K.  C. 

"A  little  more  than  twenty  years  since,  the  (Irand  Army  of  the  Eepublie 
was  or<,'anized  by  one  of  Illinois  honored  sons,  the  late  Dr.  B.  F.  Stejihen- 
son,  wht)  was  its' first  Commander-in-Chief,  and  whose  remains  now  lie  in 
Rose  Hill  Cemetery,  in  the  City  of  Petersburg,'.  Menard  county.  Illinois. 
He  rests  from  his  labors,  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Veterans  testify  that 
his  works  follow  him. 

"Simultaneously  with  this  organization,  was  that  of  the  beautifiil  custom 
of  strewin;,'  liowers  upon  the  j^raves  of  our  soldier-dead,  and  it  is  indeed 
fitlin;,'  that  these  lovm^'  services  should  be  performed  luider  the  auspices 
of  the  (irand  Army  of  the  Rejjublic-.  more  especially  so,  since  throu^'h  the 
interest  of  one  of  its  early  Commanders-in-Chief.  Gen.  John  A.  Lofi:an,  the 
3Uth  of  May  was  set  apart  as  a  day  most  littin^^  to  unite  in  payiny  such 
homajife  to  our  honored  dead,  and  still  later  throu<,di  his  influence  that  this 
day  l)ecame  a  National  holiday,  known  as  Memorial  Day,  often  improp- 
erly called  "Decoration  Day." 

"True,  the  f,'raves  of  our  brave  soldiers  were  decorated  by  immediate  rel- 
atives and  lovinj,'  friends,  but  it  was  not  until  the  30th  of  May,  1868,  that 
the  day  became  catholic. 

"The  most  elaborate  preparations  we  can  make  are  small  compared  to  the 
threat  sacrifice  which  the  soldier  made  for  his  country  in  her  hour  of  peril, 
when  he  yielded  uj)  his  youny  life  full  of  ambiti()us  hopes  that  he  mii,'ht 
perpetuate  to  us  a  j^'overnment  which  had,  from  its  birtb,  retained  all  oi  its 
stren<,'tli.  a  country  which  had  increased  its  honcjr,  and  a  tiaj?  which  had 
Iripplcd  its  stars. 

Nor  are  we  for^'etful  of  those  whose  ji^raves  are  unknown  and  unmarked, 
to  our  vision,  nor  t)f  those  who  have  i)erished  at  sea;  nor  of  the  dear,  faith- 
ful Army  nurse  who  fainted  not  by  the  way-side,  but  served  on  and  on, 
rej,'ardle"ss  of  privations  until  stricken  down  in  her  young  years,  full  of 
hope  and  promise. 

"The  flowers,  the  wreaths,  the  flags,  the  mounds,  the  crasses,  and  the 
monuments  wreathed  in  flowers,  all  testify  our  appreciation  of  these  servi- 
ces.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  received  for  the  year  ending'  Sep- 
tember 80,  1H8G,  reports  from  50  Corps,  out  of  a  total  oi  52  Corps  oru'anized 
previous  to  that  date.     In  this  work  I  was  assisted  by  15  Assistant  Inspec- 
tors, as  follows:

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The  two  Corps  not  reported  on  hud  been  assigned  to  an  Assistant  Inspec- 
tor who  was  prevented  from  visiting  them  by  illness  in  her  family.  Almost 
all  the  Corps  are  reported  to  be  in  good  working  order,  and  much  interest 
in  the  work  appears  to  animate  even  those  whose  membership  is  small. 
The  work  of  memorizing  the  Ritual  appears  to  have  been  better  attended  to 
during  the  past  year  and  while  the  secret  work  has  been  fnlly  committed  to 
memory  in  three  Corps  only,  yet  a  very  large  number  report  this  important 
duty  partly  attended  to.  It  appears  to  be  very  essential  .that  all  officers  of 
Corps  should  pay  particular  attention  to  this  portion  of  their  duty. 

While  it  may  not  strictly  appertain  to  my  report  I  cannot  refrain  from 
congratulating  this  Department  on  the  large  increase  in  membership  dur- 
ing the  jjast  year.  On  the  1st  day  of  October,  1885,  we  had  983  members  in 
good  standing,  while  on  the  1st  of  October,  1886,  our  members  in  good 
standing  numbered  2,017,  an  increase  of  1,034  during  the  year. 

The  average  attendance  of  officers  has  been,  on  the  whole,  very  good, 
while  the  average  attendance  of  members  has  increased  from  sixteen  and 
nineteen-twenty-sixth  at  last  report  to  17^^  this  year.  The  Corps  in  this 
Djpartment  have  nearly  all  established  a  Relief  Fund  and  the  reports 
show  .f  1,253.29  expended  for  relief  during  the  year  with  a  balance  remain- 
ing in  the  relief  funds  of  the  various  Corps  of  .$2,131.77. 

Reports  show  the  officers  of  Corps  as  a  rule  very  enthusiastic  in  their  de- 
votion to  the  order  and  its  objects,  and  I  think  we  have  much  reason  to 
feel  gratified  at  the  substantial  progress  made,  both  in  the  increase  of  mem- 
bership and  the  increase  of  means,  by  the  Corps  throughout  the  state. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  inspection  of  Corps  shall  commence 
in  future  on  October  1st  instead  of  on  November  1st  as  heretofore. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  mentioning  the  very  gratifying  fact  that  Assist- 
ant Inspectors  invariably  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  kind  and  hospit- 
able manner  in  which  they  were  received  and  welcomed  by  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Corps  visited,  thus  exemplifying  in  their  truest  sense  the  fund- 
amental principles  of  our  beloved  order.  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty, 
blended  and  cemented  together  with  sisterly  love.

From  letters,  and  other  sources,  I  have,  with  pride,  watched  the  growth  of 
this  Dc>partm'>nt.  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Dejjart- 
ment  to  famili  iriz?  herself  with  the  Rules  and  R:>gukitions,  and  for  higher 
authority  B.Mth's  Blue  Book.  And  it  must  be  rembered  th;it  the  Counsel- 
lor do  'S  not  render  dcv-isions,  but  it  is  her  duty  to  ht>ld  herself  in  readiness 
to  give  intelligent  ojjinions  to  the  Presidt^it  whenever  called  upon. 

OPINION  FIKST. 

Can  a  Corps  President  suspend  an  officer  from  her  chair? 

Cau  a  Corps  set  aside  the  rules  and  regulations? 

1st. — If  for  non-paym3nt  of  dues,  which  according  to  Sec.  3,  Art.  4,  Chap. 
5,  she  was  obliged  to  do  if  the  member  was  six  months  in  arrears  and  been 
jiroperly  notified  as  per  Sec.  4,  Art.  8,  Chap.  2,  by  the  Corps  Treasurer- 
But  if  for  charges  against  the  member,  she  could  not  suspend  from  her  priv- 
ilege as  a  Corps  membsr,  but  if  thi>  party  be  an  officer  she  may  be  suspend- 
ed from  the  duties  of  her  office  by  the  Corps  President. 

2nd.  -No  Corps  by  any  vote  could  set  aside  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 
Whether  the  President  or  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents  were  presiding 
would  maka  no  difference.  It  is  tha  duty,  cleariy  seated  and  repeated  by 
tha  President,  to  enforce  a  strict  observance  of  Rules  and  Regiilations,  and 
every  Corps  President  has  so  obligated  herself  when  installed. 

OPINION  SECOND. 

Can  personal  feeling  be  brought  into  the  ballot  box? 

I  think  there  is  no  Rule  that  governs  this  case.  But  in  my  judgement  it 
would  be  best  to  set  aside  such  a  feeling  and  not  carry  it  so  far  as  the  bal- 
lot liox.

Can  a  Corps  have  By-laws  aside  from  Rules  and  Regulations?

As  they  were  introduced  the  ladies  arose  and 
saluted.  The  President  welcomed  them  in  the  name  of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  in- 
vited them  to  seats  upon  the  platform,  after  which  she  introduced  Capt. 
Lawler,  of  Rockford,  as  the  "only  honorary  member  of  this  Department  of 
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tho  Woman's  Relief  Corps."  From  the  cnfoiiraLrinj,'  remarks  made  by  C  ipt. 
Lawler  wo  (juote  the  foUowiii'^:  "Above  all  others  we  appreciate  th"  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  and  we  bid  yoii  God  speed."  Maj.  J.  W.  Burst  follow- 
ed with  a  short  speech,  full  of  words  of  cheer  and  sympathy,  saving,':  "The 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  believe  in  the  Woman's  Reliei  Corps  and  will 
stand  by  them  always."  He  also  recommended  that  a  committee  of  the  W. 
R.  C.  be  sent  to  Qain:'y  to  look  over  the  Holdiars'  and  S:)ilors'  Home,  know- 
ing: that  in  this  way  tha  necessary  infonnitiim  could  be  jjained  as  to  what 
was  needed  and  what  could  be  done  to  uuike  the  rooms  seem  hcniie-like  and 
pleasant  to  the  old  veterans  who  would  spend  the  last  years  of  life  there. 
All  of  the  real  necessities  would  be  ftirnished  by  the  state,  but  nuich  could 
be  done  to  jfive  the  place  a  home-like  appearance. 

G3n.  Dustin  was  then  called  for  and  resp(mded  with  a  short  address  in 
which  he  expressed  a  desire  to  extend  the  "ri^ht  hand  of  fellowship  to  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps." 

Gen.  Lippencott  stated  that  the  cottaj^es  of  the  Home  were  almost  fin- 
ished, and  would  be  ready  for  OL^cupancy  in  two  or  three  weeks.  He  spoke 
of  the  bare  walls  which  mifjht  be  so  much  improved  by  placint,'  upon  them 
pictures,  mottoes,  brackets,  etc.  He  thousj^ht  books  and  maj,'azines  would 
be  as  acceptable  as  anything  we  C(mld  send,  and  asked  that  all  who  had 
books  they  c^)uld  spare  should  send  them  to  the  Home.  A  suitable  place, 
he  said,  had  been  prepared  for  a  library. 

Post  Commander  S  aides  was  next  called  for,  and  responded  in  a  very 
neat  and  appropriate  address. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Holtzman  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  the  comrades 
for  their  words  of  comfort  and  good  cheer,  with  the  assurance  that  we  will 
be  gliitl  iind  proud  to  di)  all  we  can  for  the  occupants  of  the  Soldiers'  Home. 
Carried. 

Motion  was  then  made,  and  prevailed,  thit  the  army  nurse,  who  had 
been  admitted  while  the  comrades  were  speakinij,  be  introduced.  The  Con- 
ductor then  introduced  Mrs.  Mary  Hayes,  and  supported  her  while  she  re- 
sponded with  a  speech  full  of  reminiscenes  of  life  in  the  hospital.  She  said 
the  physician  in  charge  did  not  like  the  idea  of  having  women  there,  but 
she  remembered  the  thankful  and  loving  looks  of  the  boys  in  blue  as  she 
ministered  to  their  wants,  oftimes  contrary  to  the  doctor's  orders.  One 
doctor,  whose  enmity  she  had  incurred,  threatened  to  have  her  "(mt"  in  a 
week,  but  she  stayed  and  he  was  the  one  that  had  to  go.  The  four  years 
spent  caring  for  the  boys  in  blue  she  looked  back  upon  as  the  best  and  hap- 
jiiest  of  life.  She  thanked  God  she  had  lived  to  see  her  sex  rising  to  posi- 
tions by  the  side  of  the  dear  comrades,  not  as  nurses  but  as  equals.  Her 
gray  hairs,  her  trembling  voice  and  tottering  steps  reminded  us  again  that 
ere  long  the  Avitnesses  of  these  scenes  will  all  have  passed  away  from  among 
us,  and  of  the  importance  of  perpetuating  the  memory  of  the  heroic  deeds 
of  our  gallant  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
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Mrs,  Hteele  moved  that  we  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Hayes  by  a  risinj^ 
vote.     Seconded  and  carried. 

The  President  declared  a  short  intermission  for  the  exchange  of  greetings 
between  comrades  and  ladies,  after  which  the  gentlemen  withdrew

She 
remembered  with  pleasure  the  conventions  of  the  W.  R.  C.  she  had  at- 
tended and  she  trusted  that  this  gavel  would  be  ever  be  a  reminder  of  the 
sufferings  and  hardships  endured  by  the  boys  in  blue  for  whom  we  work, 
and  she  strongly  urged  the  ladies  to  follow  strictly  the  Ritual  and  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  remember  that  to  live  in  harmony  the  majority  rules 
and  minority  quietly  acquisces.  She  closed  her  remarks  with  the  wish  that 
this  gavel  would  ever  be  wielded  in  the  true  spirit  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and 
Loyalty. 

The  President,  in  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C, 
thanked  Mrs.  Leaverton  for  her  beautiful  gift,  and  complimented  her  for  the 
valuable  assistance  she  had  rendered  the  Department  since  its  organization. 
The  following  questions  from  A.  C.  Harding  Corps,  No.  30,  were  handed 
the  President,  and  after  some  discussion  and  explanations,  were  answered 
eacli  in  their  order. 

I.st  Question. — Can  a  Corps  work  under  a  pass-word  not  received  from  the 
head  of  the  Department? 
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Ansirer.     It  has  been  decided  tboy  caiiiiot. 

<?rf  ^.--Is  it  proper  for  the  dues  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  before  the 
Treasurer  receives  them? 

.4/j.s.— All  dues  shall  be  paid  directly  to  th3  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt 
for  the  same;  also  all  money  due  the  Corps  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Corps. 

Hd  Q. — Ls  it  necessary  to  reinstall  an  ollicor  that  holds  office  over  if  not 
made  by  a  vote  of  the  Corps? 

^4jt.s-.  -All  officers  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  installed,  and  all 
officers  should  be  installed  whether  newly  elected  or  re-elected. 

4th  Q. — Can  an  officer  resign  her  chair  to  a  private  member  of  the  Corps 
without  the  vote  of  the  Corps? 

Ans. — No;  an  officer  cannot  resign  h<»r  chair  without  a  vote  of  the  Corps, 
to  anyone. 

Mrs.  Eldred,  of  (xardner,  objected  to  Post  Conunanders  organizing  Corps 
as  they  were  not  in  |)ossession  of  the  secret  work  or  pass  words. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Leaverton  that  no  more  Corps  be  instituted  in  this  De- 
partment except  by  a  competent  member  of  the  W.  R.  C.  Seconded  by  sev- 
eral ladies.     Carried. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Van  Alstyne  that  no  Corps  in  this  Department  lx>  inspec- 
ted by  one  of  its  own  members.     Seconded  and  carried. 

The  question  was  then  asked  why  Capt.  Lawler  was  the  only  honorary 
member  of  this  Department.  Past  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sine,  ex- 
plained, giving  as  the  reason  the  National  Convention,  at  Portland,  Maine, 
had  forbidden  the  ele(;tion  of  honorary  members. 

Mrs.  Sanders,  delegate-at-large,  then  read  a  report  of  the  National  Con- 
vention at  San  Francisco. 

report  of  deiiegate-at-liarge  to  nattoxaii  convention. 

Rock  Island,  Lllu,  Feb.  15th,  1887. 
To  th-e  Officers  and  Members  of  Depart nie  at  of  lUinois  W.  R.  C: 

Your  Delegate-at-Large  to  the  Fourth  National  Convention,  held  in  San 
Francisco,  Cal.,  in  August,  18S6,  would  most  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report:  In  placing  before  you  this  report  I  shall  not,  like  some  others 
whose  reports  I  have  read,  occupy  your  time  with  a  Howery  description  of  a 
delightful  journey  crowned  with  an  auspicicms  welcome,  and  ten  days' ban- 
queting; but  as  we  come  together,  I  trust,  to  attend  strictly  to  business,  I 
shall  confine  my  report  to  that  which  I  (V)nsider  tends  to  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  our  Order. 

After  a  long  and  tiresome  journey  I  arrived  in  San  Francisco  Monday 
night,  August  2,  188fi,  at  12  o'clock.  During  the  journey  I  became  acquaint- 
ed with  n\any  delegates,  whom  I  afterwards  met  in  Convention,  all  ladies  of 
culture  and  refinement,  going  there  with  instructitins  to  carry  out  for  the 
good  of  our  Order.     The  Convention  convened  Wednesday  morning  with  a 
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large  number  of  delegates  from  different  states  who  had,  the  most  of  them, 
come  to  learn  and  legislate  for  our  common  cause.  The  delegates  from  each 
state  were  arranged  in  seats  together,  while  the  gallery  was  full  of  specta- 
tors who  kept  up  a  general  disturbance,  by  going  in  and  out  and  whis- 
pering during  the  deliberations  of  the  session,  insomuch  that  it  was  utterly 
imjjossible  for  the  presiding  officer  to  keep  the  order  the  session  demanded, 
for  on  all  occasions  they  were  ready  to  clap  their  hands,  the  like  of  which 
I  never  saw  so  hilariously  manifested  by  ladies  before,  and  the  consequence 
of  which  has  made  me  natiirally  despise  a  gallery  applause. 

According  to  instructions  of  National  Orders  that  all  resolutions  to  be 
brought  before  the  Convention,  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Sec- 
retary before  July  10th,  I  forwarded  mine  as  ordered  by  the  Department  of 
Illinois,  at  the  proper  time,  and  kept  a  copy  of  the  same.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  session  I  commenced  my  work  with  delegates  as  to  the  importance 
of  certain  changes  that  the  Department  of  Illinois  thought  were  best  for 
the  good  and  advancement  of  our  cause,  the  chief  of  which  was  to  change 
the  duties  of  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  as  they  now  stand,  and  which  have 
caused  so  much  trouble  with  our  finances  in  the  past,  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  as  long  as  the  work  is  done  as  to-day.  From  the  first  day  of  my 
efforts  I  knew  that  Illinois  would  stand  a  slim  chance  to  effect  a  reform, 
for  I  plainly  saw  there  was  a  something  I  did  not  understand  nor  do  I  fully 
yet.  While  reading  my  resolutions  to  some  delegates,  like  myself,  new  in 
National  Conventions,  a  lady  stood  eagerly  listening  to  all  I  had  to  say,  and 
at  the  close  of  my  remarks  made  this  assertion:  "Those  resolutions  can 
never  come  before  this  Convention."  I  asked  "Why?"  She  turned  and  walk- 
ed away.  Now  ladies,  just  imagine  for  a  moment  the  crestfallen  appearance 
of  your  delegate,  whose  dimensions  had  not  undoubtedly  been  duly  consid- 
ered. For  had  it  been  our  President  or  Secretary  thus  vetoed  there  might 
have  been  experienced  a  fear  of  annihiliation,  biit  as  it  was,  I  was  sure  of  ex- 
istence though  my  efforts  were  in  vain.  I  then  knew  her  not,  but  after- 
Avards  learned  through  continiied  observation,  that  she  figured  largely  in 
running  National  affairs.  I  waited  in  vain  for  a  reading  of  my  resolutions 
by  the  Committee  in  whose  hands  they  had  been  placed,  but  everything 
but  business  seemed  to  come  first,  for  from  the  first  to  the  last  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Convention  was  continually  interrupted  by  invitations  to  ban- 
quets, receptions  and  excursions;  while  floral  tributes  of  all  descriptions 
were  constantly  coming  in  as  marks  of  respect  and  appreciation  of  partic- 
iilar   members. 

Knowing  the  trust  that  had  been  placed  in  my  hands  and  feeling  my  fiill 
responsibility  to  the  Department  that  sent  me  there  I  consulted  our  De- 
partment President  as  to  what  I  should  do,  stated  facts  and  fulfillment  of 
instructions  thus  far,  and  was  told  I  had  done  my  duty  and  that  was  all 
that  would  be  expected  of  me,  for  we  both  saw  at  the  time,  and  it  was 
plainly  seen  by  all  with  whom  I  conversed,  that  the  business  of  the  Con- 
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vention  was  in  the  bands  of  a  fow,  ami  I  lit'ld  in  my  hand  a  report  of  a  Del- 
e-rate-at-Larjje  to  Porthmd.  which  said,  "Tlio  business  of  that  Convention, 
save  the  election  of  oftioers,  was  mostly  done  by  committees  and  this  was  un- 
avoidable." So  I  becamo  an  ea^'er  listener  and  obs:^rver,  to  find  out  why  the 
iMisiness  of  such  a  Convention  had  to  be  done  by  committees,  and  why  not 
if  such  was  the  case,  call  committees  toj,'ether  and  let  delej^i'tes  stay  at 
home.  Now  I  do  not  wish  the  ladies  of  this  Convention  to  think  T  hive  any 
personal  reason  to  denounce  such  lei^islation.  I  am  only  sjjeakin^'  f(^r  the 
fj:ood  of  our  common  cause,  for  I  think  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  when 
the  ladies  of  the  land  send  delegates  to  State  or  National  Conventions  that 
perfect  order  should  be  maintained  when  necessary,  even  though  it  be 
brought  to  boar  by  police  authorities,  or  a  general  clearing  of  the  galleries; 
that  the  most  ignorant  and  timid  delegates  sent  to  such  a  ^jlace,  shcmld  at 
least  have  a  chance  to  speak,  and  if  too  modest  to  volunteer,  be  urged  to 
their  feet,  though  they  speak  in  broken  tongue  and  language  of  the  "Dark 
Ages,"  for  m  iny  a  gem  of  thought  has  sprung  from  an  uncultivated  mind. 
Much  time  was  spent  in  introducing  Past  Officers,  who  immediately  became 
jjresent  dignitaries,  because  life  members,  and  whose  places  on  the  plat- 
form secured  for  them  the  first  recognition  to  speak  upon  any  subject  that 
came  before  the  house,  for  having,  as  they  necessarily  must,  the  reins  in 
their  own  hands,  guided  by  past  experience  consummated  in  a  life  member- 
ship made  them  familiar  with  the  questions  of  the  day,  and  by  \'irtue  of 
their  posititms  and  j)laces  on  the  platform,  they  spoke  at  length  on  all  sul)- 
jects  they  chose,  as  often  and  long  as  they  deemed  it  necessary  to  carry 
their  point,  inexperienced  delegates  from  abroad  at  great  expense  notwith- 
standing. I  would  not  for  a  moment  say  one  word  that  should  in  the  least 
detract  from  the  grand  and  unselfish  welcome  given  us  by  the  state  of  Cal- 
ifornia, for  their  efforts  were  such  that  can  never  be  surpassed,  and  I  shall 
ever  cherish  the  kindest  appreciations  of  the  many  courtisies  extended  to  all; 
but  I  must  in  honest  thought,  exjjressed  in  words,  express  and  declare  myself 
in  favor  of  separating  business  from  pleasure,  and  if  combined  at  all,  let  the 
latter  be  an  impetus  to  extend  and  regulate  the  former. 

A  fe(v  weeks'  travel  through  California  after  the  Convention.  l)rouglit  me 
in  contacit  with  many  delegates  from  different  parts  of  our  Union,  ^^'ith 
whom  I  had  amjjle  time  and  opportunity  for  an  exchange  of  ideas  crushed 
at  Convention,  and  I  can  truly  say,  the  ojiinion  of  all  with  whom  I  convers- 
ed was  that  something  must  be  done  to  break  up  the  ring  that  was  so 
enthusiastically  running  National  affairs.  As  one  grand  woman  said,  whose 
name  and  character  is  above  censure,  "I  only  allow  my  name  to  come  be- 
fore this  Convention  to  see  if  in  any  way  this  ring  can  be  broken,"  and  she 
farther  said,  "We  must  unite  and  do  something  to  show  the  utter  contempt 
we  have  for  electioneering  Howers,  G.  A.  R.  complimentary  letters  to  our 
candidates  for  ollice,  whose  names  are  on  a  shite,  and  are  jilaced  before  the 
Convention  by  special  persons  for  the  i»uri)ose,  who  guide  the  affairs  from 
the  honoreil  rostrum,  and  then  through  long  speeches  by  wiiicli  impress- 
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ions  are  made  upon  the  minds  of  inexperienced  delegates,  of  the  wonderful 
characteristics  of  candidates,  who  are,  as  it  were,  shoved  with  a  boom  into 
o!fi3e,  while  visitors  from  the  gallery  drown  every  dissenting  voice  with  a 
hilarious  clapping  of  hands,  prompted  by  the  exultant  spirit  of  utter  sel- 
fishness." 

Ladies.  I  know  not  whether  or  no  one  single  delegate  from  Illinois  coin- 
cides with  my  opinion— they  have  a  right  to  theirs — but  I,  as  your  chosen 
delegate,  shall  never  consider  my  work  done  until  I  state  the  affairs  as  I 
saw  them  throu'^h  an  unprejudiced  mind.  I  had  the  honor  of  being  placed 
on  the  Finance  Committee  of  that  grand  body,  the  very  thought  of  which 
sent  a  thrill  of  horror  to  my  soul,  but  I  was  most  agreeably  surprised  to 
find  that  all  I  had  to  do  was  to  cast  my  vote  in  recommending  the  adoption 
of  a  few  resolutions  in  regard  to  badges,  etc.,  which  came  before  the  committee. 
As  to  the  finances  of  our  National  affairs  the  committee  had  nothing  to  do 
with  them,  for  the  accounts  were  all  audited  at  Headquarters  and  not  even 
brought  before  the  Convention,  except  by  report.  Of  course  according  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  the  work  was  rightly  done,  and  to-day  my  books 
stand  the  same,  audited  by  the  Council,  but  I  shall  never  cease  to  think 
that  a  Convention  ought  to  appoint  three  or  five  disinterested  persons  to 
examine  our  records  of  finance,  and  report  to  the  Convention  in  session  at 
the  time.  As  far  as  the  past  and  present  National  officers  are  concerned  I 
have  no  cause  to  demur,  for  I  consider  them  all  capable  of  the  offices  they 
fill,  and  see  nowhere  that  a  better  choice  could  have  been  made,  especially 
in  the  selection  of  National  Treasiirer,  whom  I  have  ever  found  kind,  jolly 
and  obliging  during  the  past  year,  always  ready  to  acknowledge  mistakes 
and  make  all  due  amends,  and  for  which  disposition  fraternally  displayed  I 
shall  always  love  her. 

Again  I  must  insist  that  I  consider  it  detrimental  to  our  order  to  make 
all  Past  Presidents  life  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  the  reas- 
ons for  which  being  too  numerous  to  mention  in  my  report.  As  far  as 
right  is  concerned  I  am  no  believer  in  caste  or  rotation  of  office,  for  many 
a  lady  unbacked  by  friends  or  influence  may  sit  in  our  conventions  with  an 
experience  that  might  add  volumes  to  the  welfare  of  our  Order.  Ladies 
who  now  occupy  these  responsible  positions  are  growing  old,  and  it  is  per- 
fectly natural  for  persons  who  have  acquired  highest  honors  to  sit  back 
and  rest  beneath  their  laurels,  while  aspiring  talent  will  consummate  plans 
to  advance  the  common  cause.  It  is  enough  for  past  officers  to  become 
luembers  of  our  national  convention  and  like  highest  officials  of  the- grand- 
est of  earth's  governments,  when  their  term  of  office  expires,  assume  their 
places  in  the  ranks,  where  on  America's  soil  caste  or  title  is  never  known, 
and  never  can  be  until  our  God  written  Constitution  is  annihilated  by  an 
overpowering  foe. 

There  are  many  revisions  that  should  be  made  in  our  Ritualistic  work, 
for  in  it  are  false  statements  as  applied  to  the  general  membership  of  our 
Corps,  and  any  scholar  knows  the  rhetoric  to  be  remote  from  power  or  ele- 
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K'ain-i'.  But  you  ask  why  all  these  neeessary  ehanf,'es  are  not  luadeV  The 
question  is  easily  answered.  It  is  natural  for  ladies  to  aspire  to  the  honor 
of  bein-;  deleurates  to  Stite  and  National  CDUventions,  and  as  "turn  alxmt 
is  fair  play"  the  result  is  that  new  dele{?ates  are  sent  to  our  Conventions 
each  year  who  know  nothin^r  of  th;'  insid?  track  or  how  to  brinvj  their 
issues  livoperly  V)  jfore  th.>  Convention  for  due  deliberation,  for  life  mem- 
bers of  this  body  place  th?m  on  the  outside  of  the  wheel  and  they  are 
whirled  off  like  chunks  of  dirt,  while  tho  wheel  rolls  on  throu^rh  another 
storm  and  jiflithyrs  new  mud  for  th'^  comin  ,'  year.  But  what  shall  be  done? 
We  see  one  and  only  one  alternative.  Our  Department  Presidents 
by  virtue  of  their  office,  become  life  members  of  National  Conven- 
tion, and  can  attend  and  vote  at  each  session,  whether  delegates  or  not. 
Let  us  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of  attending  sessions  and  there 
concentrating  plans  for  carrying  out  the  changes  so  much  needed  in  our 
work:  And  again,  let  us  put  at  the  head  of  our  Order  ladies  of  character 
and  experience,  who  in  some  way,  best  devised  by  themselves,  can  bring  to 
bear  a  vote  that  will  place  affairs  as  they  should  be. 

I  do  nt)t  understand  that  our  Conventions,  either  State  or  National,  are 
for  the  mere  piirpose  of  electing  olftcers;  if  so  the  sooner  they  die  the  better. 
A  little  honor  is  an  empty  thing,  but  (me  letter  penned  by  the  promptings  of 
a  sound  mind  and  mutual  feeling,  containing  the  sentiments  of  our  triple 
motto,  may  elevate  a  desponding  Corps  and  give  new  life  to  our  order.  I 
also  insist  that  it  shoixld  be  the  duty  of  our  presiding  officers  to  comnui- 
nicate  with  sisters  of  our  Order,  as  far  as  possible,  and  if  need  be  visit  weak 
Corps  and  give  them  tha  right  instructions  and  encouragement  and  disci- 
pline for  success.  Our  secretaries  have  enough  to  do  when  they  attend 
strictly  to  business,  in  short,  terse  terms.  Itanay  be  an  honor  to  hold  an 
office  and  see  your  name  in  print,  but  if  from  that  office  eminates  no  gooil. 
no  advancement  to  our  order  and  its  principles,  pray  tell  me  wherein  the 
honor  lies?     As  for  me,  I  want  no  such  honor. 

Ladies  this  report  is  not  written  as  the  sentiments  of  your  delegate  alone. 
It  is  nothing  more  than  a  conversation  condensed  to  words  which  in  miny 
points  was  the  universal  opinion  of  many  able  women  who  returned  to  their 
homes  dissatisfied  with  the  National  Convention  as  the  supreme  power  of  our 
noble  Order.  Oiir  Order  is  the  grandest  of  earth,  the  one  I  love  the  best; 
auxiliary  to  that  band  of  patriots,  the  representatives  of  a  sweet,  sad  past, 
who  as  often  as  they  meet,  recall  the  memories  of  sacred  i)artings  and  ten- 
der ties,  in  which  many  of  us  have  had  sad  exjjerieuce.  Ladies  we  are  not 
searching  for  honors.  What  we  most  desire  is  earnest  workers  who  can 
and  will  place  a  strong  hand  at  the  helm  and  guide  us  on  to  victory.

Mrs.  Moody,  of  Chicago,  moved  that  the  regular  order  of  business, 
as  given  in  General  Orders,  be  carried  out  at  the  afternoon  session. 
Seconded  by  Mrs.  Wilmeroth,  of  Chicago,  and  carried.  The  Presi- 
dent then  called  for  the  report  of  committee  on  credentials.  The 
com;nittee  asked  more  time  which  was  granted.  The  Department 
President  then  read  her  annual  address,  which  was  followed  by  re- 
ports from  Senior  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Sallie  J.  Steele,  and  Junior 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes. 


PRESIDENT'S   ADDRESS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Fifth  Department  Convention,  W.R.C., 
of  Illinois. 
Dear  Ladies: — Once  more  we  gather  around  our  common  altar 
dedicated  to  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty;  once  more  we  come 
bearing  the  sheaves  of  another  year ;  and  while  we  bring  no  brilliant 
display  of  rapid  growth  to  our  Order,  no  record  of  Corps  sprung 
into  existence  to  perish,  we  feel  assured  that  the  labors  of  the  year 
have  been  for  a  solid  upbuilding  of  a  stronger,  wiser  and  more  fra- 
ternal sisterhood;  each,  in  their  respective  positions,  learning  the  les- 
sons embodied  in  our  vows,  which  tend  only  to  honor,  blessings  and 
success,  when  implanted  in  the  better  portions  of  our  heart,  too  often 
fettered  by  acts  of  malice,  enviousuess  and  strife.  The  beginning  of 
the  year  found  us  in  possession  of  a  sacred  trust,  not  entirely  unfet- 
tered by  the  frailities  of  humanity  and  worldly  aspirations.  In  as- 
suming command  of  the  Department  of  the  great  state  of  Illinois,  we 
must  confess  a  sense  of  inability  took  immediate  possession  of  our  oth- 
erwise willing  heart,  to  seize  the  scepter  and  press  onward  to  success. 
So  on  the  strength  of  the  motto,  "where  there's  a  will  there's  a  way," 
we  took  up  the  burdens  of  the  year,  fully  determined  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion we  had  accepted,  to  the  very  best  of  our  ability.  A  limited  ex- 
perience during  the  past  year,  as  Department  Treasurer,  had  given  us 
some  insight  to  the  demands  and  requirements  of  our  order,  as  well 
as  the  multitude  of  reverses  that  ever  gathered  around  the  executive 
desk  claiming  judgment  and  justice ;  yet  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  one  little  woman  had  guided  the  bark  safely  through  a  year  fol- 
lowing a  destructive  storm,  summing  up  her  accounts  before  a  conven- 
tion of  sensible  "women  of  which  we  may  all  be  proud,  we  left  Rock 
Island  with  the  assurance  of  noble  support  as  found  in  the  officers 
elect  of  the  Fourth  Department  Convention  of  Illinois.  A  jolly 
homeward  trip,  such  as  ever  characterizes  a  Grand  Army  excursion, 
better  experienced  than  written,  summed  up  in  a  sprained  wrist  to 
our  Department  Secretary,  wliich  fettered  the  strong  right  arm,  so 
much  needed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  administration.  Our 
Department  Treasurer  too,  as  she  summed  up  the  bonded  resposibil- 
ities  of  the  office,  on  her  first  visit  to  Delavan,  drew  a  long  sigh  and 
expressed  a  desire  to  resign  her  office  at  once.  Two  week's  probation 
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still  found  her  in  d(nil)t  as  to  licr  ability.  However,  with  a  full  assur- 
ance of  our  assistance  in  licr  l)ehalf,  she  decided  to  obey  orders, 
Avliic'li  were  to  keep  the  office  and  do  tlie  very  best  she  could. 

PLAN  OP  WORK. 

In  the  betfinning  of  the  year  it  was  thought  best  to  adopt  the 
])rinciple  of  how  well  not  how  many  Corps  could  be  organized,  as 
experience  heretofore  had  taught  us  that  too  many  Corps  had 
already  been  irregularly  organized  by  incompetent  persons,  which 
never  assumed  the  position  they  might  had  they  been  instituted  by 
those  well  posted  in  the  rulings,  discipline  and  unwritten  work  of 
our  order.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  while  we  would  do  all  we 
could  to  save  expense  to  Corps  organizing,  we  would  use  our  utmost 
endeavors  to  send  a  capable  {)erson  nearest  the  place,  to  do  the  work. 
In  this  ruling  there  has  been  but  one  dissenting  voice,  and  that  of  a 
comrade  who  saw  lit  to  question  the  authority  we  assumed  in  claim- 
ing the  right  to  name  and  authorize  the  proper  person  to  institute 
and  install  a  Corps.  To  this  abusive  and  insulting  remonstrance  to 
our  rights  as  the  executive  of  the  Department,  we  gave  a  studied,  po- 
lite and  pointed  answer,  assuring  him  of  the  fact  that  Ave  fully  real- 
ized the  position  we  held  and  the  account  we  must  render  our  con- 
stituents. The  constant  desire  to  see  our  order  extend  through 
southern  Illinois,  gradually  and  finally  resulted  in  the  organization 
of  Warren  Stewart  Corps  No.  88,  Cairo,  111.,  which  was  most  enthu- 
siastically welcomed  by  the  comrades,  and  which  bids  fair  to  be- 
come a  powerful  nucleus  around  which  many  others  will  center,  and 
define  the  loyalty  so  extant  in  that  portion  of  the  country  when 
c  ime  the  call  for  volunteers.  On  Jan.  5th  a  colored  Corps  was  or- 
ganized in  Cairo  which  enrolled  fifty-one  names  to  be  placed  on 
their  charter.  Durmg  the  year  38  Corps  have  been  duly  organized, 
in  each  instance  by  those  whom  we  deemed  most  able  to  perform 
tlic  work,  and  we  feel  assured  that  if  the  instructions  were  not  cor- 
rectly given,  it  was  a  lack  of  knowledge  not  intent,  therefore  we 
have  no  censure  for  those  deputized,  but  rather  many  thanks  for 
obedience  to  our  wishes  and  commands. 

INSPECTION. 

Feeling  assured  that  the  work  of   inspection   was    one   if  not  the 
greatest  and  most   responsible    duties   of   the   year,   corresiwndence 


with  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  Department  Inspector,  was  early  com- 
menced in  regard  to  the  method  to  be  pursued,  which  finally  culmin- 
ated in  a  meeting  to  perfect  plans  for  the  same.  In  consideration 
of  the  expense,  necessarily  attending  this  work,  it  was  decided  to  di- 
vide the  state  into  routes,  requesting  Inspectors,  as  far  as  possible  to 
make  a  round  among  the  Corps  from  and  to  starting  point,  thus 
avoiding  a  repetition  of  travel.  Wliile  in  many  cases  this  plan 
could  not  be  effectually  carried  out,  owing  to  distances  and  direc- 
tions to  isolated  Corps,  it  is  plainly  seen  that  much  expense  was 
saved  the  Department.^  Last  year  fifty  Corps  were  inspected  at  the 
expense  of  $125.64,  while  the  present  year  80  were  inspected  at  the 
expense  of  $182.58.  It  is  hoped  the  coming  year  may  still  find  im- 
provement, for  we  live  to  learn,  and  greatest  and  grandest  results 
culminate  after  years  of  trial. 

After  much  consultation  as  to  the  greatest  service  rendered  the 
Corps  by  inspection,  it  was  thought  best  to  place  the  work  in  as  few 
hands  as  possible,  to  guarantee  uniformity;  therefore  by  earnest 
request  of  the  Department  Inspector,  and  permission  and  advice  of 
superior  ofiicers,  we  consented  to  assist  in  the  work.  Feeling  the  re- 
sponsibility that  rested  upon  us  doubly,  from  the  fact  of  consummated 
plans  between  ourself  and  appointed  Inspector  and  our  acceptance  of 
a  portion  of  the  task,  with  note  book  in  hand  we  listened  to  the  ex- 
emplification of  our  Ritualistic  work  and  order  of  business  at  Na- 
tional Convention  at  St.  Louis,  recording  all  changes  and  items  of 
interest  to  our  Order.  On  our  return,  we  appointed  a  meeting  with 
Department  Inspector  and  gave  her  a  copy  of  our  notes,  and  re- 
hearsed the  full  order  of  business,  that  she  might  go  out  among  the 
Corps  and  imiiart  the  latest  and  best  instructions.  Tliirty-three 
Corps  were  assigned  the  Department  Inspector,  thirty  the  Depart- 
ment President,  nine  the  Department  Counselor  and  eight  to  seven 
other  persons,  where  Corps  were  isolated  and  difiicult  to  reach  on 
account  of  railroad  connections,  stage  routes,  special  conveyances,  etc. 

In  General  Orders  No.  2,  dated  Oct.  25,  1886,  the  time  for  inspec- 
tion was  set  for  the  months  of  November  and  Decemeber,  hence  the 
beautiful  month  of  October  of  which  we  wished  to  avail  ourselves 
passed  by  and  November  found  us  earnest  in  our  work.  On  Nov.  1,^ 
1887,  General  Orders  No.  2  named  the  months  of   October  and   No- 


vembcr  for  inspection,  so  it  is  plainly  seen  that  the  Department  of 
Illinois,  at  least,  would  have  to  make  rapid  strides  to  complete  the 
work  in  one  month.  Yet  feeling  that  we  were  to  be  governed  in  this 
year's  inspection  by  the  Fourth  National  Convention  proceedings  we 
continued  our  work  into  December,  at  the  same  time  notifying  our 
National  President  of  the  facts,  who  decided  we  must  be  governed 
by  the  Orders  of  Nov.  1,  1887,  hence  a  dispensation  was  granted  by 
our  National  President  to  complete  the  work  of  insjiection,  a  report 
of  which  will  be  duly  presented  by  one  into  whose  most  able  hands 
the  work  was  placed  at  the  beginning  ox"  the  year. 
soldiers'  home. 

In  compliance  with  recjucsts  made  by  Gen.  C.  E.  Lippencott,  Gen. 
Dustin,  Major  J.  W.  Burst  and  others  particularly  interested,  who 
visited  last  Department  Convention,  a  committee  of  three  ladies, 
consisting  of  Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine,  Past  Dept.  Pres.,  of  Rockford,  Mrs. 
Sarah  ]M.  Bradford,  Dept.  Inspector,  of  Augusta,  and  Mrs.  Georgia 
Berry,  of  Quincy,  were  appointed  to  visit  the  Home  and  ascertain, 
and  report,  in  what  manner  the  ladies  of  the  W.R.C.  could  best  work 
for  the  old  veterans. 

In  compliance  with  the  appointments  the  above  committee,  in 
company  with  Department  President,  visited  the  Home  on  Ai)ril  2d, 
where  they  were  most  cordially  received  and  entertained  by  Gen.  Lip- 
pencott and  his  estimable  wife.  They  were  conducted  through  the 
various  apartments  from  cellar  to  library,  from  headquarters  to  wards 
where  lay  our  veterans,  objects  of  sufEering  humanity.  Our  hearts 
went  forth  in  sympathy,  we  recalled  their  noble  deeds  and  sacrifices 
of  the  past,  when  destruction  threatened  our  country,  and  mingled 
our  tears  of  regi'et  with  those  who  had  command,  and  counseled  to- 
gether as  to  what  the  women  could  do  to  show  their  love  and  ap- 
]>reciation  for  the  heroes  who  carried  the  musket  that  gave  the  death 
blow  to  rebellion.  Knowing  that  the  great  State  of  Illinois  would 
furnish  all  that  was  necessary  to  their  general  want  and  comforts,  the 
committee  thought  best  to  ask  of  the  women  those  tilings  that  would 
add  cheer  and  give  a  home-like  appearance  to  the  vacant  wards,  halls 
and  ceilings.  So  in  comi)liance  to  the  desire  of  the  committee.  Gen- 
eral Orders  No.  2  were  issued  and  sent  to  every  Corps  in  the  State, 
the  most  of  which  responded  most  nobly  as  will  be  seen   and   found 
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in  sjiecial  report  prepared  for  this  Convention.  Many  inquiries  have 
come  to  us  asking  the  distribution  and  use  made  of  the  articles  sent 
the  Home;  in  fact  we  have  received  letters  almost  commanding  us  to 
investigate  and  report,  and  so  far  as  we  deemed  it  our  duty  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  W.R.C.,  Ave  have  done  so,  receiving  assurance 
that  the  many  boxes  of  seeds,  bulbs,  plants,  etc.,  sent  to  the  Home, 
where,  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  ^professional  florist,  assisted  by  the 
veterans,  made  beautiful  through  tlie  summer  the  otherwise  naked 
grounds.  A  goodly  number  of  valuable  books  were  found  on  the 
shelves  in  the  library,  which  we  were  told  were  well  read  by  the  in- 
mates, thus  bringing  pleasure  and  instruction  to  many  lonely  and 
monotonous  hours.  In  the  store  room  we  found  a  large  number  of 
quilts  which  the  surgeon  informed  us  were  especially  retained  for  the 
hospital  when  completed.  The  many  rugs,  from  the  time  of  our 
visit,  were  to  be  scattered  through  the  wards  of  the  cottages.  A  lai'ge 
number  of  varied  articles  made  by  tender  hands,  were  in  store  for 
future  use.  The  total  amount  of  money  sent  the  Home  which  has 
been  donated  by  the  Corps,  is  $52.00,  but  for  which,  owing  to  Gen. 
Lipi^encott's  sickness  and  death,  we  have  receipts  for  only  $38. 

We  have  used  the  utmost  caution  in  our  correspondence  and  visits 
to  the  Home,  that  the  comrades  might  have  no  reason  to  think  w^e, 
as  members  of  the  W.R.C.,  were  asserting  any  power  or  even  desire 
to  interfere  with  the  management  of  the  Home.  All  you  have  done, 
ladies,  has  been  with  willing  hearts  and  hands,  and  it  i§  enough  for 
you  to  know  your  endeavors  have  been  duly  appreciated  by  those 
whom -you  sought  to  please.  We  feel  assured  that  with  the  great 
generosity  of  our  own  Illinois,  and  the  fraternal  guidance  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  old  veterans  of  the  Home  will  one 
by  one  be  laid  away  with  tender  hands  on  the  evergreen  slojie  of  the 
proud  Mississippi.  We,  at  least,  are  willing  to  trust  their  welfare  in 
the  hands  of  our  noble  comrades. 

GENERAL    OKDERS. 

General  Orders  giving  implicit  instructions  and  commands  are  is- 
sued when  necessary  by  Department  and  National  authorities  and 
sent  to  the  Corps  throughout  the  Union.  Too  often  we  find  they 
have  been  carelessly  laid  aside,  perhaps  not  even  read  in  the  Corps, 
then  from  the  same  Corps  come  a    multiplicity   of   questions   to    be 
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answered,  Avliich  have  alreadj'  been  promulgated  in  General  Orders. 
Ladies,  it  is  not  a  pleasant  pastime  to  write  General  Orders,  but 
when  written  at  the  expense  of  the  Department  it  becomes  your  duty 
as  Presidents  of  Corps  to  have  them  read  in  your  Corps,  if  necessary 
explained,  obeyed  and  placed  on  file.  General  order  files  have  been 
prepared  for  preserving  such  Orders  and  the  demand  is  National  and 
imperatice  and  must  hereafter  be  done.  We  most  sincerely  wish  this 
one  fact  might  be  forever  settled  in  the  minds  of  those  who  now  sit 
before  us. 

CHARITY. 

The  quarterly  reports  of  the  last  year  show  a  marked  increase  in 
the  work  of  charity.  Not  only  have  relief  funds  been  raised  and  re- 
tained for  immediate  calls  but  the  ladies  of  our  Order  have  sought 
out  the  sick  and  destitute  and  watched  them  with  sisterly  care,  dis- 
jjensing  many  little  comforts  that  have  soothed  the  aching  heart, 
made  home  and  life  more  comfortable,  added  tenderness  and  pity  to 
the  dying,  and  covered  many  an  otherwise  neglected  grave  with  fair- 
est flowers.  Hundreds  of  dollars  worth  of  second-hand  clothing  has 
been  gathered  up,  repaired  and  given  to  destitute  children;  the  care- 
less waif  on  the  streets  has  been  provided  with  books  and  sent  to 
school;  many  kind  words  have  been  spoken  and  many  learned  the 
truth  of  the  adage,  "It  is  better  to  give  than  to  receive."  Many 
heartfelt  thanks  stand  recompense  to  the  noble  works  of  charity  exe- 
cuted by  the  ladies  of  the  W.R.C. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  labors  of  the  past  year  have  been  attended  by  a  very  large 
correspondence,  much  beyond  our  anticipation.  Not  unmindful  of 
the  fact  that  the  business  might  be  conducted  with  much  less  writing 
and  less  expense,  we  know  it  could  not  be  reduced  without  detriment 
to  our  Order.  Since  last  Department  Convention  we  have  received 
1437  letters  and  written  1506,  and  these  do  not  include  the  Secreta- 
ry's correspondence.  A  copy  of  some  600  letters  has  been  kept, 
these  including  only  those  most  important  and  needed  for  reference. 
All  communications  have  received  immediate  re})lies,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, occasioned  by  absence  from  home  during  the  time  of  in- 
spection.    Very  few  postals,  comparitively,  could  be  used,  as  nearly 

letters  called  for  replies  that  must  be  sealed,  or  recpiired  more 
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tlian  the  cajiacity  of  a  postal  card.  Very  little  return  postage  has 
been  sent  with  communications ;  on  the  other  hand  numerous  letters 
have  come  to  Headquarters  on  which  due  postage  must  be  paid  to 
secure  them.  The  correspondence  throughout  the  year,  notwith- 
standing explanations,  misunderstandings,  charges  and  numerous 
Corps  ditficulties  have  been  presented,  has  been  mutually  pleasant, 
not  in  any  case,  save  one,  liaving  received  a  single  discordant  word 
from  any  of  the  ladies  of  our  order.  Such  record  of  lady-like  cour- 
tesy and  gentle  obedience  could  scarcely  be  expected  from  woman 
placed  at  the  head  of  one  hundred  Corps,  yet  such  is  the  case  and  in 
the  fact  we  may  be  assured  our  order  is  composed  of  the  very  best 
ladies  of  our  State  and  in  return  for  your  gentle  demeanor  let  me  re- 
cord, in  this  my  annual  report,  the  highest  ajjpreciation  of  the  same, 
and  many  thanks  for  each  and  every  courtesy  extended. 

OFFICERS. 

Among  my  officers  I  have  ever  found  willing  hearts  and  hands, 
not  only  to  advise,  but  to  labor  in  the  work  of  love.  Mrs.  Sallie  J. 
Steele,  Senior  Vice-President,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  Junior 
Vice-President,  have  rendered  most  valuable  assistance  in  organizing 
Corps.  Mrs.  Lida  A.  Oldroyd,  Department  I.  and  I.  Officer,  has  at- 
tended every  duty  jjlaced  in  her  hands  with  promptness  and  preci- 
sion. Mrs.  Bessie  S.  Townsend,  Department  Chaplain,  rendered  her 
memorial  report  in  such  a  manner  as  jJlaced  us  second  only  among 
the  States  of  the  Union.  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  Department  Treasurer, 
though  she  accepted  her  office  under  protest,  kindly  adopted  the 
plans  of  record  of  the  previous  year,  and  her  books,  as  audited  by 
the  Executive  Board  from  quarter  to  quarter,  attest  her  faithfulness. 
Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  Department  Inspector,  has  rendered  service 
to  this  Department  beyond  estimate.  Six  weeks  of  almost  constant 
travel,  through  heat  and  cold,  storm  and  sunshine,  neglect  of  home 
and  family,  subject  to  cold  rooms,  loss  of  meals  and  tedious  waiting 
for  railroad  trains  early  and  late,  has  given  to  the  Department  a  labor 
of  regeneration  which  we  feel  assured  will  prove  a  lasting  benefit  to 
the  order  throughout  the  State,  and  in  the  experience  she  has  passed 
through,  the  knowledge  she  has  gained,  you  can  trust  her  in  the  fu- 
ture with  any  amount  of  responsibility  she  may  consent  to  assume. 
In  Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton  we  have  ever  found  a  most  able  Counsel- 
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or,  thou^^h  distance  has  renlered  it  impossible  to  adv^ise  with  her  on 
all  occasions,  thereh}'  makini^  the  duties  of  this  otiice  more  laborious 
and  trying.  In  all  important  affairs  we  have  ever  found  lier  ready 
and  willing  to  assist  in  all  ways,  and  her  counsel  has  ever  been  re- 
ceived as  coming  from  one  of  the  best  posted  women  of  our  order, 
and  we  higlily  commend  her  judgment  and  recommend  her  for  fu- 
ture authority  in  Corps  work.  Tlie  Executive  Boaixl  have  attended 
strictly  to  duty  when  notified.  From  the  Aids  of  our  Staff  we  have 
received  valuable  assistance,  for  all  of  which  we  hereby  record  our 
thanks.  To  Mrs.  Ella  Cobean,  Department  Secretary,  we  wish  to  ex- 
tend thanks  and  appreciation  for  all  service  rendered,  having  felt 
assured  at  all  times  that  whatever  she  did  would  be  well  done  and 
for  the  good  of  our  Department.  For  each  and  all  who  have  so 
kindly,  willingly  and  ably  stood  by  us  tiirough  the  year,  there  is  a 
welcome  place  in  the  storehouse  of  memory. 

SONS  OF  VETERANS. 

In  full  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  comrades  ai*e  one  by  one 
rapidly  passing  away,  leaving  numerous  vacancies  in  the  honored 
ranks  that  grow  shorter  and  weaker  year  after  year,  we  most  heartily 
endorse  their  noble  sons  as  nearest  and  most  fitted  to  take  the  place 
of  their  fathers,  and  recommend  that  wherever  the  trio  organizations 
exist,  that  the  women  of  the  W.R.C.  share  their  assistance  and  char- 
ities with  the  Sons  of  Veterans.  In  all  places  where  the  three  or- 
ganizations exist  we  find  most  harmony  between  Post  and  Corps,  for 
the  third,  the  child  degree,  is  the  tie  that  binds.  We  recommend 
hearty  co-operation  of  work  in  any  cause  that  assists  either  society, 
provides  for  the  poor,  or  relieves  distress,  also  on  all  national  holi- 
days, especially  the  day  named  by  Logan  and  set  apart  by  our  gov- 
ernment as  memorial  of  our  patriotic  dead.  Let  the  three  assemble 
on  Memorial  Day,  and  togetiier  twine  wreaths  for  the  graves  of  our 
nation's  sacrifice,  and  drop  a  silent  tear  in  memory  of  graves  un- 
known, over  which  no  epitaph  is  written  save  that  which  floats  on 
the  flag  of  our  Union. 

DISCIPLINE. 

With  all  the  bright  there  have  been  manj"  dark  phases  during  the 
past  year.  Naturally,  where  so  many  different  elements  come  to- 
gether, little  dissensions  rise,  which  often  multiply  and  assume  start- 
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ling  dimensions.  From  different  factions  come  complaints  wliich 
bear  innocence  in  accordance  with  age,  the  last  outreaching  the  first ; 
then  it  is  all  points  of  evidence  must  be  presented,  rules  and  regula- 
tions read  and  reread,  Beath's  Blue  Book  read  through  and  through, 
pai'liamentax'y  laws  digested  and  all  possible  judgment  brought  to 
bear.  Illinois,  tliough  prosperous  and  peaceful  during  the  past  year, 
has  not  been  without  some  riffles,  even  tempests  of  strife.  In  the 
beginning  of  our  administration  we  found  John  Wood  Corps  battling 
with  an  illegal  election,  which  on  the  verge  of  enlisting,  comrades 
taking  sides,  was  settled  hj  a  decision  under  which  the  Corps  lived 
and  is  most  prosperous  to-day.  McManus,  too,  at  this  time,  was  la- 
boring under  like  difficulties  wherein  decisions  were  demanded,  and 
given,  the  Corps  prospering  through  the  year,  yet  continually  an- 
noyed by  dissenting  parties,  over  which  we  could  assume  no  disci- 
pline because  the  Corps  failed  to  take  action  to  protect  themselves. 
Dan  McCook  presented  a  grievance  wherein  they  claimed  their  Post 
had  ignored  them  on  Memorial  Day.  A  letter  to  their  Commander  re- 
ceived an  indifferent  response,  when  we  at  once  advised  the  Cordis  to 
take  no  issue,  make  no  sacrifice  of  rights,  but  join  the  patriotic  citi- 
zens in  observance  of  the  day.  Under  this  decision  the  Corps  has 
come  to  the  front,  the  enemy  has  disbanded,  and  Dan  McCook  holds 
the  fort.  Early  in  the  year  Warren  W.R.C.  No.  29,  became  entang- 
led in  difficulties  which  resulted  in  serious  opposition,  wherin  the 
Post  took  sides,  the  consequence  of  which  was  an  official  demand  for 
the  revocation  of  the  Corps  charter.  As  far  as  consistent  with  our 
laws  we  strove  for  a  stay  of  judgment,  but  the  demand  was  under 
the  seal  of  the  Post  and  declai'ed  final,  so,  on  the  28th  of  December, 
we  revoked  the  charter  of  Warren  Relief  Corps  No.  29.  Then  troub- 
le began,  both  sides  claiming  to  have  been  wronged,  each  demanding 
justice.  Numerous  corresjiondence,  petitions  and  affadivits  came 
from  different  parties,  and  while  we  felt  the  matter  ought  to 
receive  a  thorough  investigation,  we  were  obliged  to  obey  Rules  and 
Regulations,  which  under  the  circumstances  admitted  of  no  alterna- 
tive. This  affair  is,  however,  forever  settled,  as  far  as  the  Depart- 
ment is  concerned  and  we  hope  the  incoming  administration  may 
find  no  farther  trouble  in  this  direction.  For  more  than  a  year  S.  M. 
Sanders  Corps,  No.  54,  has  been  laboring  under  strife.     In  vain  have 
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we  trieil  to  restore  peace,  hut  olistinacy,  malice  and  violations  of  our 
laws,  have  reigned  continuallj',  and  judgment  has  been  withheld,  be- 
cause we  could  not  bring  matters  to  a  point  where  we  could  com- 
mence investigation,  until  we  suggested  that  charges  l)e  preferred  to 
enable  us  to  act.  The  charges  came  at  last  Jan.  5, 1888  against  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Corps.  "We  immediately  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  the 
Corps  and  investigate  in  full,  not  onlj'  the  charges  preferred,  but  the 
general  trouble  and  send  to  us  recommends  upon  which  we  could 
deal  out  justice.  Most  anxiously  we  awaited  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee which  did  not  reach  us  in  full  until  February  4th,  too  late  for 
final  adjustment  at  our  hands  during  our  term  of  office,  and  yet  in 
the  case  of  the  charges  against  the  President  we  failed  to  find  evi- 
dence sufficient  to  convict,  therefore  on  Feb.  4  we  decided  to  exon- 
erate her  from  all  charges,  leaving  the  remainder  of  the  trouble  to 
receive  final  settlement  at  the  meeting  of  Department  Council,  in 
Springfield  on  Feb.  14th.  This  matter  was  brought  before  the  Coun- 
cil, at  which  time  due  and  impartial  consideration  was  given  the  en- 
entire  situation  of  affairs  at  Areola,  and  it  was  on  vote  decided  that 
the  incoming  Council  severely  reprimand  those  members  of  Sanders 
Corps,  No.  54,  who  had  filed  affidavits  of  blackballs  cast  against 
members  seeking  admission  to  the  order,  also  to  suspend  the  Corps 
for  six  months,  such  action  to  take  effect  from  the  beginning  of  the 
incoming  administration.  For  this  discipline  every  member  of  the 
Council  voted  in  the  affirmative  save  one,  Mrs.  Sallie  J.  Steele,  De- 
partment Senior  Vice-President. 

UNDERMINING   INFLUENCES. 

'\Yliile  we  have  not  during  our  administration  been  oi)enly  assailed 
by  a  dethroning  element  of  which  we  were  early  warned,  we  have  of- 
ten been  catechised  as  to  the  eligibility  for  membership  in  our  order. 
In  all  cases  the  correspondence  and  verbal  attacks  have  been  kindly 
answered  and  reasonably  discussed,  and  in  no  case  has  an  unkind 
word  been  spoken  or  written  to  or  by  those  who  differ  with  us  in 
ojiinion  or  who  have  asked  for  information.  In  cases  where  our  la- 
dies have  claimed  indifference  and  disrespect  from  their  Posts  on  var- 
ious occasions  we  have  interviewed  their  Commanders  in  regard  to 
their  grievances,  and,  where  lofty  coolness  sat  entlironed,  we  have 
advised  the  ladies  to  continue  in  the  good  Avork  in  peace,  assuring 
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them  that  time  would  bring  all  things  right.  In  some  instances  the 
Corps  were  ignored  on  Memorial  Day.  In  such  cases  our  advice  was 
to  in  no  way  insinuate  their  services.  Wliile  the  Grand  Army  have 
nobly  and  generously  given  us  sanction  we  do  not  consider  it  our 
puty  in  any  way  to  become  subservient  to  them,  but  with  them  work 
to  emulate  the  jirinciiiles  of  our  order.  Wliile  it  is  true  they  ofEered , 
their  lives  a  sacrifice  to  our  union,  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and  lovers 
too  shared  the  human  sacrifice,  in  suspense,  deprivation,  blasted 
hopes  and  irreparable  losses,  and  we  know  of  no  one  who  suffered 
more  than  our  mother  who  for  eleven  months  knew  she  had  two 
boys  starving  in  Andersonville.  Then  as  women  let  us  do  our  duty 
at  all  times,  standing  not  only  by  the  vows  of  our  fraternity  but  the 
inborn  principles  of  true  womanhood. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

The  boom  of  cannon  at  daybreak  ushers  in  the  Fourth  of  July,  the 
anniversary  of  America's  Independence.  Thanksgiving  comes  by  ex- 
ecutive proclamation,  at  which  time  we  are  admonished  to  thank 
God  for  the  prosperity  of  the  year ;  Christmas  carols  sing  of  the  an- 
niversary of  the  birth  of  a  perfect  man ;  midnight  bells  ring  out  the 
old  and  usher  in  the  New  Year  with  many  resolves  for  the  future ;  birth- 
days of  celebrities  are  reverentially  and  appropriately  observed;  but 
the  Thirtieth  day  of  May,  named  by  Logan  and  set  apart  by  our 
Government  as  a  national  holiday,  peacefully  assumes  its  place  in 
the  routine  of  years.  If  sunshine  cover  the  earth  little  children  in 
their  innocence  rejoice  that  in  white  dresses  they  can  scatter  flowers. 
If  gentle  rains  fall  among  us  older  hearts  construe  nature's  dampness 
as  tears  for  the  fallen  brave.  So  in  cloud  or  sunshine  we  come  each 
year  with  armsfull  of  flowers,  to  decorate  in  memory  of  our  heroes. 
A  single  bud  plucked  from  a  thorny  stem,  speaks  the  whole  senti- 
ment of  our  hearts,  yet  in  a  i^rofusion  of  flowers  we  fill  the  air  -ndth 
fragi-ance,  and  form  jDictures  of  love  which  will  live  in  the  minds  of 
the  rising  generations  when  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
time  shall  be  no  more.  It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  ns  the  past 
year  to  know  that  in  the  observance  of  this  day  Illinois  has  held  the 
second  place,  not  perhaps  in  spirit  or  manifestations,  but  simjily  in 
national  report,  and  for  this  acknowledgment  we  are  indebted  to 
our  Department  Chaplain,  who  with  her  able  pen  so  beautifully  ren- 
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(Icred  our  consolidated  report.  The  Presidents  of  Corps  throughout 
the  State  liave  sent  descriptions  of  manj'^  loving  designs  prejiared, 
cvhibited  and  bestowed  on  Memorial  Day.  Thousands  of  children 
have  taken  part  in  ths  exercises  in  the  way  of  selected  sentiments 
and  rendition  of  songs.  In  the  present  the  custom  may  seem  a  hap- 
'  py,  beautiful  pastim3,  yet,  ladies,  we  know  not  what  lessons  of  pat- 
riotism and  love  of  country  we  are  planting  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  cliildren,  which  will  grow,  blossom  and  brighten  to  bless  futurity. 
Let  us  then,  the  coming  year,  make  this  most  popular  and  sacred 
diiy  the  object  of  particular  interest;  let  every  member  of  our  Order 
feel  that  upon  her  rests  a  particular  charge;  let  the  records  of  the 
future  shine  bright  for  Illinois.  Oar  watcli-word  for  tlie  past  year, 
as  often  as  repeated,  will  ever  be  the  nucleus  around  which  all  pa- 
riotic  thoughts  will  center  and  the  great  name  of  Logan,  tlie  soldiers' 
friend,  will  shine  bright  on  America's  Memorial  Day. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  many  questions  have  come  asking  advice,  decis- 
ions, and  explautions  of  points  of  law,  wliich  required  no  little  time 
or  thought,  especially  when  judgment  was  demanded  for  which  Ave 
had  no  law,  and  was  obliged  to  depend  on  our  own  storehouse  of 
knowledge  for  answers  that  would  result  in  the  most  good  and  give 
the  best  general  satisfaction.  ]Many  (luestions  of  finance,  charges, 
etc.,  have  elicited  much  study  of  our  laws,  in  which  we  often  failed 
to  find  appropriate  answers  and  for  which  we  were  obliged  to  seek 
National  Headquarters  for  approval  of  our  decisions.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  presented  from  different  sources  123  questions 
which  demanded  concise  decisions,  all  of  which  have  been  decided 
to  our  very  best  judgment  and  understanding  of  the  law.  Since  tlie 
publication  of  the  National  Vidette  begun  in  September,  many  ques- 
tions have  been  answered  through  its  columns,  whidi  have  in  many 
cases  received  sanction  and  hearty  approval  of  National  President 
and  Counselor,  as  well  as  members  of  our  Order  from  shore  to  shore, 
and  I  can  but  recommend  this  little  sheet  as  decidedly  beneficial  to 
each  and  every  member  of  our  Order. 

PISPENSATIONS. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  necessarj'  to  grant  many  disjjcn- 
sations,  all  for  what  we  considered  the  good  of  the   Order,    many    of 
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which  might  have  been  avoided  had  the  officers  and  members  of 
Corps  studied  well  our  Rules  and  Regulations  and  General  Orders, 
and  worked  in  strict  accordance  thereof. 

Let  the  coming  year  find  you  all  more  diligent  in  accepting  and 
profiting  by  the  knowledge  promulgated  by  higher  power. 

MILES    OP   TRAVEL. 

During  the  year  we  have  traveled  3,380  miles,  1,160  for  which  no 
charge  of  transportation  is  made. 

DEPARTMENT    COMMANDER. 

In  Capt.  A.  C.  Sweetser,  our  Department  Commander,  we  have 
ever  found  a  helping  hand.  In  all  matters  of  courtesy  he  has  ever 
extended  those  due  the  W.R.C.  In  cases  presented  where  Corps 
and  Posts  were  implicated,  those  parts  that  pertained  to  our  rulings 
have  been  left  in  our  hands  for  settlement,  and  in  no  case  have  we 
heard  a  dissenting  word  from  our  Commander,  but  rather  his  endorse- 
ment of  our  acts  in  each  and  every  case.  In  all  important  affairs  we 
have  sought  his  counsel  wh  ich  has  been  most  freely  and  fraternally 
extended,  for  all  of  which  this  convention  owes  him  a  heartfelt  vote 
of  thanks. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  Department  of  Illinois  is  ind  ebted  to  personal  friends  of  De- 
partment President  for  favors  extended  in  the  way  of  transportation 
which  has  many  times  availed  good  to  our  order  with  no  expense 
save  precious  time.  To  the  Chicago  &  Alton  R.  R.  for  courtesies  ex- 
tended in  way  of  transportation  of  headquarters  car,  so  elegantly 
equipped,  to  and  from  St.  Louis  National  Convention;  to  Gen.  .John 
C.  McNulta,  for  his  generous  o2er  of  six  hundred  miles  of  railroad 
placed  at  our  command;  to  Mrs.  John  A.  Logan  for  early  congrat- 
ulations for  our  success,  especially  in  our  work  for  the  Home  at 
Quincy;  to  the  National  Vidette  for  the  inte  rest  taken  in  the  W.R.C. 
and  willingness  to  publish  answers  to  questions,  which  have  received 
national  sanction  and  availed  much  good  to  our  Corps  in  Illinois. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

After  a  year's  experience  at  the  head  of  such  an  enthusiastic  or- 
ganization as  the  W.R.C,  of  Illinois,  I  know  of  no  one  more  able  to 
present  recommendations  for  the  future  than  the  out-going  Depart- 
ment President,  therefore,  knowing  the  full  demands  of  this  office, 
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rc^po  l^ivc  to  the  love  I  Lear  the  order,  I  make  the  following  recom- 
inenilation^;,  tra-tiiiLT  thit  my  siuc'ssor  may  profit  from  past  experi- 
ence of  one  wh  >  h;i>  in  all  c  isjs  vexing  or  pleasing,  striven  to  do  her 
whole  and  every  duty  : 

Let  no  one  venture  to  assume  this  office  unless  they  are  \\'illing  to 
leave  society  and  give  their  entire  time  to  the  work.  In  the  l)egin- 
ning  assume  gentle,  yet  firm  command.  Consult  National  Head- 
(juarters  and  your  Department  Commander  in  all  cases  that  demand 
thorough  investigation  for  just  settlement.  Let  all  decisions  be  well 
studied  before  rendered.  Continually  and  faithfully  urge  upon  Posts 
organizing  auxiliaries  to  select  for  charter  members  the  best  and 
most  infiuential  ladies  in  their  midst,  to  assure  success  of  Corps. 
Posth'rself  thoroughly  as  to  the  requirements,  both  business  and  so- 
cial of  an  instituting  officer,  and  then  emphatically  decide  who  shall 
institute  and  install  a  new  Corps.  Appoint  just  as  few  inspectors  as 
possible  and  be  sure  they  are  perfect  in  the  work,  according  to  latest 
instructions,  before  they  start  out  on  their  mission.  That  an  ap- 
propriate badge  be  prepared  for  the  next  National  Convention  that 
shall  do  honor  to  the  state  of  Illinois.  That  the  National  Vidette  be 
made  the  official  organ  of  our  state. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  by-laws  be  written,  adopted  and  i)re- 
sented  to  National  Headquarters  for  approval,  which,  shall  make  it 
compulsory  for  all  Corps  having  troubles  which  demand  expense  for 
inv'stigatiou  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  same,  also  that  the  amount  of 
$1.00  b.'  charged  by  Department  for  each  and  every  dispensation 
granted,  believing  that  in  the  above,  Corps  would  attend  more  strict- 
ly to  business  and  save  much  expense  and  labor  to  Department 
officers. 

CONCLUSION. 

This  closes  the  record  of  another  year.  The  results  of  the  la- 
bors of  our  administration  we  leave  in  your  hands,  trusting  wherever 
we  have  been  weak  our  successor  may  be  strong.  The  duties  of  tlie 
vear  have  been  laborious  and  often  trying,  in  many  cases  demanding 
judgment  we  felt  incapable  of  giving,  yet  at  the  present  time  we  see 
no  ])lace  wherein  we  could  improve  ujjon  our  decisions  given. 

When  we  lay  down  the  gavel  of  authority,  we  trust  it  may  be  tak- 
en up  by  one  well  chosen  for  the  task  of  the  coming  year.     Our  sue- 
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cesser  will  find  Illinois  occupyiug  the  position  among  the  states 
which  it  most  nobly  deserves.  May  the  records  of  the  future  still 
find  the  home  of  the  trio  patriots  foremost  in  the  labors  and  charities 
of  the  ;W.R.C.  Let  the  incoming  administration  take  up  the  task  so 
well  begun  and  build  the  coming  year,  upon  tlie  firm  and  sure  foun- 
dations we  have  laid,  many  organizations  pledged  to  Fraternity,  Char- 
ity and  Loyalty.  In  transferring  the  duties  of  our  office  we  renew 
our  love  for  the  order  and  pledge  ourself  anew  to  rend'-r  all  possible 
assistance  in  the  future.  Let  jjeace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout. 
As  "In  union  there  is  strength,"  let  us,  as  women,  be  one  true  and 
faithful  sisterhood  bound  by  the  ties  of  fraternity,  cemented  by  the 
love  of  charity,  and  withal  loyal  to  our  loved  country,  saved  by  the 
boys  wlio  wore  the  blue,  and  over  which  the  stars  and  stripes  wave 
to-day  from  lake  to  gul",  from  shore  to  shore,  the  loved  Hag  of  all 
nationalities.

SENIOR  VICE-PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 
Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders,  President  Department  of  Illinois,  W.  E.  G. 

Dear  Madam: — In  offering  a  rej^ort  of  my  work  as  Senior  Vice- 
President,  for  the  year  just  closing,  I  realize  the  fact  that  when  com- 
pared with  what  you  have  done  it  is  hardly  worthy  of  mention,  al- 
though it  forms  a  jaart  of  the  sum  total  and  required  some  time  and 
exertion. 

As  far  as  possible  I  have  responded  to  every  call  from  headcjuar- 
ters,  performing  the  duties  required  to~the  best  of  my  ability.  I  have 
organized  the  following  Corps:  No.  69,  Homer,  March  5,  1887;  No. 
72,  Cherry  Point,  March  31,  1887;  No.  75,  Bethany,  April  32,   1887. 

On  Oct.  28,  I  went  to  Moweaqua  with  authority  to  organize  a 
Corps,  but  there  not  being  a  sulflcient  number  of  ladies  present  who 
were  willing  to  take  the  obligation,  the  organization  could  not  be 
effected. 

Dec.  19  1  inspected  Corps  No.  75,  at  Bethany.  I  have  received  a 
cordial  welcome  from  all  and  found  the  ladies  much  interested  in  the 
work.  Many  letters  of  inquiry  have  come  to  me  which  I  cheerfully 
answered,  giving  the  desired  information,  assuring  all  of  my  willing- 
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to  assist  them  in  any  way. 

Of  the  National  Convention  I  saw  very  little,  owing  to  illness,  but 
it  took  only  a  short  time  for  me  to  become  favorably  impressed  with 
the  able  manner  in  which  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D'Arcy  Kinne  presided  over 
national  affairs. 

In  addition  to  my  department  work  I  have  had  the  honor  of  being 
President  of  Dunham  Corps  No.  4,  of  Decatur,  111.,  the  birthplace  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  where,  on  Jan.  30,  1884,  the 
Department  of  Illinois  W.R.C.  was  organized  by  our  honored  and 
lamented  Lois  F.  S.  Holbrook.  In  response  to  General  Orders  No.  2, 
Dunham  Corps  worked  cheerfully  and  faithfully  until  ihe  articles  re- 
quired for  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Quincy  were  all  prepared  and  duly 
forwarded. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  idea  of  a  Veteran  Woman's  Home.  I  have 
so  often  expressed  a  wish  for  something  of  the  kind,  that  when  I  read 
the  article  in  our  Vidstte,  of  recent  date,  stating  that  such  a  project 
had  been  favorably  considered,  my  heart  was  made  glad.  I  trust  the 
generous  offer  made  by  Past  Commander  Dickason  may  act  as  an 
inspiration  to  others.  To  make  provision  for  the  veteran  soldier  is 
the  least  that  can  be  done  for  him  in  return  for  the  loss  of  health  or 
limb.  The  army  nurse  for  her  valuable  services  deserves  reward,  but 
let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  we  have  among  us  women  who  gave  up 
the  dearest  of  all  earthly  treasures  for  our  country's  cause,  who,  in 
their  declining  years,  are  compelled  to  grapple  with  poverty  and  dis- 
tress, scarcely  being  able  to  keep  the  wolf  from  their  doors.  They 
were  not  seen  on  southern  battlefields,  but  by  personal  service  and 
personal  sacrifice  they  bore  their  part  of  the  great  war,  and  deserve  to 
be  counted  among  the  bravest  of  our  nation's  defenders.  By  their 
inspiration  our  armies  were  encouraged  to  deeds  of  valor,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  preservation  of  our  country.  May  the  Great  Giver  of 
all  good  hasten  the  day  when  they  may  be  provided  with  more  of 
the  comforts  with  which  this  land  they  helped  to  save,  is  so  bounti- 
fully supplied. 

As  I  retire  from  Department  work  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks 
to  you,  Mrs.  President,  and  other  members  of  this  Department,  for  the 
kindness  shown  me  from  the  day  of  its  organization  up  to  this  time. 
I  will  ever  hold  these  pleasant  associations  in  fond  remembrance,  and 
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trust  that  as  co-workers,  we  may  continue  zealous  and  faithful,  prov- 
ing ourselves  worthy  to  be  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public.

JUNIOR  VICE-PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Mrs.  8ne  A.  Sanders,  Department  President: 

As  it  seems  to  have  become  necessary  for  the  Vice  Presidents  of 
our  organization  to  make  such  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Relief 
Corps  in  their  vicinity  as  might  be  thought  interesting  to  the  De- 
partment Convention,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  re- 
port of  my  work  during  the  past  year: 

The  duties  of  a  Junior  Vice  not  being  very  onerous  my  report 
must  necessarily  be  rather  meager  and  brief. 

When  elected  to  this  position  one  year  ago  I  fully  appreciated  the 
honor  conferred  upon  me  by  this  Convention  and  I  have  endeavored 
to  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  fill  all  demands  made  upon  me  in  the 
interests  of  our  beloved  order. 

On  the  31st  of  April,  1887,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Ruthella 
Lundy,  Past  Conductor  of  W.R.C.  No.  23, 1  instituted  and  installed  the 
officers  of  Silas  Casey  Corps  No.  73,  auxiliary  to  Post  No.  555,  G.A. 
R.,  at  Brighton  Park,  111.,  a  suburb  of  Chicago.  Tliis  Corps  started 
with  twenty-five  charter  members.  As  this  was  the  first  Corps  or- 
ganized in  this  city  or  vicinity  for  nearly  three  years  it  was  most 
gratifying  to  me  to  have  the  honor  of  performing  this  pleasant  duty. 

Silas  Casey  Corps  having  opened  the  way  Godfrey  Weitzel  Corps 
followed,  in  October,  with  a  charter  membership  of  83  and  early  in 
November  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Commander  of  Post 
No.  275,  at  Barrington,  111.,  asking  for  some  information  with  regard 
to  the  formation  of  a  Corps  auxiliary  to  that  Post  and  requesting  me 
to  go  out  to  Barrington  and  meet  some  of  the  ladies.  I  complied 
with  his  request  and  the  result  of  my  visit  was  the  institution  of  a 
Corps  with  twenty-eight  charter  members.  In  this  pleasant  task  I 
was  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Mary  Thiell,  Aid  on  the  Staff  of  our  De- 
partment President. 

Early  in  the  following  month  I  was  again  called  upon  to  institute 
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a  Corps  auxiliarj-  to  Farragut  Post,  No.  G02,  G.A.R.,  in  Chicago.  I 
■was  assisted  in  installing  the  officers  of  three  of  these  Corps  by  Mrs. 
Lottie  V.  Bigden.  These  installations  were  public  and  were  held  in 
in  connection  witli  the  inst  allation  of  officers  of  the  Posts  to  which 
the  Corps  were  auxiliarj-.  These  double  services  tend  largely,  in  my 
opinion,  to  promote  that  feeling  of  fraternity  which  helps  more  than 
unytliing  else  to  bind  Post  and  Corps  together. 

I  have  received  and  answered  during  the  year,  on  Department  bus- 
iness, 290  letters. 

About  one  week  ago,  while  making  preparations  to  attend  this 
Convention,  I  received  a  communication  from  our  Department  Presi- 
dent, authorizing  me  to  institute  and  install  the  newly  re-organized 
Corps  auxiliary  to  Abraham  Lincoln  Post,  No.  91,  of  Chicago.

The  re-organization  of  this  Corps  was  more  than 
gratifying  to  me  personally,  as  it  seemed  to  be  the  crowding  triumph 
after  three  years  of  incessant  opposition.  I  desire  to  congratulate 
you  most  heartily  upon  the  growth  of  our  order  during  your  admin- 
istration, and  upon  the  fearless  and  faithful  way  you  have  rendered 
your  decisions  looking  solely  to  the  best  interests  of  the  noble  order 
whose  interests  were  intrusted  to  your  keeping. 

All  communications  and  consultations  at  Department  Headquar- 
ters have  been  promptly  and  courteously  answered,  and  to  our  De- 
partment President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  all  connected  with 
the  Staff,  my  most  cordial  and  sincere  thanks  are  due  for  their  uni- 
form courtesy  and  kindness  extended  to  me,  and  may  the  Giver  of  all 
good  who  has  so  graciously  prospered  our  noble  order  in  the  past, 
ever  remain  its  gu  ardian  and  guide  in  the  future  stretching  before  us.

Mrs.  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  W.R.C.  Department  of  Illinois: 
In  accordance  with  our  rules  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  work  in  the   Department  Secretary's  office,  and  of 
the  membership  of  our  order  during  the  past  year : 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  trial  and  also  one  of  work, 
hard,  earnest  work;  still,  amid  trials  and  labor  there  has  been  so 
much  to  encourage,  so  many  bright  spots,  so  many  cheering  words, 
that  it  has  also  been  a  verj^  pleasant  one. 

OFFICE    WORK. 

During  the  year  I  have  forwarded  to  all  Corps  Presidents  16  Gen- 
eral Order — 7  National  and  9  Department — one  of  which  was  also 
sent  to  all  G.A.R.  Post  Commanders  whose  address  could  be  obtaino-':, 
(some  six  hundred),  1  circular,  1  Departmeiit  roster,  1  petition  to 
pension  army  nurses,  blanks  for  all  quarterly  reports  and  election  re- 
turns, engrossed  and  sent  out  40  charters.  Have  consolidated  all  re- 
ports for  National  Secretary,  written  1,300  letters,  75  postal  cards, 
making  an  aggregate  of  3,900  communications  forwarded  from  this 
office.     I  have  received  1,050  letters  and  communications. 

GROWTH    OF   THE    ORDER, 

The  growth  of  the  order  has  been  very  gratifying.  Past  Depart- 
ment Secretary's  report  for  Jan.  1,  1887,  shows  2,003  members  in 
good  standing.  The  gain  during  the  year  has  been  as  follows:  1st 
quarter,  226;  2d  quarter  258;  3d  quarter  119;  4th  quarter  223. 
Number  of  members  in  good  standing  Jan.  1,  1888,  2,806.  Corps 
have  reported  since  Jan.  10,  1888,  with  a  membership  of  93.  Two 
Corps  were  organized  in  December  1887  (which  have  not  reported) 
with  a  membership  of  53.

"The  Counselor  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations and  the  decisions  and  opinions  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
and  Ije  projjared  to  aid  the  President  and  Council  when  called  upon 
to  do  so;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  l>e  recpiired  of  her 
by  the  President." 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  as  auxiliary  to  the  G.A.R.,  lias  adopted 
rules  almost  similar  to  those  of  the  Grand  Army,  hence,  the  Rules  of 
Correspondence,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  having  adopted  the 
military  usages  as  practiced  during  the  war. 

Every  member  of  our  order  should  realize  the  importance  of  the 
mission  of  the  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army,  and  each  and  every  one 
strive  to  upliold  the  principles  of  our  organization. 

Our  organization,  besides  being  a  charitable  one,  is  a  grand  school 
for  women ;  and  I  fear  that  we  do  not  all  fully  appreciate  that. 

No  woman  can  live  up  to  the  teachings  of  our  order  without  it 
making  a  better  woman  of  her. 

And  these  same  teachings,  if  strictly  followed,  will  bring  out  the 
better  part  of  ourselves  and  help  us  to  bury  self  and  "do  unto  others 
as  we  would  that  others  should  do  unto  us." 

And  now,  dear  sisters,  allow  me  to  thank  you  all  for  the  encour- 
agement and  respect  you  have  ever  shown  me.  And  to  you,  Mrs. 
President,  do  I  owe  much; — not  only  for  the  honor  conferred,  but 
for  the  manner  in  which  you  have  always  received  my  opinions.

Opinion. — No,  not  when  they  have  been  before  the  Council  and 
submitted  to  the  Convention  and  ordered  paid. 

Case. — Can  a  Department  President  grant  a  dispensation  for  names 
to  be  put  on  a  charter  who  were  not  initiated  at  the  time  of  institu- 
tion? 

Opinion. — I  have  never  seen  anything  that  would  admit  of  it.  In 
decisions  of  Third  National  Convention,  W.R.C.,  I  find  this:  "That 
hereafter  Corps  charters  be  closed  at  date  of  organization;"  and  In- 
structions to  Corps  Presidents  say  "Corps  charters  date  from  institu- 
tion of  Corps  and  only  those  persons  then  initiated  can  become  char- 
ter members. 

OPINION  THIRD,  MARCH  29,  1887. 

Case. — Should  expenses  of  Department  officers  be  paid  when  the 
report  recommending  it  was  simply  accepted  by  the  Convention? 

Opinion. — Cushing's  Manual,  pages  169  and  170,  says  when  a  re- 
port is  accepted,  the  whole  report  is  adopted  by  the  assembly  and 
becomes  the  statement,  reasoning,  opinion,  resolution  or  other  act  as 
the  case  may  be,  of  the  assembly,  and  so  forth. 

Case. — Wlio  is  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  convention  min- 
utes and  what  shall  be  done  with  them? 

Opinion. — The  secretary  of  convention  is  responsible  for  tlie  cor- 
rectness of  minutes  as  approved ;  and  it  is  the  business  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  convention  to  pay  attention  and  see  that  they  are  correct 
before  they  are  approved. 

It  has,  I  believe,  been  the  practice  heretofore  for  the  proceedings 
to  be  printed  at  the  new  headquarters. 

I  cannot  understand  why  it  is  so,  for  I  know  if  I  were  secretary,  I 
should  want  to  see  to  the  printing  of  my  own  minutes. 

OPINION  FOURTH,  MAY.  23,  1887. 

Case. — Can  Department  President  act  as  assistant  Inspector? 

Opinion. — Yes,  if  Department  Inspector  wants  her  to  act  as  such. 
It  is  the  duty  of  Department  President  to  appoint  the  assistant  In- 
spector on  the  nomination  of  Department  Inspector.  See  Rules  and 
Regulations  in  General  Rules,  Chapter  5,  Article  5,  Section  2. 

OPINION  FIFTH,  OCT.  28,    1887. 

Case. — Would  it  not  be  expected  of  a  Department  President  to 
order  supplies  sent  to  a  Corps  that  has  been  burned  out?     Please  in 
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this,  as  in  all  others,  give  your  opinion  and  receive  according!}-. 

Opinion. — As  there  have  been  no  provisions  made  in  the  Rules  and 
RegulaTions  or  decisions  at  National  or  Department  Conventions  for 
such  a  case,  I  think  if  Department  President  should  order  supplies 
sent  from  Departmeut  Treasury  to  a  Corps  that  had  Ijeen  burned  out 
she  (the  President)  would  be  financially  responsible  for  the  same, 
provided  the  Convention  did  not  see  fit  to  remit  the  bill.  But  when 
a  Department  President  manifests  such  charity  as  that,  I  think  no 
Corps  should  allow  her  to  pay  the  bill. 

OPINION  SIXTH,  DEC.  26,    1887. 

Case. — Is  it  right  for  Department  President  to  order  inspection 
bills  paid  without  being  audited  by  Council? 

Opinion. — I  do  not  find  anything  forbidding  it.  Article  6,  Section 
8,  Rules  and  Regulations,  says  the  Department  Council  shall  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  various  officers,  keep  a  full  and  detailed  record  of  its 
proceedings  and  present  the  same  for  consideration  at  the  Depart- 
ment Convention  at  each  stated  meeting  thereof,  but  does  not  state 
when  they  shall  be  audited.  It  is  my  understanding  that  disburse- 
ments from  Department  Treasury  shall  only  be  in  behalf  of  the  W.R. 
C,  or  its  incidental  exjienses.  General  Rules,  Article  5,  Section  1, 
says  "there  shall  be  a  thorough  inspection  of  each  Corps  every  year." 
Therefore  a  yearly  inspection  is  the  law  and  one  of  the  objects  or  in- 
cidental expenses  of  the  W.R.C.  And  as  Inspectors  receive  com- 
pensation lor  time  and  labor  I  think  that  their  bills  should  be  paid 
when  presented,  and  that  Department  Council  or  Convention  should 
make  some  provisions  or  direct  the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

OPINION  SEVENTH,  JAN.  5,  1888. 

Case. — Can  Past  Department  or  National  officers  be  appointed 
(that  have  not  been  Past  Presidents)  Installing  officers? 

Opinion. — Revised  Rules  and  Regulations  are  silent  on  that  point. 
But  Installation  service  in  Service  book,  paragraph  3,  first  page,  says 
"the  Installing  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Department."  Beath's 
Blue  Book,  page  44,  paragrapli  34,  which  refers  to  G.A.R.  Installa- 
tion Service  says  "the  Department  CoTnmander  shall  detail  a  com- 
rade to  act  as  Installing  officer  of  Posts  etc.  Senior  Past  Post  Com- 
mander may  act."  Therefore  I  think  tl>at  Installing  officers  can  be 
appointed   by  Department  President,  subject  to  special  request  of 
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any  member  of  the  order. 

OPINION  EIGHTH,  JAN.  14,    1888. 

Case  from  Corps  No.  44. — Can  a  member  who  recommends  a  can- 
didate hand  in  the  application  or  can  a  member  handing-  in  au  appli- 
cation vouch  for  the  same^ 

Opinio/i.-^A.rticle  2,  Section  2,  Rules  and  R.'gulations,  clearly  ex- 
plains that  two  members  recommending  a  candidate  on  the  appplica- 
tion  are  the  vouchers,  whose  duty  it  is  to  present  the  application  at  a 
stated  meeting  of  the  Corps.  ^

DEPARTMENT    CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 
Mrs.  President: 

In  compliance  with  our  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  condensed  Memorial  Day  reports  of  sixty-two  Corps, 
Department  of  Illinois,  W.R.C. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  of  the  great  interest  everywliere  manifest- 
ed in  the  sacred  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  an  interest  not  con- 
lined  alone  to  those  banded  together  as  are  the  W.R.C.  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  whose  duty  it  is,  but  manifested  by  every  class  and  age, 
who  vied  with  each  other  as  to  which  should  show  most  res- 
pect and  gratitude  to  our  honored  dead.  The  influence  upon  the 
school  children  who  everywhere  took  part  cannot  be  but  for  their 
good,  for  certainly  in  no  other  way  can  lessons  of  loyalty  and  vener- 
ation for  the  defenders  of  liberty  be  so  effectively  instilled  into  their 
minds.  Perhaps  many  were  caused  to  attend  upon  this  Memorial 
Day  because  for  the  first  time  flowers  were  to  be  placed  on  the  tomb 
of  him  in  whose  poetic  soul  the  idea  of  Memorial  Day  had  its  origin.

DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  W.R.C.,  Department  of  Illinois,  in 
Convention  Assembled : 

In  this,  the  closing  part  of  my  year's  work  as  Inspector  of  the  W. 
R.C.,  Department  of  Illinois,  I  have  the  honor  to  report. 

For  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1887,  reports  of  inspection  have 
reached  me  from  74  Corps,  out  of  a  total  of  80  that  should  have 
been  inspected. 

Col.  Shaw,  No.  8,  I  am  told,  died  last  year,  though  the  name  and 
number  still  remain  upon  our  roster. 

John  Brown,  No.  14,  was  twice  notified  in  accordance  with  Gen- 
eral Orders  No.  6,  of  Department  President,  to  be  ready  for  inspec- 
ction,  but  when  your  Inspector  presented  lierself  according  to  ap- 
pointment, the  Corps  was  not  present.  For  various  reasons  the 
other  four  Corps  were  not  inspected. 

I  have  been  ably  asssisted  by  the  following  ladies:  Mesdames  Sue 
A.  Sanders,  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  Lou  J.  East,  Inez  J.  Bender,  Laura 
H.  McKeever,  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  Sallie  J.  Steele,  Amanda  P.  01m- 
stead,  Manila  Ward,  Carrie  T.  Becker,  Sue  M.  Simpson ;  and  I  wish 
to  extend  to  them  my  warmest  thanks  for  their  cordial  co-operation 
and  tlie  creditable  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  work. 

In  the  Corps  inspected  Sept.  30th,  1887,  we  had  a  membership  of 
2649  with  an  average  attendance  of  181,  being  a  gain  in  attendance 
this  year  of  one  per  cent.,  the  average  attendance  of  officers  being  7 
and  a  fraction. 
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Some  Corps  seem  not  to  understand  the  object  of  our  order,  as  set 
forth  in  Rules  and  Regulations;  consequently  have  failed  to  estab- 
lish a  relief  fund.  In  those  that  have  there  remains  in  their  treasur- 
ies a  balance  of  $2494.70,  while  during  the  year  the  amount  expend- 
ed in  relief  reached  the  handsome  sum  of  $2283.07 ;  the  estimated 
value  of  relief  other  than  money  reached  $1134.33,  making  a  total 
of  $3417.40  expended  in  relief  by  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

I  am  happy  to  report  the  work  of  the  Ritual  completely  memor- 
ized by  the  officers  in  the  following  Corps,  5,  10,  12,  13,  17,  45  and 
64,  and  memorized  by  part  of  the  officers  in  1,  3,  7,  9,  15,  20,  22,  23, 
24,  26,  36,  37,  40,  44,  46,  55,  57  and  65.  The  increased  impressive- 
ness  of  the  service  should  induce  all  officers  to  thoroughly  memorize 
their  part.  While  it  does  not  stricly  appertain  to  this  report,  I  will 
say  in  this  connection  we  have  a  laudable  example  set  us  by  Mrs. 
Lizzie  Blackmore,  of  Corps  No.  15,  now  serving  her  third  term  as 
Senior  Vice-Pres.,  who  has  been  frequently  called  upon  to  occupy  the 
President's  chair,  and  has  stored  in  her  memory  not  only  her  own 
but  the  President's  part  of  the  Ritual,  including  the  service  of  initia- 
tion. 

For  the  good  of  our  order  and  as  a  favor  to  the  incoming  Depart- 
ment officers,  your  Inspector  would  recommend  the  importance  of 
Department  President  convening  Inspector  and  assistants  for  instruc- 
tion, until  they  are  jjroperly  qualified  for  their  work.  In  this  way 
alone  can  we  have  uniformity  throughout  the  Department. 

The  recommendation  of  Mrs.  Leaverton,  made  at  the  Rock  Island 
Convention  is  worthy  of  repetition,  i.  e.,  that  no  one  be  sent  to  insti- 
tute a  Corps  until  Department  President  is  aware  of  her  qualifica- 
tion for  the  work.  The  result  of  imperfect  work  in  this  particular  is 
apparent  in  many  instances.  A  Corjjs  improperly  organized  ar.d  in- 
structed is  blighted  at  the  very  beginning  and  fails  to  make  the 
desired  impression  in  the  community;  instead  of  attracting  it  soon 
dwindles  into  insignificance. 

A  public  office  is  a  public  service.  The  officers  of  a  Corps  are  the 
servants  of  the  Corps.  Some  members  are  capable  of  rendering  bet- 
ter service  than  others.  The  best  we  have  are  none  too  good  for  our 
order.  The  most  intelligent  as  to  our  work  should  be  made  our  ser- 
vants ;  hence  I  would  recommend  the  utmost  caution  and  care  in  ev- 
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fry  Corjis  in  the  selection  of  its  officers.  Intelligence  and  integrity 
sliouUl  never  be  discounted  by  personal  prejudice  nor  personal 
favor. 

Ladies  fail  to  realize  that  they  have  taken  upon  themselves  a  vow, 
that  they  have  pledged  their  honor  as  women  to  work  for  the  good 
of  our  order  whose  chief  object  is  charity.  Let  every  member  of  ev- 
ery Corps  from  this  time  forth  determine  to  lay  aside  self  and  selfish 
interests  and  follow  in  the  foot-steps  of  our  Great  Leader,  who  cared 
not  for  himself  but  toiled  incessantly,  that  others  might  be  blessed. 
I  desire  to  impress  upon  the  members  of  this  Convention  and 
through  you  the  Corps  you  represent,  the  importance  of  having  all 
oooks  and  Corps  papers  ready  for  the  Inspector.  How  can  the  In- 
spector inspect  the  books  unless  they  are  in  the  hall?  In  some  instan- 
ces the  officers  neglected  this  part  of  their  duty. 

On  behalf  of  her  assistants,  and  personally,  your  Inspector  hereby 
expresses  her  appreciation  of  courtesy  and  cordiality  everywhere  ex- 
tended. The  sweet  recollections  of  glad  greetings,  banquetings  and 
receptions  recall  the  lines  of  the  poet : 

"Long,  long  shall  my  heart  with  these  memories  be  filled, 
Like  the  vase  in  which  roses  have  once  been  distilled. 
You  may  break,  you  may  shatter  that  vase  if  you  will, 
But  the  scent  of  the  roses  will  hang  'round  it  still." 
Such  memories  ter^d  to  compensate  for  the  inconvenience  of  rising 
at  unseemly  hours  to  catch  a  railway  train,   for  the  discomfort   and 
danger  of  warming  spare  beds,  riding  on  freight  trains   to  fill  ap- 
pointments, to  say  nothing  of  being  absent    from  home  and  family 
for  weeks  at  a  time.     In  the  performance  of  this  labor  of  love  more 
than  6,000  miles  have  been  traveled  at  a  cost  to   the   Department  of 
only  $182.41.     While  the  figures  may  seem  large  to  you,  hidies,  it  is 
really  small  compared  to  the  amount  of  work   done.     It  is  pleasant 
to  say  and  should  be  said  that  owing  to  the  intelligent,  judicious,  en- 
ergetic and  inspiring  leadership  of  our  estimable  President,  to  whom 
I  am  indebted  for  the  honor  of  my  appointment,   abuses  have  been 
corrected,  difficulties  have  been  removed  and  a  long  and  strong  step 
forward  has  been  taken.     Many  of  our  organizations  have  grown  in 
knowledge  and  efficiency  and  have  learned  to  love  oar  order  and  our 
work  as  never  before.     Her  success  is  our  honor  and  merits  our  com- 
mendation. 
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Encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  past  let  us  hope  for  more  aggres- 
siveness in  the  future  and  aim  to  have  a  working  Corps  wherever 
there  is  a  Post  in  all  this  great  commonwealth.

REPORT. 

Mrs.  President. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and  the  Fifth 
Department  Convention  the  following  report  of  the  institution  of 
new  Corps,  during  my  term  of  office ;  also  the  reports  of  installation 
of  oflScers  for  the  coming  year:  There  have  been,  from  March  4, 
1887  to  Jan.  12,  1888,  29  new  Corps  instituted  in  the  Department. 
Of  installation  of  officers  for  1888,  I  have  received  reports  from  44 
Corps,  and  of  this  number  12  were  public,  5  private,  5  held  joint  in- 
stallations with  the  Post  and  22  were  not  reported.  Out  of  the  44 
reported,  20  were  installed  by  comrades.  In  many  of  the  reports 
sent  me  they  speak  of  joint  installations  with  the  Post,  and  public 
installations,  inviting  comrades  and  sons  of  veterans.

All  this  reminds  me  of  how 
grand  a  thing  it  would  be  to  know  that  every  Corps  in  this  Depart- 
ment was  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  Post  to  which  they  are  aux- 
iliary, for  without  the  G.A.R.  the  W.R.C.  would  never  have  existed, 
and  I  feel  and  would  suggest,  that  in  so  far  as  it  is  practicable,  Post 
and  Corps  ought  to  mingle  socially,  and  exchange  thoughts  and 
views  on  the  one  grand  object  for  which  we  are  banded  together. 
We  are  many  persons  of  many  minds,  and  we  have  many  members 
who  never  express  their  thoughts  except  in  conversations  with  a 
friend,  and  in  these  social  meetings  is  where  we  get  the  benefit  of 
these  persons'  ideas,  who  from  timidity  or  diffidence,  will  never  let 
their  voice  be  heard ;  and  their  suggestions  are  oft  times  of  great  val- 
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ue.  In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  tender  the  Department  President  and 
Secretary,  my  sincerest  thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

Records  of  moi'ning  session  read  by  "Assistant  Secretary,  Mrs.  Inez 
J.  Bender,  and  approved. 

Report  of  Miss  Ada  Carlton  read,  and  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Bender, 
proi>erly  seconded,  was  accepted  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Offi- 
cers' reports. 

The  President  then  explained  action  to  be  taken  on  an  application 
for  membership,  after  wliich  ballot  was  taken,  thereby  showing  the 
proper  manner  of  balloting  in  subordinate  Corps. 

Mesdames  Sarah  J.  Conant,  Lelia  Bussing  and  Nancy  M.  Ridgeway, 
of  Springfield,  were  then  initiated  in  due  form  and  declared  members 
of  Stephenson  Corps,  No.  17,  of  Springfield, 

The  President  now  gnvc  members  an  opportunity  for  asking  ques- 
tions : 

Mrs.  Newburn,  of  Chicago,  asked:  "When  investigating  com- 
mittee report  unfavorably  must  ballot  be  taken?"  Answered  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mrs.  Distin,  of  Qiuncy,  asked:  "When  candidate  is  well  known 
must  investigating  com.  wait  until  next  meeting  to  report?"  Answer: 
"Committee  can  sign  application  at  any  time  but  action  cannot  be 
taken  until  next  meeting." 

Question:     "Can  pass-word  be  given  to  members  of  Post  and  can 
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they  be  admitted  to  meetings  of  the  CorjDS?"  Answer:  "Pass-word 
cannot  be  given  to  any  but  members  of  W.R.C.  and  members  of  Post 
cannot  be  admitted  during  the  transaction  of  business. 

Question:  "Can  chairman  of  investigating  committee  make  verb- 
al report  if  they  have  not  tlie  application  with  them?"  Answered 
by  Mrs.  Cheney,  National  Secretary,  that  they  cannot,  Beath  decid- 
ing such  action  not  legal. 

Question :  "Which  badge  shall  past  officers  wear,  past  officers'  or 
floor?"  Answer:  "It  is  optional  with  the  past  officer,  as  either  can 
be  worn." 

Question:  "If  a  member  is  expelled  has  she  a  right  to  wear  the 
badge  of  the  order?"  Answer:  "You  cannot  prevent  it  if  she  wishes 
to  wear  the  badge." 

Miss  Carlton,  Department  Treasurer,  then  announced  the  price  of 
past  officers'  badges  to  be  45c. ;  pendant,  5c. 

Question:  "Are  members  assessed  for  per  capita  tax?"  Answer: 
"No;  It  is  taken  from  general  fund." 

Question:  "Can  chaplain  use  other  prayer  than  that  given  in  the 
Ritual?"     Answer:     "She  cannot." 

Question:  "Can  a  lady  wear  badge  of  the  W.R.C.  and  Ladies  of 
the  G.A.R.?"     Answer:     "No  objection  to  her  doing  so." 

Question:  "Is  it  necessory  that  report  of  investigating  committee 
be  be  unanimous  or  just  a  majority?"     Answer:      "Majority  rules." 

Question :  "If  after  a  candidate  has  been  balloted  for  and  elected 
unfavorable  reports  are  brought  in  regarding  her  what  action  shall 
be  taken?"  Answer:  "Beath's  decision  is:  'If  after  an  apj^licant 
has  been  duly  elected,  but  before  he  has  been  mustered  he  should  so 
conduct  himself  as  to  convince  the  comrades  of  the  Post  that  he  is 
unworthy  of  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  they 
may  by  a  vote  of  the  Post  ask  the  Department  Commander  to  set 
aside  the  ballot  by  which  sucli  applicant  was  elected,  and  it  is  lawful 
for  him  to  set  such  ballot  aside.'  The  same  ruling  a7Ji)lies  to  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps." 

Question :  "Is  Corps  President  a  working  member  of  all  com- 
mittees? Has  she  a  right  to  vote  in  same?"  Answered  by  Mrs. 
Cheney,  National  Secretary :  "She  is  an  ex-officio  member  and  can 
work  if  she  wishes." 
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Qiicston:  "Can  a  Corps  Presidcat  carry  honors  from  one  depart- 
ment to  another?     Answer:     "She  cannot." 

Question:  "Can  a  hidy  join  a  Corps  in  anotlicr  town  if  there  is  a 
Corps  in  her  own  phice?"     Answer:     "She  can." 

Question:  "If  an  applicant  has  been  rejected  as  a  charter  mem- 
ber of  one  Corps  can  siie  be  admitted  to  another  Corps  on  applica- 
tion?"    Answer:     "She  can." 

Question :  "If  Corps  President  resigns  before  lier  term  of  office 
expires  does  she  obtain  honors  as  past  President?"  Answer:  "She 
does  not." 

Question :  "What  is  the  fee  to  be  paid  by  members  admitted  by 
transfer."     Answer:     "Each  Corps  fixes  its  own  fee."  , 

Question  :  "If  Post  asks  Corps  to  give  them  one-half  of  the  funds 
in  treasury  what  action  shall  be  taken?"  Answer:  "Corps  can  use 
their  own  pleasure  as  they  are  under  no  obligations  to  comply  with 
the  request  unless  it  meets  their  approbation." 

Question :  "If  three  highest  officers  are  absent  can  past  President 
of  anotlier  Corps  preside?"  Answer,  by  Mrs.  Cheney,  National  Sec- 
retary :     "She  cannot." 

Question :  "Has  I.  and  I.  Officer  the  right  to  refund  money  to 
candidate  and  not  admit  her?"     Answer:     "She  has. not." 

Question :  "Should  chaplain  salute  before  leaving  her  station  or 
at  the  altar?"  Answer:  "New  Ritual  instructs  that  the  salutations 
should  be  given  only  when  reporting  her  duties." 

Question :  "What  does  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  rebellion 
mean?"  Answer:  "Just  what  it  says,  giving  aid  or  assistance  to  the 
enemies  of  the  Union  in  their  works  of  treason  against  the  govern- 
ment, whether  north  or  south." 

Question :  "Can  a  woman  who  was  born  and  raised  in  the  south, 
but  who  is  loyal,  on  reaching  maturity  become  a  memljer  of  the  W. 
R.  C?"     Answer:     "She  can." 

Question:  "If  only  eight  members  are  present  how  many  black- 
blackballs  reject?"     Answer:     "Four  or  more." 

Question :  "Has  President  a  right  to  declare  candidate  elected  if 
four  or  more  blackballs  have  been  cast?"     Answer:     "She  has  not." 

Question:  "Should  members  filling  officers'  chairs  pro  tern,  va- 
cate Avlien  officer  appears?"     Answer:     "It  is  only  courtesy  to  do  so.'' 
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Question:  "If  applicant  pays  her  initiation  fee  and  outside  influ- 
ence prevents  her  initiation  does  she  afterwards  have  to  make  anoth- 
er application  and  pay  second  fee?"  Answer:  "She  does  not  unless 
the  limit  of  time  fixed  by  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  have  passed." 

Question :  If  a  comrade's  wife  makes  application  for  membership 
must  she  be  received  because  she  is  a  comrade's  wife?"  Answer: 
"No ;  ballot  must  decide  in  case  of  comrade's  wife  just  the  same  as 
any  other  applicant." 

Question:  "Can  a  third  ballot  be  taken?"  Answered  iu  the  neg- 
ative. 

Question :  "When  contention  occurs  in  Corj^s  is  it  right  to  call 
in  Post  Commander  or  other  comrade  to  decide?"  Answer:  "It  is 
not  right." 

Motion  was  then  made  by  Mrs.  Sine,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Kyle,  to 
send  greeting  to  Department  Convention  W.R.C.  now  in  session  in 
Milwaukee,  Wis.  Motion  prevailed  and  the  following  telegram  was 
sent:

Roll  call  of  convention  was  next  in  order.  On  account  of  the  im- 
perfect manner  in  which  many  Corps  had  made  out  election  returns 
the  list  was  incomplete  and  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Bradley,  properly  sec- 
onded, the  roll  call  of  convention  and  report  of  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials was  deferred  until  next  session,  giving  to  Corps  Presidents, 
or  highest  officer  present,  opportunity  to  hand  to  Secretary  a  certified 
list  of  all  delegates  and  alternates,  also  list  of  Past  Presidents. 

Report  of  Department  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ella  Cobean,  was  then  read 
and  referred  to  Committee  on  Officers'  Reports.  This  was  followed  by 
reports  of  Department  I.  and  I.  officer,  Mrs.  Lida  A.  Oldroyd,  and  of 
Department  Inspector,  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  which  were  referred^ 
to  same  committee. 

Report  of  Department  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Bessie  S.  Townsend,  was  then 
called  for,  but  on  account  of  hall  being  badly  lighted,  was  deferred 
until  next  session,  and  report  of  Department  Counselor,  Mrs.  Delilah  A.

All  members  present  except  Department 
Chaplain,  Mrs.  Bessie  S.  Townsend  and  Mrs.  Abbie  Holmes.  The 
following  report  Avas  read  by  Mrs.  Clara  W.  Harral,  Cliairman  of  Ex- 
ecutive Board:

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Coiincil,  Dejmrtnient  of  Illinois, 
W.R.C.—ANq,  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  W.R.C.,  beg 
leave  to  offer  the  following  re})ort.  >Ye  have  carefully  examined  the 
books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  find  tliem  correct  in  every 
respect.  We  heartily  commend  the  neatness  and  general  business  en- 
ergy displayed  in  their  arrangement,  thereby  greatly  facilitating  the 
work  of  this  committee.  Our  satisfaction  with  the  work  is  such  we 
do  not  in  this  re])ort  embody  any  recommendations.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  accepted.  Motion 
prevailed  unanimously. 

The  case  of  S.  N.  Sanders  Corps,  No.  54,  was  then  brouglit  before 
the  Council  by  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders.  ]\Irs. 
Leavertou  made  statement  of  the  object  of  the  committee  consisting 
of  Mesdames  Leaverton,  Steele  and  Stadden,  in  going  to  Areola  to 
investigate  the  trouble.  Department  President  at  request  of  Council, 
gave  a  full  account  of  the  trouble  existing  in  that  Corps,  after  which 
charges  and  specifications  against  the  president  of  said  Corps  were 
read,  as  was  also  the  evidence  which  had  been  brought  before  the 
committee  of  investigation. 


Mrs.  Steele  read  letter  from  Senior  Vice-President  of  Corps,  No.  .54 
giving  statement  regarding  the  cases  of  balloting  which  accused  giv- 
ing number  of  black  balls  cast  against  certain  candidates;  letter  from 
Mrs.  Stadden  to  Mrs.  Leaverton  was  read,  after  which  various  affida- 
vits were  read,  also  letters  from  different  parties  of  both  factions. 
Proceedings  of  Court  of  Inquiry  were  then  read  by  Secretary  as  were 
also  recommendations  of  Committee  of  Investigation.  A  general 
discussion  followed  relating  to  the  case,  and  also  to  black  balling 
through  malice.  It  was  decided  a  resolution  should  be  drafted  to  be 
presented  to  National  Convention  asking  some  legislation  to  better 
control  the  balloting.  The  following  resolution  was  accordingly 
adopted : 

Whereas,  It  having  come  to  the  ears  of  this  Council  that  under 
the  present  system  of  balloting,  personal  spite  and  petty  malice  have 
gained  too  great  influence  and  are  working  ruin  to  our  order.  There- 
for be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Council  that  we  request  the  National  Convention 
to  take  under  advisement  the  feasibility  of  so  changing  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  that  one  third  of  the  balls  cast  shall  be  black  to  re- 
ject a  candidate. 

Resolved,  That  a  clause  be  added  that  shall  provide  defense  and 
punishment  for  such  oflEense. 

It  was  then  decided  to  await  the  arrival  of  delegates  from  Corps 
No.  54,  before  proceeding  further. 

Department  President  brought  the  printing  of  Convention  proceed- 
ings before  Council  for  their  action.  Mrs.  Bradford  moved  that  they 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  retiring  officers  for  printing;  seconded  and 
carried  unanimously.  The  following  resolution  was  then  offered  by 
Mrs.  Bradford: 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  our  order  have  some  official  medi- 
um of  communication,  and 

Whereas,  The  National  Vidette,  edited  by  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders  is 
well  suited  to  our  wants,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Department  hereby  recognizes  the  National  Vi- 
dette as  such  official  medium  and  expresses  the  wish  that  Mrs.  Sue  A. 
Sanders  may  remain  in  editorial  charge  and  that  every  Corps  may 
communicate  items  of  interest  through  its  columns  and  that  every 
member  of  our  order  may  have  her  name  on  the  subscription  list. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Leaverton  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Sandes  that  the 
Council  adopt  the  resolution.     Motion  prevailed.

The  case  of  Corps  No.  29,  whose  charter  had  been  revoked  by  re- 
(juest  of  Warren  Post,  No.  319,  to  which  they  were  auxiliary  was 
calk'd  up  and  I)c'i)artnK'nt  President  gave  a  synopsis  of  the  case,  stat- 
ing trouldes  wliich  had  occurred  in  said  Corps  which  finally  led  the 
Post  to  demand  that  the  cliarter  be  revoked. 

A  statement  was  made  by  Department  President  in  regard  to  sup- 
plies which  had  been  sent  to  Corps  No.  5,  of  Palestine,  to  replace 
those  destroyed  by  fire.  Motion  by  Mrs.  Hubbard  and  seconded  by 
several,  that  Department  pay  for  the  supplies.  Motion  prevailed. 
Council  then  adjourned  for  supper. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  Council  again  convened  at  7  o'clock  p. 
m.,  for  further  consideration  of  trouble  in  S.  N.  Sanders  Corps,  No. 
54,  five  members  of  said  Corps  being  present. 

By  vote  of  Council  the  delegate  and  alternate  representing  each 
faction  were  chosen  to  give  testimony.  Affidavits  were  read  from 
four  of  the  members  of  said  Corps,  stating  that  they  had  cast  black 
balls  against  the  candidate,  whom  their  President  declared  elected. 
Mesdames  Beggs,  Bassett,  and  Curtis  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
Corps  could  never  again  work  in  harmony.  3Irs.  Shahan  gave  no 
opinion  in  tlie  matter.  After  much  evidence  had  l)een  given  on  both 
sides  these  ladies  were  asked  to  retire  and  Council  discussed  ways 
and  means  of  settling  the  trouble.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  members  of  S.  N.  Sanders  Corps,  No.  54,  who  had  filed  affidavits 
thereby  making  public  the  secrets  of  the  ballot,  be  severely  censured 
or  rep  rimanded  by  the  incoming  council,  and  the  Corps  be  suspend- 
ed for  six  months,  suspension  to  date  from  beginning  of  new  admin- 
istration. All  voted  in  the  affirmative  except  De  partmcnt  Senior 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  Sallie  J.  Steele. 

Tlie  following  bills  were  presented,  and  on  motion  were  allowed : 
Mrs.  D.  A  Leaverton,  for  postage,  $1.50;  Mrs.  S.  M.  Bradford,  for 
postage,  50  cents;  Mrs.  M.  K.  Holtzman,  expenses  to  Bloomington, 
to  audit  Treasurer's  books,  $1.90. 

It  was  also  voted  that  the  traveling  expenses  incurred  attending 
convention,  of  all  Department  officers  including  members  of  the 
Council,  should  be  paid  by  Dej^artment.  No  other  business  being 
brought  up  Council  adjourned.     Ella  Cobean,  Sec.  Dep't  Council. 

No  oI)jection  being  made  the  minutes  of  Council  stood  approved 
as  read. 
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Motion  was  then  made  by  Mrs.  Bradford  that  the  convention  hear 
Department  Secretary's  consolidated  report  of  articles  sent  by  Corps 
to  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Qaincy.  Seconded  and  carried. 
Department  Secretary  then  read  the  report.

The  announcement  was  now  made  by  Conductor  that  Maj.  Row- 
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and,  Superintendont  of  Soldiers'  and  Snilors'  Home  at  Quincy,  was 
■waiting  to  l>e  admitted.  Motion  l)y  Mrs.  Bradley,  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Bradford  that  business  be  suspended  and  Maj.  Rowland  admit- 
ted at  once.  Motion  prevailed.  Conductor  then  introduced  Maj. 
Rowland,  ami  conducted  him  to  a  seat  upon  the  rostrum.  On  invita- 
tion of  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders,  the  Major  gave 
a  talk  regarding  the  Home,  which  was  very  interesting.  He  spoke 
of  the  work  done  by  the  W.R.C.  in  behalf  of  the  veterans  now  in  the 
Home ;  ss^id  "they  were  very  grateful  for  the  sympatliy  and  interest 
manifested  by  the  W.R.C.  The  influence  of  the  Home  wa.s  elevat- 
ing. Some  200  of  those  now  sheltered  were  taken  from  the  poor 
houses,  but  after  a  short  residence  at  the  Home  they  became  better 
physically,  mentally  and  morally."  The  Maj.  stated  that  all  receipts 
from  Corps  not  acknowledged  was  due  to  the  sickness  and  disability 
of  the  former  superintendent.  Gen.  Chas.  E.  Lippencott.  Mrs. 
Sandes  asked  Maj.  Rowland  what  articles  were  most  desirable  to 
send  to  the  Home.  He  replied  that  he  thought  the  ladies  had 
made  the  very  best  selection.  Books,  rugs,  etc.,  were  especially  de- 
sirable, emphasizing  that  books  were  always  appropriate.  There 
was,  he  said,  quite  a  large  number  of  books  already  there,  the  nucleus 
for  a  fine  library.  Many  of  these  had  been  sent  by  the  W.  R.  C.  and 
were  very  gratefully  received.  Mrs.  Sine  asked  whether  the  report 
was  true  that  rugs,  quilts,  etc.,  sent  by  the  Corps  had  been  stored  in 
the  cellar  and  not  used.  The  Maj.  replied  that  the  articles  hjul  been 
placed  in  the  storehouse  (not  cellar)  when  first  received  until  enough 
had  been  forwarded  for  distribution,  but  after  enough  had  been  re- 
ceived to  begin  the  work  of  distributing  it  was  done  and  the  supplies 
had  been  distributed  to  the  very  best  advantage  possible.  Rugs, 
needlebooks,  etc.,  had  l>een  placed  in  the  cottages  for  the  use  of  the 
veterans.  Quilts  were  used  in  the  hospitals  and  everything  had  been 
turned  over  for  the  comfort  of  the  veterans  as  was  intended  bj'  the 
ladies  when  sending  the  supplies.  The  fact  that  they  were  still  re- 
membered and  in  a  measure  cared  for  by  the  loyal  women,  cheered 
them  in  their  loneliness.  The  thought  that  the  sacrifice  they  had 
made  for  their  country,  when  in  the  prime  of  life  and  manhood,  was 
still  held  in  remembrance  by  the  women  of  the  state,  was  very  pleas- 
ant to  them  now  in  their  declining  years. 
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The  Guard  now  announced  a  committee  in  waiting  with  communi- 
cation from  G.A.R.  Encampment.  Conductors  retired  to  hall  and 
re-entered,  escorting  Comrades  J.  R.  Baker,  of  Post  No.  446  and  W. 
A.  Schmitd,  of  Post  96.  After  l)eing  conducted  to  the  rostrum  Com- 
rade Schmitd  read  the  following  communication : 

Whereas,  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  this  Department  is  now 
in  session  in  the  Senate  Chaml)er,  therefore 

Eesolved,  That  this  Encampment  send  cordial  greeting,  and  tender 
the  ladies  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  grand  work  done  by  them  for  our 
needy  comrades  and  their  families. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  and  most  enthusiastically  adopted 
and  the  undersigned  were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  communicate 
the  resolution  to  your  honorable  body.

Comrade  Baker  delivered  a  short  but  eloquent  address  of  cheer  and 
encouragement.  He  said  no  feeling  of  doubt  as  to  the  influence  and 
help  of  the  W.R.C.  existed  in  the  Encampment;  that  although  not 
mustered  by  companies  and  regiments,  yet  the  tender  hands  and  lov- 
ing hearts  of  the  women  did  fully  as  much  as  the  comrades  and  the 
Encampment  recognizes  the  W.R.C.  not  only  as  an  auxiliary  but  as 
the  only  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Every  com- 
rade remembers  with  gratitude  the  letters  of  love  and  cheer,  although 
bathed  in  tears,  sent  them  by  the  women  of  the  north. 

The  soldiers  had  left  home  and  loved  ones  to  meet  treason  and  had 
killed  it,  and  in  that  hard  struggle  the  loyal  women  had  aided  them, 
and  the  comrades  all  love  them  for  it.  And  in  view  of  all  these 
facts  can  you  wonder  that  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  women  scraping  the  lint  and  preparing  the  bandages  and  delica- 
cies were  doing  their  part  toward  putting  down  the  rebellion  and 
sustaining  the  grandest  flag  that  ever  floated  on  the  breeze  of  heaven, 
and  did  it  all  without  being  asked,  and  he  was  glad  to  know  that  the 
W.R.C.  does  not  ask  "Was  your  father  or  husband  a  soldier?"  but 
"Are  you  loyal  to  the  Union?"  The  President  thanked  the  comrades 
in  the  name  of  the  Convention  for  their  kind  words.  They  were 
then  escorted  to  the  door  by  Conductors. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Wilmeroth   the  communication  from  G.A.R. 
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Enoiimpinent  wa^  ortlored  spread  upon  tlu*  niimitos. 

Movt'il  \)y  Mrs.  Ella  Cohean,  seconded  by  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  appropriate  to  be  sent 
to  the  G.A.R.  Eacampinent  now  in  sca-sion  in  Leg-islative  Hall.  Mo- 
tion prevailed. 

The  President  appointeil  the  folbnving  named  ladies  <is  committee:

J.  Stadden,  Springtield. 

The  report  of  Djpt.  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Bessie  S.  Townsend,  was  next 
in  order.  Motion  by  Mrs.  Bradford,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer, 
that  Dept.  Ciiaplain  be  excused  from  reading  itemized  report,  and 
be  allowed  to  read  only  recapitulation;  motion  prevailed.  Recapit- 
ulation was  read  and  report  referred  to  committee  on  officer's  re- 
ports. 

A  basket  of  beautiful  flowers  w;vs  presented  from  Mrs.  Addie 
Ide,  President  of  Mendell  Corps.  No.  89,  Springfield,  to  Mrs.  Sue.  A. 
Sanders,  Department  President,  who  received  them  with  many  thanks.

Sine,  iSIrs.  Clara  W.  Ilarral  and  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Hughes  were  appointed 
committee  to  visit  Encami)ment  and  present  communication. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Sue  M.  Simpson,  Delegate-at-Large,  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  was  then  read  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Offi- 
cers' Reports. 
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REPORT    OP   DELEGATE-AT-LARGE    TO    NATIONAL    CONVENTION. 

Mrs.  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  Department  of  Illinois  W.R.C.: 
As  your  representative  to  the  Fifth  National  Convention  hehl  in 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  September,  1887,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report,  and  in  doing  so  I  regret  that  I  accomplished  so  little 
of  what  I  hoped  to  do.  I  assure  you  I  keenly  felt  the  responsil)ilities  of 
the  position,  and  it  was  my  earnest  desire,  and  every  efiort  given 
was  to  fill  it  with  credit  to  myself  and  honor  to  the  position  which 
in  your  kindness  you  saw  fit  to  bestow  upon  me  a  year  ago.  I  will 
not  consume  time  in  rehearsing  my  delightful  and  interesting  jour- 
ney to  St.  Louis,  but  suffice  it  to  say,  ladies,  I  landed  there  all 
safe  and  sound,  and  found  Illinois  headquarters  at  the  Lindell  Ho- 
tel, and  also  my  little  cot  waiting  for  me.  The  first  one  to  greet  me 
on  my  arrival  was  our  worthy  Department  President  who  kindly 
gave  me  instructions  where  to  register  and  get  my  su2)per.  After 
which  she  took  me  by  the  arm,  and  we  wanderad  through  the  ro- 
tunda, meeting  many  friends  and  a  large  number  of  delegates.  I 
found  that  many  of  the  states  as  well  as  Illinois  had  their  headquar- 
ters at  the  Lindell  and  it  was  very  pleasant  for  us  to  exchange 
friendly  visits  with  each  other  and  I  must  say  we  became  quite  good 
friends  within  four  days. 

You  are  all  well  aware  that  it  has  been  charged  to  the  ladies  that 
we  are  given  to  boasting,  and  that  charge  may  be  true,  and  yet  it 
also  is  true  that  we  are  not  destitute  of  many  things  whereof  we  can 
rightly  boast,  for  in  no  other  country  in  the  world  is  there  such  an 
organization  as  the  Grand  Army  and  in  few  countries  could  such  a 
meeting  as  the  one  in  St.  Louis  be  allowed.  But  what  would  be 
considered  a  source  of  danger  in  some  countries  is  really  in  this  a 
source  of  strength,  so,  therefore,  please  pardon  me  for  giving  space 
to  some  of  my  thoughts  on  that  first  and  memorable  night  at  the  Na- 
tional Convention. 

I  stood  gazing  on  that  vast  and  happy  throng  of  Grand  Army 
boys,  and  as  comrades  greeted  each  other,  methought  I  could  see 
them  cast  a  look  far  back  27  years  ago,  recalling  the  dark  days 
when  they  wore  the  blue  and  drank  from  the  same  canteen  and  tent- 
ed on  the  old  camp  ground;  they  heard  again  the  songs  of  the  camp 
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and  the  echo  of  the  Iniglc  just  as  they  did  then ;  they  saw  marching 
!ind  visions  of  home  and  wife  and  chiUhen,  the  battle  and  the  dead. 
Oh !  that  never  to  be  forgotten  picture  of  old  days  of  conflict. 

And  ladies,  right  there  before  my  eyes  were  the  same  soldiers  who 
in  1861  rallied  to  the  defense  of  our  endangered  country,  and  they 
show  us  by  meeting  and  keeping  up  their  associations  and  comrade- 
ship that  what  they  did  in  those  dark  days  they  are  willing  to  re- 
peat if  necessary,  though  their  heads  are  silvered  and  their  forms  be- 
come somewhat  bent,  but  I  could  see  that  the  old  spirit  was  still 
alive  and  it  made  me  feel  proud  of  the  old  boys,  proud  of  their  past 
and  proud  of  their  present,  for  well  I  knew  that  each  bayonet  held 
by  a  Union  soldier  was  a  thinking  bayonet,  thought  was  behind  it, 
and  that  thought  was  to  crush  the  rebellion  and  preserve  the  Union, 
and  ladies,  now  the 

"Soldier  can  rest,  and  in  honor  rest, 

Their  truth  and  valor  wearing. 
The  bravest  are  the  tenderest, 

The  loving  are  the  daring." 

The  great  and  beautiful  city  of  St.  Louis  extended  a  greeting  to 
all  alike,  from  near  and  far,  north  and  south,  east  and  west.  They 
welcomed  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  with  open  hands  and 
hearts  and  doors.  They  seemed  to  want  to  impress  us  with  their 
hospitality,  so  that  when  we  went  away  we  would  carry  and  spread 
the  fair  fame  of  St.  Louis.  Her  people  had  spared  neither  time  nor 
money  to  make  a  grand  display. 

All  were  anxious  to  see  the  grand  parade,  but  the  muddy  streets 
prevented  the  full  display  which  had  been  intended,  although  the 
veterans  turned  out  in  large  numbers.  Tlie  stars  and  stripes  were 
flying,  houses  and  business  places  were  decorated,  and  loyal  hearts 
were  thinking  of  the  days  when  the  drum  beat,  the  bayonet's 
flash  and  the  martial  tread  in  this  great  city  meant  business. 

The  sight  which  was  witnessed  would  have  been  one  of  the  most 
gorgeous  and  brilliant  ever  seen  in  St.  Louis  if  it  had  only  been  fine 
weather,  but  nevertheless  every  avenue  resounded  to  the  tramp  of 
the  thousands  of  battle  scarred  veterans,  many  of  whom  had  passed 
in  review  before  General  Grant  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  I  tell 
you  the  Mound  City  looked  as  though  it  was  an  armed  camj),  for  at

every  street  corner  could  be  seen  the  Grand  Army  boys  on  the  qni 
Dive,  anxiously  waiting  the  command  to  move.  Every  ear  was  at 
the  highest  pitch  of  tension  to  catch  the  first  sound  of  martial  music 
and  necks  were  craned  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the  procession.  The  po- 
licemen pushed  back  the  crowd  on  the  sidewalk,  there  was  a  mo- 
ment of  expectancy,  then  came  a  platoon  of  mounted  policemen  fol- 
lowed by  a  band  playing  a  lively  air,  and  now  in  rapid  succession  the 
grand  procession  swept  by  through  the  heavy  rain  that  was  falling 
at  the  time.  Civic  organizations  paid  their  tribute  of  respect  to  the 
Grand  Army  and  the  bands  filled  the  air  with  music  while  the  spec- 
tators gazed  and  applauded,  too  much  interested  to  feel  weary  or  re- 
alize that  we  were  having  our  equinoxial  storm.  So  ended  the  grand 
parade  and  now  for  business. 

The  Fifth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corjjs  con- 
vened at  Harmonie  Hall,  St.  Louis,  September  28th,  1887,  with  a 
large  number  of  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
D'Arcy  Kinne,  National  President.  At  the  sound  of  the  gavel  all 
were  quiet.  Convention  was  opened  with  an  appropriate  prayer  by 
Rev.  Mary  Garard,  of  Iowa,  National  Chaplain,  and  through  the  kind- 
ness of  our  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders,  the  Conven- 
tion was  favored  with  fine  singing  by  the  Illinois  G.A.R.  quartette  of 
gentlemen  which  was  highly  ajipreciated  by  all  present. 

Harmonie  Hall  had  festooned  her  quarters  with  beautiful  designs. 
The  red,  white  and  blue  ornamentations  were  very  effective,  and  the 
hall  looked  brilliant  and  bright  and  each  state  had  a  place  assigned 
for  the  delegates  to  sit,  and  decorated  with  different  colored  flags  and 
each  flag  had  a  motto  on  it. 

The  galleries  were  filled  with  interested  members  of  the  W.R.C., 
who  from  the  excellent  order  and  strict  attention  given  showed  that 
they  came  there  to  gather  all  the  knowledge  they  could,  for  I  never 
saw  as  good  order  in  so  large  an  assembly,  Mrs.  Kinne,  our  Na- 
tional President,  is  as  fine  a  presiding  officer  as  I  havp  ever  seen 
wield  the  gavel.  She  had  perfect  command  and  was  honored  by  all 
present  with  their  closest  attention.  Mrs.  Kate  B.  Sherwood,  of 
Oluo,  presented  two  resolutions,  the  first  greeting  to  the  Grand  Armj^ 
and  pledge  of  continued  allegiance,  the  second  complimentary  regrets 
to  Mrs.  John  A.  Logan  for  her  inability  to  be  pr^ent  at  the  present 
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session.  Mrs.  Sherwood  is  a  past  National  President  of  the  W.R.C. 
and  she  is  woman  remarkable  for  executive  abilities  and  as  called 
the  soldier's  favorite  poet  and  is  on  the  editorial  stafE  of  the  National 
Tribune.  Mrs.  Florence  Barker,  tiie  oritjinator  of  tlie  National  W. 
R.C.,  and  a  past  National  President,  is  a  lady  of  beautiful  ])rcsence. 
I  could  go  on  and  make  mention  of  all  the  talent  that  surrounded 
Mrs.  Kinne  l)Ut  time  forbids. 

Ladies  of  this  Department,  I  would  like  to  give  you  the  National 
Prcsulcnt's  report  verbatim.  It  was  so  grand,  so  instructive  and  had 
so  many  good  points  in  it,  1  feel  that  each  one  of  us  should  read  it 
and  profit  by  it,  for  the  report  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D'Arcy  Kinnie  adds 
lionor  to  the  name  of  woman  as  well  as  to  the  W.R.C.  Mrs.  Sarah 
Niciiols,  Senior  Vice-President,  made  a  report  that  was  short  but  to 
the  point  and  showed  that  her  heart  was  in  the  work.  Rev.  Mary 
Garard,  National  Chaplain,  in  her  report  said  that  so  many  of  the  re- 
ports came  to  her  unfinished  that  she  would  only  mention  those  that 
she  regarded  as  most  important,  and  among  those  was  Illinois,  in 
which  she  said  the  report  of  Mrs.  Bessie  Townsend,  our  own,  dear 
and  beloved  Department  Chaplain,  was  among  the  first  received  and 
had  the  seal  of  promptness.  It  contained  a  beautiful  letter,  also  a 
tender  tribute  in  memory  of  the  lamented  and  much  beloved  General 
.John  A.  Logan.  Mrs.  Lizabeth  A.  Turner,  National  Treasurer,  made 
her  report  in  pamjihlet  form,  showing  the  year's  work.  She  made 
some  good  recommendations  and  one  was  this :  The  quarter  begin- 
ning January  1,  1888,  the  per  capita  tax  be  reduced'to  one  cent  per 
member  in  Departments  and  five  cents  per  member  in  subordinate 
Corps.  Ladies,  this  recommendation  of  Mrs.  Turner  is  a  good  one, 
I  think,  and  the  delegates  from  Bryner  Corps,  No.  12,  received  in- 
structions to  use  tlieir  influence  to  have  the  per  capita  tax  reduced 
and  there  will  be  a  resolution  before  this  convention  for  that  pur- 
pose. Mrs.  Turner's  re]K)rt  shows  that  the  total  expenditures  to  July 
1st,  1887,  to  be  $14,404.16,  leaving  a  balance  in  tl\e  hands  of  the 
National  Treasurer  of  $11,190.36.  I  think  it  is  well  for  the  officers  to 
get  out  their  reports  in  jjamphlet  form,  and  give  them  to  the  delegates. 
It  goes  to  show  that  they  are  not  ashamed  for  their  work  to  be  seen 
and  it  strengthens  confidence  in  those  we  elect  to  rule  and  govern 
this  grand  and  thriving  order  of  the  Woman's  Relief   Corps.     Last 
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year  there  were  $50,000  spent  in  charity.  You  can  see  by  this  the 
order  is  coming  to  the  front  and  we  must  liave  faith  in  it,  for  faith 
in  success  is  a  guarantee  of  victory.  The  reports  of  all  the  officers 
were  in  line  shape  showing  that  the  year's  work  had  Ijeen  one  of 
prosperity. 

The  most  important  question  before  the  National  Convention  was 
the  difficulties  in  Indiana.  The  convention  appointed  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Mrs.  E.  Florence  Barker,  Kate  B.  Sherwood  and  Sarah 
A.  C.  Plummer,  to  meet  with  the  memorial  committee  from  Indiana, 
to  discuss  plans  whereby  the  differences  in  the  state  might  be  adjust- 
ed. After  several  hours'  discussion,  propositions  were  presented 
by  the  Indiana  committee  representing  the  Indianapolis  Division  to 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Fifth  National  Convention  and  the 
propositions  were  accepted, and  the  latter  committee recomended their 
adoption  by  the  National  Convention.  After  a  long  discussion  the 
report  was  adopted  by  154  in  favor  to  48  opposed,  thus  giving  the 
two  divisions  equal  representation  in  National  Convention  and  each 
Department  President  continuing  in  command  of  her  dejiartment 
until  the  National  President  shall  issue  a  call  for  a  state  convention 
which  convention  shall  be  held  in  the  same  city  and  time  of  the 
department  encampment,  G.A.R.,  and  be  presided  over  by  a  national 
officer  or  past  national  officer.  I  understand  that  Mrs.  Kate  B.  Sher- 
wood is  the  one  apjDointed  to  take  charge. 

Last  August  I  received  a  communication  from  Nellie  G.  Backus, 
National  Secretary,  informing  me  when  to  send  my  resolutions.  La- 
dies there  are  changes  that  I  should  like  to  see  made  in  our  Rules  and 
Regulations,  but  I  was  very  cautious  in  what  I  asked  for,  hoping  and 
trusting  that  asking  for  a  little,  I  might  be  recognized.  But  the  res- 
olutions are  placed  into  a  committee's  hands  and  are  looked  over  and 
whatever  suits  this  committee  they  bring  before  the  convention. 
Now,  in  my  estimation,  that  does  not  give  each  state  a  fair  show.  It 
is  my  opinion  that  every  resolution  that  is  sent  to  national  head- 
quarters should  come  before  the  National  Convention  and  be  voted 
on  because  it  is  the  National  Convention's  property  and  there  is  the 
the  place  to  dispose  of  it,  and  not  the  committee.  It  gives  too  much 
power  into  a  committee's  hands.  It  shows  a  weak  point  in  the  rul- 
ings of  pur  order.     Now,  in  regard  to  my  resolutions,  all  I  can  say  is 
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this :  I  went  to  tlie  cliaimian  of  the  committee  and  showed  her  a  copy 
and  asked  her  to  bring  them  before  the  convention.  I  told  her  that 
I  wished  the  convention  to  vote  on  them  and  if  it  was  the  voice  of 
all  present  not  to  adopt  them  I  would  be  satisfied,  but,  excuse  the 
expression,  please,  I  did  want  a  show  for  Illinois'  white  alley.  This 
order  of  the  W.R.C.  is  young  and  we  have  many  things  yet  to  learn 
before  we  become  perfect  in  our  laws  so  therefore  I  have  no  words  of 
censure  for  any  one.  I  trust  and  hope  to  see  the  W.R.C.  take  the 
lead  for  it  is  a  grand  organization. 

Commander-in-Chief  Faircluld  sent  a  committee  to  visit  National 
Convention.  -'Sister  Paulina"  Wiis  one  of  the  committee  and  he  gave 
us  words  of  encouragement. 

J.  M.  Allen,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  delivered  an  address  and  spoke  of 
the  difficulty  in  procuring  flowers  for  the  100,000  graves  of  Union 
soldiers  in  and  around  Richmond  on  Memorial  Day.  A  motion  was 
carried  unanimoasly  tliat  the  National  Convention  furnisli  flowers 
for  the  30th  day  of  May, 

"To  cover  the  thousands  who  sleep  far  away. 

Sleep  where  their  friends  cannot  find  them  to-day; 

They  who  in  mountain  and  hill-side  and  dell. 

Rest  where  tiiey  wearied  and  lie  where  they  fell. 

Softly  the  grass  blades  creep  'round  their  repose, 

Sweetly  above  them  the  wild  flower  blows. 

Zephyrs  of  freedom  fly  gently  o'erhead. 

Whispering  prayer  for  the  patriot  dead. 

So  in  our  minds  we'll  name  them  once  more, 

So  in  our  hearts  we'll  cover  them  o'er. 

Roses  and  lilies  and  violets  blue 

Bloom  in  our  souls  for  the  brave  and  the  true. 

Cover  them  over,  yes  cover  them  ever. 

Parent,  hus])and,  brother  and  lover. 

Think  of  tliose  far  away  heroes  of  ours. 

And  cover  them  over  with  beautiful  flowers." 
The  election  of  officers  passed  off  very  quietly.  Mrs.  Emma  S. 
Hampton  was  chosen  on  the  first  ballot,  receiving  120  votes  to  84  for 
Mrs.  Sarah  Nichols,  of  New  York.  Mrs.  Hampton  came  forward  and 
thanked  the  convention  for  the  high  honor  bestowed  upon  her.  She 
said  it  was  wholly  unexpected  but  none  the  less  appreciated  for  in 
honoring  her  the  convention  had  honored  Detroit  and  Miclxigan.  She 
was  not  vain  enough  to  accept  it  altogether  as  a  personal  .compli- 
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nient.     She  thought  it  was  intended  more    as  a  complimeut  to  the 
reputation  which  the  workers  of  the  Michigan  Woman's  Relief  Corps 

have  acquired  abroad. 

There  are  many  other  things  of  which  I  would  like  to  'give  a  full 
description.  The  grand  concert  given  in  our  honor  and  the  recep- 
tion by  the  W.R.C.  of  Illinois,  where  Mrs.  Harral,  our  past  Depart- 
ment President,  was  the  center  of  attraction;  Mother  Bickerdyke, 
the  dear  old  lady  whom  the  soldiers  idolize.  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
taking  her  by  the  hand  and  although  so  old  she  is  still  fair  to  look 
upon,  hale  and  hearty  and  attends  reunions  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. The  record  of  this  woman's  fame  will  live  onward  through  time 
into  eternity. 

Ladies  of  the  Department  of  Illinois  W.R.C,  I  cannot  close  my 
report  without  asking  this  question :  What  can  we  do  to  help  the  old 
soldier  most?  We  all  well  know  that  the  war  bullets  have  passed. 
Bravely,  enduringly,  victoriously  has  it  been  fought,  and  it  is  a  shame 
to  this  country  that  one  old  soldier  is  in  need  or  a  soldier's  family 
should  suffer  or  be  obliged  to  appeal  for  charity.  It  is  only  too  true 
for  the  Grand  Army  encampment  shows  that  they  gave  charity  to 
over  26,000  comrades  during  the  past  year.  I  will  tell  you  what  I 
think  we  can  do,  we  can  help  them  to  get  a  pension.  It  is  a  debt 
that  we  owe  and  I  don't  think  there  is  a  lady  in  this  room  who  would 
repudiate  an  honest  debt.  The  claim  of  the  needy  soldier  is  an  hon- 
est debt  for  all  we  have  to-day  we  are  indebted  to  him,  for  if  it  had 
not  been  for  his  services  in  the  hour  of  need  there  would  be  no  na- 
tion. We  must  remember  he  offered  his  life  to  keep  us  a  nation,  and 
what  more  can  a  man  do.  Yes,  ladies,  it  is  true  that  the  sword  has 
been  withdrawn,  but  the  scars  remain.  They  are  seen  on  the  brow 
of  father  and  mother;  they  are  seen  on  the  broken  hearts  of  discon- 
solate widows  and  they  are  traced  in  the  tears  of  the  orphans,  and, 
ladies,  I  appeal  to  you  in  the  names  of  the  boys  in  blue,  in  the  name 
of  the  departed  heroes,  in  the  name  of  all  the  blood  that  crimsoned 
the  sunny  south  from  the  Potomac  to  the  Mississippi,  in  the  name  of 
the  orphans  and  widows  and  desolated  homes,  I  ask  the  W.R.C.  of 
Illinois,  to  be  the  first  to  come  forward  and  show  the  Grand  Army 
that  we  are  their  helpers  in  heart  and  action.  Let  us  not  rest  until 
every  old  soldier's  debt  is  paid.     Let  the  W.R.C.  of  Illinois  stand 
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on  giiairl  and  be  the  first  to  make  a  move  in  this  noble  work  and 
erect  for  ourselves  a  Listing  monument  by  paying  a  debt  that  we 
honestly  owe  the  500,000  old  soldiers.  Did  not  Lincoln  erect  for 
himself  a  busting  monument  when  he  liberated  3,000,000  human  beings 
from  shivery?  Now,  ladies,  they  say  that  woman  to-day  is  the 
peer  of  man,  that  her  influence  has  widened  and  strengthened,  that 
she  swings  the  sctjpter  that  touches  every  condition  of  human  socie- 
ty, that  she  oils  the  rusty  wheels  of  life  and  softens  the  rough  path- 
ways, that  she  cannot  limit  her  influence;  it,  like  the  pebble  flung 
into  the  lake,  will  roll  its  increasing  circles  until  on  the  farthest 
shore  they  creep  up  to  kiss  the  shining  shells  with  gentle  siglis  of  love. 
If  woman  has  so  much  influence  can  we  not  send  a  committee  of  the 
W.II.C.  from  Illinois,  the  empire  of  the  west,  the  garden  of  the 
world,  to  wait  upon  Congress,  and  use  our  influences  in  belialf  of  the 
soldiers  tliat  we  so  earnestly  desire  to  benefit.  I  came  to  this  con- 
vention, ladies,  with  a  promise  to  soldiers  at  home  and  elsewhere  to 
bring  the  matter  before  this  grand  body  for  your  consideration. 
Tliey  seem  to  have  confidence  in  our  influence  and  let  us  show  them 
that  we  have  not  forgotten  the  tremendous  cost  paid  in  tears  and 
blood  and  broken  hearts  to  give  us  the  privileges  we  enjoy.  Let  us 
make  an  effort  to  help  those  who  delivered  us  from  the  enemies' 
hands,  crowned  our  armies  with  victory,  our  Iwrders  with  peace,  our 
nation  with  glory,  so  tliat  the  old  flag  is  still  its  emblem  of  freedom 
to  all  who  will  tread  American  soil.  Let  us  remind  this  country  of 
the  debt  that  she  owes  the  soldier  for  they  have  not  many  years  left 
to  enjoy  a  pension  if  they  should  live  to  be  quite  aged,  for,  ladies 
"They  are  passing  away  with  the  summer  flowers. 

With  the  autunm  leaves  and  winter  snows, 
AVith  every  day  and  circling  hour, 

They  are  passing  away  to  tlieir  last  repose." 

Sue  M.  Simpson,  Delegate-at-Large. 

Secretary  then  read  the  following  resolution  which  had  been  sent 
to  desk  by  Mrs.  Kizzie  M.  Flint  and  Mrs.  Sue  M.  Simpson : 

Whereas,  On  account  of  the  many  new  Corps  organized,  and  the 
rapidly  increasing  membershii)  of  nearly  all  tlie  Corps  in  this  and 
other  Departments,  the  amount  i)aid  as  per  cai)ita  tax  into  the  Na- 
tional Treasury  of  the  order  shows  a  large  amount  of  cash  on  hand, 
and. 
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Whereas,  It  is  inexpedient  to   divert  for  this  purpose  from  the 
funds  of  the  several  Corps  more  than  may  be  necessary  for  the  pro])- 
er  and  efficient    administration    of    the   National    and    Department 
offices,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  this  Department  to  the  National 
Convention  are  instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts  for  the  reductioa 
of  the  per  capita  tax. 

.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Mary  Eldred  that  resolution  be  adopted  and  Dele- 
gate-at-Large  be  instructed  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  National 
Convention.     Seconded  and  carried. 

Conductors  then  introduced  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  G.A.R., 
Maj.  John  P.  Rea,  of  Minnesota,  Department  Commander,  Capt.  A. 
C.  Sweetser  and  staff,  and  other  comrades.  Department  President 
gave  them  a  cordial  welcome,  after  which  Commander  Rea  addressed 
the  Convention  in  a  very  able  and  eloquent  manner.  He  said  as  rej)- 
sentative  of  that  grand  order,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  he 
esteemed  it  a  pleasure  to  meet  the  Woman's  Relief  CorjDS  in  conven- 
tion and  most  heartily  endorsed  the  order  and  the  work  they  had 
done,  were  now  doing  and  purposed  doing  in  the  future.  The  com- 
rades cherish  some  memories  above  all  others,  and  it  was  also  a  mat- 
ter of  history  that  when  the  first  storm  of  war  shook  the  north  it 
was  women  who  made  the  first  sacrifice.  There  was  more  armor 
buckled  on  than  could  be  seen  by  the  world,  for  every  soldier  wlio 
wore  the  blue  in  the  rebellion  had  behind  him  some  woman's  heart 
and  love  which  gave  him  the  inspiration  that  urged  him  on  to  vic- 
tory or  death.  While  men  were  called  upon  to  die,  women  were 
called  upon  to  endure  suspense  tenfold  more  painful  because  there 
was  no  cessation.  Though  there  was  no  surcease  of  sorrow  or  anxi- 
ety, even  though  heartstrings  broke,  the  mother  never  called  back 
her  boy  until  his  duty  was  done.  It  was  not  hard  for  the  soldier  to 
die  amid  the  frenzy  and  roar  of  battle,  with  none  but  the  angels  look- 
ing on,  but  no  tongue  can  tell  how  hard  it  was  for  the  mother  to  sit 
for  years  waiting  and  watching  alone,  with  the  tide  of  war  raging 
far  away,  waiting  for  the  boy  who  never  came.  There  were  millions 
of  mothers  in  whose  bosoms  were  all  the  incarnate  virtues,  and  whose 
hearts  were  filled  with  a  limitless  love,  and  not  only  in  the  home  but 
in  the  hospital,  on  the  field,  wherever  needed,  the  women  of  America 
were  present  to  soothe  and  cheer  and  bless ;  and  they  now  stand  by 
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the  l)rave  old  veterans  who  periled  life  in  defense  of  the  stars  and 
stripes.  He  then  told  of  his  own  mother's  influence  and  loyalty, 
surpassing  even  her  love  for  her  boy.  How  in  the  early  hour  of  the 
morning,  while  the  moonbeams  were  yet  stealing  througli  his  window 
1^.'  liad  been  awakened  by  the  soft  touch  of  lier  hand  on  his  forehead, 
and  her  kiss  on  his  cheek,  and  how  she  there  gave  him  up  to  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country,  even  though  her  own  heart  was  torn  and  bleed- 
ing over  the  great  sacrifice,  still  she  bade  him  go  and  defend  the 
nation's  flag  and  help  to  save  it  from  dishonor.  He  congratulated 
the  order  on  its  rapid  growth,  thanked  the  Convention  for  tlie  cordial 
welcome  given  him  and  took  his  seat  amid  great  applause. 

The  President  then  introduced  Department  Commander,  A.  C. 
Sweetzer,  as  "the  friend  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps."  He  gave  a 
i)rief  address  referring  touchingly  to  the  recent  death  of  his  motlier, 
saying  tliat  now  his  mother  was  gone  he  had  no  woman  to  care  for, 
his  labor  and  love  should  be  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  for  the  W.R.C. 
The  President  recjuested  Conductor  to  pin  a  W.  R.  C.  badge  on  De- 
partment Commander,  in  token  of  tlie  liigli  appreciation  of  his  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  order  during  his  administration. 

Corporal  Tanner,  of  New  York,  was  next  introduced  by  Com- 
mander Sweetzer,  and  gave  one  of  his  characteristic  addresses.  He 
said  all  visiting  comrades  felt  a  diffidence  in  coming  before  an  audi- 
ence of  women.  They  seem  to  be  troubled  witli  j)aIpitation  of  the 
heart.  He  was  not  surprised  at  a  man  who  was  addressing  an  assem- 
blage of  women  being  stirred  to  the  depths  of  emotion,  for  women 
have  been  the  inspiration  of  men  in  all  ages  and  all  times.  The  na- 
tions who  elevated  women  were  the  only  ones  that  prospered  and 
came  to  the  front.  He  takes  with  some  allowance  the  Scriptural  ac- 
count of  the  creation  of  the  first  woman.  He  can  hardly  tliink  wo- 
man only  a  "cutlet"  of  Adam.  He  said:  "Of  all  the  cowardly 
characters  of  which  history  gives  us  any  account,  old  Adam  is  entitl- 
ed to  lead  tlie  j)rocession.  The  old  fellow  would  not  have  made  a 
good  soldier  from  1861-5,  he  was  too  cowardly,  as  sliown  in  his  ans- 
wer when  confronted  by  the  Almighty:  'The  woman  thou  gavest 
me — '  etc."  He  said  his  wife  agreed  with  him,  only  slie  went  a  little 
further  and  repudiated  the  story  of  the  temptation.  Will  accept  it 
only  on  this  condition,  that,  while  admitting  that  "Eve  fooled  Adam, 
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it  took  the  Devil  to  fool  Eve."  "Woman,"  he  said,  "pre- 
sides at  the  cradle,  guides  our  footsteps  through  childhood,  soothes 
us  in  pain  and  clings  to  us  even  to  the  grave."  He  spoke  of  the  lost 
opportunities  of  the  men  who  went  down  amid  shot  and  shell,  but 
who  can  tell  what  women  lost  as  they  sat  in  the  silence  and  awful 
agony  of  uncertainty.  "How  often  the  rifle  shot  on  the  Potomac  as 
it  pierced  the  heart  of  the  lonely  picket,  broke  the  heart  of  the  wife 
or  mother  at  home,  but  the  busy  fingers  went  on  picking  lint  and 
rolling  the  bandages,  for  although  her  husband  or  son,  father,  broth- 
er or  lover  was  gone  so.ue  other  was  left  and  needed  her  work." 

The  Corporal  said  the  committee  on  jaensions  was  before  Congress 
with  several  bills,  but  one  thing  they  were  urging  was  the  jjassage  of 
a  bill  giving  a  pension  to  every  widow  whose  husband  wore  the  blue, 
whether  he  died  during  the  war  or  since. 

These  addresses  were  responded  to  by  the  President  in  her  usual 
effective  manner,  when  the  comrades  departed,  while  the  convention 
standing  sang  to  the  music  of  the  piano,  that  grand  old  national  air, 
"America."     Convention  then  adjourned  till  2  p.  m. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Convention  convened  at  2 :20  p.  m. 

Conductors  report  all  present  members  of  the  order  and  the  regular 
routine  of  business  is  taken  up.  The  minutes  of  morning  session  read, 
and,  after  some  corrections,  are  approved. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  read  by  the  Secretary : 
Mrs.  President,  and  Members  of  this  Convention  : 

As  much  time  is  consumed  in  reading  the  reports  of  officers  of  the 
Department  that  is  needed  for  important  business,  I  would  offer  the 
following : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Officers  of  this  Department  prepare 
and  forward  their  respective  reports  to  the  Dejjartment  President,  or 
a  committee  appointed,  at  least  ten  days  before  Convention,  and  that 
a  sufficient  number  be  printed  to  supply  each  member  of  convention 
with  a  copy.  Signed,  Lizzie  Hubbard. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  there  be  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five 
ladies  appointed  by  this  convention,  to  wait  upon  Congresss  in  behalf 
of  the  Senator  Hoar  bill  of  one  cent  a  day  now  pending  before  that 
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l)ocly,  to  use  their  best  influence  to  l)ring  about  a  speedy  passage  of 
that  bill.

The  resolution  pr  j  ented  by  Mrs.  nubl)ard  was  unanimously  adoj)- 
ed  by  Convention. 

Those  by  Mesdames  Simpson  and  Nafew,  and  also  the  one  present- 
ed by  Mrs.  Death,  were  adopted  and  Delegate-at-Large  instructed  to 
present  the  matter  to  National  Convention. 

An  open  letter  from  the  W.C.T.U.  was  next  read  by  the  Secretajy. 
Motion  by  Mrs.  D.  A.  Leaverton  tliat  the  communication  be  received 
and  placed  on  file,  with  a  due  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
W.C.T.U.  in  behalf  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors.    Seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  Department  Counselor,  then  presented 
tlie  Department  a  picture  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lois  W.  S.  Holbrook,  Past 
National  I.  and  I.  Oflicer,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  who  died  Aug.  12,  1887. 
Mrs.  Leaverton  stated  that  since  last  we  met  in  Department  Conven- 
tion the  W.R.C.  had  been  called  upon  to  hold  memorial  service  for  our 
beloved  Department  organizer,  Mrs.  LoisW.  S.  Holbrook,  she  having 
instituted  Department  of  Illinois  W.R.C,  auxiliary  to  the  G.A.R., 
.Tan.  30,  1887,  with  only  five  Corps  and  only  17  delegates,  but  now 
the  Department  has  100  Corps  and  are  entitled  to  300  delegates.  She 
felt  that  tlie  ladies  of  this  Department  would  like  to  see  the  face  of 
the  one  that  had  started  us  out  on  this  mission  of  charity;  that  she 
for  one  would  never  forget  her  kind  and  pleasant  face  nor  encourag- 
ing words,  closing  with  the  request  that  the  jiicture  be  placed  at  the 
President's  station  at  each  Department  Convention,  that  our  ladies 
may  become  more  familiar  with  the  face  of  our  Department  organizer. 
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Mrs.  Sanders,  Department  President,  said:  ''Ladies,  Mrs,  Leaver- 
ton  is  always  doing  something  nice.  Last  year  at  Department  Con- 
vention she  presented  this  department  with  a  gavel  made  from  a  part 
of  the  Andersonville  prison  stockade.  She  has  been  President  of 
Corps  No.  5  for  four  years  and  has  never  been  absent  but  twice  dur- 
ing that  time  and  then  to  attend  conventions.  One  of  her  members 
Mrs.  Freeman,  Past  Department  Senior- Vice  President,  has  memor- 
ized the  entire  installation  service,  thus  making  her  a  valuable  as- 
sistant as  installing  officer."  The  convention  extended  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Leaverton  for  the  picture. 

Secretary  then  read  a  communication  from  some  members  of  S.  N. 
Sanders  Corps,  No.  54,  appealing  from  the  decision  of  Department 
Council  to  the  convention.  Motion  by  Mrs.  Bradford,  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Simpson,  that  the  appeal  be  laid  on  the  table.  After  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  by  difEerent  members  of  convention  the  motion 
was  put  to  a  vote,  resulting  in  104  in  affirm  ative  and  32  in  negative. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Bender,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer,  that  a  vote 
of  thanks  be  tendered  Mrs.  Armilla  A.  Cheney,  National  Secretary, 
for  her  presence  during  convention,  her  helji  and  encouragement  and 
for  her  kindness  in  rendering  decisio  ns  referred  to  her.  Motion  pre- 
vailed unanimously. 

Mrs.  Cheney  responded,  thanking  the  convention  for  the  kind  re- 
ception given  her  and  took  her  departure  while  Mrs.  Mary  P.  Gale 
sent  forth  from  the  piano,  the  notes  of  that  dear  old  song,  "Home 
Sweet  Home."  She  was  accompanied  to  the  door  by  Conductor  and, 
to  her  carriage  by  assistant  Conductor. 

Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine  read  a  very  entertaining  report  of  "Penny 
Fund"  showing  the  number  of  pennies  on  hand  to  be  4055.  Moved 
and  seconded  that  report  be  accepted  and  p  laced  on  file.  Motion 
prevailed. 

Report  of  committee  on  Soldier's  Home  being  quite  lengthy  and 
time  limited,  on  motion  properly  seconded  it  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  committee  and  ordered  printed  in  records. 

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   SOLDIERS*   AND    SAILORS'    HOME. 

Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  this  Convention : 

Your  committe  on  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report :     By  invitation  of  trustees,  April  2,  accompan- 
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ietl  l>y  mil-  honoit'd  President,  we  visited  the  Home  at  Quincy.  Upon 
our  arrival  we  were  conveyed  to  the  residence  of  the  Superintendent, 
tlie  late  Gen.  Lijjpencott,  that  gallant  soldier  and  honored  citizen 
who  has  since  our  visit  answered  the  last  bugle  call  and  gone  to  join 
that  grand  army  beyond.  While  at  his  residence  the  Grcneral  sliowed 
us  every  courtesy  and  from  him  we  gained  much  valua1)le  informa- 
tion concerning  the  needs  of  the  Home.  The  Home,  as  you  are  all 
aware,  is  composed  of  one  large  or  main  building,  a  kitchen  and 
eight  (8)  cottages.  Our  first  inspection  was  that  of  the  kitchen.  It 
is  a  large  room,  40xGO,  conveniently  arranged.  Tlie  cooking  is 
mostly  done  by  steam  exce])t  pies  and  bread,  wliich  are  cooked  by 
ordinary  cook  stoves  or  ranges;  a  description  of  the  process  in  de- 
tail would  be  too  long  for  your  patience.  In  this  building  is  a  room 
where  the  clothing  furnished  by  the  state  is  kept,  also  a  store  room 
where  we  tind  vegetables  in  cans,  groceries  and  canned  fruit,  also  a 
laundry  wluch  was  not  complete  at  this  time.  There  is  a  tunnel  ^  of 
a  mile  in  length  connecting  the  cottages  with  the  kitchen.  This  tun- 
nel is  about  six  feet  high  and  six  feet  wide ;  it  has  a  steam  pipe  for 
heating  all  the  l>uildings  and  a  return  pipe  for  the  condensed  steam 
to  be  reheated,  also  a  sewer  pipe.  Tliere  is  also  room  for  gas  pipes 
to  furnish  light  wherever  needed.  The  gas  lights  are  furnished  by 
the  city  of  Quincy.  The  top  of  the  tunnel  is  covered  with  nicely  cut 
flag  stone  seven  feet  wide.  It  makes  a  fine  walk  for  four  persons 
abreast  all  around  the  circle.  On  this  walk  are  trundled  the  food 
carts  that  furnish  the  various  cottages.  The  cottages  are  well  ar- 
ranged each  one  containing  five  rooms,  all  light,  airy  and  comforta- 
ble but  plainly  furnished.  The  rooms  are  12x14  feet  and  contain 
six  cots  each,  supplied  with  mattresses,  blankets,  sheets  and  one  pil- 
loAv  and  white  counterj);ine,  making  very  comfortable  beds.  We 
found  their  cottages  cleanly  kept.  They  are  all  built  of  brick  two 
stories  high;  each  cottage  has  a  large  hall  where  the  comrades  can 
sit  fvnd  amuse  themselves  as  best  suits  them.  Porches  all  around  the 
lower  part  of  building;  up  stairs,  a  small  porcli  in  front.  One  cot- 
tage at  this  time  was  used  for  a  hospital  until  an  appropriation  could 
be  made  by  the  state  to  build  one,  which  since  has  been  done.  An- 
other one  was  used  for  a  dining  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
those  who  were  too  feeble  to  walk  to  the  main  buildinsr  or  dining- 
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room  for  their  meals.  From  the  cottages  we  proceeded  to  the  hospi- 
tal. Here  we  found  six  inmates,  three  with  consumj^tion,  one  with 
fever,  one  with  a  wound,  received  while  in  service,  and  another  from 
a  cancer;  the  latter  being  a  peculiar  case.  "While  in  the  army  he  ran 
a  sliver  in  his  face  under  the  right  eye.  It  was  taken  out  and  no  trouble 
resulted  from  it  for  months.  Finally  a  little  pimple  made  its  ap- 
pearance and  from  it  came  the  cancer.  This  cancer  now  nearly  cov- 
ers his  whole  face.  He  is  a  great  sufferer;  his  constant  cry  is  for  his 
wife.  Although  he  receives  the  best  of  care  he  seems  to  think  his  wife 
would  care  for  him  much  better.  Those  confined  in  hospital  (and 
many  others)  had  been  taken  from  the  alms  houses  and  brought  here 
to  receive  such  care  and  attention  as  the  Home  could  afford.  Many 
others  that  were  unable  to  work  were  sitting  outside  in  the  sun. 
Among  them  were  two  aged  veterans.  We  approached  them  and 
shook  their  hands,  congratulating  them  on  their  nice  home  and  its 
surroundings.  They  replied,  "Yes;  it  is  much  better  than  we  ever 
expected  to  have."  They  inquired,  if  we  were  the  ladies  that  had  come 
to  see  what  was  needed  for  the  comfort  of  those  in  the  Home.  "When 
told  we  were  they  said  with  tears  running  down  their  cheeks,  "On 
your  return  tell  the  ladies,  'God  bless  them'  "We  trust  that  none  of 
theirs  will  ever  be  placed  where  we  have  been," — (meaning  the  poor 
house.)  Our  hearts  were  too  full  for  reply  further  than  a  gentle  pres- 
sure of  the  hand.  Many  may  think  that  in  General  Orders  No.  3,  too 
much  was  required.  But  if  you  ladies  could  have  been  with  us  and 
seen  the  maimed,  the  blind,  and  diseased  one^  that  circumstances 
compelled  to  make  this  their  home,  you  would  all  say  that  we  will 
do  our  share  towards  making  these  poor  fellows'  last  days  as  pleasant 
and  cheerful  as  we  can,  as  we  have  no  doubt  they  did  their  country 
good  service  and  spent  their  best  days  in  defending  our  beloved  flag. 
From  the  hospital  we  were  escorted  to  the  main  building.  There  we 
found  the  trustees'  room,  which  is  a  very  pleasant  room ;  secretary's 
room;  a  large  room  for  religious  service  or  any  other  gathering;  libra- 
ry, which  is  a  pleasant  room,  but  needs  many  things  to  make  it  more 
attractive ;  an  amusement  room  used  for  all  kinds  of  games.  "We 
were  conducted  to  top  of  main  building  and  from  this  place  a  splen- 
did view  of  the  surroundings  can  be  seen.  The  grounds  contain  140 
acres.     The  water  supply  is  from  a  living  spring.      Returning  again 
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to  trustees'  room  a  general  talk  was  had  as  to  what  was  most  needed 
to  make  the  home  a  Home  indeed,  and  the  result  of  this  conference 
you  have  been  apprised  of  in  General  Orders.  While  the  committee 
did  not  assure  the  trustees  thtit  each  corj^s  would  do  all  that  had  been 
talked  of,  but  knowing  the  good  hearts  of  the  women  of  Illinois  in 
times  of  war,  felt  assured  that  the  call  would  not  be  in  vain.  Since 
our  visit  we  have  received  reports  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Home 
also  from  adjutant  which  read  as  follows:  I  will  first  read  superin- 
tendent's report: 

This  statement  is  based  on  what  I  have  thought  to  be  the  kind  of 
information  wliich  the  Relief  Corps  might  consider  most  useful,  and 
I  have  added  some  other,  touching  the  condition  and  progi'ess  made 
since  your  visit  here.  Since  the  Home  was  opened,  April  1st  last 
664  applicants  have  been  admitted  and  the  number  now  on  the  rolls 
is  578;  of  tliese  508  are  present,  48  in  the  new  hospital  recently  occu- 
pied and  460  in  the  12  cottages,  now  in  use;  four  of  these  latter  are 
new  l)uildings.  There  have  l)een  over  200  men  in  temporary  quarters 
for  some  time  past  waiting  the  completion  of  cottages  and  now  that 
these  are  occupied  (the  removal  being  made  only  yesterday,  Feb.  1st) 
our  members  are  quite  comfortably  situated.  The  new  hospital  is 
well  arranged  and  tlie  wards  convenient  and  welljdesigned  for  the  use 
of  the  sick.  The  ventilation  is  good  and  the  sun  reaches,  sometime 
during  the  day  every  room  occupied  by  patients. 

The  capacity  is  now  75  beds,  but  that  can  be  increased  if  necessary 
and  the  l)uilding  is  so  constructed  that  additions  can  readily  be  made 
if  future  needs  demand  more  room.  The  members  of  the  Home  are 
well  provided  with  suitable  clothing,  their  beds  and  bedding  are  of 
good  quality  and  tlieir  wants  in  every  respect  are  well  supplied.  I 
think  it  can  be  confidently  stated  that  the  members  of  the  Home  are 
generally  well  contented  with  tlie  care  they  receive  and  that  most  of 
them  rapidly  improve  after  coming  here.  This  improvement  is  man- 
ifest not  only  in  tlieir  physical  condition,  l)ut  in  tlieir  social  and  mor- 
al conditions.  Many  of  them  come  to  us  after  years  of  neglect,  and 
broken  down  by  poverty  and  sickness.  Nutricious  food,  warm  cloth- 
ing, good  beds,  the  cleanliness,  the  order  and  neatness  demanded,  all 
tend  to  restore  these  men  to  comparative  health,  while  the  compan- 
ionship of  old  comrades,  and  the  example  of  the  many  good  and 
steady  men  here  builds  up  in  them  a  happier  social  and  improved 
moral  tone. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  probably  nine-tenths  of  our  members 
have  never  given  any  cause  for  complaint. 

Religious  services  are  held  every  Sunday  afternoon  and  a  prayer- 
meeting,  organized  by  the  men,  meets  every  Thursday  evening.     Uur- 
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ing  other  evenings,  frequent  lectures  and  other  entertainments  are 
given.  An  amusement  room  with  billiard  tables  is  in  use  and  fur- 
nishes a  recreation  which  our  members  much  enjoy.  We  have  a  good 
library  started,  and  as  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  have  furnished 
many  of  our  books  the  subject  is  one  of  special  interest.  There  are 
now  in  the  library  1250  volumes  and  a  large  assortment  of  maga- 
zines and  papers.  It  is  the  nucleus  of  a  valuable  collection  and  we  are 
receiving  accessions  to  it  frequently.  There  is  also  a  reading  room 
and  a  number  of  newspapers  are  on  file  and  in  constant  use.  Since 
the  opening  of  the  Home  the  various  Relief  Corps  organizations 
throughout  the  state  have  sent  in  donations  of  valuable  articles  and 
in  each  instance  which  came  to  my  knowledge  due  acknowledge- 
ment to  the  donors  has  been  made.  During  the  illness  of  my  jired- 
ecessor,  the  lamented  Gen.  Lippencott,  which  so  much  interfered 
with  his  official  work,  it  is  probable  that  a  receipt  for  these  sui^plies 
was  not  always  sent,  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  all  came  duly  to  hand 
and  those  who  forwarded  them  can  feel  sure  that  everything  was 
used  to  the  best  advantage.  It  is  best  to  endorse  name  and  address 
of  sender  in  each  package.  Concerning  the  contributions  of  the 
Corps  I  wish  to  say  that  they  have  been  highly  appreciated,  not  only 
for  their  intrinsic  value  and  that  they  supplied  wants  not  readily 
otherwise  met,  but  because  they  showed  that  kindly  interest  and 
thoughtful  consideration  for  the  veterans  of  the  Home  which  gave 
them  the  greatest  satisfaction.  To  know  that  though  they  are  poor 
and  helpless  they  are  not  forgotten  is  a  great  comfort  to  them  and 
they  realize  that  the  Relief  Corps  of  to-day  is  a  most  worthy  succes- 
sor to  that  noble  band  of  women  which  ministered  to  the  wants  of 
the  Union  Soldier,  in  camp  and  hospital,  during  the  trying  time  of 
of  the  war.  I  am  sometimes  asked  the  question  by  the  ladies,  "What 
can  we  send  you  that  you  most  need?"  This  is  not  easily  answered 
because  the  state  supplies  everything  that  the  necessities  of  the  vet- 
erans demand  and  many  things  besides  tending  to  their  comfort  and 
contentment.  If,  however,  a  list  were  to  be  made  out  I  would 
suggest  the  following:  Rugs,  rolls  of  matting  and  carpet 
floor-mats,  cushioned  and  easy  chairs,  pictures,  paintings,  books, 
parlor  games,  lotto,  backgammon,  chess,  checkers,  delicacies  for 
hospital,  jellies,  canned  fruits,  magazines  for  reading  room,  cases  for 
needles,  thread  and  buttons,  bandages,  memoranda  books,  picture 
papers.  I  am  aml,'itious  enough  to  hope  that  some  day  in  the  future 
the  Home  may  have  an  art  gallery  and  a  museum,  and  in  time  secure 
collections  in  these  departments  that  would  make  them  very  interest- 
ing and  valuable.  May  I  respectfully  suggest  that  if  the  various 
Corps  through  the  state  would  co-operate  in  this  work  the  result 
would  be  very  gratifying.  Portraits,  busts,  statuettes  of  disting- 
uished Americans,  military  and  civil,  especially  Illinoisans,  pictures 
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and  paintintrs  illustrating  scenes  and  incidents  of  the  war  and  Amer- 
ican history  generally,  and  any  good  engraving  or  painting  would 
he  dcsiral)le.  Then  again  a  museum  of  war  relics  and  curiosities 
might  he  gradually  collected  wliich  woidd  be  of  great  interest  to  the 
niemhers  of  the  Home  and  public  generally.  In  almost  every  village 
someone  has  j)reserved  a  relic  of  the  war  and  these  are  fast  heing 
lost  sight  of  and  their  history  forgotten  as  time  passes  on.  If  col- 
lected and  properly  labled  and  described  and  safely  deposited  in 
such  a  museum  it  would  be  of  great  value.  In  conclusion  I  wish 
to  express  my  hearty  thanks  to  the  Relief  Corps  for  their  work  and 
in  behalf  of  the  veterans  of  the  Home  to  say  that  the  many  kind- 
nesses received  at  the  hands  of  the  ladies  with  whom  you  are  associ- 
ated are  duly  appreciated.     I  am  very  respecfully  yours  in  F.,  C.  &L.

REPOKT    OF   COMMITTEIE    ON    OFFICERS'     REPORTS. 

Mrs.  President,  and  Members  of  the  Fifth  Department  Convention,  As- 
sembled in  Springfield,  at  the  State  House,  February  loth  and  16thy 
1888: 

We,  the  Committee  on  the  Reports  of  Officei-s  of  the  Fifth  Depart- 
ment Convention,  have  the  honor  to  recommend  to  your  favorable 
consideration  the  following  reports,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
read,  to-wit: 

The  address  of  the  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders 
was  a  most  lucid,  able  and  exhaustive  digest  of  the  workings  of  this 
Department  in  all  its  branches  during  the  year  ending  February, 
1888.  It  showed  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  in  membersliip  of  and 
interest  in  our  loved  order,  and  we  heartily  call  your  attention  for 
approval  of  her  recommendations,  as  a  whole,  believing  they  are — as 
they  were  written — for  the  Ijest  good  of  the  order.  We  wish  to  call 
especial  attention  to  the  faithfulness  with  which  she  has  performed 
all  the  duties  appertaining  to  her  office,  and  the  imi)artial  manner  in 
which  she  has  enforced  strict  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, ever  guided  l^y  a  wish  to  advance  the  true  interests  of  our 
order  regardless  of  self. 

The  report  of  Senior  Vice-President  Mrs.  Sallie  J.  Steele  showed 
that  her  office  was  not  a  sinecure  but  that  there  had  been  hard  work 
for  lier  to  do  and  that  she  had  faithfully   performed  it.      Her  refer- 
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ence  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Lois  Holbi-ook  called  to  mind  the  fact 
that  this  convention  should  voice  in  some  suitable  manner  a  tribute 
of  respect  to  her  memory  and  we  respectfully  recommend  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  and  a  page  be  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in 
the  journal  of  this  convention.  This  report  also  recommends  some 
action  upon  the  establishment  of  a  Veteran  Woman's  Home, 

The  report  of  Junior  Vice-President  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Saudes 
showed  that  there  had  been  much  valuable  work  accomplished  under 
her  untiring  and  personal  supervision  and  that  the  work  in  her  vicin- 
ity is  steadily  rising  out  from  under  the  sad  cloud  which  has  so  long 
overshadowed  it. 

Your  attention  is  resjjectfully  called  to  the  untiring  zeal  with 
which  the  DejDartment  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ella  Cobean,  has  performed 
her  arduous  duties  and  which  shows  what  a  ready  and  faithful  assist- 
ant she  has  ever  been  to  the  Department  President. 

The  concise  statement  and  abstract  of  Department  Treasurer  Miss 
Ada  Carlton  shows  clearly  that  where  there  is  a  will  there  follows  a 
way  and  that  she  has  ever  been  faithful  to  the  trust  reposed  in  her. 
She  turns  over  to  the  Department  a  well  balanced  sheet. 

The  report  of  Department  Instituting  and  Installing  officer  Mrs, 
Lida  A.  Oldroyd  was  replete  with  the  growth  of  the  order  and  shows 
that  it  is  all  important  that  this  position  should  only  be  entrusted 
to  one  who  fully  understands  its  responsible  duties. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  recommending  to  your  especial  atten- 
tion and  consideration  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report 
of  Department  Inspector  Sarah  M.  Bradford.  That  it  is  a  very 
responsible  position  is  clearly  shown  from  the  statistics  her  report 
contained.  It  is  a  position  which  carries  great  possibilities  with  it 
— next  to  that  of  the  President — -for  she  not  only  inspects  but  instructs 
for  the  coming  year  and  her  lessons  emanate  in  direct  line  of  succes- 
sion from  the  National  to  the  Department  and  thence  to  the  respective 
Corps. 

The  report  of  Department  Counselor  Mrs.  Delilah  Leaverton  well 
defines  the  duties  which  the  name  indicates.  This  position  is  almost 
the  power  behind  the  throne.  Where  the  President  can  safely  repose 
in  the  good  judgment  of  one  who  so  thoroughly  understands  the 
Rules  and   Regulations    of   our    order,    she  can  feel  that  many  of 
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the  respansibilities  are  shared  with  her.  Tlie  decisions  contained 
were  based  not  only  upon  the  good  sense  of  the  officer  l)ut  well 
backed  by  the  decision  of  our  manual  of  authority,  Beath's  Blue 
Book.  It  showed  that  she  had  never  shirked  a  responsibility  and 
we  recommend  her  opinioas  as  just  and  equitable. 

The  report  of  Department  Ciiaplain,  Mrs.  Bessie  Townsend,  was  a 
touching  and  beautiful  tril>ute  rendered  by  each  Corps  to  the  fallen 
heroes  who  sleep  their  "long  last  sleep"  in  the  many  cemeteries  of 
the  great  state  of  Illinois,  not  forgetting  the  illustrious  and  lamented 
Gen.  John  A.  Logan,  whose  remains  will  ere  long  repose  within  our 
own  borders  where  it  will  be  possible  for  every  loyal  woman  of  the 
W.R.C.  to  pay  homage  to  the  heoric  dead. 

The  report  of  the  Delegate-at-Large  was  like  a  glass  of  cold  wat- 
er to  the  parched  lips,  and  it  sparkled  with  wit  and  humor  to 
the  hist,  was  interesting  and  instructive  and  wound  up  with  a  very 
pathetic  and  sensible  appeal  concerning  pension  service  which  we 
think  would  be  well  for  this  to  be  discussed  to  know  the  feeling  of 
this  convention  and  bring  if  possible  to  a  favorable  termination.  In 
conclusion  we  would  express  our  pleasure  in  being  on  the  committee 
to  report  upon  such  able  and  instructive  reports  one  and  all  and 
would  respectfully  recommend  tliat  they  be  printed  in  full  for  the 
further  edification  of  the  members  of  this  convention  and  all  mem- 
bers of  the  W.R.C. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. — Let  not  the  demands  of  society  interfere  with  the  perfect 
transaction  of  business. 

2. — Consult  Department  Headquarters  and  Department  Command- 
er in  all  cases  which  demand  thorough  investigation  for  just  settle- 
ment. 

3. — Let  all  decisions  be  well  studied  before  rendered. 

4. — Continually  and  faithfully  urge  ujwn  Posts  organizing  auxili- 
aries, to  select  for  charter  members  the  best  and  most  influential  la- 
dies in  their  midst  to  assure  success  of  Corps. 

5. — Post  yourself  thoroughly  as  to  requirements,  both  as  to  the 
business  and  social  qualifications  of  an  instituting  officer  and  then 
emphatically  decide  who  shall  inspect  and  install  a  new  Corps. 

6. — Appoint  just  as  few  inspectors  as  possible  and  be  sure  they 
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are  perfect  in  the  work  according  to  latest  instructions  l)efore  they 
start  out  on  their  mission. 

7. — That  an  approp  riate  badge  be  prepared  for  next  National  Con 
vention  which  shall  do  honor  to  the  state  of  Illinois. 

8. — That  the  National  Vidette  be  made  the  official  organ  of  our 
state. 

9.— That  by-laws  be  written,  adojjted  and  presented  to  National 
Headquarters,  which  shall  make  it  compulsory  for  all  Corps  having 
troubles  which  demand  expense  for  investigation  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  same. 

10. — That  the  amount  of  $1  be  charged  by  Department  for  every 
dispensation  granted.  Jennie  Bross,  Chairman.

On  motion  business  was  suspended  to  admit   Comrades  January 
and  Cantwell. 

These  comrades  were  welcomed  by  Department  President.  Com- 
rade January  then  addressed  the  Convention,  thanking  them  for  the 
cordial  reception  given  him,  giving  some  incidents  connected  with 
his  life  in  rebel  prisons,  telling  of  the  amputation  of  liis  feet  with  a 
broken  jack  knife  while  in  prison,  at  Florence,  South  Carolina,  and 
exhibiting  the  knife.  Comrade  Cantwell  was  called  upon  for  a  song 
and  rendered  "Lay  me  down,  but  save  the  flag,"  in  his  own  inimita- 
ble style.  These  comrades  took  their  leave  while  the  Convention, 
standing,  sang  "Tramp,  tramp,  tramp,  the  boys  are  marching."  It 
was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  the  regular  order  of  business  be 
suspended  and  Convention  proceed  to  election  of  officers.  Motion 
prevailed.  Mrs.  Simpson  moved  that  informal  ballot  be  taken  for 
President,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer,  and  carried.  The  President 
then  api^ointed  Mrs.  Myers,  of  Bloomington ;  Mrs.  Zeigler,  of  Peoria ; 
and  Mrs.  Marilla  Ward,  of  Gibson  City,  as  tellers.  Roll  call  showed 
150  present  who  were  entitled  to  vote.  Conductors  distributed  bal- 
lots. Guard  announced  a  committee  from  Grand  Army  in  waiting; 
voted  to  admit  them.  Conductors  then  introduced  Comrades 
Langley,  of .  Champaign ;  O'Donnell,  of  Peoria;  and  McDowell,  of 
Pontiac,  and  escorted  thein  to  the  platform.  Comrade  Langley  then 
extended  a  very  cordial  invitation  to  the  W.R.C.  to  attend  a  camp 
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fire,  to  be  given  in  the  evening  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
in  Legislative  hall.  Moved  and  seconded  that  the  invitation  be  ac- 
cepted with  thanks.  Carried.  The  committee  took  leave  while  con- 
vention stood  singing  "Rally  'Round  the  Flag." 

The  report  of  tellers  on  informal  ballot  for  Department  President 
was  as  follows:  "Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  150;  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sand- 
ers, 55;  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  46;  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  32; 
Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  7;  Mrs.  Sue  M.  Simpson,  5;  Mrs.  Sallie  J. 
Steele,  2;  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Bradley,  2;   blank,  1. 

Mrs.  Sanders  declined  to  be  a  candidate  for  re-election,  expressing 
herself  as  fully  repaid  for  her  labor,  by  the  courtesies  extended  to 
her  by  her  associates  during  her  administration,  their  kind,  gentle 
ol)edience  to  the  demands  of  the  gavel  during  the  convention,  believ- 
ing that  if  in  the  office  there  were  honors  all  should  share,  if  any 
burdens  all  should  bear.  The  three  receiving  next  highest  number 
of  votes  were  declared  candidates  for  the  office  of  Department  Presi- 
dent, viz. :  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes  and  Mrs. 
D.  A.  Leaverton.  Regular  ballot  was  then  taken  for  Dept.  Presi- 
dent. Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine  moved  that  we  adjourn  till  to-morrow. 
Seconded  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer.  Mrs.  Leaverton  moved  an  amend- 
ment, that  we  stay  until  we  finish  our  election.  Seconded  and  mo- 
tion as  amended  prevailed.  Result  of  ballot  for  Department  Presi- 
dent was  now  announced  by  tellers:  Bradford,  96;  Sandes,  46;  Leav- 
erton, 7;  blank,  1.  Total,  150.  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford  was  then 
declared  elected  Department  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  Moved 
by  Mrs.  Sandes,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Leaverton,  that  l^allot  be  declared 
unanimous;  carried,  and  ballot  so  declared. 

The  following  ladies  were  then  put  in  nomination  for  Senior  Vice- 
President:  Mesdames  Linscott,  Leaverton  and  Stahl,  and  nomina- 
ations  declared  closed.  Ballot  was  taken  and  tellers  reported 
as  follows:  Leaverton,  56;  Stahl,  50;  Linscott,  20;  blank  7.  Mes- 
dames Linscott  and  Stahl  withdrew  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Leaverton.  Miss 
Cleveland  moved  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  the  convention  for  Mrs.  D.  A.  Leaverton  for  Senior  Vice-President. 
Seconded  and  motion  prevailed,  and  secretary  was  instructed 
to  do  so.  Nominations  for  Junior  Vice-President  were  next  in  order 
and  tlie  foUowingladies  were  nominated:  Mrs.  Sojihia  A.  Linscott,  of 
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Chicago;  Mrs.  Orpliia  Wells,  of  Chicago;  Mrs.  Sarah  Browning,  Rol>- 
inson.  Ballot  being  taken  tellers  reported  as  follows:  "Wells,  61; 
BroAvningSl;  Linscott,  27;  blank,  1.  Mrs.  Orphia  Wells  was  de- 
clared elected  Junior  Vice-President  for  ensuing  year,  which  an- 
nouncement was  received  with  applause. 

The  nominations  for  Department  Treasurer  were  Miss  Ada  Carlton 
of  Bloomington,  and  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Bradley,  of  Decatur.  The  result 
of  the  ballot  showed  Miss  Carlton  had  received  76  votes  and  ^Ijs. 
Bradley,  21.  Motion  by  Mrs.  Bradley  that  vote  be  declared  unani- 
mous, seconded  and  carried,  and  ballot  so  declared.  Mrs.  Ellen  Zeig- 
ler  was  then  nominated  for  Department  Chaplain.

III.  The  fourth  annual  convention  lately  held  at  Rock  Island, 
was  one  of  unusual  interest,  many  important  issues  having  been 
adopted  for  the  continued  welfare  of  our  order. 

IV.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  regard  to  the  "Sons 
of  Veterans:" 

Resolved,  That,  whereas,  the  "Sons  of  Veterans"  have  been  recog- 
nized by  the  Grand  Army,  that  we,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  ac- 
knowledge the  same  and  resolutions  be  sent  to  Col.  G.  B.  Abbott  to 
that  effect. 

Let  me  impress  upon  the  members  of  our  Corps  throughout  the 
state  the  importance  of  due  recognition  and  assistance  of  the  "Sons 
of  Veterans"  who  before  many  years  will  fill  the  ranks  vacated  by 
our  Grand  Army.  Let  us  unite  our  ablest  efforts  in  assisting  them 
to  a  brotherhood  that  shall  echo  the  principles  and  loyalty  of  their 
fathers  when  the  W.R.C.  shall  strew  flowers  on  every  Veteran's 
grave. 

V.  At  the  15th  annual  encampment  of  the  G.A.R.,  held  in  Indian- 
apolis in  1881,  the  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted: 

JResolved,  That  we  approve  the  project  of  organizing  a  Woman's 
National  Relief  Corps. 

Resolved,  That  such  Woman's  Relief  Corps  may  use  under  such 
titles  the  words,  "Auxiliary  to  the  G.A.R.,"  by  special  endorsement 
of  the  National  Encampment  of  the  G.A.R. 

Again,  at  the  17th  National  Encampment  held  at  Denver,  Colora- 
do, the  following  resolution  was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  hail  the  organization  of  a  National 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  extend  our  greeting  to  them.  We  return 
our  warmest  thanks  to  the  loyal  women  of  the  land  for  their  earnest 
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su|)p()it  ami  t'lU'oiirai^oinent,  and  l>ul  thoiu  God-speed  in  their   i)atri- 
otic  Avork. 

At  the  20tli  National  Encampment,  hehl  at  San  Francisco,  in  Au- 
gust, 1880,  we  find  the  following  which  we  copy  from  tlie  rei)ort  of 
National  Commander  S.  S.  Burdette : 

"This  organization  has  passed  beyond  the  stage  of  mere  patronage 
or  commendation.  It  has  become  a  settled  auxiliary  anil  recognized 
agency  of  the  (Jrand  Army  of  the  Hepul)lic  in  all  its  works  of  ben- 
eticience.  Its  fame  whether  for  gooil  or  ill,  is  ours,  and  the  proper 
administration  of  its  trusts,  and  the  accomplisiiment  of  its  helpful 
aims,  are  to  us,  as  well  as  to  itself  matters  of  j)roper  concern.  Our 
j)rolessions  and  pledges  have  gone  so  far  that  'l)reach  of  promise' 
W(mld  lie  if  we  should  now  attempt  to  ignore  the  bargain  or  refuse 
a  dutiful  ]ierformance  of  conditions.  I  have  heard  good  of  it  from 
all  (juarters,  evil  from  none.  Its  growth,  both  in  individual  mem- 
bership and  subordinate  Corjis,  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  above  acknowledgement  of  the  rights  and  objects  of  the  W.R. 
C,  as  sanctioned  in  National  Encampments  was  re-endorsed  by  De- 
partment of  Illinois,  as  found  in  the  following  resolution: 

Rock  Isi^vnd,  III.,  Feb.  17,  1887. 

Whereas,  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  the  only  organization  of 
ladies  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  this  Depart- 
ment which  lias  ever  applied  to  the  Encampment  for  othcial  recog- 
nition or  endorsement,  therefore, 

Jii'solrcd,  That  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  the  only  organization 
of  ladies  recognized  anil  endorsed  by  this  Encampment  as  an  auxili- 
ary. 

With  due  consideration  and  proud  cognizance  of  the  above  resolu- 
tions and  allirmations,  let  us,  as  women  of  our  proud  auxiliary,  so 
ciin(bict  ourselves  and  our  assemblies  that  the  grandest  army  of  all 
the  earth  will  never  regret  their  votes  that  gave  us  sanction. 

VI.  I  would  call  the  particular  attention  of  Corps  Presidents  to  a 
careful  reading  of  Sec.  5,  Art.  VI,  Chapter  V,  and  urgently  request 
that  ipiarterly  reports  accompanying  per  capita  tax  be  sent  promptly 
to  head(iuarters  the  first  of  each  month,  April,  July,  October  and 
January.  By  so  doing  you  will  confer  a  favor  upon  Department 
and  National  officers  and  acquire  for  your  own  Corps  a  discipline 
that  will  add  volumes  to  the  general  good  of  our  order. 

VII.  All  orders  for  supplies  must  be  addressed  to  Miss  Ada  Carl- 
ton, Department  Treasurer,  Bloomington. 
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VIII.  All  correspoadence  pertaining  to  Corps  afEairs,  reports,  re- 
turns, taxes,  discipline,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  to  Mrs.  Ella  Co- 
bean,  Department  Secretary,  Delavaa.  111. 

IX.  Always  make  your  order  for  supplies  separate  from  your  cor- 
respondence and  enclose  postage  for  return  charges.  . 

X.  I  would  also  urge  the  Corps  throughout  our  state  to  a  hearty 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  our  Soldiers 
Home  at  Quincy,  that  each  Corps  join  their  efforts  to  furnish  a  room 
at  the  Home.  Already  the  poor  houses  of  our  state  are  giving  up 
their  soldier  inmates  who  hereafter  will  occupy  rooms  prepared  for 
them  at  the  Quincy  Home,  where  they  may  spend  the  remainder  of 
their  days  in  ease  and  comfort.  The  Home,  though  neatly  finished 
and  as  attractive  as  possible  from  the  hands  of  the  mechanic,  needs 
many  articles  for  decoration  to  give  it  a  homelike  appearance,  such 
as  pictures,  mats,  tidies,  patch- work,  quilts,  and  comforts,  and  above 
all,  books,  papers,  and  other  reading  matter  for  which  suitable  book 
cases  have  been  prepared.  It  is  hoped  the  members  of  our  Corps 
will  avail  themselves  of  the  pleasant  opportunity  of  showing  their 
love  and  affection  for  the  defenders  of  our  country,  who  have  suf- 
fered that  we  may  live  and  enjoy  the  blessings  of  to-day,  and  report 
all  progress  to  these  headquarters  by  Jan.  15,  1888. 

XI.  Corps  are  particularly  requested  to  work,  in  all  cases,  har- 
moniously with  the  Post  whose  auxiliary  they  are,  the  President 
consulting  the  Commander  on  all  subjects  pertaining  to  their  mutual 
welfare,  encouraging  social  gatherings  of  Post  and  Corps,  which  al- 
ways result  in  good  to  our  order. 

XII.  All  General  Orders  from  Department  or  National  Headquar- 
ters must  be  read  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Corps  after  they  are  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file  for  future  reference.

A  committee  of  three  ladies  together  with  the  Department  Presi- 
dent, in  compliarice  with  a  reciuest  of  the  Trustees  of  tlie  Soldiers* 
and  Sitilors'  Home  at  Qiiincy,  Illiuo-is,  visited  that  institution,  Siitur- 
day,  Ai)ril  2d,  where  tliey  fi[)ent  all  necessary  time  in  ascertaining^ 
what  the  Won>an'8  Relief  Corps  of  Illinois  could  best  do  to  add  to 
the  comfort  of  the  veteran  inmates.  Tlie  appropriation  made  by 
our  state  seems  well  ex"|KMi(Trd  thus  far  and  we  luive  only  to  hope  for 
furtlier  appropriations  made  through  tlae  kindness  and  dvirity  of 
Illinois'  great  {>eople,  may  soon  provide  what  is  lacking  to  show  to 
our  neiglilx>ring  states  and  the  worid  how  we  appreciate  our  brave 
defenders  of  our  flag.  To  sjx^ak  of  scarred  f;ices  and  absent  limbs, 
eraaciatetl  forms  and  suffering  humanity,  stretched  ui>on  government 
cots,  in  unhomelike  wards,  reminds  one  of  the  absolute  necessity  of 
a  hospital  wliere,  free  from  noise  and  bustle,  the  tender  hands  of 
comrades  may  close  each  other's  eyes  in  death.  Across  the  ravine 
through  whiell  a  stream  of  water  fliows,  on  a  rolling  mound,  a  ceme- 
teiy  hits  already  l^eea  designated,  and  in  tliis  place  before  many  days, 
at  least  six  of  oor  veterans  will  lie  side  by  side,  for  the  exposure  of 
war  has  left  them  wrecks  and  they  await  their  final  muster.  Wlul& 
summing  up  tlie  Httle  wants  we  did  not  assure  the  Trustees  of  the 
Home  that  our  Coqjs  would  join  their  efforts  in  tributes  of  love  and' 
respect,  but  we  expressed  to  them  a  belief  tlvat  each  and  every  mem- 
ber of  our  order  was  willing  and  ready  to  continue  the  labors  of  '61— 
'65,  and  in  accordance  with  this  trust  the  committee  have  arranged 
work  which  they  wish  each  Corps  to  do  as  found  in  the  following 
list  of  wants :

In  fond  remembrance  of  the  request  of  Gen.  John  A.  Logan  that 
the  30th  day  of  May,  1868,  be  consecrated  to  the  ruemory  of  Ameri- 
ca's fallen  heroes,  and  in'corapliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  11, 
wherein  Commander-in-Chief  Lucius  Fairchild  asks  that  the  eloquent 
and  appropriate  words  issued  by  Gen.  John  A.  Logan,  in  his  General 
Orders,  No.  11,  1868,  be  taken  as  inspiration  to  guide  our  hearts  and 
hands  the  coming  Memorial  Day,  let  Us,  dear  sisters  of  the  W.R.C., 
gather  up  the  flowers  of  spring's  fairest  blossoms  and  twine  once 
more  the  extended  wreath  around  our  silent  marble  in  memory  of 
those  whose  lives  were  sacrificed  to  preserve  our  glorious  Union.  All 
over  our  land,  from  lake  to  gulf,  from  shore  to  shore,  are  plats  of 
green,  where  many  mounds  are  marked  with  slabs  of  marble,  ovef 
which  the  Government  has  placed  tender  guards ;  others  slowly  recede 
'neath  the  towering  shafts  of  wealth  and  affluence  that  overshadow 
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the  soldier's  grave  and  many  rest  beneath  their  laurels  where  naught 
but  the  sighinj(  l)roeze  chants  their  sjid  requiem.  In  Sumpter  coun- 
ty, Georgia,  there  are  thirteen  thousand  graves  toward  which  the 
saddest  thoughts  are  turned,  for 

"Had  they  fallen  in  the  battle. 

With  the  old  flag  tloating  liigh, 
We  should  mourn,  but  not  with  anguish, 

For  the  soldier  thus  would  die. 
But  the  dear  boys  Htarved  in  prison, 

Helpless,  friendless  and  alone ; 
Wliile  the  haughty  rebel  leaders 

Heard,  unmoved,  each  dying  moan." 
Then,  while  we  cover  with  tender  blossoms  the  graves,  we  gather 
near  and  tlrape  with  flowers  the  granite,  whereon  are  cliiseled  the 
names  of  loved  ones,  and  prepare  mounds  for  the  unknown  graves 
let  us,  the  coming  Memorial  day,  especially  prepare  some  loving  trib- 
ute in  memory  of  those  whose  last  words  were  for  bread,  in  a  land  of 
plenty. 

Let  every  woman's  tongue  all  over  our  land  instruct  the  child  in 
the  principles  that  have  made  the  30th  of  May  the  saddest  and  sweet- 
est of  all  the  year,  and  let  them  in  their  innocence  come  with  arms 
full  of  flowers  for  the  "graves  of  the  boys  in  blue."  And  while  we 
gether  in  tender  remembrance  of  the  past  to  bestow  our  little  offer- 
ings of  love,  if  there  are  those  around  us  who  ever  nursed  the  serp- 
ent that  stung  the  patriot's  heart,  let  their  tears  be  those  of  repent- 
ance in  the  background  of  our  floral  display.  As  the  G.A.R.  have 
pledged  their  vows  to  perpetuate  from  year  to  year  the  sad  memor- 
ies of  the  past,  let  us,  members  of  the  chosen  auxiliary,  renew  our 
vows  of  fidelity  and  gather  each  year  around  the  sacred  dust  with  the 
fairest  flowers  of  springtime,  and  thank  God  that  not  one  hero  sleeps 
where  waves  not  the  stars  and  stripes  of  our  Union.  While  we  strew 
with  flowers  the  graves  of  our  heroic  dead  and  forget  not  the  un- 
known, let  us  remember  the  brave  and  loyal  women  who  were  found 
at  the  front,  with  tender  hands  carefully  caring  for  suffering  human- 
ity, and  cover  their  graves  with  whitest  flowers,  emblems  of  purity. 
Before  the  next  order  that  shall  remind  us  of  our  solemn  duty,  there 
will  have  been  set  apart  another  enclosure  of  green,  above  whose 
srrface  new  mounds  will  have  arisen,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  Missis- 
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sippi,  as  the  years  roll  on,  one  by  one  our  veteran  poor  will  answer 
the  final  summons.  While  living  let  us  add  to  their  comfort  by  what 
our  hands  can  do,  and  dying  cover  their  graves  with  flowers,  in  re- 
membrance of  the  past. 

"We  do  not  advise  needless  expense,  but  offerings  of  love  from  will- 
ing hearts  and  hands.

"We  ask  that  in  all  cases  Corps  unite  with  their  Posts  in  appropri- 
ate observance  of  the  day,  acquiescing  in  all  arrangements  made  be- 
tween Posts  and  the  clergy,  for  memorial  services  the  Sabbath  pi*e- 
ceeding  the  Nation's  Memorial  Day.

I.  Your  Department  President  wishes  to  thank  and  congratulate 
the  Corps  throughout  the  state  for  their  prompt  returns  for  the  quar- 
ter ending  April  1,  1887,  and  assure  them  one  and  all  of  the  assist- 
ance they  have  thus  rendered  in  enabling  the  Department  officers  t© 
meet  with  promptness  the  requirements  of  their  official  duties.  May 
the  future  find  you  the  same. 

II.  Corps  Chaplains  will  please  send  in  their  reports  of  Memorial 
Day  to  Department  Chaplain  as  soon  as  possible. 

III.  The  Rituals  and  Officer's  Cards  may  be  taken  from  the  hall  for 
the  purpose  of  memorizing  respective  parts,  but  must  be  kept  sacred 
to  members  alone  and  returned  to  Corps  President  at  each  meeting. 

I"V.  Belonging  to  the  "W.R.C.  does  not  in  any  way  interfere  with 
persons  joining  other  societies. 

"V".  "While  asked  to  work  in  harmony  at  all  times  with  your  Post 
you  are  not  expected  to  insinuate  or  force  your  services  in  their  be- 
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half.  "While  they  fought  the  enemy  face  to  face  in  the  front  \re 
watched  the  lurking  foe  in  the  rear  as  we  picked  lint  and  wound 
bandages.  AVe  who  sent  our  fatliers,  husbands  and  brothers,  to  tho 
army  to  fall  in  battle  or  starve  in  prison,  suffered  as  well  as  they; 
and  now  in  their  day  of  prosperity  let  us  not  make  ourselves  obnox- 
ious by  forcing  our  presence  or  service  upon  them.  As  they  climbed 
to  the  front  at  Lookout  Mountain,  they  claim  no  back  seat  now.  As 
ffe  held  the  home  so  dear  to  them  we  await  their  welcome  now.  Let 
the  laws  of  common  courtesy  and  politeness  guide  you  here  as  else- 
where. 

VI.  Our  Department  Commander,  Cajit.  A.  C.  Sweetser,  in  his  Gen- 
earl  Orders  No.  8,  has  given  us  official  sanction  and  recommends  us  as 
"a  noble  auxiliary  to  the  G.A.R."  So,  under  his  approval,  backed 
by  a  majority,  we  can  peacefully  await  unanimous  recognition. 

VII.  As  the  time  for  inspection  is  drawing  near,  I  recommend  earn- 
est and  approvable  descipline  of  all  officers  of  our  Corj^s,  and  partic- 
ularly enjoin  upon  them  the  importance  of  memorizing  their  respec- 
tive parts,  and  the  use  of  our  Order  Books  for  filing  all  papers  and 
general  orders  as  imjiortant  documents  of  the  Corps. 

VIII.  It  is  with  pleasure  I  commend  the  progress  of  work  laid  out 
for  the  Soldiers'  Home.  Fully  one-third  of  the  Corps  have  respond- 
ed to  General  Orders  No.  2.  Letters  from  Gen.  C.  E.  Lippencott, 
Supt.  of  the  Home,  assures  us  that  all  our  efforts  are  highly  appreci- 
ated by  the  old  veterans;  but  owing  to  his  present  illness  I  am  una- 
ble to  learn  just  what  comforts  our  money  has  brought  to  the  Home, 
but  have  full  confidence  that  in  his  hands  all  will  be  expended  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  inmates,  and  for  their  welfare  may  he  be 
speedily  restored  to  health,  to  continue  his  fatherly  care.

The  Sixth  Animal  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Rehef 
Corps,  Department  of  Ilhnois,  met  in  Spring-field,  111.,  Feb.

The  reports  of  Department  officers  were  declared  next  in 
order,  and  the  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Brad- 
ford, proceeded  with  her  address,  which  was  received  with 
applause. 

She  prefaced  her  address  by  referring  to  the  resolution 
passed  last  year,  to  the  effect  that  hereafter  all  reports  of 
Department  Ofiicers  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  convention,  so  they  may  be  printed 
for  distribution  among  the  members.  She  regretted  ex- 
ceedingly that  on  account  of  delay  on  the  part  of  some  in 
sending  their  reports  in  time,  that  only  three  were  yet 
printed,  that  all  the  copy  had  been  distributed  and  par- 
tially printed ;  but  it  had  to  be  called  in  to  bring  before 
the  Convention  for  approval ;  and  for  this  reason  it  might 
not  be  ready  before  the  close  of  Convention.  She  urged, 
therefore,  that  in  the  future  Department  Officers  make  the 
effort  to  furnish  their  reports  in  ample  time.

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ADDEESS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT. 


To  the  ^[einbern  of  the  Sixlh  Annual  Convention    (Department  of  Illinoia) 
Woman M  Relief  Corps: 

Ladfks — Roachiii<i-  homo  February  18,1885,  fully  n])})rofin- 
tino-  the  honoi-  conferred  u])()ii  me  hy  the  Fiftli  I)e]>ai-1meiit 
Convention,  and  but  faintly  i'ealizin<i'  the  res])onsiliiliti(\s  of 
the  ofhce,  I  bepni  to  prepaiv  myself  for  an  efhcient  di.s(hart»v 
of  its  duties.  Desirous  of  justifyino-  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me,  I  determined  to  devote  without  reserve  whatevei-  ability 
I  might  ])ossess  toward  the  advancement  of  this  organiza- 
tion we  all  love,  whose  objects  and  principles  we  have  pledged 
our  honor  to  maintain. 

With  the  work  calling  for  uninterrui)ted  action,  it  was  nec- 
essarily somewhat  delayed  at  the  outset,  owing  to  the  scarcity 
of  office  supplies  and  the  absence  of  department  i-ecords. 

PRINTING 

Required  prompt  attention,  as  stationery  was  in  immediate 
demand,  a  ver^-  meager  su])])ly  having  been  transfei-i-ed.  An 
estimate  was  nmde  of  the  ])robable  amount  needed  for  the 
year,  and  submitted  to  the  different  printing  establishments 
for  the  purpose  of  i-eceivingbids.  Figures  were  received  frtjm 
Vidette  Publishing  Co.,  Springfield  Journal,  and  others.  The 
most  desirable  terms  were  offered  by  the  Springfield  Journal, 
and  accepted,  being  fully  44  per  cent,  lower  than  the  others. 

RELIEF. 

The  penny  fund,  consisting  of  f 41 .78,  turned  over  to  De- 
partment Treasurer  at  the  close  of  last  convention,  was  the 
only  money  set  apai-t  as  De]iai-tmcnt  Relief  fund  foi-  the  yeai-. 
No  limit  was  placed  on  its  disbursement,  and  when  brought 
before  the  Executive  Board,  Department  President  was 
authorized  to  give,  at  her  discretion,  to  each  apiJicant,  not 
to  exceed  flO.  Under  this  arrangement  f'iO  have  been  ex- 
pended, leaving  a  balance  of  f  11.78  still  in  the  treasury. 

Early  in  the  year  a  communication  was  received  from  Maj. 
Rowland,  Su])erintendent  of  the  Soldiei-s'  and  Sailors'  Home 
at  (^uincy,  dcsiiing  to  know  what  should  be  done  with  the 
f'JS.OO  ill  his  ])oss('ssion,  that  had  been  conti-ibuted  by  the 
various  Corps  the  ])i-evious  yeai*.  At  the  time  the  money 
was  conti'ibutcd  it  was  with  the  undei-standing  that  clocks 
were  to  be  ]>urchased  for  the  cottages  ;  but  as  the  cottages 
were  su]»pli('d,  1  he  Major's  idea  was  to  issue  it  in  small  sums 
to  ])rovide  the  inmates  with  some  necessity  for  which  no  joo- 
visiou  had  been  made. 
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The  Executive  Board  approved  the  plau,  and  authorized 
Maj.  Rowland  to  expend  the  money  as  he  might  think  best. 
An  itemized  statement  has  been  received  and  filed.  His  letter 
closes  with  these  woi-ds :  "These  sums  have  all  been  paid  for 
worthy  objects,  and  if  space  Avould  permit  a  statement  of 
the  details,  I  am  satisfied  the  Corps  would  approve  the  dis- 
bursement .  ■ ' 

More  than  one  application  for  relief  has  been  made  to 
Department  President  by  those  living  in  other  States,  but 
whose  husbands  were  Illinois  soldiers.  Gladly  would  we  have 
responded  to  the  call  of  these  brave  sons  and  daughters  of 
Illinois  who  now  live  beyond  our  limits,  but,  as  you  all 
know,  we  had  not  the  necessary  fund  from  which  to  draw  for 
such  persons,  however  needy  or  deserving.  [See  recommend- 
ation No.  9.]  When  our  (Jrder  shall  have  reached  maturer 
years,  we  trust  we  will  be  in  circumstances  to  reach  out  our 
full  hands  to  their  emjDty  ones  extended  to  us  for  aid  in  their 
hour  of  need.  May  the  day  soon  dawn  when  the  benefactions 
of  the  W.  R.  C.  will  call  forth  benedictions  from  the  humble 
home  of  every  soldier's  fandly  that  looks  to  us  for  help. 

ADJUSTMENTS. 

Members  of  this  department  who  are  familiar  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Fifth  Department  Convention,  remember  the 
case  of  Areola,  No.  54,  which  came  before  the  Department  Coun- 
cil for  settlement.  An  appeal  taken  was  tabled,  thus  sustain- 
ing the  Council,  and  rendering  it  necessary  for  the  Department 
President  to  carry  out  their  action.  Accordingly,  on  April 
5tli,  Corps  No.  54  was  officially  notified  of  its  suspension  for 
six  months,  dating  from  the  close  of  the  convention,  and  five 
(5)  of  its  members  wei'e  censured  for  violation  of  their  ob- 
ligation of  secrecy  by  making  affidavits  that  they  had  cast 
black  balls  when  balloting  for  certain  candidates.  Soon  after 
their  censure,  and  while  under  suspension,  these  five  members 
(who  were  really  responsible  for  the  trouble  in  No.  54),  and  a 
few  others,  in  a  spirit  of  insubordination,  formed  themselves 
into  a  rival  organization,  thereby  placing  our  suspended 
corps  at  a  disadvantage.  Thus  peculiarly  circumstanced, 
it  naturally  desired  a  removal  of  its  suspension.  The  re- 
quest, forwarded  to  the  Department  President,  was  laid  be- 
fore the  Council,  who  advised  that  it  be  granted,  and  on 
August  7th  the  Department  President  was  enabled  to  lift 
its  suspension ;  but,  feeling  that  the  future  success  of  the 
Corps  depended  upon  a  reorganization,  she,  at  the  same  time, 
revoked  its  charter.    Ver^-  soon  an  application  for  a  new 
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charter  was  received,  ]ir(»]ierly  sifiiierl  by  the  Tost  roiiimaiid- 
er.  and  on  An<iust  21)th  the  Coryis  reorganized  witli  its 
oiiuinal  name  and  numher. 

r>efore  action  was  taken  niton  the  apphcation  for  a  new 
cliai-ter,  a  few  officions  members  of  Areola  i*ost,  who  seemed 
not  to  be  posted  in  tlie  law  which  governs  the  (j.  A.  II.,  sent  a 
petition  to  the  Department  Commander  asking-  his  inter- 
ference in  this  nmtter.  The  Tommander  conrteonsly  advised 
me  to  nse  my  own  judgment,  as  he  was,  doubtless,  familiar 
with  the  action  of  tlie  National  Encanqtment  held  in  San 
Francisco,  in  1S(S(),  which  I  consider  it  impoitant  to  quote, 
since  a  good  many  G.  A.  Ti.  Posts,  and  some  members  of  the 
AV.  R.  C,  seem  oblivions  to  the  fact  that  such  action  is  con- 
tained in  our  records,  or  that  such  position  was  ever  taken 
by  the  Grand  Army.     It  is  as  follows : 

"The  Woman's"  Relief  Corps,  though  auxiliary  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  is  yet  a  distinct  and  independ- 
ent organization,  and  not  subject  to  the  control  of  any  l)e- 
l)artment  or  Post.  Any  attempt  hy  a  Post  to  exercise 
atfii-mative  jurisdiction  over  a  Corps  is  without  authority. 
.\dvisoi-v  action  is  the  limit  of  both  duty  and  authority." 

A\'liat  advice  was  given  these  membei's  of  Areola  Post  is 
unknown  to  me,  but  this  I  know  :  The  Corps  was  reorgan- 
ized :  it  is  harmonious  and  prosperous,  having  but  re- 
cently added  foO.OO  to  its  Relief  Fund,  and  a  letter  re- 
ceiv(Ml  only  a  few  weeks  ago  from  the  Comnmnder  of  the 
Post  shows  that  this  Cor|)s  is  a])preciated. 

"  It  is  the  unexpected  that  ha]»])ens."  Inasmuch  as  it  was 
announced  to  our  last  convention  that  "Warren  is  forvever 
settled,"  I  was  surprised  to  i-eceive  an  a])])licati()n  from  ag- 
grieved ladies  of  C(n'ps  No.  21)  for  a  hearing,  claiming  that 
I)e])ai-tment  Pi-(\sident  had  illegally  revoked  their  charter. 
I  was  reminded  that  "the  inverted  pyramid  will  not  stand,"" 
and  that  "things  are  never  settled  until  they  are  settled 
right." 

Ill  response  to  an  iiKjuiry,  the  National  President  wrote 
me  that  "there  is  no  case  that  can  not  be  reopened  by  new 
evidence."  I)e]tartment  Council,  on  consultation,  gaveitscon- 
sent  to  investigate.  Investigation  showed  that  a  few  members 
of  Tost  No.  ;nr),intluenced  l»y  a  personal  griev.'ince,  watched 
their  o]»i)ortunity,  and  at  a  meeting  when  only  eightecMi  mem- 
bers were  presen1,and  without  any  ]jrevious  notice  that  such 
action  w;is  coiiteiii]>hited,  passed  a  resolution  requesting 
Department  President  to  revoke  charter  of  No.  29.  Out  of 
a  niembershii)  of  more  than  eighty  members  in  good  stand- 
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ino-  (140,  as  recently  given  by  the  comrade  who  was  then 
Adjutant),  there  were  but  nine  who  voted  for  the  resokitiou. 
It  was  found  that-  at  the  request  of  this  small  minority  the 
charter  was  revoked,  while  Mrs.  Kinne's  general  orders, 
which  alone  governed  in  this  case,  distinctlystates :  "  When 
a.  Post  requests  the  dissolution  of  its  Auxiliary  Corps,  the 
official  notification  to  the  Department  President  of  such  de- 
sire shall  not  be  considered — shall  not  be  considered — un- 
less a  MAJORITY  OF  THE  MEMBERS  of  the  Post  have  so 
voted."  , 

Had  this  law  been  observed,  the  official  notification,  al- 
though bearing  the  seal  of  the  Post,  would  not  have  been 
considered,  much  less  the  charter  revoked.  When  these  facts, 
as  found,  were  laid  before  the  Department  Council,  it  gave 
its  assent  to  the  restoi-ation  of  the  charter,  which  was  re- 
stored December  28,  1888. 

The  Corps  pos.sessing  once  more  its  constitutional 
rights,  and  no  longer  degraded  in  the  view  of  the  commu- 
nity, and  not  wishing  to  remain  auxiliary  to  a  Post,  a  mere 
minority  of  whose  members  were  antagonistic  to  it,  took 
earl}'  steps  for  a  surrender  of  their  charter  according  to  E. 
and  R.  ^j  unanimous  vote,  after  required  notice,  these 
praiseworthj'  members  of  Corps  No.  29  voluntiirily  surren- 
dered their  charter  February  9,  1889. 

In  this  connection  the  Department  President  begs  leave  to 
suggest  that  our  object  is  to  build  up,  not  to  tear  down ;  our 
safeguards  should  be  used  for  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  even  the  weakest  in  our  Orcler.  "If  a  penny  saved  is 
a  penny  earned,"  a  Corps  saved  is  a  Corps  organized. 

After  our  action  had  been  taken.  Post,  No.  315,  was 
pleased  to  send  an  appeal  from  the  Department  President's 
decision  to  be  forwarded  to  the  National  President.  As  there 
was  nothing  in  the^  paper  to  indicate  that  the  appellants  were 
"  loyal  women,  of  good  moral  character,"  and  members  in 
good  standing  in  our  order — nothing  to  show  that  they  had 
the  right  of  appeal,  and  feeling  that  we  had  enough  to' do  in 
attending  to  our  own  affairs,  and  that  those  who  are  not 
members  of  our  Order  had  no  such  right,  their  appeal  was 
courteously  returned. 

Although  "auxihary,"  the  W.  R.  C.  is  an  independent  or- 
ganization, with  its  government  and  discipline  all  within 
itself.  The  G.  A.  R.  have  courteously  and  repeatedly  de- 
clared us  to  be  entirely  fi-ee  from  all  interference  on  the  part 
of  their  order.  Let  us  stand  upon  the  ground  which  is  con- 
ceded to  be  ours. 
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With  hearts  full  of  synii)athy  for  the  noble  boys  in  blue, 
with  hands  ever  i-eady  to  aid'  them  in  their  hours  of  need, 
let  lis  never  bean  annoyance  or  burden.  Let  it  be  under- 
stood we  are  capable  and  wilhn^-  to  nianajie  our  own  or»an- 
ization,  ever  thankful  for  timely  and  friendly  advice,  l^et  us 
UhA  that  ours  is  a  ^■overninent  of  the  W.  It.  C.  by  the  W.  R. 
C.  and  that  wi-  are  as  independent  as  any  order  beneath  the 
stars. 

The  insi)ector  last  year  reported  Col.  Shaw,  No.  8,  of 
(iuincy.  '"tlied  last  yeai-."  Imaiiine  my  astonishment  when, 
a  few  days  after  convent  ion.  a  letter  was  received  fi-om  one  of 
the  members  making- iiKiuiry  al)oiit  its  re])orts.  wishing'  to 
pay  all  dues  and  reinstate.  Investiiiation  ])roved  it  held 
its  charter  and  all  su])])lies  it  ever  possessed.  It  was 
deliiKjiient  several  (piarters"  dues,  but  had  the  money 
with  which  to  pay  the  same. 

It  hail  labored  under  adverse  circumstances  to  keep 
alive,  but  had  no  intention  of  dying-.  To  reinstate  required, 
on  the  ])art  of  each  member,  a  great  deal  of  self-sacrifice; 
being  women  of  limited  means  —  nearly  all  of  them  "bread- 
winners"—  they  were  willing  to  tax  themseh^es  heavily  to 
maintain  their  membership  in  the  W.  K.  C.  Knowing  the 
circumstances,  it  was  considered  wise  to  aid  and  encourage 
them.  Hence  the  Dejiartnient  President  issued  supplies 
that  had  been  returned  by  a  disbanded  Corps  and  fur- 
nished oHicers"  badges  at  reduced  rates;  and  its  last  report 
Hhows  niaiked  ini])rovement  in  its  work. 

(JKOWTH    OF    Tin-:    ORDER. 

"A  steady, healthful  growth  has  characterized  our  work  this 
year,  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  Cor])s  organ- 
ized, atul  a  marked  development  in  efliciency  among  tin*  older 
ones.  I'Mucation  must  be  made  as  ]irominent  as  organiza- 
tion if  we  would  attain  ])erfection.  The'repoi-t  of  the  I)e- 
pai'tnient  Si'ci-etary  will  give  the  statistics. 

S(U()01>    OF    I.XS'I'IMC   rM).\. 

Impressed  with  the  necessity  of  more  thorough  education 
tliionghont  the  depart  ment,  the  advisability  of  sending  out 
an  inslructoi-  was  considered.  Owing  to  the  riMluction  of 
jH-r  <;i[>it;i  ta.\,  the  means  for  carrying  on  enlarged  de])art- 
nieiit  work  were  insufhcieiit.  It  was  decided  to  call  a  school 
of  instinction  to  more  thoroughly,  jierfectly  and  uniformly 
prejiare  foi-  inspect  iini.  The  meeting  of  the  Republican  Con- 
vi'Ution  in  Spi-ingtield  affording  rednced  railroad  rates,  that 
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time  was  chosen.  Circular  No.  1  was  issued  requesting  "all 
who  were  willing  to  do  so,  at  their  own  expense,  to  meet  in 
the  Supreme  Court  room  in  the  Capitol  May  3d,  1888.  The 
time  was  limited  for  Corps  to  give  this  their  consideration, 
but  the  number  responding  proved  that  there  are  earnest 
women  in  this  department,  willing  and  anxious  to  educate 
themselves  in  all  that  tends  toward  perfection  in  the  W.  R.  C. 

Their  appreciation  of  our  effoi-t  is  shown  in  the  resolution 
passed  at  that  meeting,  as  follows : 

"Knowing  the  lack  of  uniformity  of  work  in  Corps  through- 
out the  department,  and  feeling  the  need  of  more  thorough 
instruction  in  the  work  of  our  Order,  therefore 

Resolved,   That  the  thanks  of  this  department  be  returned 
the  Department  President  and  Staff  for  calling  this  school  of 
instruction,  and  we  would  recommend  that  it  be  repeated  an- 
nualh^  or  semi-annually,  as  department  officers  may  decide.

Committee. 

It  was  the  purpose  of  the  Department  President,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  spirit  of  this  resolution,  to  call  another 
school  soon  after  the  national  convention,  but  this  being  cam- 
paign year  and  the  country  so  thoroughlj"  excited  over  polit- 
ical issues,  all  things  else  being  consideredsecondary, nothing 
was  done  in  this  direction.  A  paper  has  reached  headquar- 
ters from  Corps  No.  1,  Rockford,  approving  such  a  school 
and  asking  that  it  be  held  each  year  at  the  same  time  and 
place  as  Department  Convention.  I  trust  this  convention 
will  not  overlook  their  request. 

INSPECTION. 

The  annual  inspection,  as  fixed  by  National  convention,  is 
during  the  months  of  October  and  November.  Our  plans 
were  matured,  assistants  appointed,  and  Corps  assigned,  so 
the  work  could  begin  the  first  day  of  that  beautiful  month ; 
a  feeling  prevailed  that  the  work  would  be  completed  within 
the  time  prescribed,  but  owing  to  circumstances  over  which 
the  W.  R.  C.  has  no  control,  our  plans  were,  to  some  extent, 
thwarted,  as  the  campaign,  most  hotly  contested,  militated 
against  us. 

Frequently,  when  the  inspector  presented  herself  to  the 
Corps  President,  she  would,  in  tones  of  lamazement,  exclaim, 
" Our  Corps  can  not  be  inspected  to-day!     I  received  no  no- 
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tifiratioii  of  your  coiniii«i-,  and  we  are  not  ready."  Tlie 
insiK'cior  would  insist  tiiat  notice  was  mailed  at  least  a 
week  previous,  and  l)e|);n-tinent  l*resideut  in  (ieneral  Ordei- 
Xo.  <)  had  r('(iu('sted  ('or])s  to  arran<ie  foi-  s])ecial  nieetin<2,s,  if 
necessary,  to  accoinniodate  the  Inspeetor.  The  Pivsident's 
liusbainl  aiUK'arini:-  u])on  the  scene,  was  immediately  (]iies- 
tioned  as  to  whethei;any  letters  belon<j,in<i-  to  his  wife  had 
been  received  and  not  delivered.  In  more  than  one  instance 
the  Ins])ector's  notification  was  found  safely  stowed  away  in 
the  husband's  ])Ocket,  while  he  was  engaged  in  the  larger  en- 
terprise of  selecting  a  Chief  Executive  of  the  Nation. 

Anxious  to  have  a  thorough  inspection  of  each  Coi-ps  in 
this  l)e])ai-tment,  it  became  necessary,  because  of  these  de- 
lavs,  to  ask  the  National  President  to  extend  the  time.  Tlie 
result  is  gratifying.  ;iud  will  be  presented  in  detail  by  the 
Depai-tuKMit  luspectoi-,  whose  consolidated  report  received 
the  following  acknowledgment  from  the  National  Inspector: 
"Therepoit  of  your  I)e])artment  Inspector  received,  and  is 
excellent  in  ev«'rv  ])articular." 

UENEHAL  ORDERS. 

(Jeneral  Orders  are  issued  by  Department  President  as  oc- 
casion may  require,  or  the  good  of  the  Order  demand. 
The.se  musi  be  iv/irl  and  olwyed.  It  has  seemed  necessary  the 
past  year  to  issue  nine  (D)  (ieneral  Orders  and  two  {'2)  Cir- 
culars, ^luch  time  is  re(]uired  to  pre])are  these,  besicle  the 
expense  of  ])iinting  aiul  sending  out  to  each  Cor])s:  and, 
were  it  ])ossible,  1  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  a 
careful  study  of  these  orders.  Jieing  convinced  tliat  the 
Corjjs  President  should  have  a  copy  for  reference  at  any 
time — even  wlien  about  the  household  duties  her  mind  is 
busy  planning  foi-  official  work — the  ])lan  of  sending  an 
extra  «'0])y  for  her  use  has  been  adojjted,  and  we  trust  will 
briuii'  jiran*!  results.

SEWVICK-HOOKS. 

All  ex]»laiia1  ion  is  due  i-egaiding  1  he  re\ised  Sei-xice-books. 
Tlie  delay  in  filling  orders  was  not  owing  to  negligence,  but 
to  the  fact  that  the  supply  was  not  i-eceiv(Ml  by  Department 
Treasurer  until  near  (he  middle  of  Januai-y,  thus  rendering- 
it  necessai'y  foi-  many  ('or]>s  to  use  their  old  books  at  in.stal 
latious.  It  is  nndeistood  that  the  I>urial  Servic(Mvill  be 
issued  in  a  se])arate  volume  ada])te(l  to  the  ])ui"])ose,  but 
when    lliev  will  be  read  V  for  (list  ribul  ioii  I  am  not  informed. 
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CORRESPONDENCE . 

The  correspondence  of  the  year  has  been  mostly  pleasant. 
In  one  Post  a  few  captious  persons  betook  themselves  to  cor- 
respond with  Deparment  President  in  a  manner  indicating 
a  lack  of  information  as  to  the  relationship  existinu'  between 
the  AV.  R.  C.  and  the  G.  A.  R.:  their  letters  were  promptly 
and  politely  answered,  pointing  out  to  them  the  fact  that, 
although  auxiliary,  the  W.  R.  C.  is  a  distinct  organization 
whose  government  is  not  from  without  but  within  itself.  If 
Corps  officers  and  members  would  study  our  laws  in  an  intel- 
ligent and  comprehensive  manner,  much  of  the  correspond- 
ence would  not  occur :  it  would  be  a  saving  of  time  and  ex- 
pense to  Department  officers  and  Corps :  a  single  letter  often 
calling  for  hours  of  thoughtful  research,  and  impressing  the 
writer  with  the  feeling  that  the  office  of  President  is  no  sine- 
cure. The  number  of  letters  written  within  the  twelve 
months  exceeds  1.500. 

MILES  OF  TRAVEL. 

During  the  year  not  less  than  8.000  miles  have  been 
traveled,  less  than  1,000  being  at  the  expense  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

BADGES. 

Convention  last  year  directed  a  suitable  badge  procured 
for  the  retiidng  Department  President :  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  secure  the  same,  though  no  mention  is  made  of 
it  in  the  records  of  the  convention. 

This  committee,  in  as  speedy  a  manner  as  possible,  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  them,  and  on  April  23d  informa- 
tion reached  headquarters  that  the  badge  was  ready.  As 
before  stated,  the  records  making  no  mention  of  such  com- 
mittee, and  the  R.  and  R.  stating  that  ''the  work  for  the 
year  shall  be  done  by  the  executive  board,'"  the  matter  was 
laid  before  them  at  our  meeting  in  Aurora,  May  22d.  They 
ordered  the  money  drawn  for  payment  and  expressed  the  de- 
sire that  the  Department  President  go  to  Delevan  and  pre- 
sent to  the  Past  President  this  token  of  esteem.  To  comply 
"^^•ith  this  request  gave  me  pleasure.  Arrangements  were 
completed  for  a  joint  meeting  of  Post  and  Corps  on  June 
1-tth.  at  which  time,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  IlHnois, 
the  pleasant  task  was  performed. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Convention  also  ordered  "an  appro- 
priate badge  prepared  for  the  next  National  Convention, 
which  shall  do  honor  to  the  State  of  Illinois." 
—3 
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This  iiidctiiiitc  action  tlirew  tlie  whole  i-('S])onsibility  n])oii 
tilt'  Kxccutivr  Board,  \vhf)S('  divci-siticd  tastes  lianiionized  in 
the  choice  of  a  Sucker  lUid<ie  indicative  of  the  State.  This 
consists  of  a  silver  bar  pin,  uith  the  word  Illinois;  at- 
tached to  this  the  i-ed  ribbon,  with  W.  1{.  C,  18S,S,  and  a  sil- 
ver Sucker  ])endant.  F.sjjecial  mention  should  be  made,  in 
this  connection,  of  the  service  rendered  by  Mrs.  M.  I.  Sandes, 
who  secured  a  o-enuiue  Sucker  for  the  artist's  use  in  the  prep- 
aration of  the  badge. 

OFFICIAL    ORGAN. 

As  recommended  last  year,  The  National  Vidette  was  made 
the  official  or<i-an  of  this  Dey)artment  for  the  year.  The  Sixth 
National  Convention  took  action  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That,  inasmuch  as  there  are  so  many  Grand 
Army  and  Kelief  Corps  ])a])ers  and  magazines,  the  National 
President  or  l)e])artment  Presidents  do  not  endorse  any  ])a- 
I)er  as  an  ofhcial  oi-gan;  but  that  all  ])apers  be  given  as 
much  of  our  work  as  ])ossible." 

It  need  hardW  be  stated  that  decisions  given  otherwise  than 
over  the  signature  of  the  presiding  officer  are  not  official. 

OTHER  ORGANIZATIONS. 

(Jur  intercourse  with  the  Department  Commander  and  his 
subordinates,  and  Comrades  everywhere,  has  been  most 
pleasant.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  assured  by  Col.  Sexton 
that  he  considers  the  W.  R.  C.  entitled,  "for  their  works' 
sake,"  to  the  esteem  of  all  those  for  whose  welfare  we  live 
and  hibor — an  ex])i-ession  of  his  a]>preciation  well  (h'signed 
to  augment  1he  interest  and  intimacy  of  Post  and  Corps, 
will  ])ossibly  in  due  time  gladden  youi-  hearts.  The  (^om- 
mander  has  courteously  and  kindly  assured  us  that  he 
considered  us  amply  able  to  manage  the  business  of  the  W. 
II.  C.  Manifesting  an  interest  in  our  work,  he  has  shown  no 
tendency  to  interfere  with  us  in  our  discharge  of  duty,  and  I 
can  oidy  wish  that  his  successor  and  mine  may  sustain  a 
like  i-eIalionshi]>  of  undistui-!>ed  harmonw 

The  fi-atenial  relations  existing  between  the  Sons  of  Veter- 
ans and  thetJrand  .Vruiy  ai'e  fully  ap])reciated  by  the  Relief 
Corps.  iicalizing  that  ere  long  1  he  mantle  of  responsii)ility 
will  rest  upon  theSons,  andth(>  scale  being  i-eversed, they  will 
b«M-ome  the  protectors,  instead  of  the  jtrotected.  We  have 
used  our  influence  to  encourage  and  advance  their  Order, 
and  have  cvei-  received  from  them  manifest  appreciation. 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

Throiio;!!  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Henry  D.  Dement,  late  Secre- 
tary of  State,  a  commodious  room  in  the  state  house  was 
furnished  Department  Secretary  for  use  as  an  office  until  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislature,  every  way  in  keeping  with  the 
importance  and  dignity  of  our  organization.  Since  that  time 
a  similar  favor  has  been  conferred  upon  the  Department  by 
Rev.  Richard  Edwards,  LL.D.,  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, to  whom  the  thanks  of  this  Department  are  hereby 
tendered.  Also  to  Gen.  John  McNulta,  Receiver  of  the 
Wabash  Railwa3^  and  to  ]\rr.  E.  T.  Jeffery,  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral, for  courtesies  in  the  way  of  transportation,  enabling  the 
Department  President  to  prosecute  the  work  and  save  to 
the  Department  many  dollars.

SUGGESTIONS. 

My  nearly  five  years'  experience  and  observation  has  led 
me  to  believe  that  comparatively^  few  of  our  members  realize 
their  responsibility  in  the  use  of  the  black  hall.  While  it  is 
the  privilege  of  every  member  to  express  an  opinion  in  this 
way,  she  should  remember  that  eligibility  to  membership  in 
the  W.  R.  C.  consists  in  being  a  "loyal  woman,  of  good 
moral  character,"  and  a  member  can  not  cast  a  black  ball 
against  an  eligible  person  without  violating  our  R.  &  R. 
Too  many  allow  personal  prejudice  to  influence  them  in  this 
matter,  and  after  abusing  their-  privilege,  often  violate  their 
obhgation  by  stating  what  they  have  done;  that  is  each 
member's  own  secret,  and  her  self-respect  and  pei-sonal  pride 
should  help  her  keep  it. 

In  this,  and  in  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  our  work, 
let  us  not  forget  our  obligation  of  secrecy.

Sixth — As  l)y  the  reduction  of  fxu-  cnpitn  tax  the  salary  of 
the  Depaitment  Secietary  and  Treasurer  were  corres])ond- 
ingly  i-edu<-ed.  and  as  the  revision  of  blanks  increased  the 
work  of   the   I)e]iart  nient  Seci('tar\-,  re(|uiring  each  (juarter 
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the  insertions  iu  red  iuk.  besides  other  increased  labor,  that 
this  Convention  vote  a  sum  additional  to  that  already  paid 
the  Department  Secretary  for  her  additional  labor  the  past 
year. 

Seventh — That  this  Convention,  when  selecting-  delegates 
to  the  National  convention,  elect  those  only  who  are  willing* 
to  pledg:e  to  this  Convention  they  will  be  present  at  the  sessions 
and  attend  closely  to  business  till  the  Convention  closes. 
The  basis  of  representation  is  one  (1)  delegate  to  eight  hund- 
red (800)  members — feeling  that  every  lady  placed  in  nom- 
ination knows  her  circumstances,  and  if  not  able  to  attend 
should  decline  an  election. 

Eighth — That  this  Department  ado]»t  the  Sucker- Badge  for 
National  Conventions,  as  in  this  way  all  remaining  can  be 
utilized  the  next  year  by  simply  changing  the  ribbons,  which 
can  be  done  at  a  trifling-  expense. 

Ninth — That  this  Convention  set  apart  a  sum  as  a  Depart- 
ment Relief  Fund,  in  compliance  with  R.  and  R.,  Chapter  Y, 
Article  IX,  which  reads :  "A  relief  fund  shall  be  established 
by  each  Department  Convention,  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
Department  President  through  the  regular  channels." 

CONCLUSION. 

In  rendering  this  account  of  my  stewardship,  I  have  tried 
not  to  encroach  upon  the  rights  of  the  other  officers,  con- 
sidering them  able  to  report  satisfactorily,  and  in  detail,  the 
woi'k  of  their  respective  offices. 

The  record  of  the  year  I  place  in  your  hands.  Sleepless 
nights  and  wearisome  days  have  been  counted  as  nothing  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  you  entrusted  to 
me  one  year-  ago.  It  will  be  with  a  feeling  of  relief,  of  pleas- 
ure and  of  honorable  pride  that  I  transfer  to  my  successor 
the  insignia  of  this  office,  conscious  of  the  fact  that  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  its  duties  have  been  discharged ;  wherein 
I  have  failed.  I  feel  that  I  merit  the  consideration  and  belief 
that  my  best  efforts  were  put  forth  for  the  advancement  of 
theW.  R.  C:  and  I  ask  no  higher  commendation  than  to 
hear  my  appreciating  sisters  say,  ••She  hath  done  what  she 
could.'' 

To  the  Department  officers  who  have  been  associated  with 
me.  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  for  the  generous  confidence 
reposed  in  me,  and  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  your 
able  efforts  and  cheerful  cooperation.  The  pleasant  and  inti- 
mate associations  with  you  Department  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retarv  are  soon  to  be  severed,  but  the  memorv  of  these  aviU 
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ever  i-pinain;   and  in  coming'  days  I  «'X])t>ct  to  sino- — amid  my 
liousrhold  caiv.s: 

"  Still  o'er  these  scenes  my  memon-  wakes, 
And  fondly  broods  witii  miser  cai-e! 
Time  but  the  impression  stronger  miikes, 
As  streams  their  channels  deeper  wear." 

I  should  tVcl  1  liad  bfrii  remiss  in  dul  \'  did  1  not  render  to 
yon  esjtecial  thanks  for  yonr  kindly  considen'.tion  and  wise 
eounsel.  This  convention  closes  Miss  Cai-lton's  second  term 
of  service  as  Department  Treasurer,  durin<>-  which  she  has  at- 
tained toward  perfection. 

.Miss  Cleveland's  work  as  Department  Secretary  needs  no 
word  of  commendation  from  me.  Eminently  fitted  by  pre- 
vious training  for  clerical  nervice,  slie  brought  with  her  an 
ex]»erience  invaluable  to  this  Department.  Unselfish  and 
untiling  in  her  labors,  her  accurate  re])orts  have  received 
merited  ])T-aise  fi'om  tlie  National  StM-retary.  while  her  (juiet 
effoit  for  the  u])building  of  weak  Coi-jjs  must  be  known  to  be 
a])pi-eciat<Ml.  With  ])leasure  we  slate  that  several  ror]>s.  dis- 
couiaged  almost  to  theextent  of  surrendering  their  charters, 
have  called  from  her  such  letters  of  ex])lanation  and  encour- 
agement that  they  have  been  induced  to  reconsider,  and  are 
now  among  the  efficient.

Afternoon  Session— First  Day. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  2  P.  M.,  the  Department 
President  in  the  chair. 

The  conductors  found  all  members  in  possession  of  the 
password,  save  Mrs.  Chapman,  of  East  St.  Louis.  She  was 
vouched  for  by  Mrs.  House,  of  New  Canton,  and  received 
it  from  Department  President.

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  SENIOR  VICE-PRESIDENT.

Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland, 

Secretary  Department  111.,  W.  R.  C: 

I  fully  realize  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Fifth 
Department  Convention,  and  in  obedience  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  our  Order,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting, 
through  you,  to  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  my  report  as 
{Senior  Vice-President,  Department  of  Illinois. 

Knowing  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  Vice-Presi- 
dent to  assist  the  President  by  counsel  or  otherwise,  I  have 
endeavored  to  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  fill  the  obligation 
of  my  office,  and  by  the  request  of  our  Department  President 
I  have  cheerfully  assisted  in  all  lines  of  work,  by  correspond- 
ence or  otherwise.  My  love  for,  and  anxiety  in,  the  pros- 
perity and  growth  of  our  Order  ever  since  the  organization 
of  our  Department,  has  been  such  that  I  have  made  it  a  rule 
to  respond  to  every  call,  no  matter  how  laborious  that  duty 
might  be. 

You  will  see  by  the  I.  and  I.  officer's  report  that  I  have 
during  the  last  vear  been  called  to  institute  five  corps,  viz.: 
Thomas  Markley,  No.  102,  at  Hutsonville,  Feb.  24.  1888, 
with  14  charter  members.  (This  application  for  charter  was 
«ent  to  Department  headquarters  a  short  time  before  last 
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coiivt'iitioii.  hut  on  jicconiil  of  some  inisuiiderstandiii<i-  on 
rlip  part  of  the  cojnniittee  the  organization  was  not  ])eife('te(l 
until  the  nbove  date.)  AVni.  B.  Ai-cher,  No.  105,  at  Marshall, 
A]»ril  8,  ISHH.  with  2S  charter  nieniberw.  Alexander,  No.  114, 
at  Flora,  Mav  :23,  1888,  with  41  charter  members.  Albion, 
No.  120,  at  AUion,  Nov.  2,  1888,  with  29  cliarter  members. 
Bone  Gni).No.80,at  Bone  Gn]),  Jan.  9,  1889.  with  12  charter 
members;  thus  124  members  iniatited,  and  I  am  hai)])V  to 
say,  as  far  as  I  know,  are  all  (h)ing'  <iood  work.  "When  we  re- 
mem])er  there  are  over  (iOO  Posts  in  this  Department,  it 
l»iin<is  tf)  mind  that  there  is  avast  amount  of  work  yet  to  do, 
for  we  feel  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  every  Post 
will  become  more  fully  acquainted  with  the  objects  of  our  Or- 
•ianization,  and  desire  an  auxiliary  to  assist  them  in  their 
«»rand  mission  of  charity. 

I  received  an  appointment  as  Assistant  Inspector  on  the 
nomination  of  Mrs.  Jiender,  I)e])artinent  Insjtector  for  the 
followino-  Cor])s:  Nos.  42,  88,  9r).  GT,  89,  79.  87,  2:*,  114. 
98.(>8.  102,  105,  48  aud  58,  making  in  all  fifteen  Corps!, 
which  took  almost  three  weeks'  constant  travel  to  reach, 
on  account  of  the  large  territory  to  travel  over, — but  the 
fraternal  greeting  I  received  everywhere  will  ever  be  remem- 
bered by  me  as  bright  spots  through  life's  journey.  But 
what  pleased  me  most  was  to  hear  of  good  work  done,  of 
the  lai-ge  amount  of  relief  extended  to  needy  soldiers  and 
their  widows  and  orphans,  not  alone  in  dollars  and  c(»nts, 
but  in  the  nmny  ways  in  which  women  know  how  to  assist 
tlu'  needy.  Some  Cor])s  had  ])aid  tlu'  burying  ex])enses  of 
needy  soldiers'  wives,  as  the  soldier  is  not  to  lie  in  a  Potter's- 
field,  neither  will  his  wife  nor  children,  wherever  there  exists 
a  Post  or  Corps.  I  want  to  say  here  that  there  were  only 
two  things  I  found  that  were  detrimental  to  Cor])s  Avork ; 
one  was,  Corjjs  being  organized  without  having  all  the  neces- 
sary su])]»lies  on  hand  when  instituted,  thereby  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  failing  to  get  the  ]»ro])er  instructions  from  I. 
and  I.  ofticer.  The  other  was  non-attendance  at  regidar 
Cor] »s  meetings:  thus  failing,  in  some  instances,  to  kee])  uj* 
regular  meetings,  on  account  of  not  having  a  (piorum.  If 
all  officers  would  reniembei-  and  strictly  live  u])  to  their 
ohjigalions  of  otfice.  Corps  would  seldom,  if  ever,  fail  to 
iiave  a  (|Uorum  :  and  1  thiid<  that  every  mend)ej- sliould  duly 
consider  the  obligation  of  office  before  she  accepts  an  office, 
for  no  C()i-]»s  can  live  and  do  good  work  unless  the  officers 
and  UHMnbers  arc  faithful  in  attendance.  Aud  while  we 
i-econimeud  all  Coi'])s  to  ado]tt  some  parlianieiit  aiy  ])ractice, 
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we  think  it  would  be  well  for  the  Department  Convention  to 
set  the  example  by  adopting-  some  manual  of  parliamentary 
practice — Cushing's  is  good,  also  Roberts.'  But  whatever 
the  Convention  decides  upon,  let  it  be  universal,  all  Corps 
adopting  and  using  the  same. 

It  was  my  privilege  and  duty,  having  been  detailed  by  the 
presiding  officer,  Mrs.  Lois  W.  S.  Holbrook,  to  fill  the  Senior 
Vice-President's  chair,  pro  tern.,  at  the  first  Department 
Convention,  when  the  W.  E.  C.  of  this  Department  was 
organized  at  Decatur,  111.,  January  30,  1884.  Therefore,  I 
had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  helping  initiate  our  much- 
beloved  army  nurse,  Mrs.  Annie  Wittenmeyer,  into  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  When  we  look  back  over  the  five 
years,  and  realize  the  wonderful  gTo^i;h  of  our  Order,  the 
gvand  work  accomplished,  the  thousands  of  soldiers  cared 
for,  the  widoAv's  heart  made  glad,  the  orphan  clothed  and 
educated,  the  army  nurse  assured  in  her  declining  years  that 
she  has  friends  indeed,  we  can  but  rejoice  that  we  have  been 
called  and  permitted  to  assist,  as  an  organization,  one  of 
the  grandest  charitable  organizations  on  earth,  the  ^^  Grand 
Army  of  the  Eepublic.'' 

While  it  is  true  that  every  soldier  should  receive  ample  com- 
pensation fi'om  the  government  he  served  so  well,  for  ser- 
vices rendered,  thus  enabling  him  to  keep  his  family  around 
his  own  hearth  stone,  such  is  not.  alas,  the  case.  When  will 
our  law  makers  learn  to  practice  the  Golden  Rule,  "to  do 
unto  others  as  you  would  have  others  do  unto  you."  The 
State  has  generously  provided  a  home  for  the  needy  soldiers 
and  the  soldiers"  orphans,  but  where  is  the  home  for  the 
soldier's  wife?  Echo  answers,  where?  Must  the  wife  and 
mother,  broken  down  with  hard  labor  and  many  cares  while 
her  husband  was  on  the  battle  field,  who  endured  more  than 
human  tongue  can  tell,  go  to  the  alms-house?  Heaven  forbid. 
Can  we  not  as  a  body  of  women  devise  some  means  of  reaching- 
our  leg-islative  halls,  by  petition  or  otherwise,  asking  for  the 
much  needed  home  for  the  needy  soldier's  wife  and  mother  in 
the  State  of  Illinois  ? 

I  attended  the  National  Convention  at  Columbus,  Ohio, 
was  present  at  every  session  from  the  beginning  to  the  close 
of  the  convention,  and  I  am  proud  that  I  can  say  that  we  have 
women  in  our  organization  that  are  able  to  fill  any  station 
in  life.  I  was  well  pleased  with  the  reception  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Columbus,  and  especially  "Well's  Corps."  The  Grand 
Army  procession  was  immense.  Marion.  Ohio:  being  my 
childhood  home,  I  eagerly  watched  for  famifiar  faces,  but  Oh, 
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how  cliaiij^.vd  from  the  lieardle.ss  boyw  I  hhw  marching 
through  the  streets  to  the  music  of  fife  and  drum  28  years 
ago. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
De])artment  l'resi(h^nt  for  the  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in 
me,  and  to  tlie  I)e])artnient  Secretary  for  the  many  courtesies 
sh(j\vn,  to  the  Dejiartment  Treasurer  for  i)romi)tness,  to 
the  entire  staff  and  membership  for  loye  and  kindness  ex- 
tended me.

I  haye  receiyed  during  the  year,  fifty  letters,  and  answered 
forty. 

I  was  called  by  the  President  to  Spi-ingfield  to  inspect  John 
P>r()ss  Coj-])s,  No.  ."H,  and  Stephenson  Cor])s,  No.  17.  Found 
both  in  good  working  ordei-,  and  s])ent  the  time  yery  pleas- 
antly while  there. 

AVe  are  sorry  to  say  that  in  Corps  No.  14  we  haye  been 
called  u])on  to  mourn  the  loss,  by  death,  of  two  of  its  beloyed 
infMubers.  On<>  the  daughter  of  our  brave  and  genial  Com- 
mander Reed,  whose  ])leasant  face  and  noble  bearingsomany 
of  the  ladies  of  the  Convention  will  remember,  and  whose  loss 
was  moui-ned  so  de(^])ly  by  our  Post  and  Corps. 

I  am  glad  to  see  the  great  work  steadily  progressing,  and 
it  does  one  good  to  see  that  we  are  at  last  becoming  so 
thoroughly  recognized  by  the  mend)ers  of  the  G.  A.  R.

Department  President  W.  R.  C: 

My  Dear  Mada:m — In  compliance  with  our  Rules  and  Reg'u- 
lations,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  and  through  you 
to  the  Sixth  Department  Convention,  the  report  of  the 
Department  Secretary's  office,  showing  the  membership  and 
condition  of  the  Order  duiing  the  current  year. 

Realizing  the  honor  and  confidence  you  have  bestowed 
upon  me  in  my  appointment,  and  determined  not  to  rely 
entirely  upon  what  I  thought  the  best  way  to  perform  the 
duties  I  sought  and  obtained  valuable  advice  from  one  far 
more  experienced  than  I,  whose  tender  heart  and  ready  pen 
responded  promptly  and  cheerfully  to  my  every  call — I  need 
hardly  say,  to  Mrs.  Arnilla  A.  Cheney,  then  National  Secre- 
tary. I  may  not  have  been  an  overapt  scholar,  but  I  have 
tried  to  do  my  duty,  upon  my  honor  as  a  woman  and  a 
member  of  our  loved  Order. 

The  Fifth  Convention  closing  its  session  late  in  the  week, 
every  member  felt  necessitated  to  return  home  immediately, 
and  I  was  confronted  with  a  rickety  trunk,  far  too  small  for 
its  valuable  contents,  and  containing  (I  now  know)  much 
^vhich  should  have  long  before  been  destroyed :  hence  Recom- 
mendation One  (1). 

After  taking  an  inventory,  and  studying  from  the  outside 
and  inside  the  use  and  pui-port  of  certain  blanks  found,  and 
these  an  assortment  of  only  a  few,  for  the  supply  for  even 
he  first  quarter's  use  was  meagre,  I  thankfully  received 
permission  to  accompany  the  Department  President  on  her 
trip  to  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  past  administra- 
tion, to  obtain  more  light  upon  Department  work:  but,  we 
being  in  Delavan.  and  the  supplies  in  the  trunk  in  Spi-ing- 
field,  the  use  of  many  of  them  could  not  so  well  be  explained, 
some  not  even  coming  to  mind  at  the  time ;  hence  Recom- 
mendation Two  (2). 

I  will  here  add  my  thanks  to  the  President  and  Secretary 
•of  the  ]jast  administration  for  the  courtesy  and  instruction 
they  then  gave  to  me,  with  kind  promises  of  more.  I  must 
also  confess  to  some  stupidity  on  my  part  that  I  did  not 
detect  the  Roster  for  1888,  prepared  so  carefully  by  Mrs. 
Cobean  for  the  use  of   the  incoming  Secretary ;  but  by  its 
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])t'iim-  witli  su|i]i]i('s  of  disbanded  Corps,  and  not  iiientioiicd, 
I  did  not  liiid  it  for  mouths.  Tliis  hindered  me  somewhat, 
hut  I  soon  made  u])  a  maihn^- list  from  the  election  retni-ns, 
and  work  thxxled  thick  and  fast  njion  me. 

Hy  revision  of  Secretary's  bhmk  (Foi-ni  A)  it  ])ecaine  neces- 
sary to  i)nt  in  red  ink  the  number  left  in  good  stanbing-  on 
last  quarter's  i-ejjort.  Tliis,  with  issuing  two  to  each  Corps, 
made  not  a  little  work,  but  where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a 
way.  and  with  the  valuable  assistance  of  Department  Presi,. 
bent,  this  was  soon  mastered. 

I  found  on  the  records — 

Corps  in  the  Department  to  the  number  of lOc 

Delinquent  for  fourth  quiuter,  1887 2o 

Corps  in  good  standing 80 

Of  the  above  20,  seven  were  new  organizations,  but  never- 
theless delinquent,  as  by  national  instructions  new  Cori)s 
must  T-ender  a  re])()i-t  and  pay  per  capita  tax  for  the  quarter 
in  which  tliev  are  instituted. 

Of  the  18  remaining.  Corps  Nos.  18,  38,  51,  71,83,  88,  and 
93  were  knowingly  delin(iuent,but  reinstated  dui-ing  the  first 
(piarter,  1888.  Warren  No.  21), charter  revoked;  Areola  No. 
54,  "suspended  for  cause''  six  months  from  Feb.  18.  to  Aug. 
18,  1888;  Hudson  No.  91,  sick;  Lawn  Ridge  No.  32,  dying; 
Col.  Shaw  No.  8;  Quincy  (colored),  dead;  Brown  No.  61, 
lost,  and  Moaw(pia  No.  8(),  "not  organized." 

Since,  liowevei-,the  faint-hearted  Coi'])s  have  taken  courage, 
sti-uggled  on.  sometimes  delin(pient,  but  have  invariably  been 
i-einstated:  and  I  am  ha])])y  to  say  most  of  them  are  now  in 
good  working  ordei-,  even  Mackinaw,  No.  57,  for  whom 
national  clemency  recommended  that,  for  the  good  of  the 
Order,  should,  with  the  concent  of  r)e])artment  I'resident,  be 
])ermitted  to  reinstate  with  "8"  members,  which  resulted  in 
encoui-agement,  and  they  soon  had  five  members  ready  for 
initiation.  Ai-cola,  No.  54,  ''sus])ended  for  cause,"  had  its 
suspension  lifte(l  and  charter  revoked.  ]jlucke(l  u])  coui'age, 
reorganized,  and  is  now  conq)osed  of  earnest  workers  in 
the  good  cause.  So,  also.  Col.  Shaw,  No.  8,  died.  By  a  mes- 
meric intlueiicc  inq)ai-ted  by  the  l)e])artment  I'l-esident,  new 
life  was  inqiarled,  and  they  are,  and  have  bec^n  since,  in  good 
standing  and  reasonably  ]>ronq)t  in  their  re])orts.  Lawn 
Kidge,  No.  32,  and  Huron,  No.  9Lsuccund)ed  and  disbanded; 
so  also  Palmyra,  No.  90,  organized  late  in  the  last  year,  be- 
came eaily  discouraged,  and  Waii'en,  No.  29,  after  an  in- 
vestigation, iiad  their  privileges  restoiedto  them, reinstated^ 
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and  on  February  9,  after  the  four  weeks'  notice  requii-ed  by 
R.  and  R.,  disbanded,  sending-  all  their  supplies,  charter, 
rituals,  etc.,  to  Department  Secretary. 

While  at  the  close  of  the  4th  quarter,  1887,  there  Avere  20 
Corps  delinquent,  many  of  whom  were  shown  reinstated, 
there  were  at  the  close  of  the  4th  quarter,  1888,  only  4  delin- 
quent—Princeyille,  No.  11,  B^a-on,  No.  61,  Sidell,  No.  101, 
and  Edinbm'g:,  No.  115 — with  a  promise  from  Sidell  that  as 
soon  as  sickness,  which  had  enshrouded  them  as  with  a  pall, 
has  passed  away,  they  would  reinstate,  and  a  cry  from  Edin- 
burg,  ''Come  oyer  and  help  us"  (since  reinstated) — Prince- 
yille balancing  in  the  scale  of  disband  and  not  disband — this 
not  from  lack  of  enthusiasm,  but  from  depleted  numbers  by 
remoyals,  leaying  poor  Byron  ''suspended,"  and  hoping  for 
aid.  My  heart  yearns  for  them,  and  were  the  distance  not  so 
great  I  should  haye  long  ago  sought  permission  to  haye  yis- 
ited  them. 

To  the  100  should  haye  been  added  Abraham  Lincoln,  No. 
108  (Chicago),  reorganized  just  prior  to  the  Department 
Conyention.  Its  steady  growth  has  been  entirel}"  in  this 
year.  It  was  entitled  to  be  No.  101,  but  hoping  to  be  No.  8, 
it  lost  that  opportunity  and  took  No.  108.  This  leads  to 
recommendation  three  regarding  numbers  giyen  to  late  or- 
ganizations, thus  seemingly  outranking  the  early  organiza- 
tions. 

During  the  year  thei'e  haye  been  instituted  and  i^einstated 
and  reorganized  30  Corps,  with  an  aggTegate  membership  of 
645,  and  an  ayerage  of  21.5,  with  a  total  membership  in 
good  standing,  to  December  30,  1888,  of  4,020,  and  the 
whole  number  of  Corps  121,  and  four  Corps  fnstituted  since. 

There  haye  been  organized  and  re-organizad  during  your 
^administration  as  above  at

DuQuoin  No.  96,  Sidell  No.  101,  Hutsonville  No.  102, 

HiUsboro  No  103,  Polo  No.  104,  Mai-shaU  No.  105, 

Milledgevllle  No.  106,         Onarga  No.  107,  Jaekson\-ille  No.  109, 

TaylorviUe  No.  110,  KossviUe  No.  Ill,  Piano  No.  112, 

Flora  No.  114,  Edinburg  No,  115,  Sti'eatorNo  116, 

Waukegan  No.  117,  Lincoln  No.  118,  Kankakee  No.  119, 

Albion  No.  120,  Galesbiu-g  121,  Ai'niington  No.  122, 

Kirkland  No.  123,  Paxton  No.  125,  Buda  126, 

Areola  No.  54,  reorganized,  ^yalTen  No.  29,  reinstated, 
with  Carteryille  No.  124  still  on  the  ragged  edge.    The  As- 
sistant I.  and  I.  oflBcer  went  to  institute  this,  but  for  causes 
which  could   not  be  controlled,  she   did  not,    but  I  think 
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will,  and  1  would  su<><ivsl  that  No.  124  be  reserved  for  them 
by  the  in('()iiiiii<i-  adiniiiistiatioii.  There  are  six  or  seven 
awaitiiii;-  organization.

The  above  table  shows  only  the  number  of  Corps,  and 
members  in  good  standing,  as  represented  in  each  quarter. 
There  have  been  supplemental  sheets  each  quarter,  and  could 
the  numbers  on  them  be  added,  the  showing  would  be  much 
larger. 

There  are  also  many  widows,  orphans,  and  other  members 
who  are  carried  on  the  rolls  for  worthy  membership,  but 
which  cannot  by  the  K.  and  R.  enter  into  the  number 
of  good  standing,  i.  e.,  those  upon  whom  per  capita  tax 
is  paid. 

I  would  further  state  that  members  are  often  unjustly 
reported  suspended  for  two  reasons :  one,  the  Treasurer 
neglects  to  "notify"  them  that  the^^  are  in  arrears,"  and 
second,  corps  Presidents  often  fail  to  send  in  the  reports 
and  per  capita  tax  in  time,  hence  the  whole  corps  is  sus- 
pended. Of  course  this  is  often  due  to  the  delay  on  the 
part  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  not  being  on  time 
with  them  to  her,  and  by  their  procrastination  the  faith- 
ful ones  must  suffer. 

Each  year  as  new  officers  are  elected  to  fill  their  places, 
the  work  of  correcting  and  re-correcting  the  quarterly  re- 
ports continues  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  as  these'  offi- 
cers study  to  send  them  in,  with  or  without  errors.  Were 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  compare  them  and  see 
they  agree  in  all  points  before  sending,  they  would  not  so 
often  require  returning,  and  the  work  of  the  Department 
Secretary   would    be   lessened    to    a   great    degree,  so  also 

— i 
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would  tin*  ])()sta^v  he  lessoned.  Fre<iuently  the  repoi-ts 
have  been  retuiiied  as  many  as  five  times  to  encompass 
all  the  cri-ois,  which  077c  careful  review  would  have  avoided. 
J  therefore  make  a.  few  recommendations,  which  to  a  cur- 
sory i-eadcr  may  sfvni  sutticiently  «Mul)odierl  in  the  K.  and 
K.,  and  certainly  in  many  general  oi-ders.  A  woi-d  to  the 
wise  is  sutficient. 

There  has  been  a  healthy  and  steady  <;rowth  in  the  de- 
partment, and  remarks  ex])lanatory  of  so  many  sns])ended 
has  developed  the  fact  in  many  cases  that  unwortliy  mem- 
bers have  been  weeded  out.  leaving-  the  better  element. 
While  the  central  and  northein  jtoition  of  the  department 
have  not  really  fallen  behind,  as  might  seem  in  some  indi- 
vidual cases,  the  southern  ])oi'tion  is  aggressive,  and  surely 
ne«>ds  much  encouragement,  for  "I']gy]jt''  has  odds  against 
her  prosperity. 

The  correspondence  this  year  has  been  large,  and  iuva- 
liably  of  a  pleasant  character,  even  when  reminded  of  an 
error,  the  answei-  has  been  so  sweet  and  regretful  that 
tlie  ])ain  of  the  renunder  was  much  assuaged.  There  have 
been  1,448  letters  written  as  such,  and  many  more  of  a 
partly  printed  chai-acter,  to  remind  corjis  of  some  import- 
ant fact.  As  before  stated,  the  '*red  ink"  numbei-  has 
made  an  increase  of  work  of  the  most  particular  nature, 
that  there  should  be  no  error  to  base  a  quarterly  re])ort 
upon,  and  two  of  these  to  every  corps  each  of  the  four 
(i|uarters. 

During  the  year  I  have  consolidated  the  four  quarterly 
reports  and  mailed  them  to  National  Secretary,  mailed  to 
all  cor])s  l*i-esidents.  department  staff,  aids  and  a  large 
mailing  list,  seventeen  general  orders,  two  circular  letters, 
two  circulars.  ])rinted  instiuctions  concerning  <]uarter  re- 
j)orts  and  school  of  insti-uction.  ])re])ared  a  roster  (|uite 
com])lcte  in  all  its  details,  and  sent  where  desired,  en- 
grossed thirty-two  charters,  two  of  which  were  re-issues, 
sent  two  general  orders  and  plan  of  oi-ganization  twice  to 
each  Grand  Army  post  (over  (300  ])Osts  in  de])artment), 
sent  National  and  department  couvention  ])roceedings  to 
each  cor])s  and  de|)artment  offictM-.  152  ])ostal  cards,  mak- 
ing in  all  an  aggregate  of  .").400  communications.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  ])ostage,  as  each  quarterly  r(*- 
port  was  rc(iuired  to  be  sent  as  first  class  matter,  on  ac- 
count of  the  "led   ink"'  iiumbci-.

I  regret  exceedingly  that  some  corps  did  not  get  all  the 
communications  sent.  Where  the  fault  lies,  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  say,  only  that  I  have  systematically  sent  out  all 
matter,  attended  to  the  placing  of  them  in  the  postoffice 
personally.  But  I  have  had  cheering  letters  similar  to 
this:  "I  have  mislaid  the  reports  or  orders  you  sent  me. 
I  am  sorry.  Please  will  you  send  again."  This  honest  con- 
fession did  good  at  both  ends  of  the  route,  and  was  cheer- 
fully complied  with.  To  "err  is  human,  to  forgive  is  di- 
vine." 

I  have  endeavored  always  to  faithfully  obey  all  ordei's 
from  proper  authority.  Often  the  work  has  necessarily 
continued  on  to  the  "wee  sma'  hours,"  and  yet  the  reciproc- 
ity from  it  has  tended  to  rest  rather  than  fatigue.  The 
work  of  Department  Secretary  now  in  Illinois  is  not  a 
sinecure. 

My  predecessor,  Mrs.  Cobean,  when  interrogated  as  to 
the  time  consumed  in  the  work  she  had    performed,  said: 
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••Tvv()-thii-<ls  oi  my  tiiiH^-^ycs,  ladies,  tlii-H'-fonrths"— if  this 
lalttT  fraction  wcro  reversed,  it  would  more  nearly  express 
it. 

When  the  niillenniiuii  of  perfect  K.  cV:  l\.  rituals  and 
blanks,  whieh  shall  answer  the  purpose  of  our  Order  with- 
out "more  revisions,"  shall  come,  then  the  work  will  be 
])leasant«>r  and  more  easily  performed.  There  will  be  no 
count ermarciiiufi-  then,  nor  any  eountermandino'  of  orders, 
which  necessitates  corresi)ondin<i-  queries  of  how?  why? 
wherefore?   and  when? 

And  now.  Mrs.  I'resident,  having  reviewed  the  work  of 
the  I)ei)artment,  1  desire  es])ecially  to  thank  you  for  your 
thoughtful  consideration  of  me  in  the  exceedingly  multi- 
l)lied  duties  of  this  office;  by  your  ever  courteous,  yes 
loving  demeanor  toward  me,  you  have  tended  to  lighten 
tlie  burden  which  often  seemed  too  heavy  to  bear,  and 
helped  to  make  it    an  enjoyable  duty. 

You  have,  by  your  eminent  executive  ability,  inspired  a 
contidence  in  Our  work  so  ]jronounced  that  progression 
seemed  to  be  inevitable.  Whatever  of  commendation  my 
yeai-"s  work  may  merit,  it  is  tridy  through  you,  and  the 
influence  you  inspired,  united  Avith  that  of  our  associated 
De])artment  officer — to  whom  I  will  here  express  my  thanks 
for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  they  have  ever  shown  to 
me:  more  particularly  to  Dei)artment  Treasurer,  Miss  Carl- 
ton, as  we  were  so  often  thrown  together  in  making  out 
our  re])orts,  and  who  has  ever  cheerfully  responded  to  my 
many  calls  u])on  her  for  data. 

To  the  memV)ers  of  the  Order  who  made  it  possible  for 
nie  to  be  Department  Secretary  I  thank  you;  for  through 
all  I  have  enjoyed  the  experience  and  its  duties.  Tlie 
(iiand  Army  may  pass  away;  the  Relief  Corps  may  become 
unnecessary,  but  the  memory  of  this  year's  woi*k  and 
j»leasui*e  can  never  be  forgotten.. 

May  that  Charity,  which  should  till  us  all,  draw  the  cur- 
tain on  our  failures,  and  Frateitiity  encourage  our  vii-tues. 
and  may  our  banner  not  only  bear  the  triple  motto  of 
I'lalernity.  Charity  and  Loyalty,  but  also  Imve  inscribed 
on  it    tlie   (iod-given  command — "(Jo  Forward!"

Corps  No.  DO,  Nkw  C.vxto.x — The  C()ri)s  aided  the  Post  in 
the  observance  of  the  day.  Had  a  fine  ])arade  and  march  to 
the  <-emetery. 

Coups  No.  t)2,  Chi(A(;o  (Farragut). — Many  members  of 
Cor])s  ])rovided  fioweis  with  ])iivate  funds,  and  Post  pro- 
vided rest. 

Corps  No.  96,  Palmyra. — As  we  did  not  know  what  to 
do,  did  not  go  in  a  body;  but  hope  to  know  more  next 
year. 

Corps  No.  97,  Puophktstowx. — The  oration  was  delivered 
by  Rev.  W.  H.  Smith,  Chaplain  of  the  Seventy-fifth  Illinois 
Infantiy. 

Corps  No.  102,  Hl'TSONVUJ.e. — Larger  delegation  than 
ever  before;   a  genei-al  good  time. 

Corps  No.  104,  1'olo. — The  W.  R.  C.  made  up  the  flowers 
for  sixty -eight  graves,  each  furnished  with  a  wreath,  a  cross 
and  a  bouquet. 

Corps  No.  106,  Milledgeville. — Opened  with  music  by 
the  band;  singing  l)y  male  quartet;  prayer  by  Chaplain, 
recitation  by  Miss  Filla  Olmsted.  Collection  was  taken  up 
for  Jolm  .V.   Logan's   monument  to  be  erected   in  Chicago. 

Coin's  No.  10<S,  (^HicACJo  (Abraham  Lincoln). — We  ])ro- 
cure(l  a  monument  eight  feet  high,  covered  with  arbor- 
vit;e:  on  the  base  were  the  woi"ds,  ''Erected  bv  Abi-aham 
Lincoln,  No.  108,  and  John  Brown,  No.  14,'AV.  R.  C." 
The  monument  was  draped  with  a  flag;  over  this  crepe, 
with  the  words  in  white  letters,  "Unknow-n  Dead."  Ex- 
]»ense  divided  between  the  two  Cor])s. 

Corps  No.  11."),  EuiNHrRc. — Decorated  fifteen  graves; 
nine  unknown.     The  crowd  numbered  TOO.

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DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 


MoNTicELLO,  III.,  Feb.   6,  1889. 

Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland, 

Department  Secretary: 

Dear  Madam — In  accordance  with  onr  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  through  you,  to  the 
Sixth  Department  Convention  my  report  as  Inspector  of 
the  Department  of  Illinois. 

Of  the  119  Corps  that  should  have  been  inspected,  re- 
ports of  such  have  been  forwarded  from  113  Corps. 

Nos.  98  and  101  were  twice  notified  of  inspection,  but 
when  the  Inspector  presented  herself,  no  quorum  was  pres- 
ent at  the  former  and  no  meeting  was  called  at  the  latter 
Corps.    Neither  will  long  survive. 

Nos.  56  and  61  were,  after  being  notified,  visited  by  the 
Assistant  Inspector  and  found  to  be  dead  and  dying. 
No.  61  it  is  thought  will  be  re-instated.  The  other"  two 
Corps,  for  various  reasons,  were  not  inspected. 

I  am  glad  to  report  our  order  increasing  in  membership 
and  etficienc^y. 

At  last  inspection  there  were  reported  in  good  standing 
2,649  members,  at  this  inspection  3,909,  an  increase  of 
1,260. 

The  average  attendance  of  members,  including  officers,  is 
20^/5,  an  increase  of  a  little  more  than  12  per  cent.  But 
I  can  not  speak  so  well  of  the  officers,  the  average  attend- 
ance being  but  five  and  a  fraction  against  seven  and  a 
fraction  last  year.  Bogardus,  No.  62,  is  the  only  Corps 
Avhose  average  attendance  of  officers  is  reported  10. 

AVhen  an  officer  takes  the  obligation  to  faithfully  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  office,  on  her  word  of  honor  as 
a  woman  and  a  member  of  our  oi'der,  she  is  not  true  to 
obligations  when  anythino;  but  absolute  necessity  keeps 
her  from  Corps  meetings.  She  owes  it  to  the  members  Avho 
placed  her  in  the  position  to  occupy  it  on  every  possible 
occasion.  She  owes  it  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
whom  she  has  promised  to  aid  and  assist,  to  do  whatever 
the  work  of  the  order  requires  of  her.  And  it  certainly  re- 
quires the  presence  of  the  officers  at  Corps  meetings. 

The  report  of  money  expended  for  relief  from  October  1, 
1887,  to  October  1,  1888,  is  truly  gratifying,  being 
f  2, 636. 68;  the  estimated  value  of  relief  other  than  money 
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is  >^1 .1<M).(]7,  iiiiikin;^-  a  total  of  ."^^^^.T^iT.^Jo,  with  a  lialaiice 
ill  the  various  n-licf  funds  of  .f!2,^)^S4.H8. 

TliirttH^n  Corps  had  not  established  a  relief  fund  at  time 
of  inspection,  but  liave  doubtless  done  so  now. 

Several  corits  have  been  handiea])ped  by  the  instructions 
«>-iven  them  b.v  the  institutinji-  officer ;  that  is,  they  have 
been  told  it  was  ohliantory  to  keej)  a  certain  amomit  nt  nil 
times  in  the  relief  fund,  and  by  settinji"  aisde  a  larg-e  sum 
ft)r  this  fund,  it  has  not  been  available  for  othei-  ])U1]k)S(\s 
and  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  use  it  for  iclief. 

We  should  not  jud^e  of  the  work  done  and  oood  ac- 
complished by  the  amount  of  money  expended,  for  the 
lovino-  words  and  tender  ministerings  tell  as  grand  a  story 
as  the  ''amount  spent  for  relief."  Some  of  our  Corps,  poor 
in  numbers  and  poor  in  ])urse,  have,  against  adverse  criti- 
cism and  dee})  antagonism,  gone  i-ight  along  in  a  (juiet  and 
uiiol)trusive  manner,  visiting  the  sick,  ministering  to  the 
dying,  and  ])rocuring  Mowers  for  the  dead  in  the  family 
of  every  Comrade:  ])roving  themselves  angels  of  mercy, 
indeed.  Ladies,  I  can  not  estimate  the  value  in  money  of 
such  devotion  as  this. 

The  Ritual  is  reported  meinoiized  in  Nos.  12,  16,  17.  04 
and  lOS,  and  jiartly  memorized  in  forty  other  Corps.  The 
importance  of  this,  I  think,  is  overlooked  by  the  officers. 
The  charges  can  not  be  given  with  the  beauty  and  im- 
jiressiveiiess  the  occasion  demands,  if  not  memorized.  Con- 
trast, if  you  ])lease,  the  effect  on  youi-self  of  charges  read 
nt  you  fiom  a  book  with  those  s])oken  to  you,  eye  look- 
ing into  eye  fired  with  intense  personality,  as  thougli  com- 
ing fiom  the  heart  of  the  s])eaker  and  meant  for  you 
inrlividually.  Do  this,  and  I  l)elieve  every  officer  here  will 
go  home  determined  to  ''fight  it  out  on  this  line,  if  it 
takes  all  summer." 

In  eighty-f)ne  Cor])s  th(*  records  are  com])lete  and  con-ect- 
ly  kfpt.  or  nearly  so. 

In  some  C()rj)s  the  recoi-ds  are  complete,  but  not  cor- 
rectly kept;  while  in  otlieis  what  they  have  are  i)r()perly 
kept,  but  are  far  from  being  com])lete.  The  sam])le  ])ages 
soon  to  be  sent  out.  showing  the  correct  method  of  kee})- 
ing  thf  irroi'ds.  will  niatei-ially  aid  those  not  U])  in  the 
work.  The  records  of  Xos.  7,  KJ,  24.  (>4  and  84  have 
1m'«'ii  especially  noted  for  neatness,  accuracy  and  business- 
likf  mannei-  in  which  1  hey  are  kept.  In  tlie.se,  and  Xos. 
■"»  and  \'-\.  has  tlieic  hccii  rejxji-fed  a  treasurer's  cash 
acfouni .

Igiiorauce  of  the  law  does  not  exempt  one  from  the 
consequences  attending  the  violation  thereof.  To  know 
fully  the  law  of  our  (^rder,  that  all  our  actions  may  be  in 
accordance,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Corps  to  be 
provided  with  the  latest  revisions  of  our  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. Yet  I  found  some  Corps  working  under  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  1886;  and  if  those  Corps  unknowingly 
violate  any  of  the  laws  in  the  latest  revisions,  they  will 
be  held  accountable  just  the  same. 

It  would  be  well  for  each  Corps  to  keep  on  file  the  official 
organ  of  this  Department,  The  National  Yidette,  as  the 
decisions  therein  rendered  by  the  National  President  are 
invaluable.  We  can  not  possess  too  much  knowledge  of 
the  workings  of  our  Order,  for  a'-ou  know  "a,  little  knowl- 
edge is  a  dangerous  thing." 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  ballot-boxes  in  use  in  sev- 
eral Corps  in  this  Department.  I  reefer  to  those  having  the 
place  for  depositing  the  ballot  on  the  top,  thereby  making  it 
necessary  to  raise  the  hand  and  ballot  at30ve  the  box.  This 
renders  it  almost  impossible  to  prevent  the  ballot  being  seen. 

Also  in  a  number  of  Corps  the  white  ballots  are  round  and 
the  black  ones  square;  when  deposited  the  white  ones  roll 
while  the  black  ones  stop  short,  so  that  members  can  i-eadily 
detect  the  difference  and  know  who  put  in  the  black  ballots. 
I  was  told  the  number  of  black  ballots  cast  for  candidates 
had.  by  the  sound,  actually  been  counted. 

In  such  cases,  is  the  ballot  secret? 

If  there  is  one  thing  more  than  any  other  in  our  Ordei-  that 
should  be  maintained  inviolate  it  is  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot. 

On  the  sanctity  of  the  ballot  depends  the  per-petuity  of  our 
government.  On  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot  rests  the  welfare  of 
our  Order. 

Our  Rules  and  Regulations  saj' :  "Ballot  with  ball  ballots," 
and  as  anything  square  cannot  be  round,  it  is,  therefore,  not 
a  ball.  I  believe  those  ballots  to  be  contrary  to  Rules  and 
Regulations.  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  Convention 
take  some  action  to  correct  the  evils. 

I  found  that  some  Corps  possess  little  or  no  knowledge  of 
of  parliamentary  practice,  and  yet  every  member  of  this  De- 
partment Convention  should  possess  some  knowledge  of  forms 
if  the  work  is  to  be  properly  performed . 

Some  Corps  have  already  adopted  some  standard  of  parlia- 
mentary rules,  others  say  they  are  governed  entirely  by 
Beath.  Now,  while  this  may  be  true,  Beath  does  not  give  a 
single  rule  of  order  except  as  is    embodied  in  a    decision. 
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Bcath  is  our  rccoiiuizcd  nntlioi'ity  in  officinl  decisions  wlien 
a|i|»li<;il»lt'. 

|{('co^nizin«i-  llic  value  of  unifcji'niit.v  in  such  nuitters,  I 
i-econiinend  the  ado])1i()n  of  liobert's  Rules  of  ( )i-dei-  as  the 
standard  ])ailianientai'.v  ])ractice  in  tliis  De])artnient. 

While  not  ex])licitlv  slatinji,- so,  our  Rules  and  Reouhilions 
seeni  to  imply  that  a  newly  or<2,auized  Cor])s  may  take  the 
nundjer  of  a  disbanded  Corps,  and  such,  I  believe,  has  been 
done  in  this  l)e])artment.  By  so  doino-  a  new  Corps  thereby 
assumes  a  numerical  rank  with  those  organized  months  and 
years  befoie,  and  is  manifestly  most  unjust  to  the  older 
Coips.  I  r«'couimend  that  the  rank  of  all  new  Corps  orjiJin- 
ized  in  this  Dejiartnient  be  determined  by  date  of  charter 
uiuler  which  they  act,  and  not  be  alloAved  to  appropriate 
vacant  nund)ers. 

The  othce  of  Ins])ector  is  most  important  and  carries 
with  it  great  res])osibilities,  for  the  work  of  the  Coi'ps  is 
l)ei-formed  in  accordance  witli  instructions  given  at  inspec- 
tion. I  most  earnestly  repeat  the  recommendation  made 
by  la^t  Department  Inspector  that  the  r)e])artment  Pi-esi- 
deiit  call  together  the  Inspectoi-  and  assistants  and  drill 
thcin  in  all  tlie  work  of  a  Corps  before  beginning  the  work 
of  ins])ection.  In  this  way  alone  can  we  ho})e  to  attain 
that  (legree    of  j)roficiency  of  which  Illinois  is  capable. 

1  would  also  recommend  that  no  one  be  sent  to  ins])ect 
a  Corps  but  one  regularly  a])pointed  and  mstructed.  1 
believe  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  our  order  if  there 
Avas  a])]>ointed  an  assistant  I.  and  I.  officer  in  each  Con- 
gressional district,  just  as  the  Grand  Army  ap])oints  their 
assistant  inspectors.  I  make  this  recommendation  l)ecause 
many  Cor])s  suffer  fi-bm  inadequate  insti-uctions  given  at 
institution  ami  also  because  often  the  I.  and  1.  ofiicci-  did 
not   give  time  enough  to  the  woi'k. 

I  would  i-ecommeud  foi-  the  benefit  of  incoming  President 
and  Inspector  that  the  de])artment  roster  contain  the 
name  of  the  county  as  well  as  the  town  in  which  each 
Corps  is  located.  Some  of  the  Corps  are  in  very  snuill  in- 
land towns  and  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  time  to  locate 
them  in  making  out  insp(H^tion  routes. 

The  work  of  ius])ecting  these  119  Coi-])s  cost  the  Depart- 
mciii  S22T. •.>:'>.  which  avei-ages  .f  1.1)1  to  each  Corps.  My 
t  haid<s  arc  due  (Icii.  McXulta  foi-  his  kindness  in  ])lacing 
at  my  convenience  720  miles  of  railroad.  Also  to  (ieneral 
pasenger  agent  of    P.,  I).  cV:  K.  R.  R.  for  i-educed  rates. 
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The  AVoniaii's  Relief  Corps  is  one  of  the  greatest  educa- 
tors in  our  country.  Through  our  relation  to  it  many  of 
us  are  learning  methods  of  business  we  would  have 
acquired  in  no  other  way.  We  are  learning  to  sfnk  narrow 
and  selfish  ideas  and  are  coming  out  on  the  broad  plat- 
form of  Charity.  Charit^^,  not  of  dollars  and  cents,  but 
of  the  grander,  nobler  type  that  makes  allowance  ior  the 
failures  of  others,  that  lends  to  our  sisters  the  assistance  of 
kind  words  and  smiles,  and  withholds  the  unkind  words 
so  often  thoughtlessly  spoken.  Let  us  continue  in  the 
good  work. 

In  view  of  the  immense  sacrifice  made  for  us  and  the 
confidence  reposed  in  us,  we  owe  it  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  to  make  the  most  of  our  opportunities  for 
good. 

And  now,  in  surrendering  the  office  to  which  I  was  ap- 
appointed,  I  desire  in  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  myself 
to  thank  the  department  of  Illinois  for  the  kind  and  pleas- 
ant manner  in  which  we  were  received  and  entertained. 

1  trust  the  Department  President  has  not  regretted  con- 
ferring the  honor  upon  us. 

The  work  we  have  done,  the  time  spent  and  inconveni- 
ences suffered  has  all  been  for  the  advancement  of  our 
noble  order  and  the  department  of  Illinois.

That  its  benign  influeuces  are  ex- 
tending in  many  new  directions.  And  also  I  have  the  honor 
of  furnishing  the  subjoined  rej^orts  of  the  Corps  instituted 
during  the  year  that  is  past,  and  of  the  installation  of  officers 
of  83  Corps,  as  reported  to  me,  for  the  coming  year.  During 
the  past  year  29  Corps  have  been  instituted.

Springfield,  III.,  Feb.  1,  1889. 
To  the  Officers  nnd  Members  Department  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C: 

As  the  Delegate-at-large,  representing  the  Department  of 
Illinois,  at  the  National  Convention  W.  R.  C,  which  con- 
vened in  its  sixth  annual  session  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1888,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  roll  of  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  showed 
a  large  increase  in  the  mend)ershi])  of  the  convention  over 
that  of  1887,  and  the  number  of  visitors  in  attendance 
greater  than  ever  before. 

Of  the  general  business  of  the  convention  you  will  learn 
through  its  published  official  proceedings.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary that  I  should  take  up  the  time  of  this  convention  in 
reporting  upon  details.  I  will,  therefore,  confine  my  report 
to  matters  of  legislation  of  interest  to  this  department, 
and  to  in<'idents  and  episodes  pleasant  to  recall  and  cher- 
ish in  memory.  l*ermit  me  to  reverse  the  nmxim  "to  at- 
tend to  business  before  }>leasure,'"  and  tirst  refer  to  the 
hospitality  and  courtesies  litei-aily  showered  upon  the  dele- 
gates to  tlie  convention  by  "Weils"  Coijjs,  W.  R.  (\,  of  Colum- 
bus. (»liio.  At  tile  noon  hour  each  day  during  the  sit- 
ting of  the  convention  an  elegant  lunch  was  served  in  the 
liall  where  the  convention  was  held,  and  there  was  left  with 
each  delegate,  as  a  souvenir,  a  beautiful  hand-painted  menu 
cai'd.  I'.acli  (la,\'  our  l)e])aitment  Heaihiuai'ters  were  fur- 
nislifd   willi    iH-autilnl    lloral    desiii-ns.     Those  wlio   attended 
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the  convention  in  San  Francisco  said  that  even  California, 
the  kind  of  fruit  and  flowers,  did  not  excell  Columbus  in 
flowers,  either  in  beauty  or  design. 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  convention  met  in  Towne 
Street  M.  E.  Church,  where  Wells'  Corps  exemplified  the 
secret  work  of  the  order.  The  work  was  executed  in  a 
highly  artistic  style,  and  in  an  admirable  manner;  but  I 
must  confess  that  there  was  little  that  I  could  recognize 
as  the  ritual  of  the  W.  R.  C,  with  which  I  was  familiar 
from  the  books,  or  as  exemplified  at  the  fifth  National 
Convention  at  St.  Louis,  in  1887. 

In  accordance  with  general  orders  from  National  Head- 
quarters, your  delegate-at-Iarge  forwarded  the  resolutions 
a.nd  recommendations  adopted  at  the  annual  convention 
of  this  department  at  its  session  in  February  last,  to  the 
National  Head(]uarters  for  reference  to  the  National 
Council. 

I  will  not  burden  you  with  a  recital  of  all  these  resolu- 
tions and  recommendations,  but  will  content  myself  with 
reproducing  the  i-esolution  and  recommendation  adopted 
by  the  National  Convention,  namely: 

1.  That  by-laws  be  written,  adopted  and  presented  to  National  Head- 
quarters, which  shall  make  it  compulsory  for  all  corps  having  troubles  which 
demand  expense  for  investigation,  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  same.  [Bee.  9, 
page  93,  Dep't.  Proceedings,  1888.] 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Illinois  present  the  following  resolution 
to  our  next  National  Convention  for  action  :  "Resolved,  That  a  badge  similar  to 
the  button  worn  by  the  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  K.  be  adopted,  viz:  A  miniature 
pin  in  the  form  of  a  Maltese  Cross,  inscribed  within  the  margin  with  the  words, 
'Woman's  EeUef  Corps,'  and  in  the  center  our  monogram,  'F.  C.  &  L.'  "  [Bes. 
3,  page  99,  Dep't.  Proceedings,  1888.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  first  above 
recited,  the  following  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board 
May  22,  1888,  and  presented  to  National  Headquarters 
for  approval: 

By-Law.  "The  expense  incident  to  a  Court  of  Inquiry  called  to  investigate 
or  settle  trouble  in  a  Corps,  shall  be  borne  by  said  Corps." 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  at  the  National  Conven- 
tion only  reported  to  the  convention  such  resolutions  and 
recommendations  of  the  several  departments  as  it  approved 
of.  The  report  was  not  made  until  10  o'clock  at  night  of 
the  third  day  of  the  convention,  and  the  special  order  for  - 
the  evening  at  the  same  time  being  the  installation  of 
officers.  We  remained  in  session  for  this  order  of  business 
until  1  A.  M.    You  will  not  have  much  difficulty  in  appre- 
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('iatiii<:"  the  ])rf)s])eft  for  lejiislatioii  under  such  circuni- 
stanccs.  'Mir  (Iclp^ate,  who  was  disappointed  in  not  hear- 
ing- of  hrr  icsohilion  from  tlie  eoniniittee,  called  for  a  re- 
j)(7rt  upon  the  rcsohitions  from  her  department.  vSlie  was 
|(u1  down  for  her  pains,  so  impatient  were  the  delegates  at 
llint   hit«'  hour.

I  desire  to  close  this  report  with  this  single  remark : 
The  National  Convention  is  a  large  and  unwieldly  body  at 
best,  and  by  the  constant  intei-ru])tions  b}^  ''notable'' 
visitors,  the  confjision  naturally  incident  to  the  clash  of 
''many  minds,"  the  vigor  of  the  ''vigilant"  delegate  to  get 
her  own  ])et  schemes  through,  so  delays  the  business  of  the 
convention  and  wearies  tiu^  delegates  that  tinal  adjourn- 
ment is  hailed  with  delight,  little  knowing,  and  perhaps 
for  the  time  being,  little  caring,  what  has  been  done,  and 
how.  Tliere  may  have  been  those  in  the  Sixth  National 
ConviMition  who  were  satisfied  with  the  business  transacted. 
For  myself  T  am  free  to  confess  that  I  came  away  feeling 
tliat  I  had  gained  little  knowledge  oi-  ex])erience  of  a  sat- 
isfnctorv  ciiaiacler. 

Mahv  J.  Stadden. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  this  report  the  Department  Presi- 
dent requested  tlie  conductors  to  escort  the  three  Past 
Department  Presidents  to  the  rostrum,  and  she  introduced 
them  to  the  members  of  the  convention  in  a  few  well  chosen 
and  witty  words,  closing,-  with:  "Ladies,  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  making  you  acquainted  with  your  first,  second  and 
third  Department  Presidents:  '

Department  Seci-etarj^  i-emarked  that  the  thi-ee  represent- 
ing the  length,  breadth  and  depth  of  the  department — a 
cube  but  not  double-faced. 

A  motion  by  Mrs.  Shultz,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer, 
that  members  present  without  their  corps  badges  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  in  convention,  it  being  impossible  now  to 
obtain  them.    Carried. 

The  chairman  on  credentials,  Miss  Cleveland,  then  re- 
ported 163  delegates  and  other  representatives  present, 
entitled  to  one  vote  each.  The  Department  Council  voted 
as  such,  and  each  corps  they  represented  deducted  one,  as 
each  member  had  only  one  vote,  although  they  held  a  dual 
position. 

Mrs.  Frances  Wilson,  (colored)  being  present,  but  elec- 
tion returns  in  to  late  for  secretary's  list,  on  motion  of 
Mrs.  Sine,  seconded  by  Department  Senior  Vice-President, 
was  received  and  admitted  as  a  delegate,  it  being  confi- 
dently believed  that  her  word  could  be  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

Ribbon  badges  were  then  distributed  to  each  of  the  dele- 
gates. 

The  Department  President  then  stated  that  there  had 
been  an  invitation  extended  by  the  local  Grand  Army  to 
attend  a  camp-fire  to  be  given  in  Representative  Hall, 
State  House,  this  P.  M.  She  further  stated  that  had  she 
known  previously  of  this,  entertainment  she  would  have 
named  anothei'  time  in  General  Order  No.  9  for  the  ex- 
emplification of  the  ritual. 

On  motion,  properly  seconded,  the  matter  of  changing 
the  hour  for  exemplifying  the  ritual  to  9  A.  M.,  Thursday, 
came  before  the  convention  for  discussion,  and  was  finally 
carried. 

On  motion,  properly  seconded,  it  was  proposed  to  ac- 
cept the  invitation  to  the  camp-fire.  Carried  unanimously 
by  a  rising  vote. 
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A  coniiiimiicaiioii  was  read  from  (iovcnior  and  Mrs. 
Fifcr.  inviting-  the  iiiemlMMs  of  the  conveutioii  to  a  recep- 
tion at  the  executive  mansion,  Thursday  evening,  from  8 
to  10:^0  o'clock.  Unaninmusly  accepted,  with  applause. 
It  was  also  voted  to  send  a  card  of  acceptance  with 
thanks.    So  ordered  by  the  President. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  she  had  the  tickets  to  the 
camp-fire,  for  'delegates  and  visitors  only— that  Springfield 
c()r]>s  could  have  the  ci-unibs  if  any  nere  left.

Ii>  consideration  of  the  fact  tliat  all  present  ai-e  in  possession  of  a  circular 
pamphlet  that  is  being  distributed  among  the  members  of  this  convention,  in 
wliich  my  name  most  disgracefully  appears,  and  not  oiily  tends  to  misrepresent 
me  in  eveiy  particular,  but  must  necessai-ily  become  a  detriment,  if  not  a  dis- 
grace, to  our  order,  I  appeal  to  tliis  Sixth  Department  Convention  of  Illinois, 
for  i(^gal  and  official  protection,  both  for  myself  and  the  W.  R.  C.  of  IlHnois, 
and  especially  for  Corps  No.  23,  of  Chicago,  whom  I  represent. 

Mrs.  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  of  Corps  No.  81,  Chicago,  made 
a  most  stiring  talk,  and  suggested  that  a  committee  of 
seven  be  appointed  by  the  convention,  with  authority  to 
summon  witnesses,  and  investigate. 

Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Simpson, 
that  Mrs.  IMtkin  be  chairman  of  that  committee.

The  Department  Secretary  announced  that  she  would 
sign  the  railroad  (certificates  directly  aftei-  the  close  of  the 
session. 

On  motion,  the  convention  adjourned  till  Thursday 
morning  at   '.>  o'clock.

Moved  and  can-ied  that  o-reetiug-.s  be  sent  from  this  oou- 
vention  to  the  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  at  the 
State  House,  and  the  following  persons  were  aii])ointed  by 
the  President  to  eonvey  the  greetings:  Mrs.  Lorraine  J. 
L'itkin,  Chicago:  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders,  Delavan :  Mrs.  Sallie 
J.  Steele,  Decatur;  who  immediately  repaired  to  execute  the 
expressed  desire  of  the  convention.  The  Guard  announced 
that  three  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  Encampment  were 
in  waiting  in  the  ante-room ;  a  recess  was  taken  and  they 
were  admitted,  timing  their  steps  to  a  martial  melody  by 
the  orgatist.  They  were  M.  D.  Massey,  New  Canton:  C.  F. 
Matteson,  Chicago,  and  L.  B.  Crooker,  Mendota.  They 
were  introduced  b3'  the  Conductor  to  the  President,  who 
invited  them  to  the  rostrum,  Avhere  they  were  introduced 
to  the  convention,  and  salutes  exchanged.  In  most  beau- 
tiful word  })ainting,  replete  with  patriotic  sentiment,  the 
greeting  of  the  Encampment  G.  A.  R.  was  conveyed  to  the 
convention,  each  member  in  turn  giving  words  of  encour- 
agement and  cheer,  and  also  bringing  back  the  old  days  to 
mind,  tears  to  the  eye  and  smiles  to  the  lip.  alternately. 
Among  the  resolutions  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Kesolutions  at  the  Encampment,  and  afterward  passed, 
the  following  was  read  by  Col.  Massey,  and  received  with 
apphiuse: 

Rt'Molvril,  That  this  Encampment  hereby  tenders  its  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Woman's  Kelief  Corps  of  tins  St-ate  for  the  nol>le  worlv  of  the  past  year,  in  so 
generously  aiding  our  distressed  comrades  and  their  families,  and  also  for  their 
many  i-ontrilnitions  to  tlie  Soldiers'  and  Sailors"  Home  at  Quincy,  by  means  of 
which  tlie  coitagi's  and  liospital  othenvise  laeking  in  adornment,  have  l)een 
made  bright  ami  attractive,  and  homelike  to  tliose  of  our  comrades  who  have 
s<^jught  their  shelter. 

Rt  Holi'iil,  That  the  Department  Commander  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  imnK'diately  present  the  foregoing  resolution  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  now  in  session  in  this  city. 

After  a  graceful  i-cKponse  by  the  Department  President, 
Mrs.  Sarali  M.  Hradfoid,  the  comrades  were  escorted  from 
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the  Hall  by  the  Conductors,  to  the  inspiring  strains  of 
Gen.  Percival  Smith's  grand  march. 

Business  was  resumed:  Moved  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Bradley, 
and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Elerding,  that  the  report  of  the  in- 
vestigating committee,  in  the  case  of  appeal  of  Mrs.  ^I.  I. 
Sandes,  of  Chicago,  be  at  once  received.  After  discussion, 
this  was  evidently  the  voice  of  the  convention.  A  point 
of  order  being  raised  that  there  was  a  special  order  of 
business  for  this  hour,  and  it  being  so  near  noon,  Mrs. 
Bradley  admitted  the  point  of  order,  and  with  the  consent 
of  her  second,  moved  that  the  election  of  officers  be  tem- 
porarily dispensed  with  and  taken  up  as  the  first  order  of 
business  at  the  afternoon  session — seconded  by  Mrs.  Mor- 
gan.   Carried. 

Mrs.  Pitkin,  the  chairman  of  the  investigating  committee, 
then  made  some  earnest  remarks  expressing  her  belief  that 
Mrs.  Sandes  would  be  cleared  of  the  charges,  and  if  so,  not 
only  in  the  eyes  of  the  members  of  Chicago  Corps,  but  of 
the  entire  Department.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee, 
Mrs.  Steele  then  read  the  report  of  the  investigating  com- 
mittee, as  follows: 

Speingfield,  Iiiii.,  Feb.  21,  1889. 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  W.  R.  C  of  Sixth  Annual  Contention  of  III.: 
Your  committee,  appointed  upon  appeal  of  Mrs.  Margai'et  I.  Sandes,  to  in- 
vestigate the  trouble  presented  in  circular  letter  spread  before  this  convention, 
ask  to  malie  the  the  following  report : 

After  due  reading  and  considei'ation  possible  in  so  short  a  time,  we  find  it 
impossible  to  sustain  these  charges  against  Mrs.  Margai'et  I.  Sandes  without 
furtlier  time,  and  evidence  produced  by  personal  witnesses,  records,  etc. 

We  also  find  a  communication  where  Department  President  has  declared  Mrs. 
C.  D.  Messenger  re-instated  in  Mulligan  Corps  No.  23.  So  far  this  decision  is 
law  until  reversed  by  this  convention,  and  then  the  party  has  still  the  right  of 
appeal.  The  chainnan  of  this  committee  has  in  her  possession  the  letter  re- 
ferred to  above,  and  will  read  the  same  if  requested  by  this  convention. 

We  make  the  following  recommendation :     That  a  committee  of  five  be  sent 
to  Chicago  to  investigate  the  matter  in  full,  with  power  to  summon  witnesses, 
and  report,  to  the  incoming  Department  President,  who  shall  promulgate  the 
result  through  General  Orders — expenses  to  be  borne  by  this  department. 
(Signed)  Mks.  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,

Permission  was  then  granted  to  read  the  letter  referred 
to,  or  a  portion  of  it,  as  Mrs.  Pitkin  desired,  after  which 
Department  President  arose  to  a  question  of  privilege, 
which  was  granted  by  the  convention.    She  stated : 
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Tlio  chainuiui  has  read  an  extract  from  the  letter  refeiTcd  to,  and  nowhere 
in  it  luxs  Dopartnient  President  said  she  re-instated  Dr.  Messenger,  although 
this  was  the  constniction  put  upon  it  l)y  tlie  committee. 

Dcpartnit-nt  l'n>sident  said  slie  found  tlie  cliargcs  preferred  against  Dr.  Mes- 
senger wi'ro  not  properly  made,  and  declared  them  void,  leaving  Dr.  Messen- 
ger standing  tlie  .sam(>  as  though  these  charges  had  not  been  preferred. 

The  laws  that  govern  our  Order  are  always  in  force.  A  member  six  months 
in  JUTears  for  dues  is  suspended,  and  one  yeai-  in  airears  is  dropped  from  the 
roll— 11.  &  K,  Chap.  V,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1,  2.  ' 

If  Dr.  Messenger  wjvs  not  in  arreai's  when  charges  were  preferred  (as  she 
claims),  and  had  not  meanwiiile  paid  her  dues,  she  was  siniply  a  suspended 
member,  and  could,  l>y  paying  her  dues,  re-instate  herself. 

If  she  was  iu  arrears  (as  the  Corps  books  show)  when  the  charges  were  pre- 
fened,  and  meanwhile  had  not  paid  her  dues,  she  was,  according  to  our  law, 
dropped  from  the  roll,  and  (jould  be  re-instated  only  according  to  R.  «fc  K. 
Chap.  V,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  2.  This  was  a  matter  to  be  settled  by  her  and  the 
Corps. 

Beath's  opinion,  as  used  by  Department  President,  was  clearly  misapplied, 
and  could  liave  no  force  jis  against  our  o^^•n  law.  Although  in  my  understand- 
ing and  application  of  that  opinion,  I  was  confinned  by  Department  Counselor, 
■who  wrote  me — "My  opinion  is  that  no  member  ciin  be  suspended  for  non- 
paym<>ut  of  duos  while  under  charges" — and  yet  I  was  mistaken. 

Furthermore,  any  other  statement  to  Mrs.  Messenger,  as  to  her  relationship 
to  the  Corps,  as  to  paying  anearages,  taking  a  transfer,  etc.,  was  based  on  her 
claim  that  she  was  not  in  arreai's  when  chai'ges  were  prefen'ed. 

The  gratuitous  assertion  in  report  of  this  committee,  on  a  matter  not  re- 
fern  d  to  them,  that  the  Department  President  re-instated  Dr.  Messenger  in  a 
Corps,  scarcely  jnerits  a  reply.  Eveiy  lady  famihai'  with  our  R.  A-  R,  is  awai'e 
that  the  Department  President  has  no  such  power.  Such  action  would  be  of 
no  forc<\  Tlie  D(>i)artment  President  is  as  powerless  to  do  the  work  of  a  Corps 
as  the  National  Pi-e.-iidcnit  is  to  do  the  work  of  a  Department. 

Moved  b}^  Mrs.  Miniiemyer,  seconded  by  Mrs  Clark,  that 
the  i-ejjort"  be  accepted  as  given.  Considerable  discussion 
for  and  against  folloAved.  After  an  amendment  bj'  Mrs. 
Bradley  substituting  three  instead  of  five,  as  recommended 
by  the  committee,  accepted  by  Mrs.  Minnemyer,  the  mo- 
tion was  carried. 

The  original  committee  was  then  discharged,  and  the  De- 
partment President  asked  for  time  to  appoint  the  commit- 
tee of  three,  agreeino-  to  report  the  names  at  the  afternoon 
session.  (Iranted.  Secretary  announced  she  would  remain 
in  the  hall  during  the  noon  recess  to  sign  the  railroad  cer- 
tificates.   Adjourned  till  2  P.  M.

First — Whi>n  a  Corps  f)niccr  or  pa.st  ollicer  moves  from  one  Depaitmont  to 
unutiicr,  ilot'K  sh<' liuve  U)  buy  a  floor  member's  badge,  or  can  slie  retain  her 
past  oJlicfr's  y 
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Anaieer — If  she  become  a  member  in  new  Department  by  transfer,  she  may 
retain  her  past  officer's  badge.  If  she  has  received  a  discharge,  she  is  not 
entitled  to  past  officer's  badge  until  she  has  again  been  elected  and  sei^ved  as 
an  officer.  In  either  case  her  past  office  will  confer  no  vote  in  Department 
Convention. 

Second— Are  special  meetings  opened  with  the  ritual  ? 

Ansioer — No.  Can  be  if  px'actice  is  wanted  in  the  ritual  work ;  but  not  neces- 
sary. The  custom  of  Conventions  should  be  followed  and  pass  word  collected 
at  special  meetings ;  also  minutes  should  be  taken.  The  business  for  which 
the  meeting  is  called  is  the  only  work  before  the  meeting. 

Third — Should  a  committee  reporting  unfavorably  upon  an  application  be 
compelled  to  give  then-  reasons  for  so  doing  ? 

Answer — You  cannot  compel  them  to  give  their  reasons. 

Fourth — Can  money  be  bon-owed  from  the  relief  fund  for  any  pm-pose  by  the 
Corps  ?     Shall  we  let  our  general  fund  get  very  low  ? 

Answer — No.    Money  in  rehef  fund  is  sacred  to  that  fund.    It  should  not  be. 

Fifth — How  could  national  password  be  sent  to  member  absent  from  her 
Corps  by  her  President  ? 

Ansiver — By  sending  password  in  cypher  to  member  ;  then  next  mail  sending 
key  of  cypher,  and  let  her  study  it  out,  with  instructions  to  destroy  both  as 
soon  as  mastered. 

Sixth — At  what  age  should  children  be  excluded  from  Corps  meetings  ? 

Answer — It  is  hard  to  say,  as  some  members  cannot  attend  if  children  are 
not  taken  with  them.  However,  there  has  been  some  discussion  on  this  point 
(and  I  beUeve  at  a  National  Convention),  at  which  time  two  years  was  the 
oldest  to  remain  during  all  sei-vices  of  the  order.  The  regular  order  of  business 
usually  is  such  that  a  child  of  three  or  fom*  could  remain,  but  not  during  initi- 
ation. 

Seventh — When  the  Alternate  goes  to  the  Convention  in  place  of  the 
Delegate,  and  the  President  of  that  Corps  goes,  too,  whose  expenses  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Corps,  the  Alternate's  or  the  President's  V 

Anstver  by  Department  President — If  anyone  is  paid,  I  think  it  should  be 
the  Alternate.  It  is  not  obUgatory  on  any  corps  to  pay  the  expenses,  but  it  is 
an  excellent  plan  to  do  so,  as  in  numerous  cases  the  one  chosen  could  not 
otherwise  attend. 

Adjourned  at  7:30  P.  M.,  to  reassemble  at  8:30  A.  M. 
the  next  mornino-.

Mr.  Ackerbauer,  the  father  of  the  c-hild  served  in  the  Tiiird  Illinois  cavaliy 
for  over  three  years,  and  receives  a  pension  of  $2.0(1  per  month.  Since  the  war, 
he  removed  to  Crystal  Eiver,  Florida,  on  account  of  rliemnatism,  and  has  been 
unalile  eithei'  to  return,  or  make  a  comfoilable  living,  and  the  family  are 
in  ijuite  destitute  circumstances. 

We  are  assured  liy  physicians  that  a  cure  can  be  effected  if  beg\m  soon.  Ar- 
rangements have  tieen  made  for  treatment  at  the  Atlanta  Surgical  Institute. 
Till-  expense  attending  this  case  will  be  considcn-able.  The  National  President 
has  decided  to  pay  from  the  national  fund  the  expense  of  medical  treatment, 
but  wishes  the  Departments  to  contribute  for  the  nec(>ssaiy  additional  ex- 
pense.

The  address  of  the  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  M  Bradford,  is  an 
able  and  complete  report  of  the  working  of  this  Department  in  all  its  branches 
during  the  past  yeai'.  It  shows  a  steady  growth  and  increased  interest  in  our 
loved  Order. 

\Ve  wish  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  thoroughness  with  which  she 
has  perfonned  all  duties  appertaining  to  her  office,  and  the  efficient  maimer  ia 
which  she  has  closed  the  year's  work. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Dehlah  A .  Leaverton,  shows 
the  work  of  her  office  perfonned  in  a  conscientious  manner  and  reflected  much 
credit. 

The  report  of  the  Junior  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Ophie  AVells,  shows  her  work 
well  and  modestly  performed . 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
Department  Secretary,  Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland,  has  done  the  work  of  her 
office.

The  report  of  Delegate-at-Large,  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Stadden,  is  both  interesting- 
and  instructive,  showing  efficiency  in  all  work  don«>  by  her. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  tiike  this  means  of  expressing  our  pleasure  in  being^ 
on  the  conuiiittee  to  report  upon  such  alile  and  instructive  nsports,  one  and  all, 
and  wouUl  respectfully  reconuneiul  that  they  be  carefully  read  by  every  mem- 
ber of  tiie  Woman's  Relief  Corps.

-changing  the  ribbons,  which  can  be  done  at  a  trifling  expense. 

Eighth.  That  this  convention  set  apart  a  sum  as  a  Department  Relief  Fund 
in  compliance  with  R.  &  R.,  Chap.  2,  Art.  IX,  which  reads:  "A  Relief  Fund 
shall  be  established  by  each  Department  Convention  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
Department  President  through  the  regular  channels." 

Ninth.  That  this  Depai-tment  take  some  action  regarding  time  and  place  of 
a  school  of  instruction  for  delegates  attending  Department  Convention.  All  of 
which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  F.  C.  and  L.

110.84  per  month.

Pendin<i'  tlie  veyiort  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  the 
Dej»aitni]»nt  President  asived  some  person  to  i-elieve  the 
Guard.  .Mi-s.  Mary  (i.  lies,  and  desired  the  Conductor  to 
escort  her  to  the  i-ostrum,  not  for  reprimand,  but  for  com- 
mendation foi-  faithfnl  services  rendered  this  convention  as 
Guard,  and  in  the  name  of  several  of  the  members,  pinned 
ujjon  hei-  left  breast  a  beautiful  gold  Maltese  Cross,  of 
the  regulation  size  and  style. 

Mrs.  lies  returned  her  thanks  in  a  few  well  chosen  words.

Mrs.  President  : — Wo,  the  Conunittoe  on  Resolutions,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  fi)llowing  resolutions  to  the  Si.Kth  Depjirtment  Convention  for  your  favor- 
able consideration  : 

Whereas,  during  the  past  year  it  has  been  found  that  certain  conditions 
were  unfavorable  to  the  advancement  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  this  De- 
partment :  Thorcfiu-e,  be  it 

Refiolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  Department  President  and  Depart- 
ment Secretary  be  adopted  by  this  convention. 

Recommendations  of  Department  Secretary. 

1.  That  a  large  receptacle  be  provided  for  the  records  of  the  Depailment,^ 
and  that  all  obsolete  matttn-,  stock,  etc.,  be  desti'oyed  to  prevent  unnecessary 
accumulation  ;  also,  tliat  smrendered  chaiiers  and  other  property  of  tlie  nature 
of  corres|ic>ndenc.(;  (unoflirial)  mid  reports  be  destroyed  at  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  date.

4.  That  Corps  Presidents  (not  their  Secretary)  acknowledge  general  orders, 
and  other  oHicial  coniiiiunieations,  etc. ,  within  five  (3)  days  after  receipt. 

5.  That  Corps  Presitlents  read  over  botli  the  Secretiuy's  and  Treasurer's  re- 
port iiiftiii  «;y7//-/;ii/i(/ that  tiiey  are  "correct  in  even'  piuiicular." 
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6 .  That  Corps  shall  reimburse  the  Department  Treasmy  for  postage  in 
every  report  returned  for  correction. 

7 .  That  Corps  Secretarys  and  Treasurers,  as  fai'  as  possible  meet  to  make- 
out  their  reports,  as  both  must  be  alike  in  many  points,  and  that  E ,  «fe  E .  be 
strictly  obeyed  as  to  the  time  of  their  being  in  the  Department  Secretary's 
office,  not  later  than  the  oth  day  of  the  month  succeeding  tlie  closing  quarter. 

8.  That  Corps  have  a  school  of  insti'uction  at  least  once  a  quai'ter  to  study 
K.  &  E .,  and  read  over  carefully  the  general  orders,  circulars,  etc .,  for  mutual 
benefit,  and  that  the  same  be  reconunended  for  districts. 

9 .  That  Corps  do  not  send  for  supplies  to  the  Department  Secretary,  as 
much  time  and  postage  is  thus  lost  in  sending  the  same  on  to  Department 
Treasurer,  and  all  orders  be  made  payable  to  her.  In  cases  where  this  is  not 
compUed  with  the  price  of  exchange  must  be  borne  by  the  Corps  sending  the 
same. 

10.  That  Aids  be  appointed  with  due  reference  to  theii*  «& (7^7/ to  seri'emfft 
efficiency  and  promptness,  not  as  a  reward,  and  these  be  selected  from  such 
geographical  positions  as  shall  net- work  the  whole  Department.  Hence,  I

A  communication  was  sent  in  and  read  by  Mrs.  Bender, 
requesting  the  return  of  a  package  labeled,  "To  be  read 
at  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois,"  which  had  been  laid  upon  the  Secretary's 
desk  with  no  further  address.  The  Secretary  reminded  the 
Convention  that  such  package  had  been  voted  laid  njjon 
the  table,  with  seal  nnbioken,  on  the  first  day  of  Conven- 
tion, and  in  the  confusion  and  haste  in  moving  from  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  hall  to  Senate  Chamber  on  the  sei-ond  after- 
iu)on  of  Convention,  she  presumed  it  had  been  left  behind, 
or  di-o])ped  into  the  waste  basket.  She  said  if  it  could  be 
found  it  would  be  handed  to  the  iadv  reading  the  request, 
(Mrs.  Bender.) 

Mrs.  liradford  arose  and  asked  the  privilege  of  reminding 
the  Convention  that  inasmuch  as  she  had  on  the  previous 
day  been  re-electe(i  to  the  ottice  of  Department  President, 
after  twice  declining  the  nomination,  tliough  liighly  appre- 
ciating  tlie  honor,  but  believing  h(M-  fii-st  duty  is  to  her 
liusl)and  and  children,  also  liaving  given  an  entire  year's 
time  to  the  woi-k.  and  fnrthermoi-e  having  duties  and  ob- 
ligations as  a  pastor's  wife,  not  necessary  to  mention  be- 
fore the  Convention,  she  must  most  res])ectfully  decline  be- 
ing   installed.      She    explained     that    she    had     not    even 
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thanked  the  Convention  after  her  election  on  the  previous 
day,  so  stunned  was  she  at  the  election,  under  her  pro- 
test, but  begged  them  to  believe  her  not  ungrateful  for  the 
compliment  bestowed.  Accepted  with  evident  regret  by  the 
Convention,  and  the  expressed  regret  of  several,  assuring 
Mrs.  Bradford  of  their  appreciation  of  her  faithful  services 
during  the  past  year. 

Convention  then  proceeded  to  nominate  another  Depart- 
ment President. 

The  name  of  Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  of  Palestine, 
was  proposed  by  Mrs.  Bender,  and  seconded  by^  Mrs. 
Stadden.  No  other  nominations  being  made,  a  rising  vote 
was  called  for,  and  it  was  unanimous.  It  was  then  voted 
that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for 
the  sixty-three  members  present.

II.  During  the  Convention  the  members  showed  that  they  had  come  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  Though  much  time  was  consumed  on  the  several

III.  Corps  Presidents  will  note  the  changes  in  Eituals  and  see  that  they 
are  exemplified  in  their  respective  Coi-ps.  Understanding  ii-regularities  exist 
in  some  Corps,  I  would  say  in  this  connection  that  the  password  must  be 
taken  up  at  the  proper  time. 

IV.  All  orders  for  Corps  supplies  must  be  addressed  to  Miss  Ada  Carlton, 
Depai'tment  Treasurer,  Bloomington,  111.  Make  out  your  order  for  supplies  on 
separate  paper  from  your  letter,  and  Corps  Presidents  will  see  that  abundant 
postage  is  enclosed  for  return  chai'ges,  and  surplus  postage  wiU  be  returned. 
In  tills  way  Corps  will  greatly  aid  Department  Treasurer  in  her  work. 

V.  Corps  Treasurers  are  required  to  give  bonds  in  a  sum  to  be  named  by 
the  Corps,  with  suificient  sureties,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 
The  bond  to  be  given  and  accepted  by  the  Corps  before  installation.  (See

VI.  Letters  pertaining  to  Records,  Eetums,  Taxes,  Eeports,  etc.,  should  be 
sent  to  Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland,  Department  Secretars^,  Springfield,  111. 
Letters  regai'ding  Decisions,  Discipline,  Law,  Dispensations,  etc.,  should  be 
sent  to  me  at  Augusta,  111.  The  receipt  of  official  letters  and  orders  should  be 
acknowledged  by  Corps  receiving  them. 

VII.  I  would  urge  upon  Corps  Presidents  the  necessity  of  promptness  in 
forwarding  quarteriy  reports  to  headquarters  the  first  of  April,  July,  October 
and  Januarj^  as  required  by  Eules  and  Eegulations,  Chap.  5,  Art.  1,  Sec.  1, 
always  accompanying  the  same  with  the  per  capita  tax.  By  so  doing  you  will 
gi'eatly  assist  Department  Officers  in  their  work  and  prevent  delays,  which 
oft  times  proves  disastrous. 

VIII.  By  decision  of  the  Fifth  Depaitmeut  Convention,  every  Corps  asking 
for  special  dispensation  is  requii'ed  to  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1)  for  the 
granting  of  the  same. 

IX.  The  National  Vidette  was,  by  the  action  of  Depai'tment  Council,  made 
the  official  organ  of  the  W.  E.  C.  of  Illinois,  and  I  would  remind  eveiy  member 
of  the  importance  of  subscribing  for  the  same.  I  would  hereby  urge  each 
Corps  to  subscribe  for  one  copy,  as  an  educator,  in  answer  to  queries,  etc.,  to 
be  read  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Corps  after  it  has  been  received,  the 
same  to  be  entered  as  Corps  property. 

X.  On  business  principles,  orders  drawTi  on  the  Treasurer  for  payment  of 
money  wiU  be  presented  or  sent  to  the  parties  in  whose  favor  they  ai"e  drawn, 
who  shall  endorse,  send  or  present  the  same  to  Treasurer  and  receive  payment. 

XL  To  con-ect  a  prevalent  misapprehension  and  to  prevent  the  misplacing 
of  burdens,  the  Corps  are  reminded  that  the  Department  Counselor  is  Coun- 
selor for  Department  President  and  Council,  and  not  for  the  several  Corps.

"In  the  ranks  of  wai*  we  find  them. 

Marching  to  the  southern  shore  ; 
Well  they  loved  their  homes  behind  them — 

But  they  loved  their  couutiy  more. 

Scream  of  shell  and  cannon's  rattle 

Met  them  on  the  field  of  blood  ; 
All  the  rush  and  roar  of  battle 

Poured  about  them  like  a  flood. 
Onward  went  tlie  brave  true-hearted, 

Driving  foes  from  fort  and  field  ; 
Many  souls  fi'om  bodies  parted — 

They  could  die,  but  would  not  yield. 

On  they  went,  tiU  peace  descended 

Like  a  benediction  sweet ; 
Then,  when  aU  their  work  was  ended, 

Laid  their  swords  at  Freedom's  feet. 
Who  such  noble  work  can  measure?

In  memory,  then,  of  their  noble  deeds  let  us  cover  their  graves  with  sweetest 
flowers,  whose  fragrance  shall  be  as  sweet  incense  to  our  Nation,  whose  life  was 
presfMved  by  tlunr  offering  themselves  a  sacrifice  for  her.  And  may  we  so 
educate  our  diildren  that  Memorial  Day  will  be  to  them  the  dearest  smd  most 
loved  of  all  our  National  hoUdays,  the  one  that  shall  longest  occupy  their 
thoughts,  Ijecause  the  little  they  can  do  is  so  Uttle,  compared  with  what  the 
"Bovs  in  Blue"  di<l  for  them,  ere  their  eyes  had  opened  to  the  sunlight  in  this 
land  redeemed  and  hullowed  by  th<;ir  l>lood. 

While  opportunit,y  is  given  us  to  strew  theu*  graves  with  flowers  let  us  not 
forget  those 

"Who  were  killed  and  lay  unljuried  in  a  tliicket  dai"k  and  far. 
They  may  rest  l^eside  a  conu'ade  in  a  little  nook  of  green — 
On  a  liill  their  skulls  mav  whiten,  and  their  bones  in  a  ravine." 

These,  too,  died  for  their  Countiy,  and  in  every  eemeterj'  let  us  rear  a  mon- 
luneiit  of  flowers  to  the  unknown,  or  pn^pare  some  floral  tribute  that  will  show 
they  are  not  forgotten,  tlio'  their  burial  place  be  unknown. 

A  new  cemeteiy  now  claims  our  attention.  On  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, between  thirty  and  Mty  grassy  mounds  cover  all  that  is  moital  of  com- 
rades who  out-liveil  the  storm  of  battle,  and  now  rest  peacefully  in  the  shadow 
of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Homt?  at  Quincy,  where  they  were  so  tenderly 
cared  for,  and  where  their  eyes  gently  closed  in  death,  the  waters  of  that  noble 
liver  ever  chanting  their  sad  requiem. 

May  these  graves  not  be  forgotten  or  neglected.  Contributions  of  flowers  for 
this  purpose  may  be  sent  to  the  care  of  Maj.  J.  G.  Rowland,  Superintendent.

I.  With  thanks  for  the  cordial  co-operation  of  tlie  officials  and  others  identi- 
Hed  with  our  order  during  the  past  quarter,  and  with  congratulations  to  all  upon 
the  continued  prosperity  of  our  department,  I  send  out  my  fourth  General  Or- 
der. 

II.  Corps  Presidents  are  liereby  insti-ucted  to  see  that  all  General  Orders 
and  Official  Communications  from  National  or  Department  Headquarters  are 
read  to  the  Corps  at  two  consecutive  meetings,  and  a  member  may  request  the 
reading  of  any  one  at  any  time,  wlien  infonnation  is  desired. 

III.  Proceedings  of  the  Fifth  Department  Convention  are  now  ready  for 
distribution.  One  copy  will  be  sent  each  Corps.  A  member  desiring  a  copy 
can  procure  it  from  Miss  Josepliine  P  Cleveland,  Department  Secretary, 
Springfield,  upon  application,  accompanied  by  15  cents. 

IV.  Dispensations  will  be  granted  only  in  extreme  cases. 

V.  The  Department  Eoster  is  now  ready,  it  is  quite  complete  in  its  details, 
which  are  based  upon  data  gatheied  from  the  first  quarter's  report  of  1888. 
Corps  and  persons  desiring  them  can  receive  a  copy  by  mail  by  send- 
ing 10  cents  to  the  Department  Secretary. 

VI.  Corps  reports  are  due  at  Department  Headquarters  not  later  than  the 
5th  day  of  the  first  month  of  the  succeeding  quarter,  and  at  National  Head- 
quarters not  later  than  the  '20th.  If,  when  the  hunt  of  time  aiTives,  there  are 
any  Corps  in  the  Department  still  delinquent,  they  are  practically  suspended,

IX.  The  School  of  Instruction  to  "more  thoroughly,  perfectly  and  uni- 
formly prepare  for  inspection"  which  was  called  for  May  3 ,  by  Circular*  No.  1 , 
to  be  read  to  Corps  at  a  special  meeting,  was  well  attended  by  members  from 
different  parts  of  the  Department,  and,  that  it  was  appreciated  by  those  present 
wiU  be  seen  by  the  following,  unanimously  passed: 

Knowing  the  lack  of  uniformity'  of  work  in  Corps  throughout  the  Depart- 
ment, and  feeling  the  need  of  more  thorough  instniction  in  tlie  work  of  our  or-

Special  attention  is  called  tt)  our  "Objects,"  Chap.  1,  Art.  2,  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. 

"Sec.  1.  To  specially  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repulilic,  and  to 
perpetuate  the  niemoiy  of  their  heroic  dead. 

"Sec.  2.  To  assist  such  Union  veterans  as  need  our  help  and  protection,  and 
to  extend  needful  aid  to  their  widows  and  orphans. 

To  find  them  homes  aiid  emjiloyment,  and  assure  them  of  sympathy  and 
friends.  To  cherish  and  emulate  th(^  deeds  of  our  amiy  nurses,  and  of  all 
loyal  women  who  rendered  loving  service  to  their  countiy  in  her  hour  of  peril. 

"Sec.  3.  To  inculcate  lessons  of  patriotism  and  love  of  countiy  among  om- 
children  and  in  the  communities  in  which  we  live:  to  discountenance  whatever 
tends  to  weaken  loyalty  and  to  encourage  the  spread  of  universal  liberty  and 
equal  rights  to  all  men." 

Also,  Chap.  1,  Art.  1,  "Eligibility'."  AU  loyal  women  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, who  liave  attained  the  age  of  sixteen,  ju'e  eligible  to  membership  tcithout 
refi-rence  to  ri  lalioii.sliip  to  the  xoldier. 

Ajiplication  for  Chaiter  must  be  made  upon  regular  blanks  furnished  by 
Dejjartment  Headtiujirters.  This  application  must  have  at  least  ten  (10)  signa- 
tunis  of  women  eligible  to  membership,  and  be  endorsed  by  the  Commander  of 
the  Post  applying  for  Charter. 

Tlie  names  of  those  pres(Mit  at  Institution  of  Corps  and  Installation  are  the 
only  names  to  apiu-ar  ui)on  the  C'iiarter  ;  for  tiiis  reason  Ciiarters  cannot  be 
sent  to  the  Corps  till  after  the  report  of  Institution  is  received  at  HeiuUiuarters. 
A  dispensation  cannot  be  granted  by  which  other  names  may  bt»  adiled. 

Upon  reci'ijtt  of  application  duly  signed  and  endorsed,  together  with  tiie  siun 
of  eighteen  ($lf<)  I lollars  for  set  of  Supplies,  a  Charter  will  be  issued  and  the 
Departmi'nt  President  will  designate  some  suitable  person  to  institute  the 
Corps,  install  tlie  olTicers  and  give  the  necessary  instniction. 

Corfis  must  l>ear  the  name  of  Posts  to  wliicli  they  are  auxiliary. 

The  memlicrsiiip  fee  is  established  at  not  less  than  t>ne  dollar,  price  of  badge 
to  be  added  (lien-to.  ( See  page  ;'>,  R.  anil  R.  >  The  fee  for  Charter  Members 
has  also  Ihm-u  establislied  at  ont>  dollar  and  price  of  badge  added,  to  avoid  hai'd 
feelings  by  tliose  who  enter  the  Corj)s  soon  after  its  organization. 
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Care  should  be  taken  that  no  mistake  is  made  in  the  selection  of  charter 
members.  The  future  of  a  Corps  largely  depends  upon  the  choice  thus  made. 
The  order  needs  intelligent,  zealous,  unselfish  workers,  who  will  join  our  ranks 
out  of  love  for  and  to  assist  us  in  caiTying  out  the  principles  of  our  Order. 

Should  the  communitj^  be  small  in  which  the  Corjjs  is  organized,  and  many 
reside  at  a  distance,  tliere  should  be  a  suificient  number  who  reside  in  the  city 
to  form  a  good  working  quoiiim — eight  at  least. 

Officers  for  a  Corps  must  not  be  elected  until  after  the  Corps  is  organized, 
and  then  under  the  direction  of  the  Instituting  officer.  To  save  time  they  may 
be  selected  at  a  preUminaiy  meeting,  Ijut  with  due  reference  to  their  ability. 

Treasurer  of  new  Corps  must  give  bond  at  installation,  or  before  the  next 
regular  meeting.  She  must  give  to  the  President  all  money  received  for  the 
Corps  and  take  a  receipt  therefor  prior  to  giving  her  bond. 

All  letters  pertaining  to  Decisions,  DiscipUne,  Law  and  Dispensations,  should 
be  addressed  to  Department  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford,  Augusta. 

All  correspondence  pertaining  to  Corps  affairs,  reports  and  returns,  dues, 
etc.,  should  be  addressed  to  Department  Secretary,  Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleve- 
land, Springfield.

It  is  a  law  of  our  Order  that  only  those  can  be 
recognized  which  are  foi'warded  through  Department  Headquarters."  Compli- 
ance with  this  would  save  National  Officers  much  annoyance  and  extra  postage, 
and  decisions  would  be  obtained  much  quicker. 

VI.  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chapter  V,  Article  IX,  make  it  obhgatory  for 
every  Corps  to  establish  a  ReUef  Fund.  Corps  not  having  compMed  with  this 
requirement  will  please  do  so  at  once. 

VII.  The  five  committees  referred  to  in  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chapter  11, 
Article  VIII,  Sections  9-13,  are  standing  committees,  and  must  be  appointed  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  after  installation,  and  chairman  must  perform  the  duties 
therein  described,  or  must  resign  and  let  some  one  be  appointed  who  will. 

VIII.  Eveiy  Corps  must  chai'ge  an  initiation  fee  of  not  less  than  one  doUlar 
($1  00)  and  price  of  badge  added  thereto.     This  is  obligatory. 

IX.  Written  notifications  must  be  sent  by  Corps'  Treasurer  to  all  members 
in  arrears,  at  least  four  weeks  before  close  of  quarter,  as  they  are  in  airears 
after  th^  first  day  of  each  quarter. 

X.  Again  would  we  impress  upon  Corps'  Presidents  the  fact  that  upon  them 
rests  the  responsibility  of  sencUng  quarterly  reports  and  per  capita  tax  not 
later  than  the  5th  of  Januarj^,  April,  July  and  October.  If  not  received  by  that 
date  your  Corps  is  reported  to  National  Headquarters  as  suspended.  To  avoid 
delay,  make  arrangements  for  payment  of  per  capita  tax  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  in  each  quarter. 

XI.  The  appointment  of  Assistant  Inspectors,  and  the  number  of  Corps  as- 
signed each,  will  appear  in  next  General  Orders. 

Encouraged  by  the  continuous  growth  of  oiu"  Order,  let  every  member  work 
for  the  success  of  her  own  Corps,  and  all  for  the  formation  of  new  ones.  Let 
our  watchword  be,  a  good  auxiliaiy  for  evei'v^  G.  A.  R.  Post  in  Ilhnois.

I.    The  Department  President  is  pleased  to  mention  the  increased  correct- 
ness of  Reports  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1888;  also  the  cheerful- 
ness of  Corps  officers  to  profit  by  suggestions  from  Headquarters  to  have  Re- 
ports coiTect  in  eveiy  particular;  and  would  urge  still  more  care  in  sending 
—8 
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Reports  and  per  capita  tax,  so  that  they  will  be  at  Depailmont  Headquarters 
not  later  tluui  the  iUh  of  tlie  month  following  the  close  of  the  quarter,  and 
would  further  recommend  that  Corps  Secretaries  and  Ti-easurers  meet  to  com- 
pare and  verify,  to  avoid  even  smaU  errors.  This-will  save  Corps  much  postage 
and  valuable  time. 

II.  Corps  Presidents  must  sign  tlielr  Repoits  on  tlie  outside,  and  read  care- 
fully the  printed  suggestions,  that  they  may  not  affinn  to  a.  falfte  utatevient; 
they  nmst  fUso  have  General  Orders  reaxl  at  tlie  firnt  meeting  alter  they  are  re- 
ceived, anil  at  least  once  ixfterwards,  and  see  that  the  requirements  contained 
therein  ai'e  obeyed.  Corps  Secretaries  must  keep  them  on  lile  in  the  hall 
where  they  can  be  referred  to  when  desired,  and  sui  extra  copy  will  hereafter  be 
sent  for  the  use  of  the  President. 

Blanks  for  election  returns  will  be  sent  with  fourth  quarterly  report  blanks,  to 
be  returned  after  installation  of  officers.  (See  National  General  Orders  No.  2, 
Section  3.) 

III.  Corps  Treasmers  sending  cash  or  postal  notes  must  do  so  at  their  own 
risk,  and  the  per  capita  tax  must  be  deducted  from  disbursements  of  the  cur- 
rent quai-ter.  Money  from  the  relief  fund  is  for  the  soldier  and  his  family,  all 
else  comes  from  General  fund  by  vote  of  the  Corps.  (.See  E.  &  R.  page  27.) 
Relief  Fund  must  be  established,  and  Corps  not  ha\ing  such  are  not  in  good 
standing. 

IV.  Corps  wishing  to  disband  must  comply  with  R.  &  R.  Chap.  II,  Art.  I, 
Sections  .0,  0  and  8.  Corps  Presidents,  Assistant  Inspectors,  I.  and  I.  Officers 
will  please  supply  themselves  with  large  envelopes,  (No.  10,)  in  which  to  retimi 
Reports  to  Headquarters. 

V.  According  to  R.  &  R.,  Chap.  II,  Art.  VII,  Section  1,  the  election  or  Corps 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year-  will  take  place  at  the  first  regular-  meeting  in  De- 
cember. The  Department  President  would  urge  the  necessity  of  Corps  elect- 
ing, as  officers,  their  most  efficient  members,  and  when  elected  give  them  your 
hearty  support  and  co-operation.  Do  not,  as  a  rewai'd  for  duty  performed, 
place  inefficient  officers  at  the  head  of  your  Corps. 

VI.  Delegates  and  Alternates  to  Department  Convention  are  also  elected  at 
the  liist  regular  meeting  in  December,  based  upon  the  nmuber  in  good  stand- 
ing in  Repoi-ts  of  quarter  ending  September  30,  1888.  The  Fifth  Department 
Convention  took  the  following  action:

VII.  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chaj)  5,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  3 — "Any  Corps  in  aireai-s 
for  reports  or  dues,  shall  be  excluded  from  all  reprssentation  in  the  Department 
Convention  until  the  same  are  foi-^varded." 

VIII.  The  installation  of  officers  shall  Uike  place  at  the  fii'St  regular  meet- 
ing ill  Jaiiu.uy  following,  or  at  a  special  meeting  Cidled  for  such  pui-poso  during 
the  month.  I'resent  or  piust  Department  officers,  also  past  Corps  Presidents 
are  authoii/.ed  to  act  as  InsUdling  Officers.  Corps  aie  at  liberty  to  make  their 
own  selection,  and  eaiiy  notice  must  be  sent  to  Department  President,  that  she 
limy  nuthorizi  i\\o  same  to  act,  luid  also  that  a  good  substitute  may  be  ap- 
pointed if  tlie  one  lust  selected  cannot  serve. 

l.\.  'J'lie  traveling  and  local  expenses  of  Installing  Officers  must  be  borne  by 
the  Corps. 
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X.  The  Sons  of  Veterans  have  upon  the  W.  R.  C.  a  peculiar  claim,  and  we 
bespeak  for  them  a  generous  encouragement  in  the  organization  of  a  Camp 
wherever  exists  a  Post  and  Corps,  remembering  them  as  "Brave  Sons  of  Noble 
Sires."

XII.  Corps  Presidents  will  please  make  inquiry  concerning  army  nurses  in 
tlieir  jurisdiction,  and  if  any  are  found  -who  can  authenticate  their  service  for 
any  period  during  the  war,  they  will  please  send  their  names  with  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Department  Secretary  at  once . 

XIII.  Department  President  woukl  remind  Corps,  they  should  especially  re- 
member the  needy  sokliers,  widows  and  orphans  from  their  abundance  on  or 
before  Thanksgiving  Day,  not  as  a  charity  but  as  a  free  will  offering.  As  only 
one  short  month  will  intervene  between  that  day  and  Christmas,  the  "day  of 
days" — towai-d  which  all,  and  especially  the  childish  heait,  look  forwai'd  to,  and 
are  filled  with  bright  imaginations  of  what  may  be— she  would  again  call  atten- 
tion to  the  many  Uttle  hearts  to  be  made  glad  in  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home 
at  Normal.  Contributions  for  this  purpose  may  be  sent  in  care  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, H.  C.  DeMotte,  at  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. 

XIV.  A  roster  has  become  a  necessity.  The  data  contained  in  ours  was 
written  for  so  often,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  it  as  complete  as  possi- 
ble, and  Department  President  would  request  each  Corps  to  send  for  at  least 
one  copy  to  assist  in  defraying  the  necessarj'  expense  of  printing  and  bmding.

President  learns  tlien>  iuo  still  some  Corps 
in  win  se  eligibility  to  membership  in  our  Order  is  considered  to  be  >7'?(i//on- 
w/i/p  to  the  soldier.  It  has  long  since  been  decided  by  our  wisest  legislatoi'S 
in  the  W.  R.  C  that  all  loyal  women  of  gooil  moral  cliaracter  are  ehgible, 
whether  liny  ever  had  a  relative  in  the  army  or  not.  Some  Posts,  also,  trj'  to 
wcure  eharters  for  a  W.  R.  C.  as  their  auxiliiuT,  that  .shall  be  composed  en- 
tirely of  Koldieis'  wives,  sisters,  moth«>is  and  daughters,  tt)  the  exclusion  of 
loyai  women.    This,  according  to  our  law,  cannot  be  granted.     Miuiy  a  Union 
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soldier  has  since  the  war  manied  a  wife  who  has  given  aid  and  crtniport  to  the 
enemies  of  the  Union.  Such  women  are  not  eligible  to  mcniljership  in  our 
Order,  but  the  lo>/nl  iroman,  who  had  neither  father,  brother,  luisliand  or  son 
to  lay  as  a  sacrifice  upon  th(>  altar  of  her  countr}',  and  who,  during  the  dark 
days  in  om-  history,  cared  for  the  wives  and  little  ones  at  home,  .ind  contributed 
of  her  labor  and  sul:istance  to  sustain  and  encourage  the  soldiers  at  the  front, 
is  eligible,  and  most  gladly  weleomed  to  our  ranks. 

The  Service  Books  are  now  ready.  Those  having  been  ordered  and  paid  for 
will  be  sent  out  by  Department  Treesurer.  Corps  desiring  them  should  remit, 
and  send  for  them  (2)  immediately  to  Miss  Ada  Cai'lton,  Bloomington,  to  have 
them  in  time  for  installation  of  their  Officers     (25  cents  each.) 

Tx'easurers  must  qualify  before  installation,  see  K.  and  E.  The  Installing 
officer  cannot  install  any  Treasurer  who  presents  herself  without  having  filed 
her  bond  with  President  of  Corps. 

Attention  of  all  Department  Officers  is  called  to  the  action  of  Fifth  Depart- 
ment Convention  regarding  Reports  of  said  Officers.  (See  proceedings  of  Fifth 
Depaitment  Convention,  page  79.) 

It  is  the  intention  to  estabhsh  a  Mu.seum  at  the  Illinois  Soldiers'  Home,  the 
collection  to  consist  of  war  relics,  especially,  and  of  such  curiosities  gener- 
ally as  may  help  to  make  an  interesting  collection. 

The  Home  should  be  an  appropriate  place  in  which  to  place  <  )ld  flags,  swords 
or  any  articles  having  value  as  mementoes  of  the  war,  and  all  such,  duly  au- 
thenticated, would  be  safely  stored  and  could  be  seen  by  the  donor  on  visiting 
the  institution.  Curiosities  of  aU  descriptions,  such  as  Indian  weapons  and 
utensils,  etc.,  would  also  be  acceptable.  Articles,  if  not  too  bulky  or  heavy, 
may  "be  sent  per  express,  the  Home  paying  charges.  Please  accompany  them 
with  a  statement,  giving  the  history  of  the  rehc  or  curiosity. 

All  members  of  the  Woman's  Kelief  Coi-ps  are  asked  to  kindly  lend  their  aid 
in  the  building  up  of  this  collection.

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Address  of  the  Department  President. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Seventh  Department  Convention: 

Dear  Ladies — On  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Seventh 
Anniversary  of  Washington's  birth,  the  Sixtli  Auuu...  Con- 
vention, Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Illinois 
placed  upon  me  the  duties  and  honors  of  Department  Pi'es- 
ident. 

I,  having-  been  in  the  work  from  the  begining  of  the  or- 
ganization of  this  Department,  had  some  knowledge  of  the 
responsibilities  and  work  before  me,  and  accepted  the  office 
with  a  determination  to  give  my  best  energies  and  all  the  a- 
bility  I  possessed  to  promote  the  interests  and  progress  of 
this  grand  Charitable  Organization.  Grand,  because  it  is 
auxiliary  to  one  of  the  most  worthy  of  all  organizations  for 
dispensing  relief— the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

I  had  no  personal  preferences  nor  personal  ambitions. 
My  sole  purpose  has  been  to  do  my  whole  duty  and  follow 
the  laws  and  teachings  of  our  Order;  to  fulfill  my  Obligation 
of  Office,  and  assist  every  corps  in  this  Department,  as  for 
as  possible,  to  do  the  same. 

I  trust  that  our  coming  together  at  this,  our  seventh  an- 
nual meeting,  may  result  in  much  good  to  the  order;  that 
your  deliberations  may  be  conducted  with  wisdom  and  Fra- 
ternity, and  that  your  decisions  will  be  given  only  after 
careful  thought,  ever  keeping  in  mind  the  noble  obje<;ts  for 
which  we  are  banded  together.  Let  no  Representative  re- 
turn to  her  home  feeling  that  she  has  let  golden  monientspaes 
unimproved. 

I  shall  not  take  up  your  valuable  time  in  making  a  lengthy 
address,  but  refer  you  to  the  able  reports  of  the  Depart- 
ment Officers  for  the  details  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
Department  work;  to  all  of  which,  I  ask  your  careful  atten- 
tion. 
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You  will  see  by  these  reports  that  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  ill  Illinois  takes  no  backward  steps.  Though  clouds 
have  soinetiuies  appeared  in  our  horizon  they  have  retreat- 
ed like  mist  before  the  morning  sun.  While  with  steady 
tramj)!  tramp!  four  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  two,  willing, 
l(>yal  women  have  kei)t  closed  ranks  and  pushed  thi..;  noble 
work  to  the  front. 

There  has  been  a  continuous  growth  in  cori)S,  member- 
ship, and  usefulness. 

Truly  an  all-wise  Ruler  smiles  approvingly  upon  this  or- 
ganization. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  done  by  the  various  De- 
partment Officers  in  a  systematic  manner.  Not  one  report 
from  Dep't  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Inspector,  or  I.  &  I.  Offi- 
cer, forwarded  by  me  to  National  Headquarters,  has  been 
retuined  for  correction,  which  fact  speaks  well  for  the  bus- 
iness (lualitieations  of  these  officers. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Department  President  to  enforce  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  and  all  orders  from  proper  authority. 
For  this  purpose  she  may  issue  such  orders  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. It  has  seemed  necessary  to  issue  ten  General  Orders 
and  three  Circulars. 

I  wish  I  could  impress  it  upon  the  mind  of  every  member 
that  General  Orders  are  issued  by  National  and  Dei)art- 
ment  Ihesidents  at  a  considerable  expense  of  time,  labor 
and  money,  for  tlie  purpose  of  nr.khigjdain  tlie  work  and 
giving  instructions  to  all  members. 

It  is  also  the  duty  of  Department  President  to  carry  out 
decisions  and  acts  of  Department  Convention,  (providing 
they  do  not  coiitli(;t  with  R.  &  R.  and  other  orders  from 
jnoper  authority,)  which  I  have  endeavored  to  do. 

In  all  important  matters  not  covered  by  Rules  mhI  Regu- 
lations and  G.  A.  R.  Blue  Book,  1  have  ever  souglit,  and  fol- 
lowed the  ad\  ice  of  National  l*r«'Nident  :ind  Department 
Commander. 
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On  acconnt  of  sickness  at  Past  Dep't  Headquarters,  the 
Department  Record,  containing  proceedings  of  Sixth  De- 
partment Convention,  did  not  reach  these  Headquarters 
until  March  29th,  1889,  and  the  printed  Proceedings  not  un- 
til May  11th. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  present  to  the  Legislature  in 
session  at  Springfield  a  bill  for  the  purchase  of  an  American 
flag,  to  be  hung  in  every  school  house  in  tlie  state  of  Illi- 
nois, informed  me  it  was  too  late  to  get  the  bill  before  the 
Legislature  then  in  session.  The  Chairman  of  this  commit- 
tee will  report  to  this  Convention  at  the  proper  time. 

In  appointing  assistant  I.  &  I.  Officers  (where  no  requestrj 
were  made,)  I  have  tried  to  appoint  those  who  were  compe- 
tent living  nearest  the  corps  to  be  instituted;  and  thus  save 
expense  to  the  new  corps. 

The  Sixth  Department  Convention  decided  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  vLj'tthe  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  at 
Normal  111.,  and  left  it  to  the  incoming  Department  Presi- 
dent to  decide  whether  it  be  a  committee  of  one,  or  two.  I 
felt  that  one  could  do  the  work  required  and  so  lessen  the 
expense  to  Department. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  when  you  hear  her  report,  you  will 
be  well  pleased  and  decide  as  I  did,  that  one  little  woman 
was  equal  to  the  emergency. 

In  referring  to  the  Souvenir  Badge,  for  IS'ational  Conven- 
tion, the  Sixth  Dep't  Convention  decided  that  the  "change 
in  size  and  shape  offish,  if  any,  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive  Board."  The  badge  was  not  ready  for  National 
Convention  at  Milwaukee,  which  we  regretted  very  muclinn 
there  were  many  calls  for  it  at  our  Dep't  Head(iur>r[or.'. 
The  Chairman  of  Executive  Board  will  make  a  report  on  this 
matter  during  this  (Convention. 

By  requent  of  the  Secretary  of  llie  Lincoln  Memoii;il 
League,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting,  in  behalf  of  the 
Woman's  Belief  Corpn  of  thic  Department,  a  wreath  of  flow- 
ers to  be  placed  upon  the  Sarcophagur^,,  accompanied  by  a 
letter  to   be  read  as  a  part  of  the   Memorial  Service  on  the 
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jiiiiiivcr.sary    of  the  (Icatli    of  our  imuli    loved  and   lameuted 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

rORKESroNDENf'K. 
Tilt'  coiicsiKMidt'iicc  of  tlic  year  lias  been  very  lar^'c,  ow- 
in^  to  the  ninny  (|ii('Mtion.s  asked;  sometiines  amounting-  to 
tiMi  or  twelve  in  a  day,  all  of  which  have  been  answered  ac- 
cording- to  my  underHtanding  of  the  laws  that  govern  our  or- 
der. To  prepare  theae  answers  has  required  many  days 
and  aIirH)st  nights  of  careful,  earnest  work.  It  is  true  tliat 
th<'  an.swt-r.s  to  many  of  these  questions  could  have  been 
found  by  tiie  persons  asking  them,  by  a  careful  reading  of 
liulcs  and  Regulations  and  G.  A.  K.  Blue  liook,  thei-eby  re- 
lieving- a  Departnu'nt  President  of  many  weary  hours;  for 
the  decisions  of  the  Dep't  President  must  be  in  aecordanee 
with  these  Rules.  P>ut  T  have  no  word  of  censure  for  any 
one,  lor  ii  oIio-a-  :\  desire  on  the  part  of  members  to  be  sure 
they  are  right. 

I  have  sent  thirty-nine  special  Dispensations,  tifty  Details 
for  Installing  otticers,  and  twenty-tive  Details  to  Assistant 
I.  tO  I.  Otiicers  to  institute  corps. 

FINANCE. 

I  am  hipi)y  to  stiy  that  the  Finances  of  this  De{»artment 
are  in  a  tiourishing  condition  notwithstanding  the  extra  a- 
mount  of  expense  voted  by  the  Sixth  Dei)artment  Conven- 
tion and   with  the  per  capita  tax  remaining  at    eight    ceutG. 

The  situation  in  the  begrining  of  the  year  was  anything  but 
flattering;  but  we  were  fortunate  in  getting  work  done  at 
Headquarters  at  a  reduction,  and  the  prospect  brightenend 
'o  much  that  I  Ix'gan  to  consider  the  purchar.e  of  a  btunn-i 
lui-  Department  of  Jllinois  \V.  R.  C.  before  going  to  NatM. 
Cunvention  at  Milwaukee,  and  wrote  at  once  to  Dep't  Coun- 
selor and  foun<l  it  met  hei-  approval. 

Firm-,  in  sev*  '-.'I  dilfeiciil  citie,^  were  wi-ilten  lo  for   price;, 
:*nd  de;   iiUK,  bu    I  found  tli;>t    in  Chicago  we  «  (iiild  ))urchace 
;vn  elega'.j'.    l)::nner  mrde  ol  the  lier.t  material  and  eveiything 
complete,  for  One  IIundr«'d  dollars;  such  as  we  should  have 
lo  pay  Ont'-hiindred  aud  Fiftv  for  «'lsewliere. 
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June  26, 1889,  I  sent  a  commiinicatioii  to  tlie  llepartment 
Executive  Board  asking  them  if  they  were  willing,  by  their 
signatures,  to  authorize  me  to  procure  for  the  Dei)artment 
of  Illinois  W.  R.  C.  a  suitable  banner  not  to  exceed  in  ])rice 
One  Hundred  Dollars. 

Every  member  of  the  Executive  Board  approved  by  their 
'signatures,  thus  giving  me  the  authority  to  purchase  the 
banner  which  is  before  you. 

All  bills  presented  during  the  year  (for  which  I  had  the 
authority  to  do  so)   have  been  ordered  paid. 

You  will  see  by  Department  Treasurer's  report  that  there 
are  liabilities  none,  and  money  and  supplies  on  hand. 

The  Seventh  National  Convention  voted  to  reduce  the 
National  per  capita  tax  to  one  and  one-half  cents  per  mem- 
ber; but  we  did  not  receive  the  benefit  of  that  until  the 
Fourth  quarter.  So  you  see  that  the  National  per  capita  tax 
will  not  be  so  much  in  the  coming  year  as  it  has  been  in  the 
past.     Hence,  Recommendation  No.  1. 

INSPECTION. 

This  line  of  work  is  a  very  important  one,  from  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  work  of  histrnct ion  and  requires  efficient  workers. 

In  order  to  make  it  a  success.  Assistant  Inspectors  should 
be  able  to  teach  not  only  Ritualistic  work,  but  the  proper 
piethod  of  keeping  books,  making  reports,  etc.  Hence,  Kec. 
ommendation  No.  3. 

The  Department  spares  neither  labor  nor  money  to  fully 
inspect  and  instruct  each  Corps,  yearly.  Desiring  to  give 
all  possible  assistance,  written  instructions  were  sent  from 
Headquarters  to  each  Assistant  Inspector. 

MEMORIAL   DAY. 

The  Dep't  Chaplain  made  a  report  to  Nat'n'l  Chaplain  and 
to  Dep't  Chaplain  G.  A.  R. 

The  Nat'n'l  Chaplain  cays:  "A  most  excellent  report  from 
Mary  E.  Fletcher,  Dep't  Chaplain,  with  Summary." 

Corps  Chaplains    phould  be   <  •  reful  to    mrtke   reports  on 
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time  aud  state  all  important  points  to  Dep't  Chaplain,  in  or- 
der that  Corps  and  Department   may  receive  due  credit. 

It  ia  truly  /j^ratifyiiiji'  to  know  that,  althouf;h  there  was  a 
continuous  rain  in  most  localities,  this  sacred  day  was  wide- 
ly observed  by  the  cori)S  in  this  Department,  and  also,  that 
the  Department  ,  Treasurer  received  One  Hundred  and 
Twelve 'dollars 'and  Eighty  cents  for  building  National  Ke- 
lief  Corps  Home,  in  response  to]^the  Circular  sent  out  by 
National  Pension  and  Relief  Committee. 

Had  these  Circulars  not  been  delayed  on  the  road,  we 
feel  that  a  much  larger  amount  would  have  been  recived 
for  this  very  worthy  object. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

No.  1. — That  the  Department  per  capita  tax  remain  the 
same — eight^cents  per  member. 

No.  2. — That  the  salary  of  Dep't  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
remain  the  same — ten  per  cent  each  of  all  per  capita  tax  re- 
ceived.

in  order  that  she  may  furnish  each  new  corps  with  a  copy 
of  each  when  sending  its  supplies;  and  thus  be  saving  of  ex- 
pense to  corps  when  instituted. 

i^^o.  6. — That  the  retiring  Dep't  Secretary  be  given  lifteen 
days  instead  often,  to  convey  to  her  successor  a  copy  of  the 
approved  minutes  of  Convention  after  its  close,  and  that 
said  minutes  contain  all  Resolutions  adopted  by  Convention 
that  are  necessary  for  the  new  administration  to  know  in 
order  to  push  the  work. 

No.  7. — That  all  retiring  Department  Secretaries  see  that 
there  are  sufficient  blanks  on  hand  at  close  of  year  to  meet 
the  present  demand.

sonal  preferences;  having  only  a  desire  to  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  our  Order  and  that  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic.

Dear  ^Fadam:  T  licrowitli  sul)i)iit  my  written  roi)ort  of 
tlic  iiiHpcctioii  of  the  Dei)artineiit  of  Illinois  W.  li.  C.  for  the 
year  beginnings  October,  1888,  and  ending  October,  1889.  My 
conHolidated  and  tahnlated  report  I  sent  to  yon  soon  after 
the  close  of  the  work. 

When  yon  so  nnexpectedly  appointed  nie  to  this  very  im- 
portant position  of  trnst — The  Department  Inspector — my 
heart  ftiiled  me.and  I  wasalmost  inclined  to  decline  the  hon- 
or with  gratitnde  to  yon  for  even  thinking  to  repose  so  mneh 
contidence  in  me,  but  my  thoughts  recurretl  to  some  timely 
advice  my  former  friend.  Bishop  Bissell,  of  Vermont,  gave 
me,  "Never  seek  a  responsibility,  but  when  one  is  jdaced 
upon  you,  think  well  ))efore  you  decline  to  perform  it,"  I  ac- 
cordingly accepted  it,  and  at  once  began  to  prepare  myself 
for  its  duties,  so  as  to  "perform  them  faithfully,  on  my  honor 
as  a  woman." 

I  i)rocured  a  large  railroad  map  of  Illinois,  and  conspicu- 
ously marked  with  red  spots  on  it,  the  location  of  the  vari- 
ons  corps  with  which  this  Department  is  being  net-worked. 
Tlicii  I  |)l:ninc(l  tlie  routes,so  as  not  to  nnnecessarily  fatigue 
the  inspectois,  and  at  the  sanu'  time  economize  time  and  ex- 
l)ense.  Of  coarse  ronti'S  wonldhav<'  lo  intcrsecl  :ind  in  come 
caseo  be  traversed,  bnl  lliii^  conbl  not  be  nNoided,  and 
thongh  these  routes  st'cmed  to  take  ;  ome  far  tVom  tlieii'  city 
some  (»f  lhc;.c  c<Mild  leave  hom»' easier  than  otln'isand  Hint; 
the  relative  expen'^-e  be  !il)ont  the  same. 

I  felt  there  were  many  corps  which  should  be  visited  by 
the  Depart ment  I'rcsidcut.  for  e  pecinl  encouragement,  and. 
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5X8  but  little  or  no  provision  had  been  made  for  this  to  be 
done  systematically,  at  another  time  of  the  year,  I  tried  to 
give  you  as  large  a  list  to  visit  as  possible,  so  as  not  to  con- 
flict with  your  arduous  duties  at  Headquarters,  for  the  po- 
sition of  Department  President  is  by  no   means   a   sinecure. 

It  was  deemed  desirable  that  some  central  i)lace  and  corps 
should  be  selected  to  inspect  early,  make  it  a  school  of  in- 
struction for  uniform  work  by  the  assistants;  you  therefore 
selected  Peoria,  as  the  State  Fair  would  be  held  there  and 
reduced  rates  could  be  had,  and  further  suggested  that  there 
bo  as  few  selected  as  would  insure  good  work,  to  avoivl  ex- 
pense. This  was  one  of  the  hardest  things  I  had  to  i)erform 
to  make  a  selection  of  a  few^from  so  many  I  knew  were  ca- 
pable, from  my  past  experience  as  Department  Secretary.  I 
was  obliged  to  cut  down  my  list  several  times  to  bring  it  to 
the  desired  number. 

The  National  Inspector  had  given  her  instructions  in  cir- 
culars Nos.  "1"  and  "2;"  and  you,  in. General  Orders  "i^o.  7," 
set  forth  o?<r  duties,  and  those  required  of  the  corps  and  their 
presidents;  it  also  confirmed  the  nomination  of  nine  effi- 
cient ladies,  who  together  with  yourself  and  myself  were  to 
perform  the  duties  of  inspectors  and  instructors.  Though 
this  number  seemed  limited  for  the  large  number  of  Corps, 
I  had  confidence  that  if  more  were  needed,  I  had  only  to 
call  upon  the  Past  Presidents  or  other  officers,  and  they 
would  cheerfully  and  promptly  respond,'rtn(f  they  did. 

The  138  corps  to  be  ins[)ected  were  divided  into  eleven 
routes  and  assigned  in  Orders  "No.  7,"  but  we  had  to  aban- 
don^ at  the  last  moment,  the  school  of  instruction  for  tlie  in- 
G;)e<;!ors,'a8'.word  came  too  late  to  niake  other  arrangements 
in  "No.  7,"  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  meet  in  Pe- 
oria for  this  purpoiie  at  that  time,  for  Bryner  Corps  No.  12 
had  itc  hands  full  of  otlier  work,  and  the  Pi'esident  would 
be  absent  from  the  city,  and  could  not  designate  any  day  earlier 
than  October  10th,  when  ilio  and  the  corps  would  be  glad  to 
Wjfe'lcome  us,  l)utthi;L  date  would  be  too    late   in   the  month; 
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you  came  to  the  rescue  and  requested  your  Dep't  Counselor 
to  meet  us  in  Spiiii{j:field  and  arrange  to  have  Stephenson 
Cori)S  No.  17  inspected  at  this  time  (Oct.  Itli)  and  then  wc 
could  confer  as  to  our  future  course,  which  re>sulted  in  your 
starting  out  at  once,  also  Mrs.  Bradford,  as  assistant  inspec- 
tors, and  instructing  the  assistant  insi)ectors  along  your 
routes,  and  I,  to  go  directly  to  the  others,  so  all  could  have 
a  fair  and  early  start,  and  work  in  harmony,  and  have  uni- 
form instruction.  This  was  accomplished  with  good  re- 
sults. V 

The  returns  and  reports  were  truly  gratifying,  showing  an 
increased  interest  in  the  work  as  performed,  and  greaterde- 
sire  on  the  part  of  Corps  officers  and  members  to  receive 
and  i)rotit  by  the  instruction  imi)arted.  I  was  particularly 
gratlied  by  the  exhaustive  and  comprehensive  remarks  in- 
cluded in  the  returns  of  the  assistants.  Their  work  was  well 
performed,  and  I  feel  the  Dep't  owes  them  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude never  to  be  forgotton,  for  it  was  done  for  the  love  and 
the  good^of  the  order,  many  leaving  their  homes  from  two 
to  six  weeks  to  avoid  extra  expense. 

Of  the  138  Corps  to  be  inspected,  two  had  surrendered 
their  charters  after  General  Orders  No.  "7''  had  been  i)ro- 
mulgated,  (in  this  connection  I  respectfully  suggest  reco- 
mendation  No.  1).  A  third  was  about  to  surrender,  and  in- 
sisted that  it  would  be  of  no  use  for  the  Inspector  to  come, 
as  they  were  too  feeble  in  numbers  to  even  wish  otherwise. 
The  remaining  135  were  visited  and  thoroughly  instructed, 
and  all  but  twelve  inspected,  these  twelve  from  a  lack  of 
a  quorum,  either  from  receiving  the  notice  in  time,  failure  of 
President  to  call  the  Corps  together,  inclement  weather  or 
illness  of  officers  orjmemliers,  (hence  recomendation  No.  2,) 
were  only  instruclcd  and  Itooks  inspected,  but  not  the  work 
performed.  In  many  cases  this  was  very  much  to  be  regret- 
ted for  tli<>  bfioks  showed  good  attendance  usually,  and  much 
eliarity  \v<nk  performed,  hut  the  grade  for  the  year'f.  work 
entiih   losti

It  was  with  regret  we  found  so  few  oflit;ers  with  the  Ritu- 
al entirly  memorized;  True,  the  short  parts  were  to  some  ex- 
tent, but  almost  any  one  can  do  this  much,  therefore  those 
who  had  all  the  parts  memorized  should  be  particularly  com- 
mended, and  hereafter  have  an  honorable  mention.  I  am  not 
unmindful  that  many  ofticers  are  nervous  and  timid,  and 
more  so  at  this  particular  time,  when  they  otherwise  could 
and  would  commit  the  whole  of  their  respective  parts.  I 
must  mention  one  corps  which  had  been  organized  but  three 
months,  and  held  only  one  meeting  each  month,  and  every 
officer  had  the  whole  of  her  respective  part  committed.  This 
is  the  corps  at  Blue  Island,  No.  143.  Although  this  was  a 
bright  exception,  still  my  experience  has  been  that  those 
corps  which  prove  feeble  are  those  which  meet  only  once  in 
each  month,  the  meetings  being  so  distant  that  enthusiasm 
wanes,  instruction  passes  from  rememberance,  and  the  time 
to  legally  admit  new  members  too  far  distant  —  must  be  at 
least  two  months.  I  would  therefore  suggest  recommenda* 
tion  No.  3. 

It  was  found  in  several  instances  that  corps  had  not  re- 
covered from  insufficient  instruction  given  at  organization. 
The  I.  &  I.  officer  had  found  it  too  inconvenient  to  be  from 
home  so  long,  consequently  she  had  perfected  the  organiza- 
tion, installed  the  officers,  attempted  (only)  the  instruction 
and  exemplitication  of  the  work  during  the  time  of  going  in- 
to the  city  and  returning,  the  same  day,  often  a  session  of 
less  than  three  hours.  This  is  unjust  to  the  corps  or- 
ganized, and  certainly  to  the  Department,  and  the  officer  who 
does  so  is  censurable,  for,  confidence  is  reposed  in  her, 
that  she  will  perform  her  work  well  and  thoroughly.  We 
all  know  that,  no  matter  how  well  up  in  the  work  an  officer 
may  be,  often  she  does  not  grasp  the  easiest  parts  not  enough 
to  last  them  till  the  next  meeting.  Why,  only  think  how 
much  the  newly  elected  officers  of  a  corps,  who  have  per- 
haps witnessed  the  work  for  years,  feel  they  have  to 
learn,  and  with  what  trepidation  they  enter  upon  their  new 
duties  hence  I  offer  recommendatiwi  No.  4. 
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There  wcio  .sonic  corps  wlicro  books  luid  not  nil  hccu  op- 
f'liod,  the  otticers  banlly  knowing-  the  use  of  them,  also  other 
blanks  and  jjapers  in  corps  work,  and  1  take  i)]easnre  in  as- 
serting liere  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  no  Corps  has 
been  slighted  or  neglected,  all  were  served  alike,  no  partiality 
shown.  Many  otticers  will  no  doubt  be  surprised,  that  they 
donotlind  their  corj)S  work  marked  "excellent,"  but  National 
Inspector,  through  her  instructions,  was  very  explicit  on  this 
point,  that  ''no  corps  should  be  marked  excellent  unless  all 
the  otiicers  memorized  all  their  rt'spcctive  parts,"  therefore 
when  an  assistant  expressed  her  commendation  of  a  cor]>s, 
but  had  to  admit  that  all  was  not  memorized,  or  it  was  so  n  a  •- 
ly  so  she  thought  them  entitled  to  be  marked  "excellent;" 
still  she  was  obliged  to  obey  orders  on  her  word  of  honor  as 
a  woman  and  mark  them  accordingly.  If  this  best  of  marks 
is  desired  the  ofticers  shouUrone  and  all  combine  to  receive 
it. 

Mrs.  President,  1  make  no  excuses  for  doing  my  duty.  I 
(!0uld  have  done  comparatively  nothing  without  the  cheer- 
ful and  active  co-operation  of  the  Assistant  lnsi)ectors. 
They  did  their  work  faithfully  and  well,  many  of  them  were 
absent  from  their  homes  (as  before  stated)  continuously 
from  two  to  six  weeks,  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  much  of  it 
very  indenu'nt,  and  J  truly  thank  and  praise  them  for  their 
valuable  assistance. 

I  make  no  comparison  with  previous  years,  let  the  work 
through  its  report  speak  for  itself.  Of  course  the  larger  the 
Department,  the  greater  must  be  the  expense,  and  as  I  ap- 
l)roved  the  bills,  I  felt  that  the  (fain  was  on  the  side  of  the 
Department,  and  the  loss,  if  there  was  any,  was  in  the  wear 
and  tear  of  the  Inspectors. 

The  courtesies  extended  to  us  e\-erywhere,  were  nunuM'ous 
and  varied,  an<l  the  only  sorrow  that  was  exhil»iled,  was 
when  there  was  not  lime  enongh  given  to  (\)rps  to  cair.\ out 
a  prc-aiiiinged  jtleasant  sclienie  (»(' ciitertaininent.    by    iccep- 
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tion  or  otherwise,  but  my  invariable  answer  was,  "thank  you 
for  your  kind  wishes,  but  this  is  a  season  more  of  work  than 
play,"  still  I  would  not  say  aught  which  would  deepen  socia- 
bility amongst  us. 

Almost  every  where  we  found  the  comrades  waiting  to  do 
us  honor,  and  they  often  knocked  for  admittance  during  in- 
spection, to  welcome  and  encourage  us  in  our  pleasant  work 
with  many  words  of  kindness  showing  how  niuch  they  ap- 
preciated "their  only  Auxiliary."  Let  us  ever  be  to  them  a 
help,  that  this  dear  sentence  shall  never  be  regretted  or  re- 
considered. 

Recommendation  of  Department  Insi)eetor. 

^0. 1.  That  no  Corps  be  permitted  to  surreduer  its  charter 
during  the  period  of  inspection. 

No.  2.  That  this  seventh  Department  Convention  pass  a 
Resolution  to  send  to  the  next  National  Convention 
asking  that  the  E.  and  E.  be  amended  in  conformity 
with  those  of  the  Grand  Army,  making  a  business 
quorum  live  (5)  for  Corps  numbering  50  or  under; 
those  over  that  the  same  as  before. 

No.  3.  That  Corps  be  encouraged  to  meet  oftner  than  once 
a  month. 

No.  4.  That  the  I.  &  I.  officers  be  required  to  fully  organ- 
ize the  Corps  until  its  officers  hold  one  full  meeting 
when  the  Eitual  shall  be  entirely  exemplitied  and  op- 
en all  books,  explain  all  blanks  and  papers,  before 
returning  home.

while  our  order  has  but  150.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be.

I  wish  through  you  to  thank  the  ladies  for  their  cheerful 
and  prompt  answers  to  my  call  for  rocking  chairs.  I  assure 
you  these  chairs  are  of  great  use  and  comfort,  and  highly  ap- 
preciated by  these  Sufferers.  I  wish  to  say  to  you  that 
Monticello  W.  R.  C.  No.  64,  sent  a  large,  lovely  upholstered 
chair  too  nice  for  Hospital  use  which  the  ladies  kindly  al-

Mrs.  Flo  Miller,  appointed  to  visit  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  at  Normal,  made  the  following  excellent  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  VISIT  SOLDIERS'    OR- 
PHANS' HOME,  AT  NORMAL,  ILL. 

MoNTicELLO,  III.,  Feb.  23,1890. 
Miss  Martha  Lindsey, 

Secretary  Department  III,  W.  R.  C. 
In  obedience  to  instructions,  from  Department  Pres. 
ident,  I  herewith  present  to  you,  and  thuough  you,  to 
the  Seventh  Annual  Couveution,  my  report  as  commit- 
tee to  visit  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  at  Normal.  I 
went  there  knowing  there  2cas  such  a  Home,  and  who  was 
Superintendent,  futher  than  that  I  knew  but  little.  Ecaliz- 
ing  that  many  others  are  as  ignorant  as  I  was,  I  shall  enter 
more  minutely  into  my  description  than  I  should  otherwise 
do.  Unannounced  and  alone,  I  climbed  the  front  steps  and 
rang  the  bell,  and  as  its  echoes  rang  through  the  balls,  n»y 
thoughts  kept  pace  with  them,  wondering  what  I  should  see 
how  be  received,  and  many  other  things,  which  were  soon 
interupted  by  a  gentleman  advancing  toward  me.  I  was  wel- 
comed kindly,  and  making  myself  known,  was  told  I  was  ad- 
dressing Dr.  DeMotte.  Here  stood  before  me  the  man  who 
held  in  his  hand  the  treatment  of  over  three  hundred  of  our 
defender's  legacies,  I  was  shown  into  the  Parlor  and  on  ma- 
king known  the  object  of  my  visit,  was  told  '-lam  glad  to 
see  you;  am  sorry  Mrs.  DeMotte  is  not  here,  hcnvever  make 
yourself  at  home,  see  every  thing  you  wish,  ask  all  tlie  ques- 
tiousyou  wish,  and  I  will  be  satistied  with  the  result."     liO- 
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dies,  I  felt  then,  and  what  I  afterwards  found  to  be  true,  there 
is  nothing  here  to  be  (;overed.  The  bell  ringing  the  Dr.  arose 
and  admitted  a  gentleman  and  two  small  boys,  one  appear- 
ing about  three,  the  (»ther  seven  or  eight  years  of  age — new 
boys  brought  there  by  their  father.  Do  you  understand 
that  in  making  application  for  admission  to  the  Home  the 
applicant  must  swear  there  is  no  one  able  to  support  these 
childrenf  This  man  claimed  to  be  unable,  but  I  thought 
then  and  since,  a  man  seemingly  as  strong  as  he,  who  could 
walk  the  mile  out  to  the  Home  and  back  again  with  as  little 
exertion  could  certainly  have  done  for  his  children  awhile 
longer;  but  it  is  not  for  me  to  judge.  While  I  was  there  ten 
children  were  admitted.  In  the  dormitories  I  found  every- 
thing spotless  and  speckless;  the  floors  neatly  painted  and 
clean.  The  rooms,  most  of  them,  were  overcrowded,  having 
twelve  and  thirteen  beds  in  them.  But  when  all  remodeling 
is  completed,  a  great  deal  of  this  overcrowding  will  be  done 
away  with,  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Superintendent  to  have 
only  six  to  eight  beds  in  a  room.  The  ventilation  is  the  same 
over  the  entire  building,  attained  by  ventilators  in  every 
room.  The  beds  consist  of  bed-steads,  springs,  wool  and 
hair  mattrefs,  sheets,  warm  blankets,  spread  and  pillows. 
They  are  nmde  up  every  morning  by  some  of  the  larger  girls 
detailed  for  the  purpose,  each  floor  being  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  employee.  The  third  and  fourth  floors  of  the 
original,  building  will  be  used  for  dormitories  exclusive- 
ly, when  all  changes  are  made.  Here  is  the  old  chapel;  the 
organ  had  been  removed  to  the  new  one,  and  a  number  of 
the  seats  had  been  taken  out;  but  upon  the  walls  still  re- 
mained their  mottoes  in  evergreen  letters.  Beaming  from  its 
place  oii  the  wall,  "With  Malice  towards  none,  with  Chaiity 
for  all,"  was  the  face  of  him  who  so  truthfully  said  "the  debt 
we  can  never  pay  is  that  we  owe  our  soldiero  who  won  for 
us  the  day."  Who  would  dare  harbor  a  thought  against 
these  children  in  the  i)resence  of  the  immortal  Lincoln. 
From  here  I  went  into  the  new  chapel — a  room  so  bright 
and  cheerful,  a  person  would  almost  unvoluutarily  exclaim, 
"Peace  on  earth,  good  will    towards  men."     This  room   has 
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a  seating  capacity  of  five  hundred.  In  the  front  of  the  room 
is  the  pipe  organ  which  is  presided  over  by  Mrs.  DeMotte, 
Sabbath  School  is  held  every  Sabbath  morning  at  nine 
o'clock;  afternoon  services  are  held  at  half  past  two.  These 
meetings  depend  largely  on  the  conductor  as  they  usu. 
ally  depend  on  the  city  clergy  or  Sabbath-School  work, 
ers  to  take  charge.  But  in  case  of  storms,  bad 
weather,&c,  outside  help  is  unavialable,Dr.  DeMotte  himself 
conducts  it.  Leaving  here,  I  looked  into  "Mother's"  room, 
into  the  new  rooms  intended  for  employees,  saw  the  refrig- 
erators, two  rooms  for  fresh  meats  and  milk.  As  I 
looked  at  the  large  cans  of  milk  I  wondered 
what  in  the  world  they  did  with  it;  but  when  I  was  after- 
wards told  it  required  ninety  gallons  of  milk  a  day  to  supply 
them,  I  ceased  my  wonderings.  The  children  drink  milk 
morning  and  night  with  water  at  noon. 

The  kitchen  has  all  the  conveniences — range,  steam  cook- 
ers, roasters,  &c.;  and  everywhere  the  same  cleanliness. 

Next  is  the  laundry.  This  is  under  the  supervision  of  a 
colored  man  and  his  wife,  who  were  found  busy  at  their  du- 
ties.  Over  this  room  is  the  ironing  room.  Eleven  of  the 
larger  giids  were  engaged  in  ironing,  instructed  by  an  em- 
ployee who  has  exclusive  control  of  this  department.  I  ask- 
ed one  of  the  smallest  girls  how  old  she  was  and  was  an- 
swered, "eleven."  When  I  told  her  she  was  ironing  her 
white  apron  better  than  I  could  do  she  seemed  very  uuioh 
pleased  but  nevertheless  seemed  to  regard  me  with  a  great 
deal  of  pity.  From  here  the  bakery  was  visited  and  found 
to  be  under  the  control  of  a  tirst-claas  baker.  The  baking 
had  been  completed  an<l  the  bread  and  cakes  were  out  cool- 
ing. Great  tables  of  graham  and  wheat  bread,  made  in  long 
loaves  of  three  pounds  to  a  loaf.  It  requires  one  hundred 
loaves  or  three  hundred  pounds  of  bread  a  day.  Just  to 
smell  the  gingerbread  made  me  hungry,  and  on  tasting  it, 
found  it  tasted  as  well  as  it  smelled. 

Next  was  the  boys'  play  hall.  This  is  their  new  room,  in- 
tended for  rainy  days,  morning  and  evening  play  house.    It 
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isiiiucli  Ijir^ci'  than  tlicir  old  liall,  lighter  and  brighter,  but 
as  the  l)oy8  wert'  on  the  play  ground  when  it  was  visited  ev- 
ery tiling-  wHiS  .silent.  In  the  boys'  bath  room  were  fine  bath 
tubs  for  their  nee.  In  their  wash  room,  around  two  sides 
of  the  room,  was  theii-  washing-  stands,  one  eontinuous  sink. 
They  do  not  use  basins  but  wash  with  the  spray,  thro'  these 
faucets  the  water  sprinkles,  warm  and  nice  being  a  mixture 
of  hot  and  cold  water.  Next  is  the  boys'  sewing  room — a 
room  where  is  kept  and  mended  all  the  boys'  clothing.  Two 
women  were  mending  and  patching,  while  five  girls  were 
busy  darning  rjocks.  Each  boy  is  given  a  number:  and  ar- 
ranged along  the  side  of  the  wall  were  boxes  into  which  is 
jdaced  the  clothing  of  the  boy  whose  mimberis  on  the  box. 
These  suits  arc  not  nmdeat  the  Home,  but  by  contract  by 
outside  parties.  The  first  thing  a  new  boy  must  do  when  he 
enters  this  institution  is  to  take  a  bath,  or  if  he  is  too  small 
to  do  so  for  himself,  an  employee  attends  to  him,  and  he 
then  dons  the  uniform,  blue  suits  with  brass  buttons.  The 
girls  are  treated  the  same,  and  their  uniform  consists  in  win. 
ter  of  a  plaid  fiannel  dress  and  blue  checked  gingham  ap- 
rons, 1  asked  why  they  all  wore  the  same  kind  of  aprons, 
and  was  told  it  does  not  make  the  new  girls  so  conspicuous 
and  they  sooner  l)ecome  accustomed  to  the  crowd  of  chil- 
dren. In  the  girls'  play  hall  were  found  the  younger  children 
at  i)lay.  In  one  corner  were  two  little  ones,  playing  tea  i)ar- 
ty;  little  dishes  on  a  little  table,  happy  as  could  be.  Some 
were  playing  one  thing,  some  another;  singing,  laughing,  hav- 
ing a  happy,  hai)i)v  time.  On  Dr.  DeMotte  making  his  ap- 
pearance, lliey  i;ni  1o  him  clustering  around  him  all  talking, 
and  lo\ing  liiin,  and  he  looking  so  kindly  on  them  that  the 
s<'riptur;.l  injunction  flat  lied  thro'  my  mind,  "SuHer  little 
children  to  come  nolo  nie  :ind  loi'lMd  them  not  for  of  such  is 
the  kingdom  of  lieaven."  One  little  bright  eyed  girl  of  five 
years,  looking  up  so  I'eailessly,  appealed  particularly  to  my 
niotlier  lo\  e,  ar.  she  reealb'd  my  own  six  year  old  darling 
at  home.  I  aiked  her  name;  she  said,  "Hattie  Pearl  Stew- 
art." I  then  asked  if  she  would  not  like  to  go  home  with  me, 
ahc  said  she  would  but  slie  "didn't  want  to    leave  the    Doc. 
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tor."  The  girls'  sewing  room  has  three  seamstresses  and 
one  who  cuts  every  thing.  Here  were  also  five  girls  darning 
stockings  and  one  girl  was  sewing  by  hand.  In  here  I  learn- 
ed that  in  addition  to  the  underwear  furnished  each  girl  on 
her  departure  from  the  Home  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  they 
were  given  the  privilege  of  luaking  up  bleached  muslins,  if 
they  desired,  and  would  do  it  by  hand.  This  little  girl  was 
just  finishing  her  last  piece  and  was  to  leave  in  a  week  or 
ten  days.  All  the  girls'  clothing  is  made  in  the  Home. 
There  are  bath  rooms,  wash  and  dressing  rooms 
for  the  girls  similar  to  the  boys.  I  had  the 
good  fortune  to  see  the  children  at  their  meals. 
At  the  tap  of  the  bell  they  ma.rched  into  the  dining  room, 
single  file  and  orderly.  The  discipline  is  strict  in  this  re- 
spect as  is  necessary  with  nearly  four  hundred  children. 
Each  child  knew  his  own  place  and  quietly  occupied  it. 
Where  a  new  child  appeared,  its  place  was  qu'ckly  assigned 
it  by  the  employee  who  has  the  dining  room  in  charge.  Two 
little  tables  stood  at  the  end  of  the  room  surrounded  by 
twelve  little  red  chairs,  and  as  the  little  ones,  some  wee 
ones  not  long  past  two  or  three  years,  came  toddling  in,  I 
felt  like  taking  them  in  my  arms.  Truly,  "their  lines  have 
fallen  in  pleasant  places."  One  little  one  was  too  small  to 
sit  at  the  table  and  was  placed  in  its  high  chair  and  fed  by 
its  Home  "Mamma."  There  is  no  limit  as  to  the  age  of  the 
child  on  admission  but  they  prefer  not  receiving  them  until 
they  are  able  to  walk,  although  a  letter  was  received  in  re- 
gard to  a  little  babe  but  two  months  old.  The  library  has 
recenlly  been  enlarged  and  is  now  one  of  the  handsomest 
rooiuB  in  the  building.  The  Icgishilure  at  its  h\M  nei'c.ion 
gave  live  hundred  dollars  jx'r  annum  for  the  library.  There 
are  several  hundred  volumes  in  the  cases  .indall  (food  litera- 
ture. Besides  these,  on  one  table  were  their  periodical;'. 
The  Century,  Harper's  Chautauijuan,  Babyland,  »Stc.,  sixteen 
in  all.  On  the  other  (able  were  the  papers,  Chicago  papers 
Bloomington  dailies,  Fnion  t^ignal~in  fact  everytliing  to  ed- 
ucate the  children,  keej)  :^pace  with  the  times  and  elevate 
them  to  ::  higher  manhood  and  womanhood,  This  is  also  in

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Mrs.  DeMotte'8  cbtirpre.  I  missed  one  i)ai)er  I  thought  Biire- 
ly  woiihl  1)1'  here, — our  luipi  r.  tho  "National  Vidett."  Man 
it  l»een  an  oversij^ht  on  llu'  p:irt  of  onr  CorpH'  11  Khali  not 
be  another  year  1  ])roniise  yon. 

The  three  higher  grades  in  the  school  are  allowed  to  eonic 
lu're    every    evenin«i- and  read  nntil  half  after  ci^iht    or    nine 
o'eloek.     The  yonnger  children  retirinf;  at  half  past  six    and 
seven,  and  all  rising  at  half  past  live  next  morning.     During 
the    day   the    wee   ones  go  to  their  roojii  and  take   a   sleej). 
There  is  a  night  watehman  employed  to  guard  from  dangers. 
in  the  nursery,  or  the  sleeping  room  of  the  babies,  the  nurse 
sleeps  with  the  childi'en.     At  short  distances  are  buckets  of 
water  and  hand  gr«'nades  to  guard  against  lire.     A  few  rods 
away  stands  the  school  building,  in  which  are  employed  sev- 
e)i   teaehers   under  tlie    Su|)erintendency  of  T)r.    DeMotte. 
Xo  one  is  allowed  to  intli<'t  cor])oral  punishment  except  the 
Vv.  himself  and  then  only  in  extreme  cases  and  as  a  last    re- 
sort.    There  is  a  liosi)ital  presided    ()ver])y  a  i)hysician  and 
nurse.     All  their  gas  is    manufactured   on  the   place.      The 
children  have  large  play  grounds  seperate.     Indeed  they  are 
kept    seperated  all  the  time  excepting  during   school   time, 
^Sleeping  rooms  apart,  different  mothers,  etc.     In   watching 
the  children  at  play,  laughing,  singing,  skii)ping  around,  one 
could    not  help  seeing  contentment  reigned    supreme.     Tlu' 
older  children  of  both  sexes  are  given  some  portion  of  work 
to    do,    usually  divided  into  gr()ui)S  of  lixc  or  six:  these    de- 
tails a?e  chang(Ml  every  six  weeks,  thus  keeping  iiands  busy 
and  out   of  mi;;cliiel".     Some  make  beds,  daiii  stocUingf   and 
wash  dirdies;  the  boys  wait  at  table;  boy:-  and  girls  clear  off 
the    tables;  one  boy  acts  as  mail  «*arrier,  etc.,  bnt  thi;'.    is  all 
<lone    outside    of scheol  hoiiin.      While  1  war  tlu'ij'    a    little 
iliibi  was  bi'onght,  hardly  paNt  two  years  of  age,  bioiiglit  b\ 
a  mail  well  and  warmly  clothed.     'I'lie  child  had  no   clothiii!,' 
excepting  a  thin  under;  hiit,  a  (ade<l  (alic(»  dr«'i;r,  and    woin 
out  shoes  and  slockingi.     1/idie,",  do  yon    wondei-    [    tuiiifd

Think  of  that,  you  mothers!      This  child's  father  had  been  a 
soldier  but  answerd  the  roll  in  the  heavenly  camp,  his  moth- 
er had  married  again,  and  this  poor  lad  had  been  told  by  him 
who  should  have  truly  taken  his   father's    i)laee,   unless   he 
was  admitted  into  the  Ilonie  by  Thursday  he  would  be  com- 
pelled to  leave  anyway.     ^Yhere   would   he   go?    No   door 
was  open  to  receive  him,  except  the  Alms-house,     (lod  for- 
bid such  a  fate!     As  long  as  there  stands  such  an  institution 
as  the  Home,  as  long  as  there  exists  such  an  orgainization  as 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  not  a  single  orphan  of  our  coun- 
try's  defenders   should   be  allowed  to   become   a   county 
charge.     Ladies,   I  will   not  relate  more,  as  it  is   needless, 
but  any  one  being  there,  seeing  case   after  case  cannot  ex- 
press their  thankfulness    that  there  is   such  a  refuge   for 
them.     The  Corps  throughout  the  State  have  kindly  remem- 
bered these  orphans.     At  Christmas  times  they   sent  boxes 
of  toys,  candies,  fruits  and  money,  all  of  which   weie  thank- 
fully received  by  the  Supt.     The  donations  of  both  toys  and 
money  were  greater  in  '88  than  in   '89,   but   on  account  of 
time  will  not  itemize  the  Corps   and   donations,  but  in  the 
name  of  the  children  thank  them  one  and  all.     In  regard   to 
the  future,  just  before  the  holidays  the  children  all   write  a 
letter  to  Santa  Claus,  naming  two  things  they  would  like  for 
Christmas;  one  of  these,  if  it  is  possible,  is  given  them.     Now 
remember  to  prepare  presents  for  three  hundred  and   sixty 
or  three  hundred  and  seventy-tive   children   requires   days 
and  weeks  of  work,  wrapping  and  marking.  If  you  are  think- 
ing of  sending  toys,  books,  etc.,  send  so  they  will  reach   the 
Home  the  first  week  in  December,  as  that  will  insure  them 
reaching  there  before  the   purchasing   has   been   done.     If 
candies,  nuts,  etc.,  are  sent,  they  are  used  any  time   whether 
at  holiday  time  or  not,  as  the  children  are  given  such  treats 
often.     Fruits,  as  apples,  boxes  of  oranges,  etc.,  are  vei-y  ac- 
ceptable at  any  time  and  are  highly  appreciated.     Don't  send 
cooked  nicknacks  for  by  time  they  reach  the  Home  tliey  are 
strong  and  unfit  for  use.     All  moneys  sent  are  i)Ut  in   what 
is  called  the  amusement  fund.     This  is  drawn  on  at  any  time 
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during  the  year  to  buy  games,  Buch  as  foot  balls,  croiiuets, 
grace  Loops,  in  fact  anything  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  chil- 
dren. In  my  ojunion  this  is  the  wiser  plan  to  adopt  in  show 
ing  our  love.  Everything  that  is  needed  and  wanted  is  sup- 
plied by  the  State.  Every  comfort  and  necessity  is  kindly 
and  lovingly  administered  by  those  in  charge.  Then  it  re- 
mains for  us  as  indivduals  and  as  an  organization  to  cherish 
in  our  hearts,  the  memories  of  those  loved  ones,  remember- 
ing that  altho'  we  may  not  l)e  called  ui)on  to  miilisterto  them 
while  at  the  Home,  there  will  still  renjain  much  for  us  to  do 
after  they  leave  its  shelter  and  are  thrown  on  the  world. 
Let  us  do  for  them  whatsoever  our  hands  find  to  do,  remem- 
bering the  promise  that  "whosoever  giveth  a  cup  of  water 
to  one  of  these  little  ones  giveth  also  to  me."  Now  in  closjig, 
I  remember  a  story  read  long  ago  of  a  man  admitted  into  the 
portals  of  heaven  by  the  performance  of  an  act  of  kindness 
towards  a  helpless  child.  If  deeds  of  kindness,  loving 
thoughts  and  cheerful  "God  bless  you's"  will  exalt  to  a  king- 
ly station  God's  nobleman  H.  C.  DeMotte  to-day  stands  an 
"uncrowned  king."  We  owe  him  a  debt  of  gratitude  we 
can  never  repay  for  his  kindness  and  care  towards  these 
children.  Let  us  teach  our  children  to  love  our  country's 
defenders  and  their  orphans.     This  is    our   duty.

Mrs.  Mary  A.  Bradley,  of  Decatur,  Delegate-at-Large  to 
Seventh  National  Convention,  read  her  report  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  mid  Members  of  the  iScventh  Aimual  Conven- 
tion, DepH  of  III,  T'7:  B.  C.  AuxUiary  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the   Republic: 

At  our  last  convention  you  saw  lit  in  the  kindness  of  your 
hearts,  to  elect  me  delegate  to  the  Seventh  National  Con- 
vention, W.  E.  C.  which  convened  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconoin, 
Aug.  28,  29,  and  30,  1889,  and  of  which  I  now  submit  to  you 
the  following  Report.  Previous  to  time  of  Convention  the 
Illinois  delegation,  through  Dep't  President,  Mrs.  Leaverton, 
had  secured  comfortable  quarters  conenvient  to  Convention 
place,  and  upon  my  arrival  in  Milwaukee  on  the  afternoon  of 
Aug.  27,  I  proceeded  to  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Paine  where  I 
found  the  most  of  the  delegates  from  Illinois  very  nicely  sit- 
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uiitrd,  iiuli'cd. 

Soon  after  siippcr,  our  jmrfy  set  out  for  IIi<;h  Scliool  Hall 
ro<>istoro(l  at  Illinois  Ilcaihiuartera,  whcro  a  larody  attend- 
ed leception  was  being-  held  by  the  ladies  of  the  Depannent 
of  Wieeonsin.  Banks  of  choice  tiovvers,  gay  bunting  and 
beautiful  banners  and  mottoep.  greeted  the  eyes  on  every 
side.     It  was  a  scene  never  to  be  forgotten. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  Commander  Chase, 
of  E.  B.  Wolcott  Post,  by  Col.  Burehard  on  behalf  of  the 
Governor,  who  had  not  been  able  to  reach  the  hall  be3au3e  the 
crowds  in  the  streets  were  so  great  that  his  carriage  could 
not  proceed,  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and  others.  Mrs  For- 
bes, one  of  Milwaukee's  sweetest  singers,  sang  several  de- 
lightful solos.  The  llev.  Tilsworth  made  a  brief  address,  in 
which  he  referred  to  the  biblical  text  "And  the  greatest  of 
these  is  Charitif  saying  the  eyes  of  Omnipotence  might  have 
glanced  down  through  the  centuries  to  the  present  time,and 
llxed  its  gaze  on  the  ^National  President  of  the  Woman's 
Releif  Corps — Charity  Eusk  Craig.  Mrs.  Craig  responded 
for  the  W.  R.  C.  Mrs.  Annie  Whittenmeyer  being  called  for 
made  a  short  address,  relating  war  experiences.  Music  by 
"The  Old  Guard,"and  song  "Tenting  to-night"  closed  the  ex- 
ercies.  The  reception  committee  remained  on  the  stage  to 
extend  the  hand  of  welcome  to  all  A'isitors.  After  the  re- 
ception we  visited  the  refreshment  rooms  where  ices  were 
daintily  served  to  all  guests. 

Wodnesd:iy  Aug.  28  the  Convi'ution  was  called  to  order 
in  Imnr.inual  Church,  a  most  magniticent  edifice,  by  ])ep't. 
President,  of  Ohio.  Prayer  l)y  Mrs.  Annie  Whittenmeyer. 
singing,  oi)e'.iing  ode  with  accompaniment  on  the  mammoth 
church  organ.  The  tirst  session  was  an  open  one,  and  there 
were  addresses  of  Welcome  by  (kjvernor  Hoard  and  Mayor 
P>rown.  Tlu'  latter  was  introduced  by  .Mrs.  Craig  who  said 
that  "as  the  (lov.  had  given  us  the  state,  i)erhaps  the  ^Nlayor 
wov.lvl  ill  row  in  the  city."' 

^[rs.  (tCU.  Logan  ;nid  ^liss  Cian;  Barton  were  i)resent,  oc- 
cupying seats  upon  the  platform.  Miss  Barton  being  intro- 
duced jiave  a  slioi't  account  of  her  work  at    .Johnstown   and 
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assured  tlie  members  of  the  convention  that  the  committee 
in  charge  of  funds  were  using  them  wisely. 

Mrs.  Logan  made  a  few  remarks,  said  she  was  not  aeeus 
tomed  to  speali^ing  in  public,  having  left  all  that  to  one  who 
had  knoAvn  how,  so  well.  Mra.  Logan  was  much  moved,  and 
spoke  in  a  low  tone  of  voice,  but  every  sound  wan  hushed, 
and  every  ear  strained  to  catch  her  words. 

Gen.  Oonsigry,  with  escort,  appeared  and  presented  the 
Convention  with  a  gavel  made  from  a  portion  of  a  table  on 
which  Gen.  Grant  worked,  in  a  tannery  at  Galena.  The  re- 
port of  the  Xational  President  was  then  recei\'ed.  It  was  a 
very  able  one  and  fully  reviewed  the  work  of  the  past  year. 
An  adjournment  was  then  taken  for  lunch,  which  was  spread 
in  the  church  parlors,  and  furnished  by  the  Ladies  of  the 
Department  of  Wisconsin. 

Handsome  lunch  souvenirs  were  distriliuted  at  the  nooH 
hour,  also  the  delegates  badges  to  which  were  attached  a 
bronze  design  of  the  new  "recognition  pin,"  adopted  by  the 
National  Council. 

The  Wisconsin  ladies  were  most  lavish  with  their  hositali- 
ties,  serving  the  most  elegant  lunches;  consisting  of  all  the 
delicacies  of  the  season  during  each  day  of  the  Convention 
to  all  delegates  in  attendance. 

During  the  noon  recess,  the  church  was  divided  into  sec- 
lions  by  the  placing  of  beautiful  banners  surrounded  by  silk 
tiags.  Each  banner  contained  the  name  of  a  state,  and  (b'S- 
ignated  the  seats  to  be  occupied  by  each  deh'galion.  At  thr 
close  of  the  Convention  the  banners  were  prcscnled  to  Ihc 
different  states  as  Souveneirs. 

Tlu^  first  business  in  the  afternoon  was  I  lie  reixtrl  of  Com 
mittee  on  credentials;  after  which  businers  was  ."upended 
to  receive  a  committee  of  live  comrades  bearing  greetings 
from  the  National  Encampment,  G.  A.  R.  Conirade  Evjint , 
chairman,  caid  he  came  to  bring  greetings  tYnm  ll(>,(»00  loy- 
r.l  comrade's  hearts.  Said  lie  could  not  exprers,  if  lie  (tied, 
the  langtiage  of  Commander  in  Chief  Warner,   when   he    ap-

poiuted  that  eoinmitteo  to  carry  those  greetings:  Said  they 
roaliozd  that  every  dollar  sjjent  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
was  a  dollar  saved  to  the  G.  A.  R. 

One  of  the  comrades  said  everybody  knew  that  a  woman 
could  make  a  dollar  go  farther — and  faster — than  any  man  in 
the  world, 

Each  comrade  took  for  his  text  the  "tiny  bal)e  then  only 
three  weeks  old,  of  onr  National  President,  and  although  not 
present  in  convention  she  was  the  8ul)Ject  of  all  addresses, 
the  theme  upon  which  all  dilated,  and  was,  without  a  doubt, 
the  belle  of  the  Convention.  Poetry  was  addressed  to  her, 
gifts  lavished  umou  her,  names  selected  for  her  and  tinally 
she  wan  adopted  by  every  lady  i)re8ent. 

Junior  V.  Commander  in  Chief  Allen,  of  Riclimond,  Va., 
said  he  came  from  a  section  of  country  where  love  of  loyalitj- 
did  not  thrive,  but  that  once  a  year  he  had  the  blessed  priv- 
ilege of  looking  into  the  faces  of  loyal  men  and  women. 
Said  they  could  not  have  a  relief  corps  in  Richmond,  on  ac- 
count of  the  disloyality  of  the  women  there.  Comrade  Allen 
tendered  a  resolution  of  thanks  from  Phil.  Kearney  Post,  of 
Richmond,  to  the  W.  R.  C.  for  generous  contributions  of 
funds  to  establish  a  memorial  fund  for  soldiers  sleeping  on 
southern  battle  fields.  Massachusetts  had  headed  the  list 
by  sending  tl:e  largest  sum.     Illinois  was  fifth. 

Over  slGOO  liad  been  conlribuled  for  (his  purpose  tluring 
the  past  year  and  «100()  had  been  invested  in  bonds,  which 
would  l)e  left  on  interest  until  a  sutticiei  t  amount  had  accu- 
mulale<l  to  build  a  Memoiial    Ilall 

Senior  VMce  President  Mrs.  Lynch  then  i)resented  her  re- 
port which  contained  a  full  record  of  the  recei]>tR  and  expcn- 
diturcM  of  monies  eoiitribut«Ml  foi- r«'liel' of  Jolmstown  sutfer- 
erii.  S:ii<lol"one  (Jorps  tiiere  which  consisted  of  104  mem- 
bi'ia  SO  were  diowiied,  and  the  remainder  lost  all  their    pos 

MCHsitUIS. 

Said  the  i-addei  t  W.  1\.  ( '.  iiieeliug  slie  ever  attended  was 
111"  lirct  regular  iiieetiiig  of  tlic  .lolniPtown  Corj)S,  after  the 
deluge.  Il'irdly  a  memlM>r  left  but  had  been  bereaved  an<l 
the  young  treat urer  was    the  only    on*-  left  from  a  family    of 
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ten. 

Telegrams  of  congTatulation  from  absentees  were  Ihen  re- 
ceived. One  reading',  "May  peace  fill  your  hearts,  and  wis- 
dom your  councils."  One  dated,  Dundee,  Scotland,  read, 
"Greetings  all." — signed  Kate  B.  Sherwood, 

Communication  then  received  saying,  "The  next  National 
convention  will  be  held  in  Boston,  in  1890."  Much  applause 
by  Massachusetts  delegation,  who  immediately  extended  an 
invitation  to  all  members  of  the  W.  E.  C.  to  come,  assuring 
all  the  freedom  of  the  state,  and  the  delegation  from  llhode 
Island  seconded  the  invitation,  throwing  in  their  state  to  be 
used  as  bedrooms 

A  letter  was  then  read  from  "Sister  Paulina"  in  which  he 
said,  "There  is  no  reason  why  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
should  not  live  after  all  the  old  soldiers  were  dead,  that  they 
should  turn  their  faces  to  the  future,  that  they  were  strong 
enough  now,  not  only  to  work  for  the  soldier  but  for  hu" 
manity." 

Thursday  morning.  The  first  business  of  importance  was 
the  report  of  committee  on  Pensions  and  relief.  Assistant 
secretary  read  partial  report,  supplemented  by  reports  of 
Miss  Gertie  Rogers  and  Mrs.  Sue  Sanders.  Miss  Sanders 
gave  some  interesting  facts  concerning  generous  offers  of 
ground  and  buildings  to  be  used  for  a  National  Home  for 
Army  Nurses.  Later  a  committee  was  appointed  to  visit 
the  different  sites  proposed  and  report  as  to  their  desirabil- 
ity. 

On  motion,  an  authorized  list  of  army  nurses  was  ordered 

published. 

Mrs.  Cheney  reported  the  presentation  of  a  silver  service 
to  past  Nat'l.  Pres.  Mrs.  Hampton,  as  a  testimonal,  provid- 
ed for  by  6th  Nat'l.  Convention.  Thursday — p.  m.  Motion  to 
allow  Mrs.  Turner,  Nat'l.  Treasurer,  to  use  her  judgment  in 
destroying  all  obsolete  papers,  reports,  &c.,  but  amended  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  any  matter  not  two  years  old. 

Communication  received  in  regard  to  a  "natonal  flower," 
recommending  red  and  white  clover,  instead  of  golden  rod, 
—  10 
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but  no  action  taken  by  Convention. 

Proceeded  to  election  of  Officers. 

T«Mler8,  Mrs.  Sine,  Illinois,  Mrs.  Clark,  Ohio,  and  Mr8.  Lit- 
tletield. 

During  count  ofl)a]]ot  for  President  Mrs.  Craig  informed 
the  Convention  that  the  "official  recognition  pins"  could  be 
obtained  through  the  National  Treasurer  only — spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  having  only  one  source  of  obtaining  theui,  so 
that  none  could  obtain  tlicni  who  were  not  entitled  to  them. 

Remarks  made  as  to  size  of  convention,  and  regrets  ex- 
pressed that  a  greater  number  were  not  in  attendance,  after 
which  a  motion  was  carried  changing  the  basis  of  represen- 
tation  from  one  delegate  for  every  800  members  to  one  for 
every  000  members — so  that  this  year  Illinois  will  have  sev- 
eral additional  delegates  to  l^ational  Convention. 

Mrs.  Plummer,  Michigan,  moved  that  the  Convention  adoi)t 
the  "Baby"  and  name  it  Winfred  Rusk  Craig,  so  that  its  initials 
would  be  W.  R.  C.  Thursday  evening  we  witnessed  the 
gTeat  naval  battle,  in  which  the  U.  S.  naval  steamer  "Michi- 
gan" and  several  other  large  vessels  formed  an  attacking 
fleet  and  opened  fire  upon  Milwaukee — They  were  rei)re- 
sented  by  the  land  forces  defending  the  city — comprising 
twenty  large  field  pieces,  and  several  companies  of  infantry. 
The  amunition  and  shells  were  ])repared  especially  for  the 
occasion  and  while  being  a  grand  picture  of  warfare,  was 
at  the  same  time  a  most  brilliant  disi)lay  of  fireworks.  The 
sham  battle  was  so  great  a  success  that  I  understand  Mil- 
waukee will  make  it  an  annual  exhibition.  The  lake  shore 
was  formed  into  one  vast  ampitheatre,  and  seats  were  re- 
served for  all  (t.  a.  R.  deb'gates  and  members  of  the  W.  R. 
C.  Convention.  Friday  morning  we  assembled  in  High 
School  Hall  to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the  ritual  by 
Woleott  Cori)S  of  Milwaukee.  Thi'  work  was  most  beauti- 
fully rendered — and  fully  memorized  with  the  exception  of 
one  or  two  officers  jno  tern.  Mrs.  Caroline  Bell.  Depart- 
ment PrcHident  of  Wisconsin  tilled  the  President's  chair. 
Mrs.  Craig  remarked  iliat  as  convciitioii  wat.  not    in   session 
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questions  would  be  answered,  but  that  notes  be  taken  and 
questions  would  be  answered  after  Convention  was  called 
to  order. 

At  the  afternoon  sesGion  much  diKcussion  was  had  con- 
cerning the  method  of  balloting — motion  made  and  lost  to 
return  to  old  system  of  balloting,  and  after  much  debate,  de- 
cided to  retain  present  system  until  next  National  Conven- 
tion. 

Lady  from  Colorado — on  behalf  of  members  of  the  Con- 
vention presented  an  elegant  silver  service  consisting  of 
pap  bowl,  creamer,  tray,  knife  and  fork,  to  Nat'l.  President 
for  "Baby  Craig."  Mrs.  Craig  made  a  graceful  acknowledge- 
ment, and  assured  the  ladies  that  the  gift  should  be  care- 
fully preserved  for  the  baby.  Eeport  of  Council  meetings 
held  at  Columbus  and  Milwaukee  were  then  read. 

Chairman  of  Committee  on  resolutions  presented  reporti 
On  the  two  resolutions  past  at  Oitr  last  Department  Con- 
vention and  forwarded  to   National   Headquarters   in    due 
time  the  following  action  was   taken. 

In  regard  to  doing  away  with  the  e^femplification  Of  fitilal 
at  Dep't  Conventions,  no  action  Was  taken  by  the  National 
Oonyention  as  the  decision  Was  that  each  Department  had 
the  privilege  of  deciding  that  question  for  itself. 

Resolution  approved  in  regard  to  returning  agaiii  td  the 
use  of  Credential  cards  for  delegates.  Ohio  presented  the 
same  resolution    and  theirs  was  the  one  acted  upon. 

Clara  Barton  was  present  most  of  the  afternoon  and  made 
a  short  speech  welcoming  the  delegates  to  Boston  in  1890 
— said  "Good  Bye,"  was  saluted  by  the  Convention,  and  es- 
corted to  her  carriage.  Motion  carried  to  present  a  suit- 
able testimonial  to  the  outgoing  National  President.  Com- 
raittee.on  appeals  reported  and  recommended  that  in  the 
case  of  Celestia  D.  Messenger,  a  committee  of  three  unpre- 
judiced persons  be  appointed  by  the  incomingNational  Pres- 
ident to  investigate  the  case  and  report  to  the  National 
Council — report  adopted. 
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The  coininittce  on  revision  of  ritual  was  <iTaute<l  liutlier 
time.  Copies  of  revised  ritual  to  be  printed  and  submit- 
ted to  the  several  dei)artment8  for  examination  i)revJou8  to 
next  i^^ational  Convention. 

Evening  session  convened  in  Ilij^h  School  Hall.  Several 
reports  of  committees  received,  but  so  much  noise  and  con- 
fusion that  no  satisfaqtory  results  could  be  obtained.  The 
doors  were  then  thrown  oi)en  G.  A.  R.  visitors  admit- 
ted, and  Mrs.  Emma  Stark  Hampton  proceeded  to  install  the 
officers  elected  during  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  Annie  Whit- 
tenmeyer,  at  one  time  a  member  of  W.  11.  C.  Xo.  4,  of  De- 
catur, having  been  elected  National  President  ai)poii:'rd 
Mrs.  Abby  Lynch  Xat'l  Secretarv  and  Mrs.  C.  R.  Cniig. 
Nat'l  Counselor.  She  then  made  a  few  characteristic  re- 
marks and  then  Convention  adjourned  at  12  o'clock  to 
meet  in  Boston  in  the  summer  of  1890. 

The  delegates  from  Illinois  were  very  faithful  in  attendance 
at  the  convention.  Nearly  all  ])resent  at  every  session  and 
attending  strictly  to  business. 

Recommendation. 

The  size  of  the  delegations  seems  to  be  the  object  sought 
for  by  most  departments,  and  much  respect  is  shown  the 
delegations  consisting  of  the  largest  number.  In  view  of 
this  fact  and  in  view  also  of  tlie  fact  that  Illinois  is  situated 
at  considerable  distance  from  jVfassachusetts  making  the 
trip  to  next  Nat'l  Convention  an  expensive  one  to  delegat- 
es, I  would  most  respectfully  make  the  following  leeom- 
mendation: 

That  instead  of  paying  the  expenses  of  one  delegate  at 
large,  the  sum  of  8100.00  be  set  apart  by  this  dei)art- 
nu'ut  Convention  to  be  e<iually  divided  among  all  the  rei)re- 
Hcntatives  of  this  department, wlu»  ai'e  in  attendance  upcni 
the    8th   National  Convention. 

In  this*  way  I  believe  we  can  secure  a  full  rei)re8entation 
of  delegates  from  Illinois,  and  obtain  the  consideration  and 
respect  to  which  our  state  is  justly  entitled — and  [  earnestly 
hoi>e  that  the  delegates  from  Illinois  may  go  to  lioston   uni. 
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ted  in  their  efforts  to  secure  wise  legislation,  and  in  a  pos- 
sition  to  not  only  ask.  but  obtain  their  share  of  tlic  lionorr; 
of  the  Convention,

Moved  by  Mrs.  Eva  Smith,  seconded  by  M'lbs,  Cleveland, 
that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  the  G.  A.  R.  for  tickets  to 
the  Oampfire.     Carried. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  draft  Greetings  to  G.  A.  R. 
was  read  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bradford,  as  follows: 

To  the  Department  of  Illinois  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic in  session  in  their  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Encampment:

Mrs.  Helen  Ives,  of  Bloomington,  Corps  No.  7,  presents 
the  following  to  the  ladies  of  the  W.  R.  C.  Convention,  De- 
partment of  Illinois: 

Mr.  L.  C.  Young,  of  Macon,  Ga.,  informed  me  that  for  the 
last  two  years  he  has  attended  Memorial  Services  at  Ander- 
sonville.  This  cemetery  covers  over  forty  acres,  and  there 
are  more  than  seventeen  thousand  graves  of  Union  soldiers 
who  died  of  starvation  in  that  prison  pen.  The  great  num- 
ber of  graves  makes  it  impossible  to  have  floral  decorations 
and  consequently  they  are  not  decorated.  But  the  Post  of 
Macon,  consisting  of  thirteen  members,  and  a  large  delega- 
tion of  colored  men,  yearly  hold  Memorial  Service  on  the 
30th  of  May.  He  asked  me  to  bring  it  before  our  Oi'der  to 
see  if  the  corps  would  not  donate  small  flags  to  place  upon 
the  graves,  as  the  Post  of  Macon  is  not  flnancially  able  to 
purchase  flags.  I  respectfully  ask  each  Corps  President  or 
Chairman  of  delegation  present  to  bring  this  matter  before 
their  respective  Corps.  I  would  retjommend  that  the  do- 
nation consist  of  flags.  I  feel  that  this  will  appeal  to  the 
heart  of  every  woman  present.

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SECOND  DAY FOKEXOON. 

Thursday  March  13, 1890. 
The  Convention  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  9.  o'clock. 
Opening-   exercises   consisted  of  Prayer  by  Chaplain   and 
the  "Opening-  Ode." 

The  password  was  taken  by  the  Conductors  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Mem  and  Mrs.  Slocum. 

Mrs.  Messenger  was  found  without  the  password. 

The  President  then  asked  Mrs.  Messenger  if  she  had  any 
one  to  vouch  for  her.  Mrs.  Messenger  replied  that  she  had 
not. 

She  was  then  asked  by  President  if  she  had  joined  a  corps 
since  Ko.  23  disbanded.  Her  reply  was  that  she  had  not. 
The  President  then  made  this  statementi 

"You  all  understand  that  when  a  corps  disbands,  its  I'Cc^ 
ords  are  seut  td  Department  Headquartefs. 

If  "members  of  disbanded  corps  who  are  in  good   stand= 
ing  at  the  time  of  such  dissolution"  apply  for  Transfer  Cards,, 
it  18  the  duty  of  the  Departmeiat  Secretary  to  issue  the  same.

By  request  of  Nat'l  President,  I  sent  to  Mrs.  Lowd,  Chair- 
man of  Committee,  the  standing  of  Mrs.  Messenger  as  shown 
by  the  books  of  Corps  No.  23." 

Mrs.  Sine  moved  that  the  business  concerning  Mrs.  Mess- 
enger be  set  aside  until  the  arrival  of  the  National  President, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  lady  retire. 

Seconded  by  Mrs.  Eldred,  of  Gardner,  and  carried. 

Mrs.  Messenger  was  requested  to  retire,  which  she  iliJ, 
and  the  business  of  Convention  was  continued.

She  advised  members  to  bury  all  grievances  and 
especially  urged  them  to  learn  the  art  of  secrecy;  to  keep 
their  work  to  themselves  and  not  to  consult  members  of 
the  Post  concerning  troubles  arising  in  the  Corps,  but  to 
throw  the  mantle  of  charity  over  the  failings  of  our  sisters; 
for  the  more  we  cover  the  faults  of  others,  the  fewer'  we'll 
have  of  our  own. 

Mrs.  Wittenmeyer  8])oke  of  a  Dakota  farmer  wlio  was  in 
destitute  circumstances  and  had  written  her  concerning  his 
needs. 

It  washer  desire  that  (he  Department  of  Illinois  furnish 
him  with  clothing  and  seed  enough  to  sow  hin  tields. 

As  many  of  the  ladies  ac  would  be  willing  to  help  were  re- 
quested to  raise  their  hand.  There  was  an  almost  unani- 
—  17 
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inoiis  laisiuff  of  hands. 

Tho  National  President  thanked  the  ladies  for  haviii<j;  lift- 
ed that  hniden  from  her  heart. 

Mrs.  Follensbee  read  the  following  paper: 

In  the  spring  1887,  an  old  soldier  by  the  name  of  Berrvman 
came  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  from  the  Poor  House  in  ^lorgan 
County,  111.  Soon  after  his  arrival,  he  went  to  Col.  Berry's 
office  and  said  that  his  wife,  (a  woman  about  forty  years  of 
age,)  and  two  children,  one  a  g'irl  nine  years  of  age,  and  a  boy 
of  tive  years,  were  still  in  that  Poor  House  from  which  he 
came,  and  asked  Col.  Tierry  if  the  children  could  be  gotten 
in  to  the  Soldiers'  and  Orphans'  Home  at  Bloomington:  he 
said  if  this  could  be  done  his  wife  could  support  herself: 
Col.  Berry  immediately  made  application  and  the  children 
were  admitted  to  the  Home;  the  wife  coming  to  Quincy  to 
be  near  her  husband.  Nothing  more  was  heard  of  tho 
Berrymans  until  the  latter  i)art  of  Jan.  1888,  when  he  again 
called  on  Col.  Berry  with  two  letters — one  from  the  mana- 
ger of  the  Eye  &  Ear  Imtirmary,  at  Chicago,  addressed  to 
Dr.  DeMotte  of  the  Orphans' Home,  saying  that  the  little 
girl  Rosa  Berryman,  hud  a  highly  infectious  disease  (a  disease 
we  would  only  mention  in  a  whisper)  and  could  not  be  re- 
tained at  the  Infirmary.  And  the  other  was  a  letter  from 
the  keei)er  of  the  poor  house,  demanding  that  she  be  re- 
moved from  the  Morgan  County  Poor  House;  her  parents  were 
residents  of  Adams  county,  and  further  stating  that  she 
was  very  ill  and  re«iuired  a  ditVcrent  kind  of  treatment  from 
what  that  Asylum  of  wretchedness  could  aft'ord.  On  being 
(pu'stioned  about  his  wife,  Mr.  Berryman  said  that  after  the 
children  were  removed  from  the  Poor  House,  she  came  to 
Quincy  and  worked,  making  her  own  living  until  the  fall  of 
1887,  when  she  was  ntricken  down  witli  Typhoid  fever,  and 
wastaki'ii  to  St.  Mary's  Ilositital;  that  convaleMing  from  that 
disorder,  an  internal  caiiccr  hart  developed  from  which  she 
was  dying  at  tlie  Hospital.  A  letter  of  later  date,  from  Dr. 
DeMotte,  was  shown  in  which  he  stated  that  sometime  after 
Rosa  reached  the  Home,  her  eyes  and  ears  became  afflicted 
to  such  an  extent  thnf  she  Avas  sent    to    the     tntirinarv    for 
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treatment  with  the  result  before  stated.  The  situation  was 
unparallelled,  appalling,  and  would  have  appealed  to  the 
hardest  heart;  you  can  imagine  how  Col.  Berry  felt,  with  his 
large  warm  heart  always  alive  to  the  interests  of  his  com- 
rades and  their  wives  and  children.  A  little  girl  now  ten 
years  old  thrown  out  of  a  public  institution  at  Chicago  and 
upon  the  report  accompanying  this  inhuman  act,  they  were 
compelled  to  dismiss  her  from  the  Orphans'  Home  for  fear 
of  contagion,  and  she  was  again  landed  in  that  lowest  depth 
of  earthly  horrors— -an  Illinois  Poor  House;  while  her  old 
father  was  helpless  here  in  the  Home,  and  her  mother  dying 
at  the  Hospital;  and  now  even  this  last  refuge  of  poverty, 
sin  and  vice  was  trying  to  spew  her  out  and  rid  itself  of 
her.  There  was  nothing  to  do  but  to  bring  her  to  Quincy. 
Her  mother  who  had  been  longing  for  days  to  see  her,  was  too 
ill  and  died  a  few  days  after  her  arrival.  Physicians  here 
pronounced  her  disease  a  bad  case  of  Scrofula,  and  she 
was  admitted  to  the  Blessing  Hospital,  by  the  generous  man* 
agement  of  that  institution  and  under  the  treatment  of  Dr. 
Montgomery  in  the  course  of  six  months  was  vastly  im* 
proved.  For  the  past  eighteen  months  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Department  Officers,  she  has  been  boarded  in  private 
families,  and  clothed  and  looked  after  by  John  Wood,  W.  R. 
0.  Ko.  47.  This  child,  afflicted  in  body  and  feeble  in  mind, 
motherless,  fatherless,  and  homeless,  is  the  most  pitiable 
object  that  has  ever  appealed  to  the  humanity  and  charity 
of  the  Organizations  of  the  Army  of  the  Union  founded  and 
maintained  as  they  have  been  and  are,  for  the  relief  of  the 
families  of  those  men,  but  for  whose  sacrifice  and  devotion, 
we  should  not  now  have  a  peaceful,  united,  and  happy  Coun- 
try. An  effort  has  been  made  to  get  her  into  the  instiut- 
ion  for  the  feeble  minded  at  K — ,  I  think,  but  at  present 
there  is  not  room:  they  are  enlarging  the  building  and  will 
be  unable  to  receive  any  more  inmates  for  one  year.  This 
child  appealed  to  every  mother's  heart,  as  well  as  loyal  pro- 
tection and  care.  Corps  47  is  willing  to  do  her  part,  but 
we  cannot  do  what  should  be  done.  Now  I  would  like  to 
ask  what  you  will  do? 
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Motion  by  ^Irs.  I'.radford  tliat  ilio  l)epaitiiu-ut  President 
mention  the  ease  of  Rosa  lioriyman  in  a  General  Order  and 
request  each  corps  to  furnish  what  it  is  able,  and  that  the 
Corps  be  instructed  to  send  the  money  to  the  President  of 
John  Wood  Corps,  47  who  will  make  an  itemized  report  to 
Department  President  and  Secretary.  Seconded  and  car- 
ried. 

Mrs.  Bradford  moved  and  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Distin, 
that  the  Department  Fr.^sident  appoint  a  committee  to  fur- 
nish the  "•Dakota  farmer'  with  clothing-,  seeds,  etc.    Carried. 

Mrs.  Leaverton  appointed  as  such  committee

The  following  was  read  by  chairman  of  Committee  on  Of- 
ficers' Reports: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Officers'  Reports. 
Mrs.PrcHident,  and  members  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Department  of  Illinois: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Officers'  Re- 
ports, respectfully  submit  the  following: 

We  commend  the  Presideut's  Address  as  an  able  and  con- 
cise statement  of  her  labors  during  the  year.  It  not  only 
shows  her  to  have  been  just  and  faithful  in  office,  but  in- 
spired by  a  true  devotion  to  the  interests,  and  thoughtful- 
ness  of  the  needs  of  our  Order;  as  a  consincuous  instance  of 
which  is  manifest  in  her  purchase  of  the  beautiful  banner 
which  to-day  graces  the  walls  of  our  Assembly. 

Believing  her  reconnnendations  to  be  judicious  provisions 
for  the  welfare  of  our  organization,  we  hope  they  will  meet 
with  your  hearty  ai)proval. 

The  report  of  the  DepartnuMit  Senior  Vice  President, Mrs. 
Mary  J.  Stadden,  though  brief  and  disclaiming  all  credit, 
plainly  Shows  that  she  has  faithfully  performed  all  duties  re- 
quired of  her  in  her  otticL',  We  take  i)leasure  iu  approving 
her  rei)ort. 

The  Department  Secretary,  Miss  Martha  Lindsey,  presents 
an  explicit  and  (Mniiplete  statement  of  the    gain  and    loss  in 
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our  Order  in  this  Department  during  the  year,  and 
shows  an  encouraging  increase  in  growth,  and  in  the  amount 
expended  for  Relief  in  the  different  Corps.  The  Committee 
congratulates  the  Department  Secretary  upon  the  able  and 
eflScient  manner  in  which  her  duties  have  been  discharged. 

The  report  of  the  Department  Treasurer,  Miss  Ada  Carl- 
ton, needs  no  words  of  ours  to  recommend  it  to  the  favora- 
ble consideration  of  this  Convention.  All  who  heard  it  must 
agree  that  natural  qualifications,  added  to  the  practice  which 
makes  perfect,  have  placed  the  record  of  her  year's  work 
beyond  criticism. 

The  very  thorough  and  careful  report  of  the  Department 
Chaplain,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Fletcher,  shows  that  the  number  of 
Corps  which  responded  to  the  call  of  Memorial  Day,  is  great- 
er than  heretofore,  and  indicates  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  sweet  and  tender  observance  of  this  sacred  anniversary. 

We  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  re- 
port of  the  Department  Inspector,  Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleve- 
land, who  has  performed  the  duties  of  her  responsible  office 
in  the  usual  perfect  manner  which  distinguishes  the  zealous 
worker  in  the  good  cause.  We  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  gen- 
eral improvement  in  the  Corps  of  our  Department;  and  es- 
pecially that  they  are  becoming  quickened  to  the  deeper  re- 
alization of  the  chief  object  of  our  organization — Charity. 
We  believe  the  recommendations  appended  to  this  report 
merit  approval  as  calculated  to  benefit  the  work  and  growth 
of  our  Order 

The  report  of  the  Department  Counselor,  Mrs.  Sarah  M. 
Bradford,  is  m  irked  by  characteristic  loyalty  to  the  inti^r- 
ests  of  our  Order,  and  rare  and  loving  thoughtfulness  of 
others.  It  makes  but  brief  and  modest  mention  of  wise 
council  given — the  fruit  of  knowledge  gained  by  patient 
study  and  research — and  of  many  weeks  of  arduous  and  dis- 
interested toil.  We  deem  it  a  privilege  to  express  our  ap- 
proval of  this  report. 

We  can  mention-only  in  terms  of  praise  the  report  of  De- 
partment Instituting  and  Installing  Officer,  Mrs.  Sarah  E. 
Hannon. 
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This  officer  seems  to  have  exerted  herself  to  carry  out 
not  only  the  letter,  but  the  8i)irit  of  the  oblij;ationH  of  her 
office.  We  heartily  endorse  her  su<>gestion,  which  she  says 
has  been  heretofore  mentioned,  in  regard  to  joining  the  G. 
A.  K.  and  S.  ofV.  at  installations;  thus  luakingthcni  happy 
and  memorable  occasions. 

The  report  of  the  Delegate-at-Large,  Mrs.  ^lary  A.  Jirad- 
ley,  is  both  interesting  and  instrirctive,  and  gives  such  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Seventh  National 
Convention,  as  to  afford  information  to  those  who  were  ab- 
sent, and  agreeably  remind  those  who  were  present,  of  the 
pleasant  and  profitable  features  of  that  occasion. 

The  committee  endorse  her  recommendation  to  appropri- 
ate a  sum  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  delegates  tothe^S^a- 
tional  Convention,  but  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  sum  nam- 
ed is  inadequate,  and  should  be  increased  to  such  amount  as 
this  Convention  may  decide. 

AVe  would  state  in  conclusion  that  the  reports  submitted 
to  our  review  are  an  honor  and  credit  to  this  Department, 
and  we  trust  will  prove  a  means  of  instruction  and  improve- 
ment in  the  respective  corps  to  which  they  are  sent. 

The  following  are  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
several  reports. 

KlU'OMMENDATIONS. 

Ist.  That  the  Department  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same: — 
eight  cents  per  quarter. 

2ud.  That  the  salaries  of  Department  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer remain  the  same — ten  per  cent  of  all  per  capita  tax 
received. 

In  order  that  the  Assistant  Inspectorfi  may  have  am- 
pje  time  t::  be  prepared  for  the  important  work  before 
them,  the  Department  Inspector  shall  nominate  herassist- 
aiitji  for  ai)poIntmc'nt  by  Dv'par'r.icn'  Piesldent,  within 
two  months  after  she  is  installed  as  Department  Inspector. 

4tli.  In  order  that  Assistant  Instituting  and  Installing  Offi- 
cers may  be  able  to  give  the  necessary  instructions  to  all 
the  officers  at  the  time  of  Instituting  a  Cori)8,  that  new 
Corps  be  ur-ged  to  h:i\e  nil  llie  necessary supi)lies  on  hand 
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at  time  of  Institution;  such  ao  Ledger,  Cash  Book,  Req- 
uisitions, General  Order  File,  Receipt  and  Order  Rooks; 
and  that  one  each  of  Corps  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's 
qurterly  blanks,  Forms  "A"  and  "B,"  be  sent  with  "I  and 
I,"  blanks  to  Assistant  Instituting  and  Installing  Ofticer, 
when  she  is  appointed  to  institute  the  new  Corps,  that  she 
may  give  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  instructions  to  fill 
out  the  same. 

5th.  That  the  National  and  Department  Journals  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Department  Treasurer  in  order  that 
she  may  furnish  each  new  Corps  with  a  copy  of  each  when 
sending  their  supplies;  and  thus  be  a  saving  of  expense  to 
Corps  when  instituted. 

Gth.  That  the  retiring  Department  Secretary  be  given  fif- 
teen days  instead  of  ten  to  convey  to  her  successor  a  copy 
of  the  approved  Minutes  of  the  Convention  after  its  close; 
and  that  said  Minutes  contain  all  Resolutions  adopted  by 
this  Convemtion  that  are  necessary  for  the  newadministra. 
tion  to  know  in  order  to  push  the  work. 

7th.  That  all  retiring  Department  Secretaries  see  that  there 
are  suflficient  blankc  on  hand  at  close  of  year  to  meet  the 
present  demand. 

8th.  That,  in  order  to  save  expense,  and  that  the  duties  of 
the  oflSce  of  Department  Treasurer  may  be  more  syste- 
matically arranged,  this  Convention  adopt  such  meatxrs 
as  it  may  deem  efficient  requiring  Corps  to  order  supplien 
between  the  first  and  eighth  of  each  month. 

9th     That  no  Corps  be  permitted  to  surrender  its  cliaiicr  du 
ring  the  period  of  Inspection. 

lOtli.  That  this  Seventh  Department  Convention  pass  a 
Resolution  to  send  to  the  next  National  Convention  ask- 
ing that  the  R.  and  R.  be  amended  in  conformity  with 
those  of  the  Grand  Army,  making  a  business  quorum  five 
(5)  for  Corps  numbering  50  or  under;  those  over  that  the 
same  as  before. 

11th.     That  Corps  be  encouraged  to  meet  oftener  than  once 

a  month." 
12th.     That  I.  and  I.  officers  1)e  required  to  not  fully  organ^ 
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ize  the  Corps  until  its  officers  hold  one  full  meeting  when 
the  Ritual  shall  be  entirely  exeniplitied,  and  open  all 
books,  explain  all  blanks  and  papers  before  returning 
home, 
13th.  That  instead  of  paying  the  expenses  of  one  delegate- 
ttt-large,  the  sum  of  8100  be  set  apart  by  this  Department 
Convention  to  be  equally  divided  among  all  the  represent- 
atives of  this  Department  who  are  in  attendance  on  the 
Eighth  National  Convention.

Motion  by  Mrs.  Sine  that  a  Stenographer  be  procured  for 
next  Department  Convention.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Howison 
and  others.  •  Carried. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Bristol  that  records  of  yesterday's  session, 
as  read  and  corrected  be  approved,  Seconded  by  Mrs. 
Manahan,  of  Elgin,  and  carried. 

Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders  spoke  of  an  important  report  she 
had  to  read. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Sine  seconded  by  Mrs.  Kyle  that  we  hear 
Mrs.  Sanders'  report  of  the  Executive  Board.     Carried. 

President:  "Ladies,  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board 
comes  in  the  Council  Minutes  and  the  DepH  Secretary  has 
requested  Mrs.  Sanders,  chairman  of  Executive  Board,  to 
read  it,  which  she  will  do  in  its  proper  place." 

The  Council  Minutes  were  read  as  follows:

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  Department  President, 
Mrs.  Leaverton,  af  3:00  p.  m.  with  all  members  present  ex- 
cept the  Chaplain.

The  case  of  the  little  cripple  boy,  recommended  by  the 
National  President  in  a  circular,  also  by  letter  to  Past  Dep't 
President  Mrs.  Bradford  concerning  his  situation,  having 
been  overlooked  l)y  the  Convention  just  closed,  Mrs.  Brad- 
ford more  fully  explained  the  case,  and  read  the  letter,  etc., 
and  expressed  the  hoi)e  that  some  action  would  be  taken 
by  the  Council  in  the  matter. 

Mrs.  Sanders  moved  that  the  Dep't  President  attend  to 
this  matter  in  her  first  General  Orders,  suggesting  to  Corps 
to  contribute  oOcts  each,  as  recommended  in  the  letter  from 
National  President.     Seconded  by  ]\[rs.  Sine.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Sanders  also  moved  that  the  Pioceedings  of  the 
Fifth  Annual  Convention,  and  the  others  so  far  as  they 
would  go,  be  distributed  to  Corps,  reserving  about  two  hun- 
dred with  the  Treasurer  for  new  Corps.  Seconded  by  Mrs. 
Distin.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Bradford  moved  that  Dep't  Pi'esident  correspond 
with  Mrs.  Gertie  Rogers,  Secretary  of  Pension  and  Relief 
Committee,  concerning  the  intention  of  the  telegram  about 
Nurses,  and  act  in  accordance  by  consent  of  the  Council 
through  General  Orders.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Cleveland. 
Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Sanders,  and  seconded  by  3Irs.  Sine, 
that  1000  copies  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  Proceed- 
ings bo  i)rinted  nnd  sent  out  as  follows:  four  (4)  be  sent  to 
Corps  (1  for  tile  and  the  three  to  the  President,  S.  V.  P.  and 
J.  V.  P.  for  reference),  reserving  a  supply  of  200  for  Corps 
yet  to  be  formed  and  the  residue  for  hmIc  on  :ii)i)lic;ition 
from  members  for  l.jcts.  each.     Carried. 

The  matter  of  obsolete  i)apers,  blanks,  etc.,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Dejj't  Secretary  was  mentioned  by  iMiss  Cleveland 
and  HJie  re<'ommende«l  lliat  some  aelioii  be  t:;ken  iw  regjirc} 
to  su<li. 
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Mrs.  Stadden  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Bradford  that  ob- 
solete papers,  blanks,  etc.,  be  looked  over  by  the  Dep't 
President,  and  such  as  were  in  her  opinion  of  no  further  use 
be  destroyed  and  those  concerning  which  she  was  doubtful 
reserve  for  action  by  the  Dep't  Council.     Carried. 

A  communication  having  been  given  to  Dep't  President 
concerning  Roster,  to  be  printed  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Fairbanks,  of 
113  Adams  street,  Chicago,  for  free  distribution,  the  date 
to  be  furnished  by  Dep't  Secretary  as  soon  as  practicable, 
he  to  furnish  according  to  his  letter  200  copies  without  ad- 
vertisements and  1000  with,  to  the  Dep't  free. 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Sine  seconded  by  Mrs.  Bradford  that  his 
proposal  be  accepted.     Carried. 

No  further  business  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call 
of  the  President.

A  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Executive  Board  during 
the  year  was  read  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders, 
as  follows:

Dep't  Secretary,  W.  R.  C.  of  Illinois: 

I  hereby  submit  to  the  Department  cjouncil  the  report  of 
the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  for  the  past  year. 

By  request  of  Mrp.  D.  A.  Leaverton,  Dep't  President,  I  is- 
sued Circular  letter  to  the  members  of  the  Board  asking 
their  sanction  of  the  request  for  me  to  audit  the  books  of 
Department  Treasurer  during  the  year.  Having  received 
their  ai)proval,  I  have  acted  in  accordance,  and  audited  the 
accouiats  three  times. 

Owing  to  unavoidable  dclny  tlicy  were  not  audited  until 
late  in  the  first  (piarter. 

The  ofiice  of  l>ei)artm('nt  Treasurci-.  Mi-ss  Ada  Carlton, 
was  always  found  in  order,  well  tilled  witli  necessary  sup- 
plies as  far  na  ))OKsible,  and  lu^r  accoiintM  con-ect. 

Iteuiembering  that  tlu' mattrr  of  a  Souvenir    Badge    had 
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been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  I  turned  to  the  re- 
cords of  Sixth  Dep't  Convention  which  seem  obscure  on  the 
subject,  yet  follow  the  approved  Article,  No.  8,  which  says 
that  any  change  in  size  or  shape  must  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  B  oard. 

I  at  once  corresponded  with  the  members  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  asking  suggestions  from  each,  all  seeming-  to  agree 
in  the  idea  that  the  "Sucker"  must  be  reduced  in  size,  and 
if  possible  made  more  attractive.  Sufiice  it  to  say,  the  un- 
dertaking was  a  matter  of  no  small  dimensions.  Mrs.  Pit- 
kin living  in  Chicago  was  asked  to  secure  samples  and  fig- 
ures on  the  sanle.  Having  visited  many  houses,  she  found 
little  encouragement,  and  thought  best  to  await  a  time, 
when  together  we  might  canvas  the  citj'.  In  the  meantime 
I  wrote  to  houses  in  Chicago,  Boston,  'Philadelphia  and 
New  York  stating  the  desires  of  the  Committee,  some  re- 
pled,  but  more  did  not  notice  my  request  for  samples.  I  vis 
ited  Chicago,  Bloomington,  Peoria  and  Jacksoville,  to  see 
what  I  could  do  personally.  Mrs.  Pitkin's  and  my  experi- 
ence up  to  the  time  of  National  Convention  amounted  to 
considerable  but  resulted  in  nothing  that  we  were  willing  to 
accept  and  place  upon  our   Department. 

While  we  were  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  were  being  cen- 
sured for  not  having  a  Souvenir  for  National  Convention,  we 
were  willing  to  suffer  censure  rather  than  to  place  a  bill  of 
expense  upon  the  Department  for  a  Souvenir  that  the  Com- 
mittee might  refuse  to  accept. 

Since  that  time  I  have  corresponded  with  different  lirms 
I  have  seen  advertised  but  all  to  no  avail.  Finally,  deter- 
mined not  to  fail  in  the  execution  of  duty,  I  i)revailed  upon 
a  jeweler  of  my  own  town  to  assist  me;  Ms  correspondence 
availed  nothing,  and  now  almost  totally  discouraged  and 
ready  to  recommend  that  Illinois  have  no  Souvenir  Badge, 
my  friend  promised  to  make  and  secure  me  some  samples, 
which  after  months  of  waiting,  I  have  secured  for  your  ap- 
proval or  rjeection. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  these:  all  firms  with  whom  we 
corresponded     or   visited,  thought  there   was    not    money 
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enough  in  the  manufacture  of  the  "suckeris"  to  warrant  their 
time  to  devise.  The  friend  -svho  so  kindly  assisted  us,  has 
visited  Chicago  twice,  done  much  corresponding,  and  paid 
for  the  silver  that  is  contained  in  the  samples.  I  i)resent 
them  to  you,  and  though  small,  you  have  no  idea  of  the 
amount  of  talk  and  writing  it  has  taken  to  be  able  to  present 
these  small  specimens. 

The  manufacturer  of  these  samples  has  applied  for  pat- 
ent, thereby  reserving  the  sole  manufacture  of  the  same, 
which  in  consideration  of  the  amount  of  labor  and  expense 
he  has  assumed,  we  can  but  justify  his  claims. 

We  present  the  same  with  their  prices  for  manufacturing, 
and  beg  lief  to  submit  the  following  recommendations. 

1.  That  this  Committee  be  asked  to  make  a  statement  of 
the  labor  performed  in  securing  these  samples,  to  the  Sev- 
enth Convention,  that  all  of  the  Convention  may  see  the  de- 
mands in  the  case,  and  vote  wisely  on  the  adoption  or  re- 
jection of  a  sample  presented. 

Sec.  II.  That  these  samples  be  examined  by  every 
member  of  the  Convention  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Sec.  III.  That  the  Convention  as  a  whole  have  a  voice 
in  the  election  of  a  Souvenir  pin. 

2.  Your  Executive  Board  would  hereby  recommend  that 
the  "Silver  Sucker"  hung  by  the  mouth  to  a  plain  bar  pin 
be  adopted  by  this  Convention  as  a  suitable  Souvenir  for 
the  Drp't  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C. 

3.  Stricken  out. 

4.  In  regard  to  the  bill  of  Thirty-four  dollars  and  Xinety- 
one  cents  presented  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Miss  Cleve- 
land and  Mrs.  Bradford  to  answer  the  appeal  of  Mrs.  San- 
ders to  National  President,  we  recommend  that  the  bill  be 
not  allowed.

The  following  information  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  Posts  desiring 
the  formation  of  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  tie- 
public. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  our ''Objects,"  Cliap.  I,  Art.  2,  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

"Sec.  1.  To  specially  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of  tiie  Repul)- 
lic,  and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their    heroic   dead. 

"Sec.  2.  To  assist  such  Union  veterans  as  need  our  help  and  pro- 
tection, and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  their  widows  and  orphans. 

"To  find  them  homes  and  employment,  and  assure  them  of  sympathy 
and  friends.  To  cherish  and  emulate  the  deeds  ol  our  army  nurses, 
and  of  all  loyal  women  who  rendered  loving  service  to  their  country 
in  her  hour  of  peril. 

"Sec.  3.  To  inculcate  lessons  of  patriotism  and  love  of  country  a- 
mong  our  children  and  in  the  communities  in  which  we  live;  to  dis- 
countenance whatever  tends  to  we  d<en  loyalty  and  to  enconrag*  the 
spreodof  universal  fibefty  and  equal  rights  to  all   men." 

Also  Chap.  1.  Art.  4.  "Eligibility."     All   loyal  women  o?  -ood  moral

Application  for  charter  intisl  l)e  made  upon  reg;ular  l)lanks  fiiniishcd 
bv  Department  Head(inarters.  Tiiis  application  nuLst  liave  at  least 
ten  (10)  si>;naturesof  women  elij^iblo  fo  membersliin,  and  beendorseil 
by  theCwnimander  of  the  Post  applying  for  Charter.  Said  application 
to^-ether  witii  Money  Order  or  Draft,  for  Charter  fee  and  supplies,  must 
be  sent  to  tiiese  Ile^adijuarters,  Money  Order  or  Draft  made  payabl-?  to 
Miss  Ada  Carlton,  Dep't  Treasurer,  Bloaminjiton,  111. 

The  names  of  those  present  at  [nstitution  of  Corps  and  In- 
stallation, are  the  only  names  to  ai)pear  upon  the  Charter;  for  this 
reason  Charters  cannot  be  sent  to  the  Corps  till  after  the  report  of  Ia- 
stitution  is  received  at  IIead(iuarters.  A  dispensation  cannot  be 
granted  by  which  other  nani(  sa  maybe   added. 

Upon  receipt  of  application  duly  signed  and  endorsed,  together 
\\i*M  the  necessary  amount  for  Charter  fees  and  Supplies,  a  Charter 
will  be  issued  and  the  l)(>partment  President  will  designate  some  suit- 
able person  to  institute  tlie  Corns,  install  the  officers  and  give  the 
necessary  instruction. 

Corps  must  bear  the  name  of  Post  to  which  they  are  auxiliary. 

The  membership  fee  is  not  less  than  One  Dollar,  price  of  badge  t;) 
be  added  thereto.  See  page  5,  R.  11.  The  fee  for  Charter  Members  al- 
so is  One  Dollar  and  price  of  badge  added,  to  avoid  iiard  feelings  by 
those  who  enter  the  Corps  soon  after  its  organization.  Charter  mem- 
bers may  raise  the  necessary  fee  in  any  way  deemed  advisable. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  no  mistake  is  made  in  the  selection  of 
charter  members.  The  future  of  a  Corps  largely  depends  upon  the 
choice  thus  made.  The  order  needs  intelligent,  zealous,  unselfish 
workers,  who  will  join  our  ranks  out  of  love  for  and  to  assist  us  in 
carrying  out  the  {)rinciplesof  our  Order. 

Should  the  community  be  small  in  which  the  Corps  is  organizeil, 
and  niaiTy  I'eside  at  a  distance,therc  should  be  a  sullicieiif  nuuiber  who 
reside  in  the  city  to  form  a  good  working  (juorum— eight  at  least. 

Otlicers  for  a  Coqis  must  not  be  elected  until  after  Cori)s  is  oganiz- 
ed,  and  then  under  the  direction  of  the  Instituting  officer.  To  save 
time  they  may  be  selected  at  a  i)reliminary  meeting,  but  with  due 
ret\"rence  to  tlieir  ability. 

Treasurer  of  new  Cori)S  must  give  bond  at  installation,  or  before 
the  next  regular  meeting.  She  muftt  give  to  the  President  all  money 
received  for  tlie  corps  and  take  a  receipt  therefor  prior  to  giving  bond.

She  was  asked  of  what  they  stood  most  in  need.  She  replied  that 
quilts  are  always  acceptable;  and  that  on  account  of  there  beinsc  a 
number  of  soldiers  in  the  Hospital  so  afJlictcd  that  they  are  unable  to 
lie  down,  easy  rocking  chairs — not  new  fashioned  ones,  but  the  good 
old  time  Boston  Rocker — would  be  much  appreciated. 

Thirty  eight  Corps  volunteered  through  their  representatives  to  each 
send  a  high-backed  rocking  clunir  with  cushion  and  head  rest. 

The  Departinetit  Prosidont  retjuc'sts  all  Corps  to  report  in  full  to 
Dep't  Secretary  all  donations  sent  to  tlie  Soldiers'  Home  at  Quincy,  du- 
ring tiie  year,  that  a  conii)lete  record  may  be  kept.

As  the  great  National  holiday,  the  30th  of  May,  approaches  wo  find 
the  Grand  Army  busy  in  making  preparations  for  the  proper  observance 
of  that  day  in  cherishing  tenderly  the  memory  of  their  heroic  dead. 

Let  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  the  Department  cf 
Illinois  feel  it  not  only  a  duty,  but  a  pleasure  to  assist  this  noble  and 
patriotic  Order,  the  Grand  A<rmy  of  the  Republic,  in  this,  their  labor  of 
love,  strewing  flowers  upon  the  graves  of  their  fallen  comrades,  and 
thus  honor  those  brave  men  who  left  all  the  pleasant  associations  of 
home  and  friends  to  face  the  many  hardships  of  camp,  march,  skirmish 
and  hard  fought  battles  where  hundreds  of  thousands  of  brave,'  true- 
hearted  men  laid  down  their  lives  that  the  Nation  might  live  and  per- 
petuate the  only  true  form  of  government  a 'living  example  to  all  Na- 
tions. 

We  are  reminded  that  death  is  fast  thinning  the  ranks  of  the  Grand 
Army.  In  this  Department  alone,  there  has  been  over  two  hundred 
comrades  laid  in  the  silent  tomb  since  last  Memorial  Day.

The  beautiful  and  appropriate  custom  of  preparing  a  mound  or  mon- 
ument in  memory  of  our  Unknown  Dead  should  be  observed.  Lot  a 
call  be  made  in  every  community  asking  those  whose  dear  ones  sleep  on 
battle-field,  or  in  National  Cemetery  to  add  a  testinaonial  of  flowers 
with  card  attached,  bearing  name,  company  and  regiment  to  be  re- 
membered. 

Bring  the  children  to  assist  in  this  beautiful  service  by  gathering  and 
strewing  the  flowers.  Teach  their  young  hearts  to  value  the  sacrifice 
the  soldiers  have  made  and  instill  into  their  minds  a  reverence  for  Mem- 
morial  Day,  "Inculcate  lessons  of  patriotism  and  love  of  Country  among 
our  children  and  in  the  communities  in  which  we  live"  on  this  Memor- 
ial Day,  1889,  the  Centennial  year  of  our  National  Existence,  in  such  a 
manner  that  those  lessons  will  live  long  after  we  have  entered  the  ha^- 
ven  of  rest. 

Death  has  entered  the  ranks  of  the  Relief  Corps  and  taken  from  our 
number  those  who  were  loyal  and  true,  and  ever  ready  to  respond  to  the 
calls  of  charity.  Above  them  let  us  place  a  floral  tribute  in  luemory  of 
loving  service  rendered.  Let  every  corps  attend  Memorial  Service  in  a 
body  the  Sabbath  preceding  Memorial  Day. 
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Attention  is  called  to  Circular  Letter  from  Past  Junior  Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief,  Allan,  of  Richmond,  V.'i.  It  is  the  wish  of  Dopt. 
President  that  all  corps  will  feel  it  a  privilege  to  respond  to  this  call. 
Corps  Chaplains  will  please  make  mention  of  the  amount  sent  to  Com- 
rade Allen  to  Dept.  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Mary  R.  Fletcher,  Morris,  111,

Report  of  Investigating  Committee. 

Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  Department  President: 

The  investigating  Committee  in  the  case  of  appeal  by  Mrs.  Margaret 
I.  Sandos,  appointed  by  the  Sixth  Departmont  Convention  of  the  W.  R. 
C,  held  at  Springfield,  111.,  beginning  Feb.  120,  and  ending  Feb.  2*2,  1880, 
respectfully  report. 

The  Committee  met  in  Chicago,  March  27,1880,  and  made  thorough 
and  impartial  investigation  of  the  statements  contained  in  the  pamphlet 
publislied  and  circulated  by  Mrs.  CelesLia  I).  Messenger  of  said  Con- 
vention, and  after  examining  various  witnesses,  records,  letters,  itc,  find: 
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That  Mulligan  Relief  Corps  No.  23,  did  enter  into  a  business 
enterprise  at  the  International  Encampment  held  at  Chicago, 
which  for  various  reasons  given  in  evidence  proved  a  pecuniary 
failure;  there  remaining  after  the  final  settlement  between  two  and 
three  hundred  dollars  indebtedness. 

Among  the  witnesses  summoned  were  Mrs.  Messenger,  and  the  gen- 
tlemen whose  affidavits  are  contained  in  said  pamphlet.  Of  the  latter, 
one  had  been  paid  in  full,  another  did  not  care  to  come,  and  only  one 
appeared. 

This  gentleman  stated  that  he  was  not  aware  of  the  use  to  which  his 
name  would  be  applied  when  his  bill  was  requested  of  him;  but  was  led 
to  believe  that  it  was  merely  to  be  presented  for  payment.  Had  he  so 
known  he  would  not  have  allowed  his  name  to  be  used  to  the  prejudice 
of  Mrs.  Sandes. 

It  was  shown  by  a  number  of  witnesses  from  Mulligan  Corps  that  said 
Corps  had  by  vote  authorized  their  President,  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes 
to  take  entire  charge  of  the  Corps  interest,  funds  and  otherwise,  at  said 
Encampment;  that  Mrs.  Sandes  was  assisted  by  many  members  of  her 
Corps  who  were  cognizant  of  and  satisfied  with  the  way  in  which  the 
business  was  conducted;  and  that  said  Corps  was  made  aware  from  the 
first  of  the  deficit  in  their  receipts,  and  understood  perfectly  all  the 
proceedings  pertaining  to  the  Encampment.  That  some  of  these  bills 
have  been  paid,  and  the  rest  are  being  gradually  cleared  off. 

It  was  further  shown  that  strict  account  was  kept  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  expended;  money  and  tickets  were  carefully  balanced;  ac- 
counts audited;  reports  submitted  and  accepted  by  Corps,  and  said 
Corps  23  entirely  absolved  Mrs.  Sandes  from  any  blame  in  the  matter. 
The  Committee  had  placed  in  their  hands  a  full  report  of  Encampment 
signed  by  four  of  the  Executive  Committee — being  all  save  Mrs.  Lundy 
— and  also  a  long  list  of  accounts  audited  and  signed  by  the  same.  &;tid 
report  had  been  accepted  by  the  Corps. 

Several  witnesses  testified  that  the  statement  that  Mrs.  fj  nc'cs  \v::s 
in  the  habit  of  frequenting  saloons,  was  wholly  false,  and  had  no  more 
serious  foundation  than  the  two  following  trival  incidents: 

Mrs.  Sandes  went  to  Brighton  Park  to  install  a  Corps,  accompanied 
by  seven  ladies,  members  of  Mulligan  Corps,  and  two  gentlemen,  past 
Commanders.  They  returned  at  a  late  hour  in  a  severe  rain  storm,  and 
while  waiting  for  a  street  car,  all  took  refuge  in  the  waiting  room  of  a 
saloon — the  only  shelter  accessible  at  that  late  hour,  and  while  waiting 
the  gentlemen  procured  for  the  ladies  some  hot  lemonade. 

The  other  occasion  was  when  Mrs.  Sandes  walked  home  uf  Icr  meet- 
ing with  one  of  her  Corps  members  whose  husband  kept  a  saloon.  On 
passing  her  husband's  place  of  business  this  lady  stepped  in  to  get  her 
night-key,  leaving  Mrs.  Sandes  outside  walking  slov.ly  on  till  she  re- 
joined her. 
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Testimony  given,  also  proved  that  the  alleged  ballet  dancing  had  been 
traced  to  the  simple  fact  that  Mrs.  Sandes,  who  was  a  member  of  a 
musical  club,  had  participated  in  an  entertainment  given  by  said  club 
under  the  direction  of  its  leader,  Prof.  Pratt.  The  entertainment  wag 
called  the  opera  of  Lucille,  and  the  chorus  dressed  in  peasant  costume. 
Mrs.  Sandes  wore  a  dress  with  long  sleeves  and  high  neck,  and  as  long 
as  to  the  tops  of  her  boots.  The  dancing  consisted  in  joining  hands  and 
stopping  slowly  to  the  music  while  they  sang. 

In  regard  to  the  entertainment  at  Central  Music  Hall,  evidence  giv- 
en shows  that  it  was  an  enterprise  entered  into  by  Mrs.  Sandes  and  Mrs. 
Wallace  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  pay  off  the  Corps  indebtedncEs. 
That  the  Corps  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  voting  only  to  lend  their 
name,  and  with  the  explicit  understanding  that  no  report  was  to  be 
submitted  unless  proceeds  were  realized.  There  was  no  audience,  and 
the  result  was  8G0  indebtedness,  which  was  paid  by  Gen.  Wallace  and 
Mr.  Sandes. 

The  Exposition  booth  was  also  a  personal  affair.  Did  not  \ise  the 
Corps  name  and  was  in  no  wise  connected  with  the  Corps.  The  stand 
was  given  to  Mrs.  Wallace,  and  the  proceeds  realized  were  applied  to 
thc-ae  debts. 

The  Committee  examined  the  Corps  records  and  found  that  Mrs. 
Messenger  had  been  regularly  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues;  and 
they  had  placed  in  their  hands  two  letters,  one  from  the  Dept.  Presi- 
dent of  Col.,  Mrs.  Augusta  B.  Henderson,  and  one  from  Mrs.  Hamm, 
President  of  Garfield  Corps,  Leadville.  Mrs.  Henderson's  letter  shows 
by  date  and  statistics  that  on  Nov.  29,  1884,  a  meeting  was  held  at  which 
application  for  charter  was  signed,  and  preliminaries  for  establishing  a 
Corps  carried  out.  That  Mrs.  Messenger  wa?  elected  President  of  said 
Garfield  Corps,  Dec.  i,  188±,  and  installed  Dec.  11,  1881.  Was  granted  a 
visiting  card  Dec.  17,  1884  -six  days  after  her  installation.  That  she 
never  presided  in  said  Corps  and  never  at  any  time  paid  any  duos  into 
their  treasury.  On  March  5, 1883,  she  resigned  her  oHico  of  Pres.,  and 
on  the  same  day  became  a  charter  member  of  James  A.  Mulligan  Corps 
of  Chiotigo.  Fourteen  months  after  she  applied  to  Garfield  Corps  for 
an  honorable  discharge.  She  had  been  dropped  for  dues;  but  on  May  (), 
1S8G,  the  ffartield  Corps  ,votcd  to  remit  horduos  and  grant  her  an  Imn 
orablo  discharge. 

The  letter  says:  "Sue  Sanders,  then  Dept.  President  of  111.,  granted 
her  a  Past  President's  badge,  although  Colorado  does  not  recognize  lier 
as  such,  nor  has  she  ever  done  so."  This  letter  wis  indorsed  by  Mrs. 
Catherine  C.  Kennedy,  Dej)t.  Counselor  of  Col.,  and  corroborated  in  de-. 
tail  by  the  letter  from  the  I'rosident  of  Garliehl  Corps.  This  evident^' 
proves  be;; iMiil  ilisputc  tli.it  Mrs.  Messenger  is  iidt  a  lueinher  <>f  the 
Order. 

Mrs.  Sandes    left   her  dofente  entirely    to  the    Mulligan    (Jorps   am.l. 
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most  faithfully  and  devotedly  has  it  supported  her;  and  the  Committee 
could  not  fail  to  discern  the  feeling  of  earnestness  and  spirit  of  harmony 
which  seems  to  prevdil  in  said  Corps  to  an  unusual  degree.  The  best 
evidence  of  the  confidence  and  esteem  in  which  Mrs.  Sandes  is  held  ex- 
ists in  the  fact  that  she  was  re-elected  Pres.  this  year  for  the  fourth  term. 

The  following  resolutions  handed  to  Committee,  speak  for  themselves: 

"At  a  regular  meeting  of  Col.  Jas.  A.  Mulligan,  W.  R.  C,  held  March 
21,  the  following  resolutions  were  read  and  adopted: 

"Whereas:  A  pamphlet  was  circulated  at  the  Dept.  Convention  of 
the  W.  R.  C.  at  Springfield,  in  the  month  of  February,  containing  state- 
ments which  we  believe  to  be  scandalous  and  false  in  every  parcicular, 
and  in  which  the  name  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  was 
introduced  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cast  an  imputation  upon  her  charac- 
ter.    Therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved:  That  this  Corps  as  a  body  repudiate  said  pamphlet,  and 
the  persons  who  were  engaged  in  such  circulation  of  said  document. 

"Resolved:  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  duly  signed  by  the 
Corps  Secretary  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence at  last  meeting,  with  instructions  to  present  the  same  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Investigation  appointed  by  the  Dept. 

Mary  Thiell,  Secretary  W.  R.  C.  No.  2.3." 

Therefore:  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  evidence,  and  much 
more  which  can  not  be  cited,  be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  statements  contained  in  said  pamphlet  are  base 
and  malicious  misrepresentations,  and 

Resolved:  That  Mrs.  Margaret  I.  Sandes,  having  suffered  from  un- 
just suspicions  and  distrust  arising  therefrom,  deserves  the  earnest 
sympathy  and  respect  of  all  members  of  the  W.  R.  C.  of  this  Dept.  or 
elsewhere,  as  an  honorable  woman  and  a  worthy  member  of  our  Order. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

In  compliance  with  the  call  of  National  President,  the  National  Con- 
vention of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  will  meet  at  10  o'clock  A.  M., 
August  28,  1889,  in  Immanuel  Church,  on  Astor  street,  (one  block  from 
all  Headquarters,)  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

Mrs.  Georgie  Berry,  of  Quincy,  is  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Recep- 
tion Committee  at  Illinois  Headquarters,  which  will  be  established  in 
the  High  School  building,  corner  of  Cass  and  Knap  streets,  where  all 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  W.  R.  C.  and  Sons  of 
Veterans  will  be  given  a  cordial  welcome. 

I.  Special  attention  is  called  to  National  General  Order  No.  6,  Sec. 
IX.  As  the  National  Convention  is  the  most  important  meeting  of  the 
year  on  account  of  the  opportunity  it  affords  for  legislation,  the  Depart- 
ment President  earnestly  requests  the  prompt  attendance  of  each  Rep- 
resentative from  Dept.  of  Illinois  and  urges  them  to  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  each  session  and  attend  to  business  until  Convention  closes. 
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That  they  may  legislate  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  the  Representatives 
should  make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  laws  and  rules 
of  our  Order  and  also  parliamentary  usages. 

II.  The  Bronze  Recognition  pins,  (Recognition  Badges)  price  2')  cents, 
can  be  procured  from  Dep't.  Treasurer,  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  of  Blooming- 
ton.    The  pin  will  be  furnished  in  gold  for  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

III.  Attention  is  directed  to  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chapter  II.  Ar- 
ticle II.,  Sec.  4,  which  says,  "A  ballot  with  ball  ballots  shall  be  had.' 
Therefore,  all  Corps  will  use  white  and  black  balls,  (not  cubes)  uniform 
in  size. 

IV.  All  Corps  will  be  inspected  during  the  months  of  October  and 
November.  Those  wishing  to  be  reported  excellent  by  the  Inspector 
must  be  well  drilled.  Ritual  memorized  by  officers,  have  National  and 
Department  General  Orders  filed  in  Order-file,  Secretary's  Record  and 
Order  stubs  complete  and  well  kept,  and  Treasurer's  Ledger,  Cash 
book,  receipt  stubs,  and  vouchers  in  proper  shape.  The  Revised  Service 
Books  of  1888  contain  instructions  on  Inspection.  Corps  not  having 
these  should  order  at  once  from  Dept.  Treasurer.  The  price  is  given  on 
the  Requisitions  for  supplies. 

V.  Mrs.  Rozona  Nosbaum,  of  Marshall,  and  Mrs.  Tina  R.  Martin,  of 
Macomb,  having  declined  to  serve  as  aides  on  Dept.  President's  StalT, 
Mrs.  Georgie  Berry,  of  Quincy,  and  Mrs.  Carrie  B.  Geaxy,  of  East  St.

VII.  Corps  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  a 
National  Organization  working  under  one  form  of  Government;  and  in 
order  to  have  uniform  work  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  our  Order 
must  be  faithfully  obeyed.  Corps  may  adopt  By-Laws  for  their  govern- 
ment, not  conflicting  with  Rules  and  liegulations  or  Orders  of  the  Na- 
tional or  Department  Conventions.

The  Department  President  wishes  to  cojamand  Corps  Presidents 
for  promptness  in  sending  quarterly  reports  to  Department  Head-' 
quarters  at  the  close  of  last  quarter,  and  would  respectfully  remind 
them  that  they  ai-e  responsible  for  promtness  in  mailing  these  re- 
ports to  Department  Secretary  on  the  first  day  of  October.  It  is  al- 
so your  duty  to  see  that  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  Reports  agree 
as  to  tlie  "number  in  good  standing"  and  "amount  expended  for  re- 
lief before  attesting  the  same.  Per  capita  tax  must  be  paid  on  each 
member  reported  even  though  said  member  may  have  been  initiated 
at  the  very  last  meeting  of  the  quarter. 

Drafts  or  Money  Orders  for  per  capita  tax  (which  is  eight  cents  per 
member  in  good  standing)  should  be  drawn  payable  to  Department 
Treasurer,  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  Bloomington,  111.,  and  i)laced  in  an  en- 
velope, together  with  the  Secretary's  report  and  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port and  circcted  to  the  Department  Secretary,  Miss  Martin.  Lindsey, 
Palestine,  III: 

Corps  Treasurers  will  notice  that  the  "(Quarterly  report  of  Treasur- 
er" blank  contains  a  "Report  of  General  Fund'"  and  a  "Report  of 
Relif^f  Fund.''  These  two  must  be  kept  separate.  Get  each  item  in- 
to its  proper  place. 

All  Corps  having  i-iuurterly  reports  in  to  Department  Secretary  not 
later  than  the  fifth  of  Oi^tober,  and  correct  in  every  partit-ular  will 
receive  credit  for  the  same  in  General  Orders. 

Corps  Treasurers  should  be  careful  to  promptly  notify  in  writing 
all  ni'Mubers  six  months  in  arrears  .so  that  none  may  have  cause  to 
feel  that  they  are  neglected. 

Department  President  would  recommend  that  Treasurers  remind 
members  of  their  indebtedness  to  tlie  Corps  by  reading  names  at  the 
last  meeting  in  each  quarter— stating  how  many  quarters  each  one  is 
in  arrears. 

Treasurer's  Cash  ]'>ooU  must  be  Dalunced  at  the  close  of  each    quar- 
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ter.    Dues  should  be  charged  on  Ledger  the  first  day  of  the   quarter, 
and  credit  given  when  paid. 

The  Relief  Fund  account  mu?t  bo  kept  separate  from  the  General 
Fund  account. 

Secretaries  siiould  keep  ill  bick  part  of  Roll  Book  a  list  of  lost 
members,  giving  name,  date  and  cause  of  loss. 

Names  of  suspended  members  should  not  be  placed  on  tliis  list. 

Treasurers  will  also  give  date  and  cause  of  loss  en  lost  member's 
Ledger  page. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  audit  Treasurer's  and  other  ofTicers' 
books  at  the  close  of  »ach  quarter,  approved  or  dis-approved  and  re- 
port to  corps  in  writini^.

in.  The  time  of  election  of  Corp.sotHcer.s  is  near  at  hand  and  I 
would  sn^'gest  that  in  electing?  membens  to  fill  ollices  it  kIiouM  be  an 
unvarying' rule  to  elect  only  those  who  are  earnest,  capable,  and  regn- 
lar  ill  attendance.  I  will  repeat  wh  it  I  have  said  before:  "That  if  al  1 
ofHcers  would  remember  and  stricily  live  up  to  their  oblitjations  of 
ollice,  Corp.s  would  seldom,  if  ever,  fail  to  have  a  quorum  ;and  I  think 
that  every  member  should  duly  consider  the  obli^'ation  befcrc  she  ac- 
cjjUs  an  office;  for  no  Corps  can  do  <rood  work  unles.-  the  officers  as 
well  as  the  other  members  are  faithful  in  attendanco, 

IV.  Attention  is  called  to  Rules  and  llegulations,  Cliapter  II.  Arti- 
cle VII,  .Sections  1.  2  and  3  which  states  the  time  and  manner  of 
electing  and  installing  Corps  officers,  and  also  electing  Delegates  and 
Alternates  to  Dei):ii  tment  Convention. 

The  election  of  .'delegates  is  based  upon  the  number  of  members  in 
good  standing  in  reports  for  the  Quarter  ending  September  30,    1889. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Gth  Dep't  Conveiaio'n  ccncernirg 
the  representation  to  Dep't  Convention  being  considered  unconstitut- 
ional by  National  President,  was  declared  null  and  void  by  her.

IX.  1  \\(juld  ii'Spectfully  call  attention  to  a  rc(pu'St  made  in  a  pre- 
vious General  Order  that  Corps  n>port  to  Dep't  Secretary  all  '.'.onations 
made  to  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  thntn  record  of  the  same  might 
be  kept,  in  .-ending  articles  intended  for  IIns|)ital,  they  sliould  be 
directed  t«j  tht!  lidspital  ;  if  for  the  Dilnaiy  thev  should  bedirecteii  to 
the  Library  ;  if  to  to  a  s].eiial  cottage,  the  arljc  les  should  lie  directed 
to  Collage  No. , 
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X.  Ill  vi.siting  the  Library  of  tlie  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at 
Qiiiiicy,  I  noticed  that  the  books  are  not  nuinerons  and  that  many  of 
them  were  of  a  kind  wliich  were  far  from  useful  or  entertaining;.  Now 
if  any  C'orps  are  tliiiikini;  of  making  a  Thanksgivin;;  or  Christmas  do- 
nation to  the  Home,  nothing  would  l)e  more  a])pre(iated  than  a  gift  of 
good  books.  For  those  wishing  to  send  books  it  would  be  necessary 
(to  avoid  -getting  too  many  books  of  one  kind)  to  confer  with  Wm.

XII.  The.  Third  National  Convention  W.  B.  C.  decided,  "That 
Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Beath's  Blue  Book  stand  as  authority  for 
all  otTicial  opinions  and  decisions." 

If  Corps  would  provide  themselves  with  a  copy  of  this  book,  it 
would  settle  many  questions  for  them  which  otherwise  costs  much 
time  and  postage  in  asking  and  answering.  (See  Corps  Bequisifions 
for  prices  of  the  same.) 

XIII.  Members  when  preferring  charges  against  another  member 
of  the  AV.  B.  C.  must  not  have  said  charges  sworn  to  before  a  Notary 
Public  thrcby  divulging  the  business  transactions  of  the  Corps,  lo  per- 
sons not  members  of  the  order  ;  neither  must  any  member  publish  any 
of  the  business  of  any  Corps  in  the  public  press  without  vote  of  Corps.

The  blanks  for  tlic  4th  quarter's  lepoi  t  arj  c  nclosed  with  tliis  General 
Order  and  we  feel  sure,  from  the  promptness  with  which  reports  for 
tiiird  quarter  came  in,  that  even  a  greater  d^i^iree  of  iinpr)vement  will 
be  shown  in  the  fourtli— an  1  for  this  year— last  ri'iuterly  reports. 

I.  Each  Corps  Pre.sident  must  see  that  the  quarterly  1/lanks  of  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  are  proi)eriy  filled  out  and  that  they  agree  in  ev- 
ry  particular  before  siguin;^  the  same  as  correct.  It  is  also  the  Presi- 
dent's duty  to  mail  quarterly  reports  accompanied  per  capita  tax  (8 
cents  per  member)  on  the  first  day  of  January  1893,  to  Miss  Martha 
Lindsey,  Dep't  Secretary,  Palestine,  Crawford  Co.,  111.'  The  Check  or 
order  for  per  capita  tax  must  be  made  payable  to  Miss  Ada  Carlton, 
Dep't  Treasurer,  Bloomington,  111.  B.it  bear  in  mind  that  neither  re- 
port nor  per  capita  tax  must  be  sent  to  Miss  Ada  Carlton — Send  theiu 
to  Dep't  Secretary. 

II.  Any  Corps  in  arrears  for  reports  or  per  capita  tax  shall  be  ex- 
clued  from  any  representation  in  Djp't  Conventicn  until  the  same 
have  been  forwarded.

V.  Two  Election  Return  blanks  have  been  sent  to  each  Corps. 
Since  all  Past  Corj)S  Presidents  in  good  standing  have  a  seat  in  Con- 
vention, and  are  entitled  to  Credential  Cards,  the  Installing  officers 
must    j)Iace  their  nam'\s  (as  Past  Corps  P. esidents)  (III    th-)    Election 

ItctUt  IIS, 
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When  properly  filled  out,  tlie  Instiilling  officer  will  send  one  Elect- 
ion Return  to  the  Dep't  Secretaiy  asd  one  totlie  Dep't  I,  and  I. officer, 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Hannoii,  of  Carlo,  within  three  days  after  iiistalhition. 

It  shall  also  be  stated  to  Mrs.  S.  E.  Hannon  whethf  r  the  install- 
ation was  public  or  private  and  whether  a  joint  service  with  Post  and 
Sons  of  Veterans. 

Installing  Offier  will  immediately  upon  her  arrival,  ascertain  if  all 
reports  and  dues  have  been  forwarded  to  Dep't  Ileadquarfers  as  re- 
quired by  R,  and  11. ;  if  not,  they  must  be  placed  in  her  liands  to  be 
forwarded,  as  Installation  cannot  proceed  until  these  requirements 
are  complied  with.     (See  Revised  Service  Book  ot  1888.) 

VII.  Corpo  Treasuer  slhdl  give  bond  prior  to  her  installation,  in  h 
sum  to  be  named  by  the  Corp.s,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  her  duties. 
Corps  should  o.der  Treasurer's  bond  before  installation. 

VIII.  When  asking  for  a  special  dispensation,  Corps  should  give 
the  name  of  the  person  desiiing  to  be  initiated. 

IX.  Questions  to  be  answered  at  Dep't  Convention  must  be  sent  to 
Dep't  Headquarters  not  later  than  January  20tli. 

X.  Several  Corps  have  asked  concerring  delegates  to  Dep't  Conven- 
tion. We  would  answer  by  calling  attention  to  Chapter  III.,  Article 
II,,  R.  and  R.  Each  Corps  is  entitled  to  one  delegate,  whatever  its 
membership. 

XI.  It  is  developed  from  the  remarks  of  the  Assistant  Inspector, 
that  some  corps  do  not  strictly  follow  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and 
the  Ritual.    These  must  be  followed. 

The  tV.  R.  C.  as  an  organization  is  governed  by  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions ;  and  whatever  is  done  contrary  to  R.  &  R.,  or  any  orders  froril 
proper  authority,  is  illegal.  Rules  and  Regulatioiis  can  be  amended 
only  by  National  Convention. 

XII.  Corps  that  have  not,  should  order  the  latest  Revised 
Rules  &  Regulations  that  all  members  can  be  supplied  with  the  same. 

XIII.  Corps  must  order  all  supplies  wanted  from  Department 
Treasurer  before  Feb.  9.  The  Revised  Service  book  of  1888  (which 
contains  the  Installation  Service)  should  be  procured  by  everyCorps 
not  already  in  possession  of  it,  before  Installation. 

XIV.  Corps  Treasurers  should  pay  out  no  money  unless  voted  by 
the  Corps  and  upon  an  order  drawn  by  the  Secretary,  signed  by  the 
President  and  receipted  on  the  back  by  the  person  to  whom  the  or- 
der is  drawn. 

XV.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Home  and  Employment 
Committee  to  see  that  no  Soldier's  orphan  in  their  vicinity  is  sent  to 
the  poor  house.  There  is  a  Home  at  Normal,  111.,  for  the  orpl  an 
children  of  Soldiers. 
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X\'I.  It  is  witli  pleasine  I  c;ill  tlie  attention  of  the  W.  R.  C.  in  this 
Department  to  tlie  following  object  of  (he  association  known  as  the 
".Sons  of  Veterans." 

"To  keep  green  the  nuMUuiies  of  our  Fathers,  and    their    sacritices 

for  the  maintenance  of  the  I'nion Toaiil  the  member.;  of    the 

(Tfand  Army  of  the  Kepublic  in  the  caring  for  their  heli)less  and  dis- 
abled Veterans:  to  extend  aid  and  protection  to  their  widows  and  or- 
l)hans;  to  perpetuate  the  memory  and  liistory  of    tiieir    lieroic    dead, 

;ind  the    proper  observance  of  Memorial  day To  aid  and  assLst 

worthy  members  of  our  order To  inculcate  patriotism  and   love 

of  country,  not  only  among  our  ni'  mbership,  but  among  all  people  of 
our  land,  and  to  spread  and  sustain  the  doctrine  of  equal  rights,  uni- 
versal liberty  and  justice  to  all."

Mrs.  Harwood  stated  that  she  would  like  to  make  the  an- 
iiouncenient  of  the  entertaininent  for  the  eveniiif^,  sayino;  that 
she  was  in  receipt  of  information  to  the  effect  that  it  would  he 
much  more  pleasant  for  the  ladies  to  attend  the  Camp  Fire  in 
the  Opera  House  than  in  the  Tent;  that  seats  would  be  re- 
served for  the  delegates;  the  same  distinguished  speakers  would 
address  both  audiences;  that  music  and  other  entertainment 
would  be  provided.  The  exercises  to  commence  at  8  o'clock 
p.  m. 

Mrs.  Steele  announced  that  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Illinois  Women's  Soldiers'  Home  Association  would  be  held 
at  1:30  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Miller  then  stated  that  Mrs.  Wickens  of  the  Kansas 
W.  R.  C.  had  a  few  remarks  to  make  to  the  ladies  present;  that 
she  would  have  no  other  opportunity,  and  suggested  that  she 
be  invited  to  speak. 

Mrs.  Wickens  said:  "I  have  just'a  word  to  say  to  you  to- 
day. I  don't  want  to  take  up  your  time  very  long.  Perhaps 
word  has  come  to  you  as  to  how  1  h  ippeued  to  have  the  pleas- 
ant ])rivilege  of  meeting  with  you.  I  am  here  as  General 
Agent  of  the  Gr.  A.  R.  Memorial  College  located  at  Oberlin, 
and  wish  to  bring  it  before  the  Illinois  convention.  I  realize 
fully  that  you  have  other  matters  before  you.  l»iit  would  like  to 
speak  of  this. 

"The  object  of  this  ('oUege  is  the  frei'  education  of  all 
Soldiers'  children,  and  the  manner  in  which  this  institution  is 
maintained  is  by  free  contributions  and  donations,  particularly 
from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  all  over  the  nation,  and  they 
ask  help  of  you  as  one  of  the  Departments  leading  in  the  grand 
work  of  the  Order. 

"I  can  but  feel  that  1  have  l)een  deej)ly  impressed  since 
coming  here  to  Illinois,  the  grand  old  State,  and  to  this  Con- 
vention, and  I  am  exceedingly  anxious  that  all  should  have  the 
privilege  of  contributing  to  this  ("ollcgf.  I  do  not  come  asking 
you  to  draw  upon  your  Treasury;  we  simply  ask  that  you  give 
the  object  your  hearty  endorsement,  and  to  state  that  meml>ers 
desiring  to  do  so,  may  j)ledge  a  certain  sum   for   a   number    of 
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years,  five  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  dollars  per  year,  for  five  or 
more  years.  Delegates  from  the  different  Corps  are  asked  to 
present  this  work  to  their  Corps  upon  their  return  and  aid  us 
in  this  grand  work. 

"'It  ii5  not  a  school  designed  for  the  State  of  Kansas  alone. 
It  is  a  National  College  and  every  CoVps  is  equally  interested 
in  it.  I  will  not  occupy  your  time  longer.  I  know  you  are 
busy  with  your  own  work  and  matters.  1  shall  be  glad  to 
answer  any  and  all  questions,  and  have  a  prospectus  of  the 
school  with  me,  which  I  will  be  pleased  to  deliver  to  any  who 
may  desire." 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Amanda  Clarkson,  of  Cairo,  that  message 
from  Mrs.  Wickens  be  accepted.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Harrison. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Leaverton — ''Ladies  you  remember  something  al)out 
a  special  committee  appointed  in  General  Orders  No.  5;  this  is 
the  result,"  holding  up  a  beautiful  gavel.  '"I  do  not  know  how 
many  have  kept  the  secret.     It  was  intended  to  be  kept. 

"This  gavel  presented  by  the  Department  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C. 
to  Department  of  Illinois  G.  A.  K.  as  a  souvenir  of  the  '  Silver 
Anniversary'  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  pre- 
pared at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  (^200.00)  dollars,  the  greater 
portion  of  the  money  being  contributed  by  the  Corps  of  this 
Department. 

"The  gavel  is  made  of  very  fine  solid  gold,  with  here  and 
there  a  strip  of  sterling  silver  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  one 
color;  in  the  handle  is  set  eighteen  genuine  diamonds,  rubies 
and  saphires.  The  entire  work  is  profusely  decorated  with  the 
various  emblems  of  the  Order,  done  in  different  colors.  It  took 
five  expert  workmen  three  weeks  to  complete  the  gavel.  All 
who  examined  it  pronounced  it  the  finest  piece  of  work  of  the 
kind  ever  produced  in  this  country. 

"Mrs.  Julia  Sine,  Senior  Past  Department  President,  has 
been  duly  appointed  to  make  the  presentation  speech  to  the 
Twenty-fifth  Annual  Department  Encampment  G.  A.  R.  now 
in  session.  I  want  you  all  to  see  the  gavel  before  it  is  pre- 
sented." 

Mrs.  Wickens  added  a  few  remarks  complimentary   to  the 
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Convention,  after  which  Mrs.  Bradley  suggested  tliat  it  would 
be  well  to  meet  at  some  point  where  the  G.  A.  R.  ))ara(k'  could 
be  witnessed. 

Mrs.  Steele — "It  is  possible  that  an  invitation  will  ])e  ex- 
tended to  the  officers  to  witness  the  i)ara(lH  from  the  n'viewin<r 
stand.     I  feel  quite  positive  that  it  will." 

Mrs.  Simpson  suggested  that  the  Convention  form  into 
line  on  each  side  of  the  street,  letting  the  Grand  Army  pass 
through. 

Mrs.  Amanda  Clarkson  moved  that  Mrs.  Simpson's  sugges- 
tion be  accepted.

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•  ADDRESS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  Officers  (Did  Meiiihers  of  the  EigJtth  JJej^/f.  CoHrnilioii. 

Dear  Sisters: — It  is  to  us  a  privilege  to  meet  in  Conven- 
tion at  this  time  and  in  this  pleasant  cit}^  made  famous  as  the 
place  where,  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1866,  the  first  Post  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  organized,  with  only  twelve 
members.  The  founder,  Major  B.  F.  Stephenson,  of  Spring- 
field,  Illinois,  little  dreamed  to  what  magnitude  this  grandest 
of  all  armies  would  attain  before  twenty-fiv^'  y<>;irs  sliould 
pass. 

This  noble  organization  of  Union  soldiers,  bound  together 
by  the  ties  of  brotherhood,  is  broad  enough  in  its  fraternity  to 
admit  to  its  ranks  all  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  the  war 
for  the  suppression  of  the  Rebellion  and  have  been  honorably 
discharged  from  such  service,  upon  an  equal  footing.  No  dis- 
tinction is  made  between  those  who  seryed  their  country  as 
officers  and  those  who  served  as  privates,  and  the  boys  who  en- 
listed near  the  close  of  the  war  are  just  as  eligible  to  member- 
ship as  the  veteran,  who,  by  reason  of  his  age,  was  enabled  to 
enlist  in  the  beginning,  consequently  the  membership  of  this 
patriotic  and  fraternal  organization  now  numbers  more  ihnn 
three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  thousand. 

The  patriotic  wome:n  of  our  land,  ever  ready  to  assist  in 
soldier  charities,  were  banded  together  in  many  States  as  Aid 
Societies  and  Relief  Corps  to  assist  .the  various  Po  i- 

Realizing  that  in  union  there  is  strength,  and  that  the 
work  of  these  societies  would  be  much  more  effective  if  di- 
rected under  a  form  of  government  similar  to  that  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  G.  A.  R.,  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  these  societies  to  meet'  at  Denver,  Col- 
orado, and  perfect  a  National  organization.  And  it  was  there 
that  the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  auxiliary  io  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  established  July  2r)th,  1,883, 
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with  only  forty-two  members.  The  membership  now  is  more 
than  a  hundred  thousand.  On  January  30th,  1884,  in  this  city, 
the  birth  phice  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  De- 
partment of  Illinois  Women's  Relief  Corps  was  organized  and 
started  on  its  mission  of  charity. 

A  committee  consisting  of  R.  J.  Oglesby,  J.  A.  McCler- 
nand,  R.  B.  Beath  and  others  came  in  from  the  Department 
Encampment  then  in  session  and  tendered  their  regards  to  the 
ladies,  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  organization  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  would  result  in  much  good,  and  that 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  stood  in  need  of  the  co-ope- 
ration of  all  loyal  women,  for,  as  year  after  year  advances  the 
number  of  old  soldiers  grows  less,  those  living  grow  more  fee- 
ble, and  the  responsibility  grows  greater,  giving  a  wider  field 
for  works  of  charity. 

Three  years  after  our  organization  as  a  Department,  this 
resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Twenty-first  Annual  Depart- 
ment Encampment,  G.  A.  R.:  '•''  Besolved,  That  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  is  the  only  organization  of  ladies  recognized  and 
endorsed  by  this  Encampment  as  an  auxiliary." 

With  such  encouragement  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of 
Illinois  has  accomplished  untold  good. 

In  our  seven  years'  existence  we  have  expended  in  relief 
nineteen  thousand,  twenty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

If  all  the  relief  work  done  by  Corps  had  been  fully  re- 
ported, the  amount  would  be  much  larger. 

The  membership  of  the  first  Department  Convention  of 
the  Illinois  Woman's  Relief  Corps  numbered  seventeen.  The 
Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Department  meets  with  a 
membership  of  567,  and  out  of  the  twenty-eight  organized  De- 
partments, Illinois  ranked  at  close  of  second  quarter,  June  30, 
1890,  sixth  in  relief  work  and  fifth  in  membership. 

If  Corps  had  heeded  our  oft  repeated  request  to  be  prompt 
in  sending  in  reports,  we  might  have  ranked  much  higher  in 
both  membership  and  relief.  When  Corps  quarterly  reports 
are  delinquent  the  Department  loses  credit  for  the  relief  work 
done  by  these  delinquent  Corps  as  well  as  their  membership. 
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"WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

On  returning  home  from  the  Seventh  Department  Conven- 
tion, my  mind  burdened  with  plans  for  the  coming  year's  work, 
knowing  that  immediately  upon  my  arrival  home  a  circular 
must  be  issued  and  numberless  other  matters  attended  to,  I 
found  sickness  in  my  family  which  required  my  almost  con- 
stant attendance,  leaving  no  time  for  scarcely  a  thought  of 
other  things  until  after  days  and  nights  of  anxious  watching, 
death  came  and  claimed  the  sufferer  for  its  own. 

Under  these  trying  circumstances  is  it  any  wonder  that  I 
felt  discouraged?  But  the  many  kind  letters  which  reached 
me  made  the  burden  easier  to  bear.  Among  the  many  cher- 
ished messages,  none  were  more  appreciated  than  this  from  the 
Department  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Headquarters  :  ''  If 
at  any  time  I  can  be  of  any  assistance  to  you,  you  need  not 
hesitate  to  call  upon  these  Headquarters  for  anything.  " 

I  shall  not  attempt  in  this  limited  space  to  give  you  more 
than  a  mere  outline  of  the  amount  of  work  done  the  past 
year,  but  will  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees for  a  detailed  account  of  labor  performed. 

In  compliance  with  orders  of  Seventh  Department  Con- 
vention, committees  have  been  duly  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  that  body. 

Feeling  that  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
in  this  Department  would  be  glad  to  see  our  National  flag  in 
every  school  in  this  great  State,  and  to  have  lessons  of  patriot- 
ism universally  taught,  a  committee  was  appointed,  with  con- 
sent of  the  Department  Executive  Board,  to  present  to  the  Leg- 
islature of  Illinois  the  "  Relief  Corps  Flag  Bill. "  The  resolu- 
tion to  present  such  a  bill  was  adopted  by  the  Sixth  Annual 
Department  Convention,  but  owing  to  sickness  at  Past  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  the  Department  record  did  not  reach  new 
headquarters  until  several  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  Conven- 
tion, therefore' the  written  appointment  of  the  Committee  for 
this  work  did  not  reach  the  Chairman  until  too  late  to  get  the 
bill  before  the  Legislature  of  1889. 

We  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  dear  old  flag 
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■with  its  stars   aiul  stripes   unfurled  will  lintl  a  place  in  every 
school,  in  ever}^  church,  and  in  every  home  in  our  land. 

We  have  issued  twelve  General  Orders  and  five  Circulars, 
and  liave  written  ei^ility  dispensations  allowing  applicants  to 
be  balloted  for  and  initiated  at  same  meeting. 

Circular  No.  8,  containing  information  for  the  benefit  of 
Posts  desiring  the  formation  of  Relief  Corps,  was  sent  to  all 
Posts  in  this  Department  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

On  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  I  ordered  a  tribute  of  flowers  to  l)e  placed  upon  the  tomb 
of  our  martyred  President,  Abraham  JiiiKoln.  at  tlip  annual 
service  of  the  L.  M,  L..  April  15,  1890. 

A  great  number  of  aids  were  appointed  from  various  Corjts 
in  the  Department  for  the  purpose  of  having  our  work  as  a 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  brought  before  or  represented  to  each 
Post  that  had  had  no  Auxiliary.  The  result  of  this  is  that 
twejity-four  Corps  have  been  itisfitnfi'd  sim-c  tbi^  last  Conven- 
tion and  others  are  pending. 

You  will  see  by  the  Department  Secietarys  report  that  the 
membership  as  reported  at  close  of  fourth  quarter,  1890,  was 
5.471.  The  gain  by  the  institution  of  new  Corps  since  that 
time  is  120,  and  could  Ave  give  the  membership  of  the  first  quar- 
ter in  1891,  which  reports  are  now  due  at  Department  head- 
quarters, the  number  gained  would  probably  be  much  greater. 

The  amount  expended  for  relief  during  the  year  is  >?5.91 4.10. 
The  amount  turned  over  to  Posts  is  !?1,27G.04,  making  a  total 
of  ^7.191.04.  This  does  not  include  the  !«177.7R  for  Whisman, 
reported  in  General  Orders  No.  12.

Much  credit  is  due  Department  Inspector,  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
McCaule}^  and  her  able  assistants  for  the  thorough  inspection 
of  the  Corps  in  this  Department.  Some  of  the  assistants  were 
obliged,  on  account  of  sickness,  to  resign  after  their  routes  had 
been  assigned.  But  by  the  indomitable  energy  and  persever- 
ance of'  the  Department  Inspector  and  the  cheerful  willingness 
of  our  co-workers,  this  important  and  laborious  work  was  suc- 
cessfully completed. 

It  was  truly  gratifying  to  receive  from  Corps  Presidents  such 
words  as  these  :  ''  Thanks  for  sending  us  such  a  good  Inspec- 
stor,  one  so  able  to  instruct  in  the  Avork.  She  has  won  all 
hearts. " 

From  the  Assistant  Inspectors'  report's  received  at  Depart- 
ment headc[uarters  giving  the  "condition  and  prospects"  of 
the  Corps,  we  were  enabled  to  more  fully  understand  their  true 
condition  and  progress,  -which  knowledge  proved  in  many  cases 
a  valuable  help  that  could  have  been  obtained  in  no  other  way. 
You  will  notice  that  Department  Ijispector  reports  that 
"  One  Corps  surrendered  its  charter  after  General  Orders  No.  7 
were  issued. "  Such,  of  course,  must  have'been  the  report  to 
the  Inspector,  but  I  will  say  here  that  no  charter  nor  supplies 
were  received  at  Department  headquarters  Avithin  the  time  of 
inspection. 

A  card  was  received  from  the  President  of  Corps  No.  225, 
Bucyrus,  Crawford  County,  Departuient  of  Ohio,  which  reads, 
as  follows  :  "  1  mail  you  to-day  Charter  of  Mother  Bickerdyke 
Corps,  which  has  been  wandering  through  the  mails  until  it  has 
finally  landed  in  my  possession.  Hope  it  will  reach  you  safely." 
The  charter  did  reach  me  safely  on  December  23d.  1^90, 
(iftcr  the  close  of  inspection. 

The  record  of  Mother  Bickerdyke  Corps  shows  that  the 
Corps  voted  to  surrender  charter  July  15.  1890. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

Nearly  twenty-three  years  ago  Illinois'  illustrious  soldier. 
John  k.  Logan,  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Ariuy 
of   the  Republic,  in  General  Orders,  designated  May  30th  as  a

day  for  decorating  the  graves  of  our  fallen  heroes  with  the 
choicest  flowers  of  spring  time,  and  to  raise  above  them  the 
flag  they  saved  from  dishonor. 

This  sacred  day,  established  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  is  a  day  on  which  our  Nation  delights  to  honor  in  a 
special  manner  the  memory  of  its  heroic  dead. 

Mrs.  Kate  B.  Sherwood,  National  President  in  188"),  issued 
the  first  Memorial  Order  from  Headquarters  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  a  portion  of  which  says  :  "  The  veterans  of  a 
hundred  battles  will  go  forth  laden  with  Spring  s  brightest  blos- 
soms, to  strew  them  in  memory  of  their  comrades  dead. 

"  Women  of  the  Relief  Corps,  be  it  yours  to  twine  these 
blossoms  of  imperishable  love.  Be  it  yours  to  teach  your  sons 
and  daughters  to  gather  the  treasures  of  wood  and  lawn,  to 
wreathe  them  into  crosses  that  shall  tell  of  sacrifices  endured, 
into  crowns  that  tell  of  glory  won.  "  To  this  call  the  Corps 
readily  responded,  and  from  that  time,  each  year  this  hallowed 
day  has  become  more  generally  observed.  This  is  true  of  the 
Department  of  Illinois,  as  you  will  see  by  the  Department  Chap- 
lain's Report.  She  says  :  ''  A  marked  feature  in  the  reports 
received  is  the  great  number  of  children  participating  in  the 
services,  there  being  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  twelve  re- 
ported. But  that  is  far  short  of  the  number,  for  in  some  reports 
whole  public  schools  were  given." 

This  is,  truly,  a  day  in  which  lessons  of  patriotism  may  be 
taught  to  our  children,  and  their  young  minds  filled  with  rev- 
erence for  the  memory  of  those  silent  sleepers  whose  graves  we 

decorate. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Seventh  Department 
Convention,  twenty-five  dollars  were  sent  from  Department 
Treasury  to  Sheridan  Post  No.  67,  of  Tennessee,  to  decorate  the 
graves  of  soldiers  in  Stone  River  Cemetery.  A  fraternal  ack- 
nowledgement of  receipt  of  same  was  sent  through  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  to  Department  Treasurer. 

Corps  reported  5,126  flags  sent  to  decorate  Union  Soldiers' 
graves  at  Andersonville  and  other  Southern  cemeteries. 

In  General  Orders  No.  4,  issued  from  G.  A.  R.  Headquar- 
ters, Department  of   Georgia,  we  read  : 
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"Savannah,  Ga.,  June  28,  1890. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  xldministration  held  at 
Hotel  Lanier,  Macon,  Ga.,  May  30,  1890,  the  following  proceed- 
ings were  had  : 

"Comrade  C.  Coe  Young,  Past  Department  Commander  of 
New  York  being  present,  reported  that  he  had  been  furnished 
over  seven  thousand  flags  for  decorating  the  graves  at  Ander- 
sonville,  and  also  a  small  amount  of  money ;  that  he  had  ar- 
ranged for  placing  the  flags  on  the  graves,  which  had  been  done, 
and  that  the  small  balance  of  money  on  hand  he  would  turn 
over  to  the  Department,  and  asked  that  the  donors  be  thanked 
in  General  Orders. 

Comrade  Henry  Burns  offered  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department  of 
niinois,  in  Department  Encampment  assembled,  unanimously 
resolved  that  the  various  Corps  of  said  Department  should  con- 
tribute flags  for  the  purpose  of  decorating  graves  of  Union  sol- 
diers at  Andersonville ;  and 

Whereas,  Seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  flags  have 
been  received,  together  with  sundry  sums  of  money  ;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolrcd,  That  the  heartfelt  thanks  of  this  Department  be 
tendered,  through  their  Department  President,  to  the  various 
Corps  for  their  patriotic  effort  made  in  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  of  this  Department,  thereby  assisting 
us  to  suitably  observe  Memorial  day  at  Andersonville,  and  place 
above  the  grave  of  each  Comrade  the  emblem  for  which  he 
fought  and  gave  his  life. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  A.  E.  Slioles,  Past  Senior  Vice  De- 
pai;tment  Commander,  the  resolutions  were  adopted  and  ordered 
promulgated  in  General  Orders. 

The  acknowledgments  marked  one  package  and  others  re- 
ceived without  advices,  are  sufficient  to  bring  the  number 
received  up  to  7,400  flags.  This  number,  with  those  on  hand 
from  decorations,  proved  to  be  enough  to  place  one  on  each 
grave,  and  the  cemetery  decorated  in  that  manner  was  a  beau- 
tiful sight. 
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It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  the  Department  Comman- 
der carries  uut  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Council  of  Admin- 
istration, and  tenders  to  the  ladies  of  the  Woman's  lielief 
Corps,  Department  of  Illinois,  the  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  Com- 
rades of  the  Department  of  Georgia  for  their  timely,  appropri- 
ate and  useful  gifts.  We  remember  the  influence  which  loyal 
women  exercised  during  the  Avar,  and  its  effect  upon  our  cause ; 
we  remember  their  devotion  and'saerifices,  and  we  gratefully  ac- 
cept this  present  reminder  of  their  loving  roniHinltriincf'  nf  tlic 
''boys"  who  gave  their  lives  for  the  country.

FINANCE. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  Department  is  good,  there 
being  a  sufficient  amount  of  supplies  on  hand  to  meet  the  pres- 
ent demand,  and  nu>ney  in  the  Treasury,  the  exact  anu)unt  of 
which  is  given  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

We  went  to  the  Eighth  National  Convention  free  of  debt, 
and  all  bills  against  the  Department  have  been  settled  up  to 
March  :^.lst.  1891. 

RE()0MMEN1)AT10NS. 

As  there  is  a  Department  lielief  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  needy  Union  Soldiers  and  Sailors  and  their  widows 
and  orphans  that  are  not  in  the  jurisdiction  of  sul)ordinate 
Corps,  I  recommend  that  there  be  a  Department  lielief 
Committee  to  whom  the  Department  President  may  refer  all 
appliciitions  for  relief;  it  to  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to 
investigate  all  applications  for  relief,  ami  report  to  Department 
Headquarters. 

2.  I  recommend  tlnit  the  Department  President  may,  by 
the  consent  of  Department  Executive  Board,  replenish  the 
Department  Kelief  fund  from  the  Department  General  Fund 
if  necessary  to  meet  the  calls  of  needy  Union  Soldiers  and 
Sailors,  their  widows  uiid  orplians. 

li.     I    recommcufl    Hint    this  Couvcntion  adopt    some  })lan 
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wliereby  a  Home  may  be  secured  in  this  department  for  the 
needy  wives  and  mothers  of  the  Union  Sokliers  and  Sailors  and 
for  our  army  nurses. 

4.  I  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Illinois  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  be  represented  at  the  Columbian  Exposition  at 
Chicago  in  1893. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  correspondence  has  been  much  larger  during  the  past 
year  than  I  had  anticipated. 

I  thought  I  had  answered  every  question  that  could  be 
thought  of  last  year,  but  I  find  that  I  have  answered  over  one 
thousand  this  year.  If  members  when  asking  j questions  would 
enclose  stamp  for  return  postage,  it  would  lessen  very  much 
the  bills  for  postage  at  Department  Headquarters. 

None  except  those  who  have  the  experience,  can  form  any 
idea  of  the  amount  of  writing  done  at  the  Department  Head-* 
quarters.

Especial  thanks  are  due  Department  Commander  Wm.  L.

I  trust  that  this,  our  Eighth  Annual  Convention,  may  re- 
sult in  much  good  to  the  Order.  Let  me  urge  you  all  to  give 
close  attention  to  each  Eesolution.  Recommendation  and  Mo- 
tion that  may  be  presented  for  your  consideration,  and  decide 
in  such  a  manner  that  you  may  have  nothing  to  regret  when 
too  late. 

Let  not  personal  preference  influence  you  in  electing 
officers  and  delegates  for  the  coming  year;  but  from  the  many 
able  women  of  your  number  select  those  Avho  are  best  quali- 
fied to  fill  these  places  of  trust  and  will  guard  well  the  honor 
of  our  beloved  Order  that  this  Department  may  still  as  in  the 
past,  rank  one  of  the  foremost  in  membership  and  charity. 

Dear  Sisters,  giving  my  servicesasPresidentof  this  Depart- 
ment has  brought  me  much  pleasure.  I  have  no  higher  am- 
bition than  to  servo,  as  well  as  I  am  able,  the  Order  T  love  so 
well. 

I  shall  ever  hold  in  fond  remembrance  the  fraternity  that 
has  been  extended  to  me,  glad  if  I  have  advanced  the  work 
and  helped  in  any  way  that  noble  organazation,  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Kejjublic,  whose  honored  auxiliary  we  are.

Money  in  small  amounts  was  sent  to  Richmond,  Nash- 
ville, Quincy  and  Andersoaville  amounting  to  $21.85.  Flags 
sent  to  Andersonville  and  other  southern  cemeteries,  5,r2()  (a 
misprint  in  Na':ional  Journal  gives  credit  for  only  l^P)")!).) 

In  some  reports  the  amount  of  money  spent  for  flags  wns 
siven  instead  of  the  number  of  flags.  A  marked  feature  in 
the  reports  received,  is  the  great  number  of  children  participat- 
ing in  the  services. 

There  Avere  6,212  reported,  but  that  is  far  short  of  the 
number  as  in  many  reports  whole  public  schools  were  given. 
Time  and  space  forbids  mention  of  many  interesting  details. 

I  have  selected  the  items  deemed  most  important.  In 
compliance  with  request  of  Department  President,  I  sent  sum- 
mary of  a  report  to  Department  Chaplain  (1.  A.  R.  Joiash 
Moore,  Kewanee. 

Corps  No.  1—Rockford— Membership  156.  Memorial 
Day  appropriately  observed.  The  memorial  for  Unknown 
Dead  was  an  evergreen  arch  nine  feet  high.  Suspended  in 
center  was  a  large  G.  A.  R.  badge  in  National  colors,  in 
flowers.  The  inscirption  on  arch  was:  "To  those  who  lie 
where  they  fell.''  Twenty-four  children  were  stationed  be- 
hind the  arch,  singing. 
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Corps  No.  2— Henry — Membership  17.  Memorial  Sun- 
day well  observed.  Memorial  day,  flowers  were  strewn  by 
little  girls.     Members  sent  fifty  flags  to  Macon.  Ga. 

Corps  No.  3 — Elgin— Meml)ership  100.  Memorial  Day 
was  all  that  could  be  desired.  Nothing  occurring  to  mar  or 
cause  a  shadow  to  fall  upon  the  scenes.  ■  The  attendance  was 
large  and  many  took  part  in  the  exercises.  Beautiful  tributes 
were  given  in  honor  of  our  noble  dead,  and  the  day  will  l)e 
long  remembered  and  cherished.  A  newspaper  account  ac- 
companying this  report  was  very  interesting.

Many  wagon 
loads  of  flowers  were  brought  to  the  public  scho(ds  by  pupils, 
on  the  morning  of  Memorial  Day,  from  whence  they  Avere  con- 
veyed in  wagons  to  headquarters  where  the  ladies  arranged 
them  into  bouquets  and  and  wreaths.  The  services  were  a  suc- 
cess. An  address  was  given  at  each  school  by  the  different 
clergymen  of  the  city.  Two  dozen  flags  were  sent  to  Macon, 
Ga. 

Corps  No.  5— Palestine — Membership  25.  Memorial 
Sunday  services  were  held  in  M.  E.  church.  Memorial  Day 
Post  ond  S.  of  V.  marched  to  cemetery.  The  Dept.  W.  R.  C. 
banner  draped  in  black  was  carried  by  a  comrade.  Then  followed 
sixteen  young  girls  dressed  in  white  with  black  sashes.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR. 

Olney,  III,  Feb.  1,  1891. 

Mrs.    Delilah  Leavkrton,  Department   President   W.  R.  C, 
Palestine,  111. 

Dear  Madam:  In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions. I  lierewith  submit  my  written  report  of  Inspection,  of 
tlio  Department  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C.  for  the  year  be^innino' 
October,  1889,  ending  October,  1890. 

My  consolidated  report  to  National  Inspector.  I  forwarded 
for  your  approval  as  soon  after  the  close  of  the  year's  Avork 
as  possible. 

No  one  that  attended  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention 
was,  perhaps  more  surprised  than  myself,  when  you  so  unex- 
pectedly appointed  me  to  the  honored  position  of  Department 
Inspector.  For  a  time,  it  seemed  I  dare  not  accept,  as  I  en- 
tertained fear  that  I  might  be  unable  to  reach  the  hio-h 
standard  to  which  former  Inspectors  had  brought  the  work, 
but  after  deliberation  consented,  not  as  a  personal  compliment 
but  through  my  efforts  the  southern  part  of  our  Department, 
better  known  as  Egypt,  and  in  which  I  am  personal  interested, 
would  be  recognized. 

I  at  once  began  to  prepare  for  the  trust,  by  close  study  to 
Rules  and  Regulations,  also,  Beath's  Blue  Blook  in  order  to  be 
prepared  for  complications  if  any  arose.  Railroad  maps 
were  studied,  every  Corps  in  the  Department  marked, 
so  at  the  sound  of  the  name  I  might  be  able  to  im- 
madiately  locate  thus  evading  confusion  when  I  came  to  as- 
sign to  Assistant  Inspectors  their  routes. 

As  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention  had  made  no  pro- 
vision for  a  school  of  instruction,  and  knowing  it  would  be 
impossible  to  call  assistants  together  (  hence  recommendation 
No.  1)  I  endeavored  to  appoint  as  Assistant  Inspectors,  (as  so

imuli  depeiideil  on  those  chosen)  only  those  whom  I  knew 
■svere  thoroughly  posted  in  all  the  details  of  our  work,  and 
would  l>e  able  to  exercise  wise  judgment  m  instructing  or  cor- 
recting as  the  case  might  be. 

I  was  very  much  disappointed  when  you  were  obliged  to 
decline  on  account  of  your  duties  as  Department  President. 
From  the  longlist  submitted  twelve  were  chosen,  who,  together 
with  myself,  were  thought  sufficient.  Accordingly  General 
Order  No.  4  was  issued  in  July  confirming  the  nomination. 
This  request  was  also  contained  in  the  Order:  "Those  who 
could  not  accept,  please  notify  Department  Inspector  at  once," 
so  that  when  the  time  to  do  the  work  arrived  there  would  be 
no  vacancies  to  fill. 

On  consulting  the  Roster  146  Corps  were  found  to  be  in- 
spected; the  Department  was  divided  int(;  thirteen  districts. 
These  were  so  arranged  that  Tns])ector  could  go  over  this  dis- 
trict without  coming  in  contact  with  other  Inspectors  as  far 
as  possilde,  thus  saving  the  Department  all  expense  possible. 
And  I  sincerely  believe  had  I  been  able  to  carry  out  the  work 
of  Inspection  as  first  arranged  the  expense  would  have  been 
less;  and  in  justice  to  myself,  with  your  ])ermission.  I  would 
like  to  mention  in  this  report  to  Department  Convention  why 
the  Inspectors  who  were  assigned  in  General  Onler  No.  7  could 
not  carry  out  the  work  as  arranged. 

Just  before  General  Order  No,  7,  dated  September  2r)th, 
was  sent  to  Department  Headquarters  for  jjublication  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  McKinstry.  of  Delavan.  was  received.  I 
then  re-arranged  and  provided  for  this  route.  After  General 
Order  No.  7  had  been  sent  to  the  Corps  throughout  the  De- 
partment, Mrs.  Follensbee,  of  Quincy,  and  Mrs.  Minnimyer. 
of  Peoria,  were  obliged  on  account  of  sickness  to  resign.  I 
immediately  conferred  with  you.  who  had  ever  by  your  loving 
Uindess  advised  so  willingly,  and  this  instance  it  was  deceided 
as  it  was  so  late  to  ap])oint  other  assistaufs  that  with  the  coii- 
sent  of  those  ap])ointed,  we  cnbirged  tlicii-  lisi  of 
Corps,  and  if  necessaay  siqtply  others.  Several  were  able  fo  do 
nil  nsked  of  tliem.  others  on    account  of  sickness   of   self   or 
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family,  were  obliged  to  return  home,  leaving  the  work  un- 
finished. But,  thanks  to  the  nolile  woman  who  so  kindly  con- 
sented to  aid  the  Department,  though  called  u])on  hite.  T  was 
enabled  to  close  up  the  year's  work  Avith  every  Corps  in  the 
Department  visited  and  all  but  seven  fully  iuspected. 

Rules  and  Regulations  provide  that  ''there  shall  be  a 
thorough  inspection  of  each  Corps  every  year  during  the 
months  of  October  and  and  November."  The  inspection  this 
year  was  al)out  one  month  late.  The  delay  you  are  aware  was 
caused  by  failure  to  receive  blank  form  E  for  assistant  in- 
spectors' use.  Had  the  blanks  been  received  in  time,  in  all 
probability,  additional  aid  would  not  have  been  called  for.  Of 
the  140  Corps  to  be  inspected  138  Corps  were  inspected,  and  the 
returns  are  replete  with  good  work  being  done,  or  wherein  the 
diversified  needs  are  set  forth  showing  careful,  honest  Avork  on 
the  part  of  inspector.  In  many  returns  we  find  the  inspection 
has  also  been  a  school  of  instruction,  we  are  pleased  to  note 
this.  A  numl)er  of  letters  have  been  received  from  different 
parts  of  the  De})artment,  telling  of  the  good  work  done  by  the 
Inspector,  particularly  in  new  Corps,  wherein  we  find  "en- 
couraged, Avill  go  forAvard.  Had  almost  concluded  to  sur- 
render Charter,  but  Avill  have  better  returns  next  year."  In 
some  places  reports  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  made  out 
for  the  third  quarter,  books  o})ened  awd  seeiuingly  fill  instruc- 
tions possible  given,  which  I  trust  Avill  result  in  good  to  the 
Department. 

Seven  Corps  reported  impossible  to  get  a  quorum,  books 
examined  and  many  commendable  things  found,  but  owing 
largely  to  indifference  on  part  of  officers  and  members,  the  work 
could  not  be  exemplified,  consequently  Avas  lost  for  the  year. 

Tavo  Corps  Avere  almost  de;id,  and  did  not  Avant  the  in- 
spector to  visit  them,  as  they  had  held  no  insjiection  since  the 
last  inspection;  hence.  Recommendation  No.  2.  We  find  fifty 
Corps  graded  excellent.  Tbis  is  truly  encouragiug,  yet  Ave  find 
several,  Avere  it  possi))le,  should  be  graded  oue  degree  biglu-r, 
as  the  Ritual  is  entirely  memorized,  all  records  jierfectly  kept 
and  work  beautifully  exempHHed.  to  say  nolhiug  of  the   large 
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iimount  of  relief  work  l)eiii<^  done.  Of  the  sixty-two  t^raded 
good,  I  think  another  Year  will  find  them  on  the  excellent 
grade. 

Those  graded  fair  and  i)oor,  the  low  grading  is  invariably 
attribnted  to  lack  of  proper  instructions  at  the  time  the  Corps 
were  instituted.  As  the  time  was  limited  to  one  meeting  with 
the  I.  &  I.  Olficer  and  in  the  confusion  of  election  of  otiicers 
and  other  business  all  could  not  be  retained,  here  the  Inspectors 
have  been  able  to  do  mucli  good. 

AVe  were  received  kindly  and  entertained  royally  by  the 
Corps  and  in  many  places  comrades  called  to  pay  their  respects, 
and  invited  ns  to  attend  an  open  meeting  whereby  they  might 
learn  more  of  the  work  of  the  W.  R.  C,  their  loved  auxiliary, 
were  doing  in  the  Department  of  Illinoi-'i.  But  as  our  time 
was  all  provided  for  we  we:e  obliged  to  decline  with;  thanks  the 
hearty  grasp  of  the  hiind  while  tears  glistened  in  the  eye,  and 
the  God  bless  you  in  your  labors  of  love,  and  for  what  the 
W.  11.  C.  has  done,  and  is  doing  for  the  old  comrades 
and  their  loved  ones,  told  as  much  as  volumes  conld  have  done, 
in  what  reverence  the  \V.  R.  C.  is  held  bv  the  comrades  of  the 
G.  A.  II.

To  ,all  the  dear  women  who  aided  the  Department  in  the 
work  of  Inspection,  I  heartily  thank  you  for  the  efficient  work 
of  the  W.  R.  C.  The  Department  owes  you  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude, for  without  your  aid  I  could  have  done  nothing.  Many 
of  you  left  your  homes  at  a  great  sacrifice,  but  your  love  of 
the  work  prompted  you  to  go.

As  required  by  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  herewith  submit 
my  report  as  Department  Counselor  and  it  affords  me  pleasure 
to  report  this  Department  working  in  such  harmony  that 
our  Department  President  has  been  able  to  adjust  matters  of 
dispute  that  my  counsel  has  been  rarely  called  for,  showing 
that  our  Seventh  Convention  made  no  mistake  in  the  election 
of  its  officers.  I  have  been  in  constant  communication  with 
our  Department  President  which  has  been  of  such  a  nature, 
that  it  will  always  be  remembered  by  me  as  an  office  of  honor 
more  than  labor.  In  my  opinion  the  harmony  that  is  now

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  I.  &  I.  OFFICER.

Dear  Madam:— In  obedience  to  Rules  and  Re<2^nlations 
it  now  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  and 
through  you  to  the  members  of  the  Eighth  Department  Con- 
vention of  Illinois.  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  my  report  of  work 
performed  by  this  office  since  last  Convention. 

Nunber  of  Corps  as  per  last  report  151.  New  <'orps  in- 
stituted during  the  official  year  up  to  date  24. 

Interest  in  our  grand.  no1)le  work  is  steadily  increasing 
day  by  day,  and  I  think  the  time  not  far  distant  when  our 
Corps  will  number  very  nearly  as  many  as  the  Post  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  My  correspondence  with  different  Post  Commanders 
elicited  most  favorable  answers.  I  find  that  in  some  towns 
where  no  Corps  exists,  a  Ladies  Aid  connected  with  the 
S.  of  V.  has  been  organized,  which  is  held  is  high  esteem  for 
the  helping  hand  extended  to  the  needy  veteran  and  his 
family. 

Of  the  166  Corps  from  which  election  returns  were  due, I  have 
received  107,  the  remaining  thirty-nine  Corps  still  delinquent. 
Of  those  received,  twenty-seven  reported  public  installation; 
thirty-two  jointly  with  the  Post,  and  eight  with  Post  and 
S.  of  y,;  remainder  either  private  or  no  report. 

In  this  connection  I  would  impress  upon  our  Asistant 
I.  &  I.  Officers,  the  full  importance  of  attention  to  this  portion 
of  their  reports.  Several  cases  have  come  to  my  personal 
knowledge  where  great  efforts  were  made  by  Corps  and  Posts 
to  make  the  service  a  memorable  one,  and  officers'  neglect  to 
state,  is  certainly  a  great  injustice.  Public  joint  installations 
should  in  all  cases  be  encouraged,  for  in  no  better  way  can  the 
princples  of  our  order  be  jnatle  known,  or  its  workings  receive 
the  recognition  it  so  justly  deserves,  particularly  from  nu'inbers 
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of  the  G.  A.  R.,  from  whom  the  following  remarks  have  been 
heard  more  than  once  during  the  recent  installations.  ''Why 
these  Relief  Corps  women  are  an  earnest,  business-like 
band,  and  if  we  comrades  do  not  pay  more  attention  to  our 
services,  we  will  have  to  take  a  back  seat,  for  they  completely 
take  the  shine  off  us."' 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  incapable  as  I  felt 
myself  to  be,  I  fully  made  up  my  mind  to  devote  all  my  spare 
time  to  its  interests,  but  owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  an 
only  sister,  which  has  continued  the  greater  portion  of  my 
term  I  have  performed  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  laid  out 
by  me,  but  thanks  to  the  noble  women  of  our  State  the  fires 
of  loyalty  have  been  kept  brightly  burning  all  along  the 
line. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  many  Assistant  I.  &  I. 
Officers  and  the  different  causes  of  delay  in  transmitting  re- 
ports, many  of  which  have  been  received  through  Department 
Secretary,  thus  causing  extra  trouble  and  expense,  I  think 
that  much  of  this  might  be  avoided  and  in  view  of  these  facts 
I  would  offer  the  following: 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That  election  return  blanks  forwarded  by  Department  Sec- 
retary to  each  Corps  President,  be  accompanied  by  two  stamped 
envelopes,  one  addressed  to  Department  Secretary,  and  the 
other  to  Department  I.  &  I.  Officers,  in  which  to  inclose 
blanks  properly  addressed  to  Department  Secretary  and  De- 
partment I.  &  I.  Officer  respectively,  instead  of  both  being 
addressed  as  now  to  Department  Secretary. 

To  the  dear  sisters  who  have  so  kindly  aided  me  in  my 
work  and  by  their  loving,  encouraging  letters,  many  of  which 
I  found  it  impossible  to  answer,  have  so  lightened  my  bur- 
den, I  extend  my  most  sincere  thanks. 

And  to  you  dear  President  and  Secretary  I  am  indeed 
indebted  for  honor  conferred  and  confidence  bestowed,  and 
in  surrendering  my  office,  I  feel  that  my  duties  have  been  only 
half  performed  and  promise.  Providence   permitting,  to  lend  a

of  our  beloved  order  in  every  way  possible.

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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  AT-LARGE  TO  EIGHTH    NATIONAN  CON- 
VENTION W,  R.  C. 

The  Eighth  Natioual  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C,  auxili- 
ary to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repuhlic.  met  in  Boston,  Mas.s., 
August  13th  and  14th,  1890,  Avith  Mrs.  Annie  Wittenmyer  as 
National  President.  On  Wednesday  morning,  August  13th, 
there  Avas  an  informal  opening,  at  which  all  visitors  Avere  in- 
vited to  exchange  greetings.  The  veterans  were  present  in  large 
numbers,  and  the  Avarm  reception  given  them  Avas  heartily  ap- 
preciated. Tremont  Temple  Avas  magnificently  decorated. 
Everything  that  art  could  do  Avas  done  to  enhance  the  beauty 
and  pleasure  of  the  occasion.  Among  the  most  conspicuous  of 
the  decorations  Avas  a  Avelcome  "To  the  Veterans  of  '61  and  '65. 
Our  Debt  of  Gratitude  can  Never  be  Paid,"  most  artistically 
festooned  and  draped  with  buntings  of  "Red.  White  and  Blue." 
Our  flag  floated  everywhere. 

Mrs.  Annie  Wittenmyer  delivered  a  short  and  most  inter- 
esting address.  Mrs.  WittenmyerJ.ieqaes'el  Mrs.  Bagley  to  pre- 
sent a  testimonial  badge  to  Mrs.  Craig,  our  National  President 
of  the  year  before.  Mrs.  Craig  not  being  present,  her  father, 
Gen.  Rusk  (more  familiarly  knoAvn  as  Uncle  Jerry,)  accepted 
for  her.     He  made  a  most  touching  and  appreciatiA^e  speech. 

Among  the  visitors  Avere  Mrs.  Gen.  Logan,  Mrs.  Alger  and 
Mrs.  Livermore.  The  latter  made  some  very  pointed  remarks 
about  Woman's  Rights,  Avhich  Avere  received  Avitli  applause. 
Mrs.  Logan,  ever  inspiring  her  listeners  Avith  love  and  patr'.ot^ 
ism,  assured  us  in  a  brief  address  that  the  Pension  bill  ^q^ 
pending  in  Congress  Avould  be  passed,  pensioning  army  n  uraesi, 
which  will  be  hailed  Avith  joy  by  many  a  true  and  loyal  l\eart, 

Mrs.  Wittenmyer,  Avho  had  given  the  floor  to  th  ^g^  visit- 
ors, resumed  her  address,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  ^J^g,  Con- 
vention then  adjourned  to  partake  of  a  mostcarefu^  ^ly  prepared 
lunch  given  to  the  visitors,  officers  and  delegates  <  ,f  \\iq  \y.  r. 
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C.  by  the  hi'liosof  the  A\\  H.  ('.  in  Boston.  I  a.s.sure  yon  they 
(lid  justice  to  the  bountiful  spread,  for  it  was  most  tciujitiug, 
and  to  each  guest  was  presented  a  beautiful  souvenir. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  Convention  was  held  in  the 
afternoon  of  Wednesday,  August  18th.  Before  the  Conven- 
tion went  into  session,  Paul  Van  Der  V'ojrt,  who  has  been  the 
warm  friend  of  the  W.  R.  C,  was  introduced.  Before  he  ut- 
ters a  word  you  feel  confidence  in  him,  so  powerful  is  his  phys- 
i(iue.  He  has  a  yonthful  face,  which  depicts  a  loyal  heart.  He 
received  applause  throughout  his  address. 

Mrs.  Barker,  Past  National  President  of  the  W.  K.  C.  then 
read  the  first  charter  of  the  organization.  The  very  sight  of 
this  piece  of  parchment  was  received  with  cheer  after  cheer. 
This  article,  through  some  oversight,  had  never  been  signed  by 
our  friend,  Paul  Van  DerVoort.

Mrs.  Barker  made  the  moti(.)n,  and  it  wiis  carried,  that  live 
members  be  mentioned  to  decide  the  question  placed  before  the 
Convention  in  regard  to  the  four  Corps  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
being  made  auiliary  to  the  Potomac  Department,  it  having 
already  an  auxiliary  C()rj)s  doing  valual)le  work.  The  deci- 
sion was  in  favor  of  l)ut  om>.  Die  original  Cor})s  being 
auxiliarv. 
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The  Closing  session  of  Thursday,  August  14,  was  opened 
by  a  report  of  Committee  on  Appeals  to  the  effect  that  Celestia 
D.  Messenger  was  not  a  member  of   the  Order. 

Mrs.  Sherwood  reported  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Landon,  and 
motion  passed  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  carry  greetings 
and  condolence  to  her. 

Mrs.  Sherwood  nominated  Mrs.  McHenry,  of  Iowa,  for  Na- 
tional President. 

Nominations  for  National  Junior  Vice  President:  Mrs. 
Sine,  of  Illinois,  by  Miss  Bross,  seconded  by  Colorado;  Mrs. 
Young,  of  St.  Louis,  by  Mrs.  D'Arcv  Kinney,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Mink,  of  New  York. 

The  candidates  were  presented  to  the  audience  and  ballot 
taken. 

Mrs.  Hannon,  of  Illinois,  remarked  that  as  the  recognition 
sign  had  been  done  away  with,  we  wanted  some  kind  of  sign 
and  proposed  one,  ''''Sine.'' 

The  teller  reported  votes  cast,  193;  necessary  to  a  choice, 
97.  Young  115  and  Sine  5G.  Mrs.  Young  was  escorted  to  the 
platform  and  saluted. 

Mrs.  Cheney  was  unanimously  elected  National  Treasurer, 
the  Secretary  casting  the  ballot. 

The  election  of  the  Executive  Board  was  next  in  order, 
Many  nominations  were  made.  A  committee  withdrew  and  se- 
lected a  Board  from  amongst  the  number  nominated. 

A  Board  of  Directors  for  the  National  W.  R.  C.  Home  was 
selected. 

Mrs.  Clark,  of  Ohio,  moved  to  make  the  basis  of  represen- 
tation to  the  next  National  Convention  one  for  every  eight  hun- 
dred members.  An  amendment  to  make  it  seven  hundred  was 
carried. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Ritual  was 
made  by  Mrs.  Hampton. 

A  protest  was  entered  by  a  Connecticut  lady  against  the 
omission  of   Scripture   from   the  Corps  exercises  in   the  new 

ritual. 

Motion  made  that  there  l)e  no  revision  of  ritual  for  at  least 
ten  years.     There  was  much  discussion  ])ro  and  con. 
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Mrs.  Barker  thought  the  money  on  hand  was  needed  more 
for  the  "Home"  than  for  rituals. 

Mrs.  Bagley,  of   Ohio,  thought  we  needed  new  rituals. 

The  Treasurer  reported  four  hundred  old  ones  still  on  hand. 

Motion  carried,  after  long  discussion,  for  new  rituals,  with 
such  correction  as  the  Convention  might  order,  for  one  year. 
Vote.  68  for;  30  against. 

Mrs.  Plummer  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston  for  their  generous  hospitality. 

Mrs.  Leaverton  moved  that  new  rituals  be  issued  to  Corps 
free,  and  it  was  carried. 

Installation  of  officers — Obligated  only,  as  the  hour  was 
BO  late,  it  being  now  1:00  a.  m.  Mrs.  Plummer.  of  Ohio,  in- 
stalling officer,     Mrs.  Sherwood  conductor. 

I  think  1  can  safely  say  that  in  numbers  and  character  the 
delegation  from  Illinois  was  not  excelled  by  any  in  the  Conven- 
tion. Everything  was  done  by  the  citizens  of  Boston  to  make 
the  visit  memorable,  and  no  one  of  the  thousands  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  Relief  Corps  who  were  present  can 
r.xall  this  visit  to  the  Capitol  of  the  old  Commonwealth  with 
any  feeling  but  of  pleasure  and  gratitude  for  the  hospitality 
and  courtesy  shown  us.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICERS'  REPORTS. 

Mdddiii  Fif's/di'tif  (did Meiiihi'rs  of  flic  Enjliili    Aiinind   ('(u/rc/i- 
fioii  of  fJtc  Dcparfntciil  of  Illinois: 

Your  Committee  on  Oflieers"  lu»i)orts  respectfully  submit 
the  following : 

Of  the  Annual  Addre.^s  of  the  President  we  can  speak  in 
high  terms.  Her  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  could  not  well  be  more  apparent.  Though  laboring  un- 
der peculiarly  afflicting  circumstances  in  her  home — sickness, 
and  the  death  of  a  dearly  beloved  member  of  the  family  to 
whom  she  gave  devoted  attention  — there  yet  can  be  detected  no 
lack  of  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  herofficial  relations  to  the 
Department.  We  are  pleiisad  to  note  that  Department  Com- 
mander Distin  tendered  to  her  any  aid  in  the  power  of  the 
Department  to  grant. 

Among  ths  numerous  features  of  her  yearly  report  of  work 
which  merit  spscial  mention  and  commendation,  is  the  urging 
and  endeavoring  to  push  to  success  the  National  Flag  Bill,  and 
the  response  of  the  various  Corps  to  her  General  Order,  result- 
ing in  long  lists  of  nam?s  signed  to  the  petitions  sent  to  the 
Senate  and  House. 

In  her  address  she  noted  with  just  })ride  the  fact  that  our 
Department  was  re^jorted  by  her  to  the  National  Convention  as 
free  from  debt,  with  a  balance  in  the  Treasury. 

While  the  membership  of  the  De})artnient  has  been  steadi- 
ly gaining,  it  ha>  swelled  the  amount  of  our  Relief  Funds  in 
the  various  Corj.s,  so  that  more  aid  has  been  rendered  to  needy 
Veterans*  families  than  ever  before;  ^1*.>9.9()  was  raised  through 
her  solicitation  for  Mr.  Whishman.  a  needy  veteran:  7, 400 Hags 
were  sent  to  Andersonville  through  her  iustrumentality  by  Cor}>s 
in  accordancf  with  one  of  her  (Jciu'ral  Orders. 
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We  would  respectfully  eiulorse  iill  her  recommenilutions. 
especially  No.  3,  in  regard  to  providing  a  home  for  the  needv 
wives  and  mothers  of  the  Union  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  for  our 
Army  nurses ;  also  Xo.  4.  recommending  that  our  Department 
])e  represented  in  the  approaclung  Columbian  Exposition.  This 
recommendation  was  received  with  apiihiuse  when  announced 
in  her  address. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  Xo.  2  also,  believing  that 
if  endorsed  Ijy  the  Convention  it  will  relieve  of  puibarras-iiueut 
Department  Presidents  in  future. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Vice  President,  Miss  Jennie  Bross. 
is  to  be  highly  endorsed,  especially  in  the  following:  "Con- 
vention should  take  precedence  over  sight-seeing  or  trying  to 
combine  business  with  pleasure,  which,  in  either  case,  termin- 
ates in  disastrous  failure.  In  too  many  instances  the  business, 
which  is  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  upbuilding  and  ad- 
vancement of  our  noble  Order,  is  lost  sight  of  entirely  b}"^  del^'-' 
gates  from  Corps  and  Departments.  Too  much  valuable  time 
is  wasted  during  Conventions  in  clamoring  for  honors  and  pre- 
ferments for  individu:il  favorites,  forgetting  that  the  offices 
should  be  held  by  those  who  have  the  best  executive  ability,  in- 
domitable perseverance  and  courage  to  fill  them,  sinking  per- 
sonal preference  and  friendship  entirely  in  the  selection."  Of 
her  two  recommendations  we  would  respectfully  endorse  Xo.  1, 
but  we  think  there  are  apparent  reasons  why  No.  2  would  not 
work  well  in  all  Corps,  if  adopted. 

The  Junior  Vice  President.  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Brydges.  while 
expressing  the  feeling  that  there  was  comparatively  little  for 
her  to  do,  gives  evidence  that  she  has  performed  that  little  well, 
and  believes  that  she  has  received  more  benefit  from  the  office 
than  she  has  imparted.  Her  own  excellent  recommendation  is 
that  we  may  not  allow  our  zeal  to  lag  until  the  veteran's  wife 
is  also  provided  for,  that  they  may  spend  theirdeclining  days  to- 
gether, in  a  Home  for  both,  blessed  with  the  hap})y  and  sub- 
stantial assurance  that  their  sufferings  and  sacrifices  to  preserve 
tlr^  Union  were  not  in  vain  or  unappreciated. 

Tlip  Department  Secretary.  Mrs.  MarCia  L'nd-ey  Martin, 
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in  her  comprehensive  and  carefully  prepared  report,  gives  the 
number  of  members  in  good  standing  as  5,471  ;  '^3,748.13  in 
cash  has  been  expended  for  relief  during  the  year,  and  '^2,140.97 
in  relief  other  than  money,  thereby  giving  aid  to  1,092  soldiers 
and  their  families,  making  a  total  of  1,438  persons  assisted. 
The  different  Corps  have  turned  over  to  the  Posts  SBl, 276.94. 

Twenty-four  Corps  have  been  instituted  since  the  last  Con- 
vention. We  endorse  her  first  and  third  recommendations,  but 
in  regard  to  No.  2  think  it  very  convenient,  and  indeed  neces- 
sary, in  view  of  the  fact  that  Corps  Presidents  and  their  Sec- 
retaries with  whom  General  Orders  are  filed,  so  often  reside  so 
far  apart,  to  have  the  President  also  ])r()vi(led  with  a  copy  of 
each  General  Order  for  reference. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  refer  in  the  highest  terms  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  her  duty  as  Secretary,  shown  not  only 
by  her  report.  l)utby  our  j)ersonal  knowledge,  during  the  months 
of  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  shows,  as 
usual,  accurate  and  systematic  work,  and  conscientious  atten- 
tion to  minutest  detail.  The  growth  in  the  number  of  Corps, 
and  the  zeal  of  our  workers,  has  increased  the  receipts  of  our 
Relief  and  General  Funds  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  corres- 
pondingly added  to  the  bilxjrs  of  our  faithful  Treasurer. 

The  Cha]>lain,  Mrs.  Anna  Morgan,  reports  130  Corps  as 
having  taken  part  in  Memorial  services,  against  115  last  year  ; 
$345.93  was  exi)ended  for  fiowers,  etc.:  and  doubtless  there  were 
as  many  or  more  of  the  usual  donations  of  flowers  by  citizen >, 
for  as  the  years  go  Ijy  the  interest  taken  in  the  sad  tribute  to 
our  departed  heroes  increases,  and  the  desire  becomes  more  gen- 
eral to  do  honor  to  their  memories  by  the  ])lacing  of  fragrant 
fiowers  and  l)right  flags  on  each  resting  place.  The  Chaplain 
this  year  is  no  exception  to  her  predecessors  in  seeming  to  ap- 
preciate her  sacred  office,  regarding  it  as  the  sweetest  and  l)est 

of  all. 

The  report  of  the  Department  Inspector.  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
McCauley,  is  also  worthy  of  prai-^c  Her  record  is  a  good  one. 
A  kind  and  gracious  munuer.  words  of  cheer  and  encourage- 
ment won  all  hearts,  wliih'  h"r  able  instruction,  her  rendv  ans- 
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wer  to  queries,  strengtheaied  and  assisted  many  a  Corps  which 
was  needing  just  tlie  help  so  gracefully  and  generously  ren- 
dered. Her  wisdom  in  choosing  assistants,  and  judgment  in 
supplying  vacancies  caused  by  illness  of  her  regular  appoint- 
ees, are  evident. 

It  is  our  pleasure  to  call  attention  to  recommendation  No. 
1 ,  while  also  endorsing  No.  2,  that  this  Eighth  Annual  Conven- 
tion make  provision  for  a  School  of  Instruction,  whereby  the 
Department  Inspector  can  call  together  the  Assistant  Inspec- 
tors at  some  convenient  place,  so  that  the  work  of  inspection 
hereafter  may  be  more  uniform.  Of  146  Corps,  188  have  been 
fully  inspected,  the  remaining  partly. 

As  Counselor,  the  report  of  Mrs.  Clara  W.  Harral  is  a  pleas- 
ant one,  averring,  as  she  does,  that  the  Department  has  worked 
so  harmoniously  the  past  year  that  her  counsel  has  been  rarely 
called  for.  showing,  she  adds,  that  our  Seventh  Annual  Con- 
vention was  wise  in  the  election  of  its  officers,  and  that  the 
record  of  a  second  year  may  be  a  good  one.  She  considers  her 
position  as  Counselor  has  been  one  of  honor  rather  tlian  of  la- 
bor. We  are  no  longer,  she  says,  an  experiment,  but  an  Order 
that  stands  second  to  none  in  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty, 
and  let  not  a  member  cease  in  her  efforts  to  inculcate  lessons  of 
patriotism  and  loyalty  inever}^  heart  in  our  nol)le  country.  Let 
us  put  forward  our  best  efforts,  that  no  soldier  or  his  family  may 
be  compelled  to  see  any  other  flag  held  to  the  breeze  than  the 
time-honored  stars  and  stripes,  which  cost  so  many  lives  that 
it  might  reign  supreme  over  the  land.  Mrs.  Harral  instituted 
two  Corps,  one  at  Ottawa  and  the  other  at  Yorkville.  In  clos- 
ing she  asks  that  every  Corps  cease  not  to  remember  and  con- 
tinue the  acts  of  kindness  characterizing  our  work  in  the  past, 
special  mention  being  made  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Quincy 
and  the  Orphan's  Home  at  Normal,  where  none  but  those  pa- 
rents who  were  loyal  to  this  country  in  the  dark  days  of  the 
rebellion,  are  admitted. 

The  Department  I.  &  I.  officer,  Mrs.  Charlotte  E.  Newburn. 
reports  twenty-four  new  Corps.  Of  the  146  Corps,  thirty-nine 
are  delinquent  in  election  returns.     Twenty -sev6n  report  pub- 
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Jic  installation,  and  thirty-two  jointly  with  Posts  and  Sons  of 
Veterans.  Tn  this  connection  she  would  impress  upon  our  as- 
sistant I.  c^  1.  otficers  the  full  importance  of  attention  to  the 
need  of  encouragin<<  i)u]>lic  and  ynnt  installations,  for  in  no 
better  way  can  the  principles  of  our  Order  be  made  known,  or 
its  workings  receive  the  recoonition  it  justly  deserves.  particU« 
larly  from  members  of  the  Gr.  A.  K.,  from  whose  lipM  the  fol- 
lowing and  like  remarks  have  been  heard  to  eiueuate  during  the 
recent  installation  ceremonies :  "Why,,  these  Relief  Corps 
-women  are  an  earnest,  business-like  band,  and  if  we  Comrades 
do  not  pay  more  attention  to  our  services  we  will  have  to  take 
u  back  seat,  for  they  completely  take  the  shine  off  iis." 

The  serious  illness  of  an  only  sister  i)revented  the  carrying 
out  of  many  plans  of  work  laid  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  but 
the  efforts  put  forth  have  told  for  good,  and  her  report  com-; 
jiareswell  with  that  of  any  previous  year.  She  recommends 
the  following,  which  we  would  respectfully  endorse  : 

That  Election  Returns  Blanks,  forwarded  by  Department 
Secretary  to  each  Corps  President,  be  accompanied  by  two 
stamped  envelopes,  one  addressed  to  Departuient  Secretary,  and 
the  other  to  Department  I.  &  I.  officer,  in  which  to  enclose 
blanks  when  properly  tilled  out.  such  bhinks  to  be  properly  ad- 
dressed to  Depaatment  Secretary  and  Department  1.  tS:  I.  otficer 
respectively,  instead  of  both  being  addressed  as  now  to  Depart- 
ment Secretary. 

Mrs.  Georgia  Berry,  delegate-at-large  to  the  Kightli  Na- 
tional Convention  in  Boston  August  18th.  18U0,  gives  a  very 
entertaining  ami  instructive  rejiort. 

On  Wednesday  morning  there  was  an  informal  opening  or 
reception,  to  which  all  visitors  were  invited,  to  exchange  greet- 
ings. Fremont  Tem])le  was  magnificently  decorated.  Every- 
thing that  could  be  done  was  done  to  enhance  the  beauty  and 
pleasure  of  the  occasion.  The  flag  floated  every wdiere  in  iU 
beauty,  and  mottoes  such  as  "Our  Debt  of  <iratitude  Can  Never 
be  Paid,"  were  everywhere  conspicuous.  TIm"  President  of  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Mrs.  .\iiiiit'  Wiltt'iinifyer,  de- 
livered a  short  but  able  and  most  acceptabli^  address.  Atnruig 
distinguished  visitors  were  Mrs,  Gen^'ralsbogau  and  Alger,  Mrs. 
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Livennore    and  Clara  l^arton,    the  far-famed   inirsc  to  wlioni 
was  presented  an  elegant  bouqnet, 

111  Mrs-.  Logatl^^  address  she  assured  her  hearers  that  the 
Kilrse's  Peiision  Bill  would  be  passed  bv  CongressI  which  as- 
sertion was  received  with  great  applause. 

Mrs.  KnoAvles,  President  of  the  De})arti)ient  of  Massa- 
chusetts, in  her  address  of  welcome  reported  l()2.r)3'i  uiembers. 
Amount  of  Relief  !?y4:,335.04.  Whole  amonnt  expended  in  the 
seven  years  of  our  existence  ^248,929.89.  Relief  during  same 
nuni])er  of  years,  '$120. 1^)8. T)?.  Turned  over  to  the  Posts. 
8375,098.46. 

The  closing  session  of  Thursday.  August  14th.  was  open- 
ed with  a  report  of  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  the  effect  that 
Celestia  D.  Messenger  was  not  a  member  of  the  Order. 

The  entire  report  is  replete  with  interest,  and  should  be 
read  l)y  all  to  obtain  a  better  idea  of  the  Convention  from  our 
delegates'  standpoint  thnn  this  short  reference  to  it  cau  con- 
vey. 

In  closing,  we  beg  to  express  the  view  that  the  otlicers'  re- 
ports this  year  show  an  advance  in  work  and  intelligent  inter- 
est all  along  the  line,  and  do  honor  to  our  Order.

In  compliance  with  instnutions  received  from  you,  I  here 
with  present  to  you  and  to  the  members  of  tlie  Eighth  De- 
partment Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C.  of  Illinois,  my  report  as 
committee  to  visit  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans  Home, 
located  at  Normal. 

March  -"ith  was  chosen  for  my  visit.  Leaving  my  home 
at  7:20  a.  m..  I  was  at  Bloomington  joined  by  our  Department 
Treasurer.  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  who,  by  her  presence,  added 
much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  day.  Arriving  at  the  Home  we 
were  very  cordially  received  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  DeMotte.  who 
made  us  feel  at  home  and  gave  us  every  facility  possible  to 
learn  of  the  workings  of  the  Home.  INfrs.  DeMotte,  although 
having  friends  sjjendiug  tin-  day  with  her,  gave  her  time  .to  us, 
accompanying  us  throughout  the  buildings,  answering  our 
many  questions  and  giving  information  in  such  a  pleasant, 
cordial  way  as  to  win  my  heart. 

Our  first  visit  was  to  the  schools,  in  which  there  are  seven 
departments,  all  presided  over  l)y  lady  teachers.  The  school 
rooms  we  found  very  light  and  cheerful,  adorned  with  pictures 
and  l)looming  })lants.  The  ])upils  were  having  their  regular 
examination,  and  wc  found  by  looking  over  their  papers,  tiu'ir 
standing  in  the  different  studies  was  good.  Indeed,  the  schools 
com])are  very  favorably  witli  our  public  schools.  We  regretted 
that  time  would  luit  admit  of  our  visiting  every  grade.  While 
in  the  school  building  the  Itell  rang  for  recess.  A  bright  boy 
stei)i)ed  into  the  U])per  hall  and  began  })laying  u])on  a  harji. 
while  the  pupils  filed  out  of  their  res])ective  rooms  and  nuirched 
down  stairs,  keeping  step  to  the  music  with  the  regularity  and 
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precision  of  trained  soldiers.  I  asked  the  little  fellow  whether 
he  always  played  for  the  pupils  to  pass  out.  With  a  brij^ht 
smile  he  answered,  "Yes  ma'am.'" 

Passing  down  stairs  and  out  into  the  yard  we  found  tlu' 
pupils  enjoying  their  recess  with  their  sleds,  and  in  various 
other  ways,  free  and  happy  as  only  children  can  he. 

There  are  two  large  play  grounds,  one  for  the  boys,  anoth- 
er for  the  girls.  In  each  is  a  large  pavilion,  where  the  chil- 
dren may  play  in  stormy  weather. 

We  next  visited  the  hospital.  This  we  found  almost  de- 
serted. I  asked  the  lady  in  charge  how  many  patients  were  in 
the  hospital,  and  was  much  surprised  when  she  answered,  "Only 
one,  a  little  girl  who  has  a  swelling  on  her  neck."  I  expressed 
my  astonishment  at  hearing  such  a  report  when  there  was  so 
much  sickness  throughout  the  entire  country,  and  was  told 
there  had  not  been  one  of  the  children  confined  to  the  bed  by 
sickness  since  last  September.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
number  of  children  in  the  Home,  (there  was  429  at  the  time 
of  my  visit,)  surely  this  speaks  volumes  for  the  healthfulness 
of  the  Institution.  In  the  hospital  we  found  everything  bright 
and  cheerful.  A  cozy  little  dining  room,  where  the  convales- 
cents take  their  meals ;  also  a  kitchen  complete  in  every  ap- 
pointment, where  the  dainty  food  is  prepared  for  the  sick.  One 
room  is  kept  expressly  for  any  who  may  be  suffering  from  con- 
tagious disease.  The  only  inmate  we  fouud  here  was  an  old 
parrott  sitting  in  her  cage. 

We  visited  the  engine  rooms.  There  are  three  large  doube 
engines  in  charge  of  competent  engineers.  These  engines  fur- 
nish heat  for  all  purposes,  not  only  steam  for  heating  all  the 
buildings,  but  also  pumping  all  the  water  required  for  use 
throughout  the  entire  Institute.  I  inquired  the  amount  of  coal 
consumed,  and  was  told  it  required  froui  eight  to  niue  tons 
every  twenty-four  hours. 

In  this  building  we  found  a  work  slu^p,  where  one  of  the 
engineers,  Avho  is  also  a  machinist,  attends  to  necessary  re- 
pairs. 

Passing  to  the  main  building  we  visited  the   serving  room 

for    girls'  clothing.     What  an   array  of  clothing    we  found  ! 
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Around  the  room,  on  two  sides,  was  hanging  the  girls'  best 
dresses,  covered  by  curtains,  which  I  supposed  was  to  protect 
them  from  dust ;  but  ol)serving  that  everything  was  the  perfec- 
tion of  neatness,  1  coukl  but  wonder  where  any  dust  might 
come  froui.  [  had  been  tohl  the  girls*  uniform  was  plaid  flan- 
nel, and  had  in  my  mind  a  coarse,  cheap  grade  of  that  article, 
but  found  the  dresses  are  made  of  nice,  fine,  all  wool  flannel. 
Indeed,  they  were  handsome  plaids.  Each  girl  has  two  dresses, 
one  for  every  day  and  one  for  Sunday  Avear.  I  wondered  how 
they  would  distinghish  the  suit  belonging  to  any  particular 
girl,  but  learned  each  girl  hid  her  number,  and  each  hook  and 
receptacle  for  clothing  was  numbered  to  correspond,  so  there 
was  no  confusion.  In  this  room  we  saw  a  number  of  work- 
baskets.  These  are  given  to  the  girls,  providing  they  are  wil- 
ling to  line  and  fit  them  up  under  the  instruction  of  the  seam- 
stress. Some  of  them  were  completed  and  wf^rp  vfry  pretty, 
with  their  blue  lining  and  needle  cases. 

We  also  visited  the  room  where  the  clothing  for  boys  is 
cut  and  made.  Formerly  all  the  uniforms  for  boys  were  made 
by  parties  outside  the  Home.  ])ut  it  was  found  it  could  be  done 
at  less  expense  by  tlie  employees,  so  as  a  matter  of  economy  all 
the  clothing  for  boys  is  now  made  in  the  Institution. 

In  the  boys'  dressing  room  the  same  order  and  neatness  pre- 
vails. The  boys  each  have  two  suits.  The  best  ones  were  hang- 
ing around  the  room  on  numbered  hooks,  all  neatly  covered  by 
curtains,  while  underclothing,  handkerchiefs,  etc..  were  })laced 
in  nunil)ored  apartments.  The  older  Ijoys  are  required  to  keep 
their  suits  neatly  brushed  and  free  from  dust  themselves. 

New  uniforms  and  also  all  oilier  ch)fhing  is  furnished  twice 
per  year.  I  wondered  what  the  l)oy  would  do  whose  boots  hap- 
pened to  give  out  before  the  time  came  around  for  new  ones  to 
be  given  them,  but  fonnd  they  had  an  admirable  arrangement 
to  meet  such  cases.  All  the  boots,  when  in  need  of  mending, 
were  tossed  into  a  Itox,  taken  to  the  cobler  iind  repaired.  In- 
steal  of  being  again  given  to  the  luty  who  h;iil  worn  Hkmu.  they 
are  j)ut  away  as  a  reserve  stock.  :inil  any  boy  whose  boots  gave 
ont  liefori"  the  time  to  issue  the  new  ones  came  around,  received 
a  pair  of  neatly  mended  ones. 
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We  passed  to  the  bath-rooms,  which  I  thought  were  per- 
fection. Here  are  a  niiraber  of  apartments,  fitted  each  with  a 
large  bath  tub,  where  the  ohler  ones  take  their  l)ath.  In  others 
Avere  smaller  tubs,  where  the  little  ones  are  bathed  liy  their  at- 
tendants. 

The  bath-rooms  all  open  from  a  large  wasli  room,  where 
the  bo3^s  wash  before  eating  their  meals.  This  room  has  on  two 
sides  a  continuous  sink,  where  hands  and  faces  are  washed  in 
spray  thrown  by  faucet.  I  noticed  eight  large  freshly  ironed 
roller  towels,  and  was  told  those  would  have  to  be  replaced  by 
fresh  ones  before  the  boys  were  through  washing  for  dinner. 
Mrs.  DeMotte  told  me  she  had  first  sent  an  order  for  five  hun- 
dred (500)  yards  sf  crash  for  towols.  The  towels  once  used  are 
sent  to  the  laundry.  Similar  rooms  are  fitted  up  for  the  use  of 
the  girls.     Once  each  week  each  child  receives  a  bath. 

We  visited  the  dining  rooms  where  the  tables  were  laid  for 
dinner.  How^  pretty  they  looked,  with  the  nice  red  table  cloths, 
checked  napkins,  and  Avliite  dishes.  The  tables  and  seats  are 
graduated  in  heiglith— low  tables  and  chairs  for  the  little  ones. 
On  these,  instead  of  napkins,  were  baskets  of  freshly  ii-oned 

bibs. 

The  play  rooms  for  those  too  young  to  attend  school  came 
in  for  a  share  of  our  attention.  Here  was  a  host  of  little  girls 
at  play.  The  moment  we  entered  the  room  they  clustered  about 
Mrs.  DeMotte  as  they  would  about  their  mother,  holding  her 
hands  and  clinging  to  her  dress.  All  kinds  of  toys  are  here  for 
their  amusement.  I  could  but  notice  two  little  tots  with  a 
string,  busy  playing  "  cat's  cradle,"  who  ran  for  Mrs.  DeMotte 
to  play  with  them,  and  how  their  eyes  shone  .when  she  did. 
We  also  visited  a  similar  room  for  the  little  boys,  -where  they 
have  their  toys  of  all  kinds.  An  attendant  is  in  these  roouis  at 
all  times  during  play  hours. 

We  o-lanced  into  the  dining  room  for  tlie  emplovees.  of 
whom  there  are  forty-three  (48.)  This  is  a  very  pleasant  room, 
neatly  fitted  up,  and  m.ade  bright  and  home-like. 

In  the  milk  room  we  saw  large  cans  of  milk  cooling.  One 
hundred  gallons  of  milk  are  used  every  day. 

The  baking  is  worthy  of  notice.     Here  great  piles  of  light, 
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Huffy  (longh  was  fir.st  being  molded  into  loaves  weighing  three 
Itoiiiids  each.  A\'as  told  the  imnilxT  of  such  loaves  baked  each 
dav  was  one  hundred  and  ninety.  Scores  of  large  ])ans  were 
there  tilled  with  cookies,  ready  for  the  oven.  This  oven  is  im- 
mense, having  a  capacity  for  i)rol)al>ly  five  hnndred  or  more 
loaves.  Seventy-five  pies  are  required,  when  pie  is  given  the 
children  for  dinner.  This  is  not  done  every  day,  as  their  desert 
is  varied,  'i'lie  day  of  my  visit  they  each  had  for  desert  a  gen- 
erous slice  of  delicious  looking  gingerbread. 

1  was  much  interested  in  looking  througli  the  kitcluMi. 
which  is  furnished  with  (M'ery  ])ossible  convenience  for  roasting, 
steaming,  or  whatever  one  wished  to  do.  There  are  large  caul- 
drons for  cooking  vegetables.  One  was  filled  Avith  beans  ready 
for  the  dinner  table.  I  asked  how  many  they  cooked  for  a  meal. 
The  answer  was,  '"Five  pecks."  One  hundred  heads  of  cal)bage 
are  required  for  a  dinner.  Mrs.  DeMotte  told  me  they  had  or- 
ilered  one  hundred  dozen  eggs  for  Easter.  In  the  kitchen,  as 
elsewhere,  everything  was  scrupulously  neat  and  clean. 

.\  visit  to  the  laundry  found  a  busy  scene.  The  rooni  is 
Htted  u]>  with  every  convenience  for  laundry  work.  The  room 
for  ironing  is  just  above  the  laundry  room.  There  we  found 
every  ai)])liance  for  the  work.  And  as  T  lookfnl  at  the  great 
])iles  of  bibs,  napkins,  table  cloths  and  clothing  just  sent  uj) 
from  the  laundry,  I  thought  1  should  want  more  than  one 
mangle  run  by  steam.  Around  the  room  is  suitable  taljles, 
where  the  girls  are  taught  to  iron.  r)r.  and  Mrs.  DeMotte  Ijoth 
believe  there  is  no  kindness  in  keeping  the  children  tliere  in 
idleness  until  the  age  of  fourteen,  and  then  sending  them  out 
i)ito  the  world  ])erfectly  ignorant  regarding  all  kinds  of  work. 
So  the  older  ones  have  their  work  to  do.  The  girls  are  taught 
to  sweep,  dust,  mak(>  1)eds,  sew,  darn  stockings,  iron,  etc.,  while 
the  hovs  have  their  duties  also.  Tliey  wait  on  the  ta))les.  as- 
sist in  clearing  theiu  olT.  and  wa^h  dishes  and  other  work  which 
they  can  do. 

We  visitetl  the  new  chajtel.  which  is  a  heaiii  il'nl  room,  'i'he 
large  platform  is  seated  with  chairs,  the  body  of  the  room  with 
graduated  seats,      'i'hev  have  a  pipe  organ.  ))re-<ide(|  over  hv  Mrs. 
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DeMotte.  A  recent  addition  to  the  f  iirnishiuf^  of  the  chapel 
if^  a  fin(3  upright  piaiio,  which  was  presierited  to  the  Hoiilt^  laMt 
Christmas  hy  Abraham  Lincoln  Corps  No.  108,  of  Chicfigd. 
Miss  Chira  DeMott  presides  at  the  piano.  In  this  room  tlioy, 
hokl  their  Sabbatli  School,  also  services  Sabbath  aftenionn.  and 
here  they  meet  M(mday  evening  for  Chapel  exercises.  Ifore, 
also,  they  have  their  entertainments, .at  which,  in  addition  to 
the  music  of  the  organ  and  piano,  they  have  the  violin,  i)layed 
by  Dr.  DeMotte.  Every  holiday  is  kept  with  a))proi)riatc  ex- 
ercises. 

The  dormitories  must  not  be  overlooked.  These  are  in  tlie 
tliird  and  fourth  stories,  ami  looked  very  inviting  with  their 
rows  of  neat  Avhite  beds.  These  beds  are  furnished  with 
springs,  mattresses,  sheets,  bhmkets,  pillows  and  white  spreads. 
1  noticed  the  halls  on  each  floor  w^ere  provided  Avith  buckets  and 
hand  grenades  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  This,  however,  is  well 
guarded  against,  as  a  faithful  wat-cdimau  patrols  tlie  luiihling 
during  the  night. 

Leaving  the  dormitories  we  passed  to  the  Library,  on  the 
first  floor.  T  w^as  much  interested  in  this.  The  room  is  neatly 
furnishad,  seated  with  chairs,  and  contains  several  large  book 
cases.  There  are  twenty-five  hundred  (2500)  volumes  in  the 
library.  On  the  tables  were  a  number  of  magazines,  including 
''Baby  Land,"  ^- Our  Boys  and  Girls,"  "St.  Nicholas,"  "Har- 
per's Young  People,"  and  others  ;  also  many  papers,  all  good, 
pure  reading  for  boys  and  girls.  Here  the  older  pupils  come 
evenings  and  read.  They  are  also  allowed  to  read  here  at  all 
hours  Sunday,  except  those  given  to  Sabbath  school  and  chapel 
service.  Dr.  or  Mrs.  DeMott  are  always  in  the  lil)rary  during 
reading  hours,  and  under  their  supervision  the  children  are 
taught  to  love  reading.  They  are  not  allowed  to  read  a  few 
lines  or  pages  in  a  ])ook,  then  toss  it  aside  and  take  another. 
If  they  take  a  b(Jok,  as  they  sometimes  do,  say  "I  don't  like 
that  book,"  they  are  told  to  go  to  the  book  case,  select  one  they 
do  like  and  finish  reading  it  before  taking  another.  This  I 
thought  an  excellent  plan,  as  it  teaches  tliem  the  habit  of  con- 
secutive reading.  The  hour  in  the  library  is  prized  very  highly 
by  the  older  children,  nnd  the  pr(dii])Itioii  of  that  enjoyment  is 
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considered  a  severe  punishment. 

The  State  makes  an  appropriation  especially  for  the  library, 
wliicb  is  certainly  a  wise  measure,  as  a  love  of  t^ood  IkjoUs  is 
surely  a  safe  guard  to  any  boy  or  girl. 

After  leaving  the  lil)rary  I  heard  the  children  singing  as 
only  light-hearted,  happy  children  can  sing.  Upon  inquiry 
was  told  they  were  forming  into  line  to  march  into  the  dining 
hall.  While  thus  forming  they  are  allowed  to  sing  if  they 
wish,  and  from  the  volume  of  song  that  reached  our  ears  1 
thought  they  were  enjoying  that  privilege  very  much. 

Having  a  desire  to  see  them  enter  the  Dining  TTall  we  ])assed 
into  that  room. 

Standing  l)y  the  tables  were  the  waiter  boys  in  neat  white 
aprons.  The  children  came  in  single  file,  the  older  ones  first. 
These  ])assed  to  the  rear  of  the  room,  Avhere  the  highest  tables 
were.  As  the  requisite  number  filed  around  a  table  they  were 
seated  and  quietly  waited  until  all  had  passed  in  and  taken 
seats.  At  a  signal  each  child  takes  its  napkin  or  bib.  A  sig- 
nal is  given  and  the  boys  help  the  plates.  When  all  have  been 
served  a  signal  is  given,  and  they  commence  eating.  This  is  a 
very  busy  time  with  each  one.  Loud  or  boisterous  talking  is 
not  allowed,  though  they  are  permitted  to  talk  in  a  low  tone. 

Adjoining  the  dining  hall  is  the  room  for  washing  dishes. 
The  room  is  well  arranged  for  the  work  and  is  spotless. 

The  building  throughout  is  fitted  \\\)  admirably,  and  I  am 
sure  our  State  is  doing  a  grand  work  in  thus  caring  for  the  chil- 
dren of  those  who.  when  our  country  was  in  ])eril,  counted  not 
life  itself  dear,  l)ut  for  love  of  country  and  the  dear  old  flag, 
marched  to  the  front,  endured  hardshi])  and  sutlering.  and  came 
not  Ijack  until  the  old  flag,  in  all  its  pride  and  beauty,  with  no 
star  (liiuiiie(l  or  blotted  out.  again  Hoated  in  triumph  from  lake 

to  gulf. 

In  regard  to  the  management,  I  have  no  words  to  exi)ress 

my  admiration. 

Kindness  and  love  are  the  controlling  influences  tliere.  A 
visit  to  the  Home  will  speedily  convince  any  person  that  Dr 
and  Mrs.  DeMotte  posse.ss  the  love  of  the  chiblren. 

It  beams  forth  in  the  kindling  eyes  and  bright  smiles  with 
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which  they  are  greeted  everywhere,  und  in  the  eagerness  with 
which  they  cluster  about  them. 

I  coukl  hut  think  of  the  intinence  they  were  exerting  over 
tliese  chihh'en,  an  influence  which  is  for  their  highest  good. 

As  the  impressions  made  in  early  life  are  most  lasting,  so 
the  instructions  these  children  are  receiving  under  their  foster- 
ing care  will  cling  to  them  through  all  the  coming  years  of 
life,  and  their  influence  will  go  out  in  ever  widenii>g  circles 
until  it  reaches  the  shores  of  the  eternal  world.  The  sculptor 
chisels  from  the  block  of  marble  an  image  of  symmetry  and 
beauty  ;  the  painter  throws  upon  the  canvas  scenes  that  de- 
light the  eye,  and  we  gaze  upon  them  in  wonder  and  admira- 
tion. The  marble  will  crumble  into  dust,  the  paniting  fade  and 
no  longer  remain  a  thing  of  beauty,  but  Dr.  and  Mrs.  DeMotte 
are  writing  upon  human  hearts  and  minds  impressions  of  truth 
and  nobility  of  character,  which  will  be  lasting  as  life  itself, 
aye,  which  even  the  cold  finger  of  death  can  not  obliterate. 

Some  one  Inis  said  : 

"God's  angels  dyo\)  like  grains  of  g  ild 

Our  duties  mid  life's  sinning  sand, 
And  from  them  one  1  y  one  we  mould 

Uur  own  briglit  crowns  with  patient  Ir.uids; 
From  dust  and  dross  we  gather  them, 

We  toil  and  stoop  for  life's  sweet  sake. 
To  find  each  worthy  act  a  gem  " 

Which  we  may  daily  richer  ni  ikc." 

Surely  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Demotte  are,  l)y  deeds  of  love  and 
kindness,  moulding  for  themselves  crowns  which  will  be  decked 
with  many  gems.  I  can  only  say  God  bless  them  in  their  noble 
work,  and  may  they  be  spared  to  many  years  of  usefulness,  and 
when  their  life  work  is  dom^  hear  the  voice  of  Him  whom  they 
have  served  saying  "Well  done." 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  one  word  to  you,  ladies,  of  the 
Department  of  Illinois.  Woman's  Relief  Corps : 

There  are  some  things  we  may  do  to  show  our  appreciation 
of  this  good  work.  While  the  State  furnishes  everything  to 
make  the  children  comfortable  we  can,  by  little  gifts,  show  that 
we  are  in  sympathy  witii  this  nob'.e  charity.     A  good  book  for 
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the  library,  a  year's  subscription  for  some  t^ood  niatra/.iiie  suita- 
ble for  children,  toys  for  the  little  ones,  or  the  money  to  pro- 
cure these,  will  always  be  welcome  and  appreciated. 

Lot  US  do  what  we  can  in  this  noble  work,  therel)y  assist- 
ing in  making  of   these  hitherto  homeless  children  intelligent, 
true  and  loyal  citizens  for  our  proud  State  of  Illinois.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  "  FLAG  BILL."

Dear  Madam  We,  the  cunmiittee  appointed  b}-  De^jart- 
ment  President  to  complete  the  work  of  presenting  a  bill  to 
the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  respectfully  beg  to  sul)mit  the  fol- 
bwing  report.  R'?ceiving  our  appointment  on  the  18th  of 
June,  and  realizing  from  the  outstart  there  was  work,  yes, 
hard  work  to  be  done,  we  buckled  on  our  armor  and  com- 
menced the  siege  hrmly  determined  to  "fight  it  out  on  that  line 
if  it  took  all  summer."  We  obtained  the  opinion  of  Attorney 
G3neral  Hunt,  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  Constitution  to 
.prohibit  such  a  measure  nor  any  law  that  would  conflict.  We 
then  paoceeded  to  draft  a  Inll  that  would  em])race  all  the  de- 
sired points  and  at  the  same  time  present  as  few  objectionable 
features  to  the  legislators  as  possible.  Failing,  even  with  the 
assistance  of  some  legal  friends,  to  produce  a  bill  that  was  en- 
tirely satisfactory,  Ave  concluded  to  procure  copies  of  ''  Flag 
Bills  "  adopted  by  neighboring  States.  We  accordingly  sent 
to  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  and  obtained  copies  of  their  laws. 
The  replies  we  received  from  the  Secretar3\s  of  State  were 
prompt  and  kind,  sending  the  l)ills  with  good  wishes  for  our 
success. 

After  studying  these  many  times  and  failing  to  find  some 
of  our  most  important  features,  we  decided  each  member  of 
the  committee- should  draw  up  a  bill  containing  what  she  con- 
sidered wore  the  jiroper  and  essential  ])()ints  desired  l)y  the 
Convention.  Ih'om  these  the  chairmann  to  form  a  ])ill  by 
consolidating  the  three.  This  was  done  and.  witli  the  slight 
change  made  by  our  friends  in  the  House,  of  which  we  shall 
speak  farther  on,  it  was  as  presented. 
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A   151  LL. 

For  :in  act  to  require  tlie  riiited  States  rta;,'  to  hd  placed  in  all  schools 
within  the  fetate  of  Illinois  and  providing  that  patriotic  music  be 
sung  and  instructions  in  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  the  c('Untry  be 
taught  therein 

Section  l,  lie  it  enacted  bi/  the  People  of  the  Htate  of  Illinois, 
represented  in  (Jeui-ral  Assenibli/,  That  Irom  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
1891,  every  school  within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  have  placed  and 
kept  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  each  department  thereof  at  least  one 
United  States  flag  of  standard  buntin.u',  not  less  than  three  by  five 
(:Jx5)  feet  in  size  to  comply  with  Uw  law. 

Sec.  2.  Every  teacher  in  these  schools  shall  at  least  twice  a  week 
give  lessons  in  the  history  of  the  Hag  and  lessons  in  patriotism  and 
loyalty  to  the  country;  and  every  school  that  has  music  therein  shall  at 
least  twice  a  week  have  sung  by  tlie  scholars  of  such  school  some  well 
known  national  songs  sucli  as  "America,"  "lied.  White  and  Blue"  or 
"Star  Spangled  Banner." 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  ma  le  the  duty  of  sciiool  boards,  trustees,  pro- 
fressors,  superintendents  and  teachers  to  see  that  this  law  is  fully 
complied  with,  and  any  member  of  board  of  directors,  or  of  any  boaid 
of  trustees,  or  any  professor,  superintendent  or  teacher  who  shall 
nv-glect  or  fail  to  comply  with  thissliall  be  d.?3m3.1  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor ami  may  lie  ))uiiislK'd  accordingly. 

The  routine  work  had  now  been  accomplished,  hut  much 
earnest,  cautions  hihor  still  remained.  We  worked  and  talked 
''Flag"  on  oar  journey  US  the  Eighth  National  Convention, 
and  as  a  result  of  that  trip  we  have  one  of  our  truest, 
staunchest  friends  in  the  pressnt  ComniLinder  of  U.  S.  Grant 
Post,  No.  28,  Chicago.  Two  of  your  committee  held  a  meet- 
ing in  Illinois  Head(|uarters  in  Boston,  talked  over  what  had 
been  done,  and  mapped  out  our  work  for  the  future. 

On  our  return  home  inspection  confronted  us;  but  real- 
izing the  truth  of  the  adage,  •"the  most  unsought  for  means 
often  hel})  us  the  best."  we  started  out  with  stars  and  stripes 
ever  before  us.  The  polititical  cam|)aign  was  at  its  height, 
('andidates  were  on  every  train  coming  or  going  to  some  rally 
or  meeting.  Knowing  so  well  there  could  Ix'  no  shame  in  suji- 
porting  the  glorious  banner,  we  talked  for  our  measure  to  all 
candidates  we  met,  irres[iective  of  party,  askel  their  as.sistance 
ami  support,  and  we  are  iiappy  to  tell  you  we  were   never   re- 
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fused  ill  a  single  iustuiice  (but  let  me  udcl  in  parenthesis  tliat 
was  before  election).  The  bill  as  was  drawn  up  was  taken  to 
Hon.  J.  A.  Brown,  Representative  from  Piatt  County,  and  he 
was  asked  to  present  it  at  the  earliest,  opportunity  after  the 
Legislature  convened.  Mr.  Brown  being  an  old  soldier  him- 
self and  heartily  in  favor  of  all  patriotic  measures,  gladly  con- 
sented to  l)e  our  champion,  and  ladies,  he  did  his  duty  nobly, 
for  the  second  week  after  the  session  opened  our  bill  was  pre- 
sented. This  was  on  the  14th  of  January,  and  in  his  state- 
ment in  regard  to  the  bill  Mr.  Brown  told  the  House  it  was  "a 
measure  drawn  up  hj  the  women  and  presented  in  the  name 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  one  of  the  grandest  organiza- 
tions in  exist-3iice.'" 

It  of  coarse  appears  on  the  calendar  as  House  Bill,  No.  78, 
although  known  to  the  meml)ers  as  "the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
Flag  Bill.''  The  only  chang3  from  the  original  draft  is  the 
addition  of  Section  2,  which  w^as  added  at  the  suggestion  of 
friends  of  the  bill  in  the  House,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  committee.  After  the  bill  had  been  printed  we 
decided  it  would  be  well  for  each  Corps  to  petition  its  mem- 
bers to  support  the  bill  and  urge  its  passage.  Accordingly, 
after  receiving  the  endorsement  of  the  Department  President, 
these  petitions  were  ssnt  out.  Notwithstanding  many  think 
petitions  are  but  a  was'e  of  time  and  paper,  in  this  case  we  are 
glad  to  tell  you  they  at  least  caused  the  members  to  study 
up  the  bill,  as  we  told  Mr.  Brown  was  the  most  sought  for 
member  of  the  House  at  that  time.

of  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  our  country. 
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We  have  written  162  letters  in  regard  to  the  bill,  seventy- 
two  to  members  of  the  tho  house,  from  thirty  of  whom  we 
have  received  rei)lies.  Have  copied  the  the  l)ill  twenty-tliree 
times,  received  four  telegrams  and  sent  replies. 

In  every  instance  we  have  received  the  most  polite  and 
courteous  treatment. 

We  must  not  omit  a  message  of  good  cheer  from  our 
sister  State  across  the  river.  When  everything  seemed  dark 
and  we  were  almost  ready  to  dispair,  a  ray  of  light  reached  us 
from  Missouri  in  the  form  of  a  message  from  C.  A.  Rifton 
congratulating  us  on  our  measure  and  "  the  success  that 
seemed  so  near."     We  were  encouraged,  and  with  Longfellow's 

poem  still  in  mind: 

"Behiiul  the  cloiuls  i.s  the  sun  still  shining,, 
Soni3  days  must  be  dark  and  dreiry." 

We  were  ready  to  again  pick  u})  our  sbaff  and  })loil 
onward. 

Ladies,  we  Avere  in  hopes  we  would  be  able  to  tell  you  our 
bill  was  a  law;  unfortunately  we  cannot,  but  assure  you  it  is 
through  no  fault  of  your  committee.  Do  not  let  the  work 
rest  here  but  strive  for  it.  Remember  that  "  education  and 
liberty  go  hand  in  hand, ''  and  that  "the  price  of  liberty  is 
eternal  vigilance,"  so  do  no  wait  for  the  committee  to  do  your 
work,  bat  each  and  every  one  labor  for  our  glorious  banner. 

The  only  criticism  we  heard  or  saw  during  our  working 
was  a  communication  in  a  city  paper  "that  our  dear  old  flag 
would  lose  a  portion  of  its  freedom  if  compelled  by  law  to  float 
from  the  sell  )ol  house."  Ladies,  we  have  the  utmost  contempt 
for  such  an  article  and  for  such  a  person.  We  would  like  to 
interview  the  writer  and  find  out  how  long  '"our  dear  old  flag" 
would  be  free  if  patriotism  an  1  loyalty  were  not  taught  our 
children  in  our  schools  as  well  as  at  home?  We  cannot  help 
but  think  if  the  writer  of  that  article  was  ever  in  the  war  he 
certainly  must  have  been  in  the  rear  ranks. 

Then  b'l  iM  move  onward,  Women  of  the  Relief  Corps! 
M()tlu»rs  of  families,  look  to  your  home  circles,  see  that  the 
stars  and  stri])es  occupy  a  i)r()niinent  place  in  your  homes, 
that  p  itriotisiu  ;ui  1  b)y  I'.ty  a-f  fiiuiliir   tooies    in    your    home 
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life.  The  strongest  hold  that  liberty  has  is  the  character, 
manhood  and  self-reliance  of  our  American  people.  Then 
how  shall  we  control  and  strengthen  the  character  of  our 
children?  By  instilling  in  their  minds  the  pride  of  country; 
teaching  them  the  blood  of  heroes  courses  through  their  veins; 
that  to  them  has  been  bequeathed  the  duty  of  upholding  and 
supporting  the  grandest  government  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
then  we  will  have  a  race  that  our  heroes  will  welcome. 

If  we  do  not  succeed  this  time  do  not  let  it  drop  but  pusl)'' 
ahead,  next  session  and  next,  and  we  are  sure  we  will  succeed.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  FURTHER  RESOLUTION   NO,    9   OF 
SFVENTH  DEPARTMENT  CONVENTION, 

Springfeu),  111.,  April,  1891. 
Mus.  Dklii.ah  a.  Leakkktox.  President  of  the  Department  of 

Illinois  W.  R.  C,  Palestine,  111. 

.Beau  Madam: — Thanking  you  for  the  contidencj  reposed 
in  us,  your  committee  to  further  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Seventh  Department  Convention  in  session  at  Quiney,  111.,  we 
bet' you  to  receive  this,  our  report,  attempted  l)ut  not  acconi- 
])lished. 

We  say  not  accomplished  for  the  following  reasons: 
i^'irst,  the  resolution  itself  wai  faulty,  that  we,  or  rather  it, 
had  the  ajipearanee  of  dictating  to  the  Grand  Army  its  duty 
regarding  the  orphans  at  th?  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home, 
Normal,  which  appears  in  the  report  of  the  G.  A.  R.  commit' 
fee  on  Soldiers'  and  Sailors"  Orphans'  Home.  who^e 
report  recommends  that  the  children  be  jjermitted  to 
remain  two  years  longer  at  the  Home  to  be  taught 
juanual  training,  etc.  (See  proceedings  Dejjartment 
Encampment,  Twenty-FOurth  Annual).  Secondly,  the 
resolution  (see  resolution  in  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention 
W.  R.  C. )  was  based  upon  the  su))position.  first,  that  the  re- 
port G.  A.  R.,  would  be  carried  out  by  In-inging  the  subject 
before  the  Thirty-seventh  General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  and 
secondly,  that  the  report  as  above,  referred  to  the  ''children" 
as  boys  only,  hence  any  action  on  our  part  independent  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  would  indicate  a  lack  of  contidence  in  the  committee, 
which  we  did  not  feel,  neither  did  tlie  AV.  b*.  C. 

We,  knowniiig  full  well  the  tiiiboiuiih-il  i oiiluU-ncf  tJic 
Department  \V.  |{.  C.  has  in  the  G.  .\.  IT.  to  whicli  it  is  aux- 
iliary, and  desiring  to  attest  our  allegiance  to  and  (•()nfi(hMice  in 
it,  deferred  taking  any  aggre.*<sive  steps  reganling  this  resolu- 
tion by  issuing  a  ])i'tition  to  the  Corps,  ffding  that    if.  alter  a 
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bill  AVas  presented  by  the  G.  A.  R.  to  the  General  Assembly 
regarding  the  matter  and  AVe  found  that  the  boys  only  wei'e 
iileant,  then  Onr  work  would  be  easily  acconlplished  by 
a  gentle  reminder  to  please  evei^ybdcly^  tbd  "  sdnie  fostering 
care  to  the  girls '  as  well  find  permit  them  to  participate  in 
some  eiiobliiig  and  elevating  employment. 

We  therefore  wrote  to  the  Commander  of  the  Department 
G.  A.  R.,  Colonel  W.  L.  Distin,  to  be  further  instructed  in 
what  should  be  our  duty,  and  in  the  meantime  be  ready  for 
any  emergency  which  might  arise.  A  prompt  reyly  from  Mr. 
Distin  referred  us  to  the  chairman  of  the  committe,  G.  A.  R., 

F.  C.  Vierling.  We  wrote  to  him  to  instruct  us.  and  awaiting 
his  reply  we  found,  first,  the  law  governing  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Orphans'  Houie  would  have  to  be  amended  to  read  16 
years  instead  of  14,  etc. 

Second,  that  it  would  require  an  increased  appropriatijn. 
not  only  to  retain  them  the  extra  two  years  and  tit  out  a 
manual  training  school,  but  an  enlargement  of  the  buildings 
of  the  Home,  for  it  is  at  present  overflowing,  and  many  chil- 
dren are  awaiting  to  enter  by  the  retirement  of  the  older  ones 
whose  time  has  expired. 

Third,  that  the  Secretary  of  Public  Charities.  W.  T. 
Wines,  is  opposed  to  the  entire  measure,  and  it  were  well  to 
have  his  co-operation  in  such  a  measure,  and  this  might  not  be 
readily  accomplished.  Although  he  wishes  that  which  could 
result  for  the  orphans  present  and  future  tem])oral  as  well  as 
spiritual. 

Fourth,  in  conversing  with  many  of  the  members,  espec- 
ially soldiers,  all  seemed  in  favor  of  something  being  done  as 
above  but  many  doubted  that  it  could  be  accomplished  this  ses- 
sion, but  added  that  this  might  b3  an  entering  wedges  hould  the 
endeavor  fail  of  success. 

You  will  therefore  see  from  the  above  why  we  call  it 
unsuce,?3sf:al.  But  thoagli  a  cloud  seem?  to  envelope  the 
measure  now,  there  may  be  very  l)right  sunshine  behind  it. 
It  may  result  in  an  independent  movement  by  the  Department 

G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C.  of  estaljlishino;  such  a  school  to  accom- 
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l»lish  the  results  we  so  ardently  wish  for  as  "  the  twig  is  bent, 
the  tree  is  inclined,"  and  that  our  soldiers'  cdiildren 
shall  have  the  same  care  and  thought  bestowed  upon  them  as 
we  would  our  own,  that  they  might  be  as  the  polished  corner 
stones  and  grow  in  knowledge  and  wisdom,  be  better  men  and 
women,  better  citizens  and  better  Christians.

report  of  the  g.  a.  r.  committee  on  soldiers*  orphans*  home. 

To  William  L.  Distin,  Commander,  and  Comrades  of    the   De- 
partment of  lllinoi-s. 

Your  committee  on  the  Soldiers"  ()r[»lians*  Home  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  they  have  accomplished  all  that  w;is 
promised  you  at  the  last  Encampment,  and  that  was  to  make 
the  children  at  the  Home  happier,  and.  if  possible,  incite  them 
to  a  noble  ambition  to  make  themselves  good  men  and  women, 
worthy  successors  to  their  heroic  fathers  who  gave  their  lives 
that  the  nation  might  live. 

The  Home  has  at  present  424  children;  247  boys  and  177 
girls  with  about  fifty  applications  for  admission  which  the 
Trustees  have  not  jiassed  upon,  but  will  on  Thursday  of  this 
week  and  uiay  admit  about  forty  of  that  number.  The  Home 
will  accomodate  about  000.  There  has  been  no  serious  sickness 
during  the  year  and  only  one  death  since  our  hvst  encamp- 
ment, and  that  a  constitutional  case  of  heart  disease.  Provi- 
dence has  blessed  the  labors  of  our  noble  couirade.  Dr.  H.  C. 
DeMotte  and  his  worthy  wife,  both  of  whom  are  unceasing  in 
their  efforts  to  keep  the  children  clciin,  well  fed.  i)roperly  edu- 
cated and  well  exercised. 

The  doctor  regards  the  children  a>  his  own. and  is  so  fauiiliar 
with  them  that  he  knows  all  their  pet  names  as  well  as  their 
full  names,  and  has  a  peculiar  whistle  (somewhat  after  our 
Comrade  McXulta's )  that  the  boys  hear  afar  off  and  obey  as 
old  soldiers.     This  is  used  onlv  when   the    bovs    tiy:ht.   smoke. 
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chew  tobacco  or  do  something  of  which  they  know  the  Doctor 
does  not  approve.  May  we  say  here  that  Comrade  DeMotte 
has  never  used  the  rod  to  correct  any  child  since  he  has  been 
at  the  Home,  honestly  believing  that  he  does  and  can  accom- 
pli.sh  better  results  by  gentle  reprimand.  Comrades,  please 
visit  the  Home  and  be  convinced  that  the  children  arc  well 
cared  for  and  will  make  good  men  and  women. 

Your  committee  secured  from  the  national  government 
flower  and  other  seeds  as  recommended  in  our  last  report,  but 
owing  to  the  terrible  drought  last  summer,  the  children  were 
not  so  successful  as  might  have  been,  though  for  part  of  the 
season  the  Home  had  plenty  of  green  corn,  small  vegetables 
and  sufficient  blooming  flowers. 

The  Trustees  have  asked  the  Legislature  in  addition  to  the 
regular  appropriations  for  about  ^11,000  for  electric  light,  root 
cellar  and  propagating  house. 

Your  committee  have  had  two  bills  prepared  which  will  be 
introduced  in  the  present  Legislature  for  the  establishment  of 
manual  training'  schools  and  amending  the  law  so  that  the  age 
at  which  children  are  discharged  shall  be  sixteen  instead  of 
fourteen  3'ears  as  at  present. 

Your  committee  wish  to  thank  the  noble  Women  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  No.  108,  of  Chicago, 
for  their  grand  gift  to  the  home  of  an  upright  piano  and  three 
large  boxes  of  useful  toys  last  Christmas,  and  to  various 
Posts  and  Corps  throughout  the  State  for  gifts  of  candy,  toys 
and  books. 

We  also  report  that  we  have  devised  a  plan  with  the  su- 
perintendent, Dr.  DeMotte,  to  award  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  prizes  in  June  of  each  year  and  to  be  about  as  fol- 
lows: i?GO  in  six  prizes  of  $10  cash  each  for  the  best  scholar- 
ship average  for  the  year  past  for  boys  and  girls  over  ten  years 
of  age  to  be  issued  in  a  certificate  and  payable  when  they 
leave  the  Home;  and  eight  of  $0  each  for  the  best  deportment 
average  for  children  under  ten  years  of  age  to  be  payable  in 
like  manner. 

The  superiutendent  and  your  committee  believing  that   it 
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will  be  much  bettor  to  <(ivt'  a  boy  or  ^irl  u  little  eajtital  to  start 
with  than  a  medal. 

Your  committee  will  try  to  arraii<ife  that  on   Friday   after- 
noon, a  train  will  leave  Decatur  for  the   Home    and  return  the 
same   evening  so  that  Comrades  can  in  a  measure  realize   the 
noltle   and  graml  work  being  accomplished  at  this  })hu;e.

probable  cost,  and  arrange  plans  for  collection  of  funds  for  the  same. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed:  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Bradford, 
Corps  >' o.  32 ;  Mrs.  Salome  F.  Wilson,  Corps  No.  118;  Mrs.  Eugenia 
FoUensbee,  Corps  No.  47. 

Respsectfnlly  submit  their  report. 

Receiving  Greneral  Order  No.  3  near  the  middle  of  June, 
we  decided  to  Avait  until  after  the  National  Convention  before 
taking  steps  to  perform  the  work  entrusted  to  us,  as  Ave  felt 
that  in  a  measure  we  Avere  like  the  children  of  Israel,  Avhen  in 
l)ondage  they  Avere  compelled  to ''make  brick  without  straAV." 
The  Convention  not  having  intimated  how  much  money  should 
]>e  expended  in  the  erection  of  said  monument.  Two  members 
of  the  committee  expected  to  attend  the  National  Con  vent  ion 
in  lk)st)n,  and  it  AV;is  decided  tliey  slioiild  there  ;iud  in  the 
region  around  alxuit  examine  the  mouumeiils  alreidy  erected, 
study  designs  and  ascertain  costs, so  this  ciunmitS'e  miglitcome 
to  :in  iMKli-rsiaiidiiig  as  to  how  much  money  the  ncjiartnuMit 
of  Illinois  ought  to  exjMUil.      However, 
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"  The  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men 
Gang  oft  a'glee" 

As  Burns  says,  and  but  one  of  the  committee  ( Mrs.  Fol- 
lensbee)  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  permitted  to  attend  the 
National  Convention,  but  while  there  inspected  soldiers'  mon- 
uments and  ascertained  their  cost. 

After  hearing  her  report  the  committe  were  a  unit  in  the 
opinion  tha,t  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the  great  State  of 
Illinois — a  state  that  gave  to  this  nation  in  her  time  of  need, 
a  Lincoln,  a  Grant  and  a  Logan — Avould  not  wish  to  erect  a 
monument  at  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  to  cost  less  than 
$2,500  in  memory  of  the  brave  men  whom  these  great  Gen- 
erals led  to  victory. 

It  was  specified  in  the  resolution  that  the  committee  were 
to  "obtain  estimate  of  probable  cost,  and  arrange  plans  for 
collection  of  funds  for  the  same."  What  to  do  we  could  not 
tell,  but  after  consultation  with  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  we 
determined  if  sanctioned  by  the  Department  President  to  call 
upon  each  Corps  (through  General  Order  or  circular  letter)  to 
contribute  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  member,  which  would  it 
was  estimated  bring  into  the  treasury  the  required  amount. 
We  felt  justified  in  so  doing  as  we  found  this  the  course  pur- 
sued by  that  noble  band  of  patriots,  whose  auxiliary  we  are, 
when  they  have  a  special  work  to  perform. 

And  is  not  this  the  plan  for  raising  the  funds  for  the 
National  Hall,  of  which  not  only  Decatur,  but  the  nation  will 
be  proud?  The  committee  of  the  G.  A.  R.  not  only  call  but 
urge  the  pajmaent  by  each  Post  of  a  sum  that  will  represent 
50  cents  per  member,  raising  the  money  as  they  see  fit — as  the 
Corps  are  allowed  to  do. 

While  some  Corps  responded  cheerfully  to  circular  No. 
4,  some  immediately  began  to  make  excuse,  like  those  of  old 
who  were  bidden  to  the  marriage  feast,  some  of  these,  too,  who 
had  representatives  in  the  Seveiith  Department  Convention — 
who  did  not  raise  their  voice  jn  opposition  to  that  resolution 
and  who  must  hove  voted  for  it  or  it  would  not  have  been 
adopted. 

And  just  here  I  beg  your  indulgence  for  a  little  digression. 
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It  has  been  truth liiUy  said,  "Experience  keeps  a  good  school 
but  tlio  tuititiou  is  hi»^h."'  It  is  very  easy  for  the  representa- 
tives of  the  different  Corps  to  sit  in  ('onvention  asseniljled  and 
vote  a  resolution  tlirouj^'b.  wliile  it  is  (juite  a  different  thing 
when  they  have  reached  home  to  ])ut  their  hand  in  their 
pocket  in  order  to  carry  tliat  resolution  into  effect.  Depart- 
ment Conventions  are  Departiucnt  law  makers.  It  is  one 
thing  for  Corps  to  choose  represeiitatives  to  Department  Con- 
vention, thereby  expressing  their  confidence  in  their  al)ility 
to  legislate  wisely,  and  quite  another  for  the  Corjjs.  earnestly, 
to  carry  out  such  legislation. 

But  to  resume:  As  to  material  and  designs  the  commit- 
tee took  no  action,  leaving  that  till  near  the  close  of  the  year, 
feeling  that  the  Corps  would  respond  tpiickly  because  the 
undertaking  was  ordered  by  the  Department  Convention;  and 
also  because  the  framer  of  the  resolution  Avas  a  member  of  the 
committee  and  assured  us  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  resolu- 
tion was  that  the  work  be  done  this  year,  hence  we  sent  a  re- 
quest to  Departmet  President  that  she.  with  the  consent  other 
council,  authorize  the  committee  to  go  forward  and  make  the 
contract  (we  did  not  specify  in  our  request  that  we  would  not 
let  the  contract  unless  sufficient  funds  bs  guaranteed,  as  we 
should  have  done),  and  if  permission  be  given  (which  we 
hardly  expected,  as  the  request  was  so  late  in  reaching  head- 
quarters; the  first  paper,  prepared  early  in  December,  having 
been  lost  by '' Uncle  Sam's"  agents).  The  committee  would 
then  have  held  a  meeting  and  considered  these  points. 
No  meeting  was  held,  but  the  work  of  the  committee  has  been 
carrried  on  entirely  1)y  correspondence;  the  bill  for  postage 
being  ^2.25.  wliich  we  ask  you  to  allow. 

Corps  nearly  all  failed  to  give  the  number  of  members  w  lien 
notifying  the  chairman  of  their  action.  Pawnee.  Englewood. 
Lincoln  an  and  Taylorville  being  the  excejitions.

Believing  that  the  imitortance  of  tliis  uiulertaking  de- 
mauds  it,  we  further  recommend  that  the  committee  consist  of 
live  (5)  instead  of  three  (8  )  members.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  RELIEF  COMMITTEE. 

3Iks.  Martha  L.  Martin,  Department  Secretary   Illinois    W, 
R.  C,  Auxiliary  to  G.  A.  R. 

Dear  Madam: — At  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Department  of  Illinois  W.  R.  C  the  case  of  a  comrade  in 
South  Dakota,  asking  for  aid  was  referred  to    this   committee. 

We  now  suljmit  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Depart- 
ment President  and  the  members  of  our  order,  our  report  in 
the  case. 

Returning  to  our  homes  about  the  middle  of  March,  and 
carefully  perusing  the  letter  from  him  handed  to  us  the  need 
of  prompt  action  forced  itself  upon  us,*for  to  be  of  any  value 
to  him  seed  grain  must  be  furnished  almost  immediately,  and 
yet  in  justice  to  the  members  throughout  the  State  from  whom 
we  were  to  ask  assistance,  we  must  first  investigate  the  case 
and  have  some  proof  of  his  circumstances,  and  that  he  was  a 
Union  Veteran,  other  than  his  own  story,  to  save  them  and 
ourselves  from  possible  censure  hereafter. 

His  earnest  entreaties  that  his  appeal  for  aid 
should  be  kept  strictly  private  hampered  us  somewhat,  as  we 
hardl}''  knew  how  to  investigate  the  case  without  makino- 
public  to  some  extent  his  sad  story.  After  consulting  Depart- 
ment President,  Mrs.  D.  A.  Leaverton,  we  resolved  to  address  a 
carefully  worded  letter  to  a  government  official,  telling  him 
we  had  been  informed  there  was  a  veteran  near  him  in  destitute 
circumstances,  and  asking  for  any  information  he  could  give 
in  the  case. 

The  gentleman,  who  proved  to  be  a  comrade  of  the  G.  A. 
R.,  promptly  replied,  saying  there  was  a  farmer  near  there  by 
the  name  given,  ])ut  he  hardly  thought  he  was  in  destiute  cir- 
cumstances as  he  had  lately  told  him  he  had  seventy-five 
bushels  of  potatoes  in  his  cellar,  also  contradicting  SQY^ral 
other  statments  made  by  the  first  party. 
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Those  who  heard  the  letter  read  will  remember  that  appli- 
cant claimed  to  be  in  destitute  circumstances,  stating  that  he 
had  lost  his  hi^h-bred  horses,  a  span  of  mules,  a  building,  his 
farming  tools  and  his  furniture  by  fire,  that  he  carried  five 
wounds  received  in  the  service  of  his  country,  that  his  health 
was  broken  down,  his  eyesight  destroyed,  was  reduced  to  old 
clothing  patched  with  old  bags,  and  his  wife  obliged  to  gather 
cow-chips  for  fuel  and  other  distressing  circumstances.  A 
sad  case,  indeed,  if  true. 

The  replies  to  our  letters  of  inquiry  stated  that  if  this  ap- 
plicant carried  wounds  received  in  war  service,  it  was  not 
known;  that  he  seemed  strong  and  rugged;  was  a  painter  by 
trade  and  worked  considerable  at  his  trade;  did  not  think  him 
in  destitute  circumstances;  had  not  been  burned  out.  Ijut  a 
sister  had  lost  her  claim  dwelling  by  fire  some  time  before; 
that  the  Post  there  was  ready  and  willing  to  help  b.im  if  he 
needed  aid. 

Meantime,  we  were  corresponding  with  our  ai)plicant, 
though  he  was  indignant  that  we  should  know  of  his  appeal, 
saying  he  had  been  assured  by  the  National  President  that  she 
would  keep  the  matter  private.  He  wanted  us  to  send  him  ^25  or 
^30  immediately, as  he  had  nothing  to  live  on  but  a  few  potatoes 
and  a  little  flour.  But  before  we  got  through  with  the  corres- 
pondence we  learned  that  he  had  two  and  a  quarter  sections  of 
land,  upon  which  there  was  a  small  mortgage,  had  a  team  of 
horses,  a  yoke  of  oxen, two  cows,  one  pig,  thirty-five  hens,  seed 
for  his  spring  planting  furnished  by  State  Commissioners  and 
County  officials  to  all  in  need  of  it;  machinery  sufficient 
to  run  his  farm,  tbat  his  family  consisted  of  a  wife  and 
babe  less  than  a  year  old.  He  desired  us  not  to  mention  his 
appeal  for  aid  to  any  one,  saying  li<^  would  not  have  his  proud 
spirited  wife  know  it  for  anything,  but  still  needed  cash.  We 
then  wrote  him  that  if  he  would  send  us  a  recommend  from 
the  G.  A.  R.  Post  near  him  we  would  send  him  the  cash, 
whereupon  he  became  positively  rude  and  charged  us  with  try- 
ing to  make  public  wliat  he  had  been  promised  would  be  kept 
strictly  jtrivate. 
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At  this  point,  the  man  now  heing  provided  with  seed,  and 
owning  to  having  everything  else  necessary  to  keep  him  till 
after  harvest  time,  except  cash,  we  decided  to  drop  the  case  and 
allow  you  to  keep  your  Relief  Fund  for  far  more  needy  cases 
nearer  home. 

Realizing  more  fully  than  ever  before    the    necessity    of 
making  a  full  investigation  in  the  case  of  each    appeal    to    us 
for  aid,  and  earnestly  hoping  that  we  have  done  no    one,    and 
particularly  an  old  soldier,  any  injustice,  we  remain

Department  Council  of  the  Woman's   Relief  Corps,   Decatu  r. 

III. 

I  make  this  appeal  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  insane  soldiers  of 
Illinois,  incarcerated  in  the  different  asylums  of  the  State. 

I  ask  you  to  bring  this  before  the  Convention  of  the  W. 
R.  C,  and  also  to  the  notice  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  introduce  a  bill 
before  the  Legislature,  now  in  session,  for  an  ujjpropriatiDu 
sufficient  to  build  a  cottage  at  Kankakee  for  the  insane 
soldiers  alone  to  occpy;  as  my  observations  the  ])ast  eighteen 
months  that  I  have  been  a  resident  here  have  been  such  as  to 
convince  me  that  they  could  be  l)etter  cared  for  and  more  be- 
coming the  defenders  of  our  country  were  they  jdaced  ])y 
themselves  and  not  comi)elled  to  be  kept  on    an  eiiuality    with 
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convicts  and  paupers,  of  which  both  chisse.?  have  a    full   repre- 
sentation here. 

There  are  1,700  patients  confined  in  the  asj'luni  at  this 
place,  and  T  am  informol  over  100  of  this  number  are 
sokliers. 

Dr.  Richard  Dewey,  tlie  medical  superintendent,  favors  the 
plan  ver}"  much  and  does  all  within  his  power  for  the  soldiers 
placed  under  his  care,  hut  he  dare  not  go  beyond  his  legal 
authority. 

I  make  this  appeal  to  you  in  justicL'  to  this  class  of  most 
unfortunate  soldiers  Avho  have  had  no  provision  made  for  them 
other  than  is  accorded  to  any  citizen,  and  I  think  it  is  time 
some  one  should  bring  their  situation  to  the  notice  of  the 
public  for  some  action  to  be  taken  in  their  behalf. 

I  have  written  lettei's  to  some  of  the  Senators  explaining 
their  condition,  hoping  they  would  take  soma  measures  to 
benefit  this  clas?  of  soldiers,  Imt  a?  yet  hive  f.iiled  to  learn  of 
any  such  action  being  taken. 

I  have  had  ever}^  opportunity  to  learn  and  observe  through 
my  almost  daily  visits  to  my  husband,  who  also  comes  under 
this  class,  that  their  condition  could  be  vastly  improved  were 
they  placed  in  one  cottage,  but,  situatsd  in  the  many  different 
wards  and  cottages  as  they  now  are,  it  is  impossible  to  do  any- 
thing for  them  by  the  friends  of  the  soldiers  who  would  1)0  in- 
clined to  contribute  to  their  comfort. 

Hoping  you  will  bring  this  to  the  notice  of  the  Depart- 
uient  Commander  of  the  G.  A.  R.  as  well  as  the  lielief  Corps.  I

I  hereby  submit  to  the  Department  Council  the  report  of 
the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  during  the  past  year. 

By  authority  from  Department  President,  Mrs.  D.  A. 
Leaverton,  I  issued  a  circular  letter  to  the  members  of  the 
Board,  asking  that  the  members  of  the  Board  living  nearest  to 
Treasurer's  Headquarters,  Mesdames  Sanders,  Miller,  and  my- 
self, be  authorized  to  audit  Treasurer's  books  during  the  year, 
thereby  saving  expense  to  Department. 

Having  their  approval,  on  May  21st  I  made  examination 
of  the  Treasurer's  books  and  supplies;  found  them  well  kept, 
and  sufficient  supplies  on  hand,  in  good  order. 

Through  unavoidable  delay,  the  books  were  not  audited 
again  until  December,  at  which  time  Mrs.  Miller  was  detailed 
for  the  work.  But  owing  to  sickness  in  her  family  she  was 
unable  to  attend  to  it.

Mrs.  Flo  Miller,  of  Monticello,  said:  "I  have  a  little  mat- 
ter to  bring  before  the  Convention.  On  last  evening  at  the 
Headqnarters  of  Sherman  Post  G.  A.  R.,  a  little  incident  oc- 
cnrred,  -with  whi(di  I  feel  that  the  ('onvention  should  l>e  made 
acquainted. 

''The  Hon.  B.  F.  Funk,  of  Sherman  I'ost,  Bloomington. 
111.,  presented  Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton.  Department  Presi- 
dent, with  a  handsome  silk  and  gold  badge  as  a  souvenir  of  the 
Post.  The  l)adge  is  of  white  silk  and  on  it  is  a  handsome  por- 
trait of  the  gallant  General  Sherman  as  he  appeared  when  he 
so  bravely  and  daringly  marched  through  Georgia.  The 
badge  is  finished  with  fringe  of  gold.  Mrs.  Leaverton  accej)ted 
the  testimonial  as  a  tribute  to  the  Department,  saying  she  par- 
ticularly appreciated  the  kindness  as  her  husband  had  marched 
with  Sherman  to  the  sea.

Mrs.  Davisson,  of  Bloomington  Corps,  No.  7,  announced 
the  nomination  of  Mrs.  Sue  Simpson  as  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  Department  President.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Helen 
Ives. 

Mrs.  Hughes,  of  Springfield,  said:  "I  desire  to  pre- 
sent as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Department  President  the 
name  of  a  lady  who  has  served  very  acceptably  as  Senior  Vice, 
also  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board.

Mrs.  Carl,  of  Corps  No.  136,  Englewood,  nominated  as  a

L.  Martin.     Seconded  by  Mrs.  Humphrey.     [Applause.] 

Mi-s.  Flo  Miller,  of  Corps  No.  64,  nominated  Mrs.  Delilah 
A.  Leaverton,  of  Palestine,  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  De- 
partment President.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  M.  I.  Sandes,  of  Co- 
lumbia Corps. 

Mrs.  Leaverton — ''Ladies,  I  thank  you  for  the  compliment. 
I  have  endeavored  to  serve  you  as  Department  President  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  for  the  past  two  years,  and  I  do  not  feel  it 
my  duty  to  accept.  After  each  of  you  have  served  a  term  of 
similar  length,  it  will  be  my  turn  again."     [Applanse.] 

Mrs.  Sue  M.  Simpson  declined  the  nomination.  Mrs. 
Martha  L.  Martin  did  the  same,  each  thanking  the  members  for 
the  attention  shown  them. 

Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland,  of  Springfield,  suggested 
that  the  candidates  be  brought  forward  to  the  platform  that  the 
members  might  get   a  look  at  them  in  order  that  they  might 
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know  for  whom  thev  were  votinjj;.  They  were  escorted  to  the 
phxtform  and  presented  1)V  the  I'residtMit  in  the  following 
manner  : 

"Ladies,  1  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  Bradley,  of  Decatur.  Mrs.  Inez  J.  Bender, 
of  Monticello,  and  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Stadden,  of  Sjn-ingfield, 
who    are    candidates    for   the    office    of    I)e])artinent    Presi- 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Flo  Miller  that  the  votes  be  not  counted 
in  open  Convention,  but  that  a  friend  of  each  candidate  accom- 
pany the  tellers  in  order  to  watch  the  count  and  know  that  it 
was  correct.     Seconded  by  Mrs.  Severn,  of  Corps  140. 

Mrs.  Sue  M.  Simpson — "I  believe  there  is  some  objection 
to  the  tellers  retiring  to  count  the  votes,  and  T  think  the  proper 
place  for  them  would  be  the  platform,  letting  them  count  the 
votes  in  the  presence  of  this  Convention.  This  would  be  more 
satisfactory  all  around,  I  think." 

Mrs.  Miller's  motion  carried. 

The  Secretary  was  then  instructed  to  1)egin  the  minutes  of 
the  Council  where  she  had  left  off  in  the  luorning.  She  read 
a  letter  from  Mrs.  Humrichouser,  of  Kankakee,  in  regard 
to  a  cottage  which  was  to  ])e  erected  for  insane  soldiers. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  letter  Mrs.  Mary  A.  iiradl(\v,  of 
Corps  No.  4,  addressed  the  President,  Mrs.  D.  A.  Leaverton,  a> 
follows : 

"  In  behalf  of  Dunham  liclief  (^'orps,  of  Decatur.  I  j)r('- 
sent  you  with  this  as  a  testimonial  of  our  love  and  respect," 
handing  her  nuignificent  alxjuijuct  of^Marsehal  Neil  roses,  tied 
with  an  elal>()rate  bow  of  white  ribl)on. 

Mrs.  Leaverton — *'I  cannot  expess  to  you  my  thanks.  1 
I  was  here  a  little  over  seven  years  ago  and  met  with  a  little 
band  of  workers  at  that  time.  T  have  met  with  you  in  Con- 
vention ever  since.  When  we  were  here  on  January  30,  1884, 
there  were  only  seventeen  of  us,  and  I  think  if  this  noble 
woman  (holding  up  Mrs.  Holbrookes  picture)  who  organized 
this  band   could    look   down  u})on  us  now,  it  would  rejoice  her

heart  to  see  the  grand  1)0(1}^  of  women  here  who  represent  the 
Department  of  Illinois.  Mrs.  Bradley,  tell  your  Corps  I  thank 
them  for  this  token,  and  their  kindly  wishes."' 

Motion  by  Mrs.  Amanda  Clarkson,  of  Cairo,  seconded  by 
Mr-!.  Munholland,  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  in 
regard  to  the  building  for  insane  soldiers  (See  Council  min- 
utes. Section  III.)  be  adopted. 

Mrs.  Withrum,  of  Corps  No.  7(3,  suggested  that  the  build- 
ing should  be  at  Quincy,  where  the  Soldiers'  Home  was  erected, 
if  anything  of  the  kind  was  put  up. 

Miss  Cleveland  then  suggested  that  Mrs.  Lippencott  was  in 
the  room,  and  that  perhaps  she  would  give  some  information  re- 
garding the  keeping  of  insane  soldiers  at  the  Home.  She  was 
conducted  to  the  platform  and  presented  to  the  Convention  by 
the  President  in  the  following  manner : 

•'I  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  Mrs.  Lippin- 
cott.  Matron  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Quincy, 
111.     Ladies,  salute." 

Mrs.  Lippencott  having  been  invited  to  make  some  remarks 
concerning  the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  insane,  soldiers, 
spoke  as  follows: 

.  ''Ladies,  it  is  against  the  rules  of  the  Home  for  us  to  take 
care  of  insane  men.  We  have  had  quite  a  number.  We  have 
sent  two  to  Kankakee,  two  or  three  to  Jacksonville,  and  have 
exchanged  for  some  who  were  only  partially  insane, 
There  is  not  room  enough  for  all  at  any  of  the  asylums,  and 
we  are  not  prepared  to  take  care  of  them.  I  was  much  pleased 
to  hear  that  interest  was  being  taken  in  the  question,  and  hope 
arrangements  can  be  made  so  that  the  soldiers  can  be  taken 
care  of  better  than  they  now  are." 

Mrs.  Humrichouser,  who  first  introduced  the  subject  of  the 
cottage  for  the  insane  at  Kankakee,  spoke  at  considerable 
length  upon  the  question,  saying  she  understood  there  was  now 
a  movement  before  the  Grand  Army  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
this  cottage  at  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Quincy,  111.  She  ob- 
jected  to   this   on   account   of  the   insufficient  medical  staff, 
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referring  to  Doctor  Dewey,  in  Kankakee,  who  was  much  inter- 
ested in  the  matter  and  would  do  everytliing  in  his  power  to 
aid  in  the  cause,  saying:  "Furthermore  he  is  in  favor  of  hav- 
ing the  sohliers  have  a  cottage  for  their  oAvn  use,  so  they  can 
be  taken  care  of  in  a  manner  becoming  to  the  defenders  of  our 
flag."  She  said  further  that  "they  were  not  now  properly  taken 
care  of,  not  as  they  should  be;  some  have  no  friends  or  rela- 
tives. ]My  husband  is  there  and  I  am  there  myself  to  see  that 
he  is  taken  care  of  as  well  a.s  I  am  able,  although  he  could  re- 
ceive much  better  care.''  [Applause  at  the  conclusion  of  Mrs. 
Humrichouser's  remarks.  ] 

Mrs.  Clarkson's  motion  carried. 

The  guard  announced  that  there  were  some  Comrades  in 
waiting.  The  President  asked  if  the  (Jonvention  was  ready 
to  receive  them.  Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Sanders  that  the 
comrades  be  admitted  at  once.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
McCauley.     Carried. 

Conductors  instructed  to  bring  the  gentlemen  to  the  plat- 
form. Mrs.  Leaverton  presented  to  the  Convention  Chaplain 
Lozier  and  Captain  Cantwell,  of  Tennessee. 

Chaplain  Lozier  made  a  short  address,  saying: 
'"Comrades,  T  know  so  well  how  much  you  are  encumbered 
with  your  duties  that  I  shall  not  think  of  speaking,  neither  of 
singing  a  song.  When  you  were  jn-esent  at  our  encampment 
this  morning  your  President  so  kindly  and  courteously  invited 
me  to  come  down  that  I  concluded  to  go,  thinking  })ossi))ly 
you  would  have  more  leisure  time  than  I  see  you  have.  You 
are  a  busy  people,  especially  here.  1  will  iiot  therefore  take 
up  your  time  by  singing,  l)ut  will  merely  say  that  the  song  I 
sang  this  morning,  and  that  other  one,  'My  Father's  Flag  and 
Mine,'  which  was  adopted  by  the  last  National  Encampment. 
can  be  obtained  of  me.  The  regular  price  is  forty  cents.  l)ut 
as  I  am  merely  introducing  the  music  I  will  sell  them  at 
twenty-five  cents  per  copy  to-day." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Chaplain  Lozier'.s  remarks  the  mem- 
bers called  for  a  song,  and  after   being  assured   that  the  ladies 
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could  spare  the   time  he  consented,   and  favored  them   with 
'"The  Veteran's  Last  Song." 

At  the  coni'lusion  of  his  song  Mr.  Loxior  requested  that 
he  might  give  his  address  in  case  any  of  the  hidies  shoukl  wish 
to  write  him  for  a  cop}'-  of  the  music,  which  he  gave  as  "  Mt. 
Vernon,  la." 

Captain  Cantwell  then  addressed  the  ladies  as  follows: 

"  Ladies  and  Comrades,  it  is  hardl}'  worth  while  for  me, 
after  hearing  our  old  Chaplain  (he  is  a  man  I  soldiered  with) 
to  attempt  to  speak  to  you.  T  want  to  say,  however,  that  I 
have  come  nine  hundred  miles  to  see  you  [applause],  and  what 
is  more,  I  left  the  same  girl  at. home  a  week  ago  last  Saturday 
night  that  I  left  over  thirty  years  ago  when  I  went  into  the 
S3rvice.  She  is  the  same  girl.  I  love  her  hetter  every  day 
and  she  is  getting  younger  all  the  time,  and  she  is  getting 
better  looking  all  the  time,  like  me.  [Laughter.]  I  am  so 
glad  to  see  you,  ladies,  and  the  old  boys  that  I  do  not  know 
Avhat  to  do.  I  went  away  from  home  (I  call  this  home.  It  is 
my  old  home.)  a  year  ago  last  October.  I  left  Springfield,  111., 
for  the  South.  I  am  among  the  Johnnys  there.  They  are  my 
nearest  neighbors.  I  am  with  them  every  day;  am  connected 
with  them  in  business. 

"I  gave  a1)out  three  years  of  my  life  in  Tennessee  for  my 
country  and  ni}^  flag.  I  am  down  there  now  for  the  money 
there  is  in  it  and  I  am  going  to  have  it. 

'"I  was  requested  to  say  something  in  regard  to  the  Un- 
known Dead.  I  visited  the  cemeteries  in  Chattanooga  and 
Murphysboro.  There  are  in  the  latter  place  about  four 
thousond  marked  "  Unknown.'"  I  think  it  is  a  shame  that  our 
boys  should  lie  there  in  that  way,  but  we  have  no  way  of  as- 
certaining who  they  are.  There  are  more  than  than  thirteen 
thousand  two  hundred  buried  in  the  National  (Jemetery  at 
Chattanooga.  I  visit  that  place  often.  Last  Sunday  I  went 
to  the  office  and  through  the  kindnes  of  the  Superintendent 
I  obtained  the  names  of  some  of  the  soldiers  buried  there. 

••  I  understand  a  movement  is  now  being  made  by  this 
grand  body  of  ladies  to  get  a  suitable  monument  to  be  erected 
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to  the  memory  of  the  Unlviunvn.  God  bless  you.  [hope  yon 
will  make  it  a  success,  and  T  will  do  all  in  my  ].()wer  to  assist 
you. 

•'  I  will  snbseribe  one  hundred  dollars  or  1  wo  hundred  when- 
ever you  want  it,  and  can  promise  the  sanu'  tor  Mr.  \Vilder. 
■with  whom  I  am  associattnl  in  business. 

•'  I  would  like  to  talk  longer  but  cannot,  as  I  am  takinji^up 
too  much  of  your  time.     I  love  you  every  one.     [Applause.] 

''  My  wife  said  to  me,  'I  want  you  to  g  j  to  th?  malting  of 
the  Wonum's  Relief  Corps  at  some  hour  and  say  to  tliem  that 
they  have  my  best  wishes,  that  I  remember  them  all  and  ]u-ay 
God  to  bless  them  in  their  noble  work.' ''     [Applause.] 

Mr.  Cantwell  was  earnestly  importuned  for  ii  song,  ami 
iinally  consented  to  sing  his  song.  '  Bury  m-^  with  my  Grand 
Army  Badge,'  prefacing  the  song  with  a  little  history  as  to 
how  long  he  had  been  composing  it  to  suit  himself,  and  a  little 
wtory  of  a  time  when  he  sang  it  to  an  assembly  of  Johnnys. 

The  President  then  spoke  a  few  Avords  to  the  two  gentle- 
men in  relation  to  being  glal  of  their  visit  to  the  Convention, 
and  tendering  them  a  badge  of  ths  W.  R.  C.  Eighth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Department  ol  Illinois.  To  which  Mr. 
Lozier  respondol  in  a  very  happy  manner. 

Miss  Josephine  P.  Cleveland,  of  Springlield,  moved  that 
the  Convention  sond  greetings  to  Mrs.  Cantwell  l)y  her  hus- 
l)and,  also  thanks  for  her  kindly  wishes.  Seconded  by  Mrs. 
<.'arrie  B.  Geary.     Carried. 

The  Conductors  then  escorted  the  visitors  to  the  door, 
Mrs.  Hovey  playing  "Tramp,  Tramp,  Tramp,  the  Boys  are 
Marching,"  the  entire  Convention  singing  the  chorus. 

The  President — "  I  have  a  telegram  Avhich  T  will  ask  the 
Secretary  to  re:id  before  proceeding  with  the  regular  business."

McCauley,  that  recommendation  No.  3  of  Executive  Board  be 
adopted.     Motion  carried. 

Motion  ])y  Mrs.  Eldred,  of  Corps  No.  30,  and  seconded  by 
Miss  .Josephine  Cleveland,  of  Springfield,  that  recommendation 
No.  4  of  Executive  Board  l)e  ado])ted.     Carried. 
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Motion  by  Alice  Taylor,  secomlt'd  l^y  Miss  Olevelaud,  tluit 
reconunendatiou  No.  5,  of  Executive  lioard,  be  accepted  by  the 
Convention.  A  j^reat  discussion  took  place  upon  this  subject, 
some  construing  the  wording  of  the  recommendation  to  imply 
one  thing,  some  quite  another.  Mrs.  Stadden.  Miss  Bross,  Mrs. 
Sine,  Mrs.  Simpson  and  Mrs.  Miller  explaining  how  the  mean- 
ing might  be  construed. 

Mrs.  Leaverton  said  :  ''  I  do  not  understand  that  the  Chair- 
man of  Executive  Board  is  expected  to  prepare  the  Circulars. 
To  save  ex}»ense  of  calling  a  meeting  of  Department  Council 
or  Executive  Board  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  business  per- 
taining to  the  Department  that  may  arise  between  the  annual 
Department  Conventions,  the  Department  President  may  issue 
Circulars  to  the  Dei)artment  Executive  Board  through  the  Chair- 
man of  Executive  Board,  (except  in  tilling  a  vacancy  of  De- 
partment elected  othcer,  which  must  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  Department  Council)  such  Circulars  and  the  action  of  De- 
partment Executive  Board  to  be  brought  before  the  Depart- 
ment C/Ouncil  or  De])artment  Convention  for  their  approval. 
This  has  been  followed  in  the  past." 

When  the  discussion  was  over  and  the  proper  change  had 
been  suggested  to  the  Secretary,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Secretary  requested  that  the  ''proper  change"  be 
handed  to  her  in  writing. 

Mrs.  Inez  Bender  made  a  motion  that  this  recommendation 
be  committed  to  tlie  Chairman  of  Executive  Board  for  proper 
rearrangement,  same  to  be  reported  afterwards.

Tellers  reported  the  result  of  second  l»allot  for  Depart- 
ment President. 
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The  President — "There  is  no  majority.  Delegates  pre- 
pare your  ballots  for  Department  President. '' 

Mrs.  Inez  Bender,  of  Monticello,  withdrew  from  the  con- 
test, leaving  Mrs.  Bradley  and  Mrs.  Stadden  in  the  field. 

Mrs.  Stadden — "Mrs.  President,  I  withdraw  from  the  con- 
test and  give  my  influence  to  Mrs.  Bradley." 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Bender,  and  seconded,  that  Mrs.  Bradley's 
election  be  made  unanimous.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Bradley  was  declared  President  of  the  Department 
of  Illinois,  W.  R.  C,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mrs.  Bradley  then  said  :  "  The  citizens  of  Decatur  have 
prepared  a  special  entertainment  in  the  form  of  a  concert  at 
the  Opera  House  to-night  for  the  W.  R.  C.  ajid  G.  A,  R.,  and 
I  think  we  should  attend."

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THIRD  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

Convention  was  calU'il  to  order  at  S:15  a.  in..  Friday, 
.Vpril  10,  1891.  The  Guard  instructed  to  secure  the  door,  the 
Conductors  to  take  up  the  password.  The  Guard  instructed 
to  tell  the  visitors  where  they  should  sit  as  they  came  in. 

The  Convention  was  opened  witli  th(<  Lord's  Prayer,  f'nl- 
lowed  by  the  Opening  Ode. 

Conductors  reported  all  present  members  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps. 

President — "'  Secretary  read  tlie  minutes  of  Tliursday's 
meeting." 

At  the  conclusion  of  tlie  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
morning  session  they  were  approved  as  corrected. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Bradford  suggested  that  nothing  more  than  the 
official  proceedings  of  the  Convention  be  printed  in  the  min- 
utes. 

Mrs.  Inez  J.  Bender-  "  I  move  that  nothing  l)ut  the 
official  })roceedings  of  this  Department  (convention  lie  ]n-inted 
in  the  minutes."'     Seconded  by  Mrs.  Bradford.     Carried. 

The  President  asked  if  that  motion  was  intended  to  ex- 
clude all  speeches  or  remarks  from  the  Journal. 

Tt  was  then  suggested  that  it  be  left  to  the  judgment  of 
the  President  and  Secretary,  they  being  competent  to  deter- 
mine how  much  should  appear  in  the  Journal. 

Some  lady  then  asked  if  it  was  understood  that  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  had  charge  of  the  com])letion  of  the  min- 
utes, to  which  reply  was  made  that  the  retiriug  Departuidit 
Secretary  had  charge  of  tlie  ])rinting  of  the  minutes.

That  it  was  merely  a  sug- 
gestion." 

President — "I  presume  this  motion  was  made  to  give  the 
privilege  of  printing  speeches." 

The  minutes  of  Thursday  afternoon's  session  were  then 
read,  corrected  and  approved. 

President — "  The  next  thing  in  order  is  to  proceed  with 
the  election  of  officers." 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  McCauley  then  moved  that  the  doors  be 
closed,  and  delegates  counted.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Sandes. 
Carried. 

The  numbering  of  delegates  proved  that  there  were  one 
hundred  and  seventy-six  in  the  main  room  and  five  in  the 
committee  room. 

Tellers  previously  appointed  reported  present. 

President — "Nominat'ons  for  Senior  Vice  President  are 
now  in  order. 

The  following  nominations  were  ma'le.each  being  prop- 
erly supported:

Mrs.  Inez  Bender  and  Mrs.  Humrichouser  declined  to  I)g 
considered  as  nominees,  their  names  therefore  being  with- 
drawn. 

Nominations  declared  closed.  Delegates  prepared  their 
ballots,  during  the  counting  of  which  the  regular  business 
Avas  continued. 

Miss  Cleveland  suggested  that  as  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  I.  C. 
Pugh,  of  Corps  No.  4,  took  place  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  it  seemed 
to  her  that  it  would  be  only  a  proper  tribute  of  respect, 
if    the    Convention    spent  a  few   minutes    in    silent  prayer  at 
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that    hour    as    a   token    of  respect,    and    that   tlie    action    l)e 
spread  npon  the  minutes. 

Mi.ss  Cleveland  then  juit  her  suggestion  in  form  of  a 
motion,  whith  Avas  seconded  by  Mrs.  Anna  Morgan.  Car- 
ried. 

The  Secretary  then  requested  permission  to  read  over  again 
to  the  Convention  a  portion  of  the  minutes  of  yesterday  after- 
noon, to  he  sure  she  had  it  all  correct  before  it  was  put  in  the 
Journal.  Permission  granted.  Minutes  re-read  and  ap- 
proved.

ladies.  I  am  uo  speaker.  I  was  scared  enough  when  I  was  men- 
tioned as  one  to  bring  thanks  and  greetings  to  you.  and  Avith 
your  permission  T  will  thank  you  for  your  kindness,  and  give 
way  to  my  Comrade  Fullertou." 

Coiurade  [''iillertnu.  oT  Ottawa,  was  iuti'odnci'd  aiul  spoke 
as  f(dlows : 

"Mrs.  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Wouuiu's  Ivelief  Corjis  : 
1  do  not  know,  Mrs.  President,  as  you  have  much  time  to  spare. 
I  know  if  you  are  like  the  G.  A.  \l.  you  have  not.  therefore  1 
will  uierely  make  a  remark  or  two. 

•■  I  had  the  honor  to  occupy  this  position  a  year  ago.  1  felt 
guilty  after  we  left  for  we  did  so  much  talking,  and  upon  this 
occasion  I  will  try  to  do  less.  There  are.  however,  two  mat- 
ters of  which  1  might  speak,   which   would    he   of  interest  to 
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you,  one  the  anniversary,  the  other  the  organization  itself. 
Both  present  hirg'e  topics  that  can  l>e  spoken  of  with  interest, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  1  have  somewhere  read  or  heard  that

falters.  I  hardly  know  what  to  s;iy,  yet  in  ray  heart  I  feel  just 
like  what  I  sometimes  sing  when  I  see  loyal  women  with  the 
men  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  "  Truly,  mine  eyes  ])ehold  the  coming 
of  the  Lord.     [Applause.] 

''It  is  a  novel  position  for  me.  It  take  me  back  twenty-five 
years  ago  when  a  little  boy  I  enlisted  among  the  Green 
Mountain  Hills  of  Vermont,  with  my  mother  praying  over  me. 
I  know  what  the  loyal  wojnen  of  '01  to  '65  were,  and  I  know 
what  they  have  been  since,  and  so  to-day  upon  this  platform, 
I  say  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  'God- 
speed you  in  your  work.'  1  welcome  you  at  all  times  and  in 
all  places  in  connection  with  the  G.  A.  R.,  at  fraternal  gather- 
ings and  meetings.     [Applause.] 

'•  With  all  sincerity  I  say  to  you.  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  the  Grand  Army  will  join  you 
in  all  your  laudable  undertakings,  as  long  as  there  is  in  ex- 
istence a  Department  of  Illinois,  and  will  bid  you  Godspeed 
and  uphold  your  hands  in  your  good  and  Christian  work.  I 
thank  you.     [Applause.] 

President — "Ladies,  1  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to 
you  Comrade  li.  S.  Clark,  of  Mai  toon. 

Mr.  Clark,  of  Matt oon:  "Mrs.  President  and  Ladies  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps:  We  do  indeed  bring  greetings 
from  that  grand  organization,  the  Grand  Array  of  the  Repub- 
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lie.  What  woman's  heart  does  not  beat  in  just  pride  in  the 
bravery  of  man.  Woman,  the  first  in  war.  tlie  first  in  peace, 
tlie  first  in  the  hearts  of  her  eonntrvmen.     [Apphuise.] 

"So  lonj?  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Kej)ul)lic  does  exist, 
30  h)ng  it  is  our  hope  and  prayer,  that  as  we  meet  from  time 
to  time,  we  will  be  able  to  appoint  onr  meetings  and  extend  to 
you  the  soldier's  greeting  so  long  as  we  all  do  live.

Dr.  McKinne}"  was  introduced  by  the  President  and  ad- 
dressed the  Convention  as  follows: 

"Mrs.  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Department  of  Illinois:  It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  extend 
grateful  thanks  for  the  beautiful  tribute  of  your  devotion  to 
the  cause  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Our  Depart- 
ment accepts  it,  not  for  its  intrinsic  value  so  much,  but  in 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  it  comes  from  the  loyal  women  of 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

"Wo  see  in  that  testimonial  the  ru])y,  the  sapphire  and  the 
diamond ;  the  colors  of  the,  grand  old  iiag  that  we  had  the 
honor  of  following  in'  the  smoke  of  battle. 

"  We  see  in  the  red  light  of  the  ruby  the  true  and  brave 
blood  of  the  loyal  w^omen  of  America.  We  see  in  the  ijeauti- 
fiil  sapphire  the  fidelity  of  the  hearts  of  American  women,  and 
in  the  clear  white  diamond  the  purity  of  noble  purpose  that 
impresses  all  the  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  all 
the  loyal  women  of  America  who  love  their  land.  We  see  be- 
hind all  that  the  silver,  the  same  being  the  product  of  Ameri- 
can mines,  and  that  product  .being  in,ade;in'to  fv^rnls  of  use  and 
beauty  by  American  labor,  but  behind  all  that'  we  see  the 
beautiful  devotion  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  this  grand 
oUi'Sbite  of  Illinois."     [Applause^] 

Comrade  Tliistlewood  was  .then  introduced  aud  said: 
'•'  Ladie.?  of  the  Wonian"''s  Relief  Corps:,'  When  I  was  spoken  to 
a 'inomeht  ago  j|b'out  .coining  over,  Here  iOij:  this 'cjOmmittee, 
when' they  told  nie  where  it  was,  I  immediately  said  1    wanted 
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to  go,  and  if  there  is  any  committee  that  comes  in  contact  with 
the  ladies  I  always  like  to  serve  on  that  committee,  hut  wlien 
I  came  over  licre  and  found  I  was  to  come  to  the  platform  and 
face  the  ladies  here  from  all  over  the  State,  T  just — well,  my 
knees  they  trembled,  and  I  thou^j^ht  I  would  rather  o-o  l^ack 
and  fio^ht  with  the  enemy  in  battle  again. 

"^'ou  are  coming  right  along,  and  you  are  discounting  us 
in  tile  management  of  your  organization.  In  looking  over 
the  audience  before  me  I  see  faces  of  mothers,  daughters  and 
wives  of  men  who  went  to  the  front  more  than  twenty-five 
years  ago,  men  Avho  dared  for  principle  to  turn  their  backs 
upon  friends,  upon  wives,  mothers  and  family,  forsaking 
everything  else,  going  to  the  front  to  stand  firmly  by  the 
i-ight. 

"Ladies,  I  wish  t)  extend  our  thanks  also  for  the  beauti- 
tiful  testimonal  presented  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  feel  it  an  honor  that  I 
am  privileged  to  be  on  the  Committee  to  extend  to  the  ladies 
here  our  thanks  for  the  Ijeautiful  gavel,  and  as  has  been  said, 
we  prize  it  because  it  came  from  the  hearts  of  our  loyal,  de- 
voted women,  engaged  in  the  same  principle  that  we  are  en- 
gaged in  to-day.  Ladies,  we  are  all  placed  in  the  same  position 
to-day.  We  are  engaged  in  inculcating  in  the  hearts  of  our 
children  the  principles  of  loyalty.  \Ve  should  be  untiring,  we 
should  not  falter  in  our  duty  to  ih^  men  whom  we  left  strewn 
along  the  line  in  following  (xrant.  Sherman.  Sheridan,  Logan 
and  other  noble  commanders,  nor  should  we  fail  in  attempting 
or  using  all  honorable  means  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  the 
people  the  grand  principle  of  loyalty. 

''I  would  again  thank  you.  ladies,  and  say  to  you  in  con- 
clusion that  T  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  you 
in  Springfield  next  year. "     [Applause.] 

President — '' Comrades,  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  we  thank  you  for  your 
kind  words,  and  assure  you  that  the  little  gift  of  the  gavel  does 
not  half  express  the  feeling  of  gratitude  and  respect  which  we 
have  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  rest  assured  you 
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will  always  find  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  standinj^  by  to  hoM 
up  and  and  assist  in  carrying  out  any  Avork  which  it  may  be 
called  upon  to  do.  " 

Badges  were  presented,  and  conductors  escorted  the  gen- 
tlemen to  the  door. 

Mrs.  Stadden — '"Ladies,  I  extend  to  you  a  welcome  to 
Springfield  next  year.  We  may  not  be  able  to  do  as  well  by 
you  as  you  have  done  by  us,  but  we  will  welcome  you  hear- 
tily."

Seconded  by  Mrs.  MaryE.McCau- 
ley. 

Mrs.  Hurariehouser  noiuinated  Mrs.  Carrie  C.  Tinkham,  of 
Homer.     Properly  seconded. 

Mrs.  H.  R.  Woodruff  was  also  nominated,  the  nominatioji 
being  seconded  by  Mrs.  Busey,  of  Urbana  Corps  IGO.  Mrs. 
Woodruff  declined. 

Nominations  declared  closed,  and  delegates  instructed  to 
prepare  their  ballots  for  Department  Treasurer.

Sine,  the  President  said  :

The  Department  officers*  badges  wt-re  of  velvet,  and  those 
of  the  Corps,  silk,  with  a  plain  Ijar  pin  at  the  top  and  gilt 
fringe  at  bottom.

The  l)adge  now  in  use  was  adopted  at  the  second  National  C'on- 
viMitioii  held  at  Miiuieapolis  in  -Inly,  1884.

At  2  o'clock  p.  m..  as  the  bell  began  tolling,  the  President 
called  the  members  and  delegates  present  to  their  feet,  and  a 
period  of  a  few  minutes  was  devoted  to  silent  prayer  as  a 
tri])ute  of  respect  to  the  late  Mrs.  L  C.  Pugh,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Dunham  Relief  Corps,  No.  4,  of  Decatur,  111.,  and  whose 
funeral  occurred  at  the  First  Methodist  church  at  Decatur.

"My  voice  is  so  weak  I  cunnut  talk,  but  I  will  just  say  I 
wish  you  all  the  success  in  the  world,  and  fioin  tlu'  present  in- 
dications you  have  it."     [Applause.] 

Comrade  Clokey  was  then  presented  to  the  Convention  by 
the  President,  and  made  the  following  remarks: 

"Mrs.  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps: 
It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  courtesy  of  this  greeting 
with  Commander  Distin.  During  the  week  (being  a  resident 
of  Decatur,)  you  can  well  imagine  I  have  l)een  very  busy.  We 
had  no  small  undertaking  to  prepare  for  the  carrying  out  of 
plans  necessary  for  such  a  grand  gathering  as  we  haVe  had 
here  this  week,  so  at  this  late  hour,  late  as  it  may  be.  this  is  the 
first  opportunity,  the  first  moment,  in  fact,  that  I  have  had  to 
give  myself  the  pleasure  of  call'n'i;  to  pay  my  respects  to  your 
Order, 

"It  ha.-:  been  a  uuitter  of  thought  with  me,  ratber  more 
of  deep  feeling,  the  fact  that  you  were  to  be  here,  that  you 
were  here,  and  were  in  deep  sympathy  with  the  work  being  ac- 
complished by  the  Encampment.  It  hrs  been  my  desire  to  see 
the  ladies  in  this  assemblage,  and  1  thank  you  for  the  grand 
greetings  which  you  have  extended  to  us.  though  we  have  called 
so  late. 

"As  Commander  Distin  says,  'Yours  is  ii  noble  Order.' 
Your  work  is  a  magnificent  work,  not  only  the  work  that  has 
been  accomplished,  but  that  which  is  before  you. 

"  I  remember  riding  down  to  (juincy  a  year  ago.  I  met 
one  of  your  ladies  on  the  train,  and  formed  her  acquaintance. 
I  found  her  to  he  a  mort  delightful  lady.  It  was  my  plea.sure 
to  extend  to  her  sonic  little  assi;;tance  in  re.ichiug  the  place  of 
Encampment.  My  convei-sation  with  her  has  lingered  with 
me  as  a  juost  pleasant  one.  Among  other  remarks  she  made 
was  this:  'Your  order  iuis  a  time  when  it  sliall  cease.  There 
is  to  your  Order  a  limit  -  a  limit  to  its  existence.  Your  Order 
is  being  depleted,  while  ours  is  imreasing. '  That  is  a  fact, 
and  i)Ossiblv  but  few  of   you  reali/.e  this  fact  that  wliib'  in   the 
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twenty-six  years  that  have  passed  many  have  gone,  and  that 
within  the  next  twenty-five  years,  possibly  all  will  have  passed 
away.  You  can  S3arcely  realize  how  that  thought  has  been 
before  me,  even  in  our  little  city  since  you  have  been  here.  A 
dear  sister,  a  brave  mother,  Mrs.  1.  C.  Pugh,  died  while  you 
were  gathering  here.  Comrade  Lindsey,  of  Post  No.' 1,  died 
night  before  last,  and  another  brave  old  soldier  passed  away 
while  the  Comrades  were  gathering  for  the  great  parade. 
Three,  one  might  say,  three  old  Comrades  laid  away  in  their 
last  resting  places  from  this  little  city. 

"  it  is  a  fact  our  work  will  soon  have  ceased.  Possibly  the 
very  youngest  of  us,  those  who,  as  beardless  boys,  went  into 
service  during  the  latter  part  of  the  war,  some  of  us  may  live 
to  celebrate  the  Golden  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  but  there  will  be  few  of  us,  but 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  can  grow.  Your  mission  can 
live  on. 

''I  did  not  come  here  to  take  up  .your  time,  but  to  thank 
you  for  your  presence,  and  express  to  you  our  pleasure  at  your 
having  made  Decatur  your  abiding  place  for  this  week  for  the 
purpose  of  expressing  the  hope  that  you  have  enjoyed  your- 
selves while  here.  We  have,  who  live  here.  I  come  to  thank 
you  for  all  your  grand  greetings,  and  for  whatever  kind  of 
work  you  may  have  done  in  reference  to  the  Memorial  Hall, 
which  is  a  subject  that  is  very  near  my  heart.  I  have  not  yet 
been  advised  of  your  action. 

"We  come  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  interest  and  prof- 
fers of  help  in  this  grand  undertaking,  and  trust  whatever  ac- 
tion you  have  taken  will  meet  with  hearty  endorsement,  in  fact 
I  know  it  will,  m  your  next  National  Convention. 

''I  come  to  thank  you  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Deca- 
tur for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  our  city  by  electing 
one  of  our  number  as  your  next  Department  President. 

"We  feel  honored  that  you  are  with  us,  and  while  you 
linger  here  feel  that  Decatur  is  your  home,  and  that  our  homes 
and  hearts  are  open  to  you. 

"This  work  which  you  are  doing  here  will    continue.     It 
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will  increase  from  clay  to  day  and  year  to  year,  until  the    last 
soldier  has  closed  his  eyes  in  death.  "^ 

''  It  is  a  pleasant  thought  to  old  comrades  that  they  have 
the  sympathy  of  their  wives,  mothers,  sisters,  neighbors  and 
friends,  so  that  come  adversity,  come  age,  decrepitude  and  sor- 
rows of  any  kind,  they  do  not  stand  alone,  left  without  home 
and  friend,  but  that  they  have  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
an  army  of  friends  who  will  see  that  their  last  hours  are  hours 
of  peace,  and  who,  when  tliey  lie  down  in  their  last  sleep,  and 
leave  wives,  or  children  are  ready  and  waiting  with  loyal,  lov- 
ing hearts,  anxious  for  the  privi'e!;e  of  exter.ding  sympathy  and 
charity. 

'"Our  motto  that  we  love    to    repeat,  '  Fraternity,  Charity 
I  and  Loyalty,'  is  {he  prom])ting  of  your  lives.     Your    motto    is 
/  ours,  and  God  bless    you,  ladie.-;,  in   your    grand    work.     1    am 
I   sure  that  heaven  is  full  of  blessings  for  the  noble  women    of 
the  Relief  Corps,  and  that  the  crowns   waiting  them  are   jew- 
eled brilliantly,  more  l)riUii.ntly  perhaps  than   those    awaiting 
any  one  else.

IVIrs.  Leaverton  replied  as  follow:  '•  We  thank  you  ior 
your  cordial  greeting,and  for  your  precious  words  of  encourage- 
ment.

Miss  Cleveland  moved  that  the  Convention  send  greetings 
t )  Mrs.  Minnie  Kyle,  by  Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine,  expressing  regret 
that  she  was  unable  to  be  present ;  also  to  say  to  her  that  she 
had  been  missed,  as  it  was  the  first  Convention  she  had  failed 
to  attend.     Seconded  by  Mrs.  llowison.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Sanders  was  requested  to  make  a  report  on  the  Sucker 
badge,  which  she  did  as  follows:

^Ir.s,  Bradley  then  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows; 
"Members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps:  It  is  not  my  pur- 
pose to  make  a  long  speech  on  this  occasion.  I  only  wish  to 
say  that  there  were  one  or  two  little  rumors  afloat  yesterday, 
one  being  that  I  was  in  no  way  related  to  the  soldier.  But  1 
happen  to  be.  I  have  the  soldiers  interest  at  heart,  as  my  long 
term  of  service  in  my  own  Corps  should  prove  to  you.  I  have 
served  in  that  Corps  one  year  as  Treasurer,  one  as  Conductor 
and  three  as  President. 

''Since  I  have  been  in  the  room  here,  another  matter  has 
occurred  to  me  that  had  almost  gone  out  out  my  memory.  It 
came  back  to  met  this  week. 

''  As  I  said  a  great  many  'first  things'  emanated  from  De- 
catur. The  first  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  that  I 
know  anythig  about  in  this  State  was  the  one  some  months 
before  the  National  Convention  at  Denver,  in  which  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  work  was  endorsed  in  the  paper,  and  a 
little  notice  was  inserted  calling  for  all  friends  of  the  soldier 
to  meet  at  the  Post  Hall  on  the  old  square. 

"  We  knew  nothing  about  the  matter,  but  went  to  the 
meeting,  and  when  we  reached  the  hall  found  gathered  there 
men  women  and  children.  I  was  called  upon  to  preside,  and 
did  so  with  fear  and  treuibling.  I  did  not  know  until  I  was 
placed  in  the  chair  what  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  and 
did  not  know  what  to  do  or  say,  or  how  to  act. 

"All  persons  interested  in  the  G.  A.  R.  endorsed  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  and  adopted  a  set  of  resolutions  to  send  on 
to  the  National  Convention  at  Denver. 

''This  occurred  to  me  duriug  the  week,  as  we  were  talking 
of  the  'first  things'  that  happened  in  Decatur." 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  McCauley — "Past  Department  President. as 
;i  testimonial  of  our  regard  T  present  you  with  this  diamoud 
attached  to  the  gold  badge  presented  last  year;  also  the  gold 
slreld,  which,  when  suspended  fron^   the  bar  of  the  badge,  de- 
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notes  past  rank.  I  am  sorry  it  came  so  late,  when  the  dele- 
gates are  so  nearly  all  gone,  as  I  am  surethey  would  have  liked 
to  witness  it.  We  all  appreciate  and  love  you,  Mrs.  Leaverton, 
for  what  you  have  done  for  our  Order,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Department  of  Illinois  I  take  pleasure  in  decorating  you  with 
this,  the  Past  President's  badge.  " 

Mrs.  Leaverton  replied:  "Ladies  of  the  Convention,  on 
your  return  to  your  homes  I  wish  you  to  state  to  your  Corps 
that  I  thank  them  for  their  kindness  to  me.  I  thank  you,  la-^ 
dies,  for  your  good  wishes,  and  for  presenting  me  with  tl^is 
beautiful  gift.  I  shall  truly  appreciate  it,  and  when  I  look 
upon  it  I  shall  think  of  my  many  kind  friends  and  the  frater- 
nal greetings  I  have  received  from  them  during  the  past  two 
years.

UNOFFICIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Tli(»  iirrangements  for  tlie  Eighth  Aumuil  Convention 
were  phiced  in  the  bands  of  the  ladies  of  Corps  No.  4  of  De- 
catur. Through  their  efforts  the  First  PresV)yterian  Cliurcli 
was  secured  for  the  Convention,  and  the  Brunswick  hotel  for 
Department  President's  Headquarters. 

The  interior  of  both  the  church  and  hotel  jiresented  a 
beautiful  appearance,  and  the  decorations,  consisting  of  plants 
and  the  National  colors,  did  credit  to  the  ladies  of  Corps  No.  4. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Dunham  Relief  (^orps.  No.  4,  gave 
a  reception  in  the  Opera  House  to  the  delegates  and  visiting 
members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C,  which  was  a  most  de- 
lightful affair.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Bradley,  of  Corps  No.  4.  pre- 
sided. Rev,  Sophie  Gribb,  jjastor  of  the  Universulist  church, 
invoked  the  Divine  blessing.  The  choir  followed  witli  a  song 
"  Friendship,  Love  and  Song." 

THE  city's  welcome. 

Ex-Senator  W.  C.  Johns  was  introduced  to  deliver  the 
adderss  of  welcome  for  Decatur,  in  place  of  Mayor  Kanan,  who 
was  unavoidably  absent,  presiding  at  Post  141. 

The  speaker  welcomed  the  delegates  and  visitors  in  glow- 
ing words  of  cordiality.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  like  the 
G.  A.  R.,  was  not  a  political  organization.  "  n-nMAf. 

On  this  day  thirty-one  years  ago  Uncle  Johnny  Hanks, 
uncle  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  marched  into  a  convention  tent  in 
this  city,  bearing  rails  split  by  Lincoin.  In  this  city  Lincoln 
was  first  named  for  President  of  the  United  States.  Here 
Lincoln  once  lived.  Here  Grant's  regiment  was  fornvd  in 
part.  In  this  town  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Rvpul)lic  wns  organ- 
ized. This  is  hallowed,  historic  gronud.  WC  ui;iy  1m>  p;ii- 
(huied  for  referring  to  these  facts. 

We  welcome  you  to  our  city. 
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If  you  want  to  take  the  town,  I  am  authorized  by  the 
Mayor  to  say  take  it.  [Applause.]  I  f  there  is  anything  you 
want,  take  it.  May  your  deliberations  be  pleasant  and  profit- 
able.    Again  I  bid  you  welcome.     [Applause.] 

CORPS  WELCOME. 

Mrs.  Sallie  J.  Steele,  Past  Corps  President  of  No.  4,  Past 
Senior  Vice  President  of  the  Department  and  Past  Assistant 
National  Inspector,  on  behalf  of  Dunham  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  No.  4,  delivered  the  address  of  welcome  to  the  guests  of 
the  city  and  organization. 

"Mrs.  President,  Officers  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  Illinois,  Visitors  from  other  Departments  and 
Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army: 

"In  behalf  of  Dunham  Relief  Corps  No.  4,  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  extending  to  you,  one  and  all,  a  most  cordial  wel- 
come to  onr  hearts  and  homes, 

"While  we  unite  with  our  honored  comrades  in  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  let  us  not  forget  that  Decatur  is 
also  the  birth-place  of  the  Department  of  Illinois  Woman's 
Relief  Corps. 

"It  was  here  on  the  30th  day  of  .January,  1884,  that  our 
honored  and  lamented  Lois  W.  S.  Holbrook,  of  Toledo,  Ohio, 
in  response  to  an  invitation  from  Rockford,  Henr}'.  Elgin,  De- 
catur and  Palestine  Corps, and  acting  under  the  authority  of  the 
National  W.  R.  C,  met  seventeen  delegates  from  the  five 
Corps  named  and  organized  this  Department.  We  elected  as 
our  first  President  Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine,  of  Rockford  who  is  with 
us  this  evening. 

There  are  other  members  present  who  assisted  in  the  or- 
ganization of  this  Department,  Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  of 
Palestine,  who,  no  doubt  remembers  that  a  visiting  committee 
consisting  of  Comrades  Richard  J.  Oglesby,  J.  A.  McClernand 
and  R.  B.  Beath  then  Commander-in-Chief  the  Grand  Army, 
and  others  from  the  G.  A.  R.  Encampment,  then  in  session  at 
Decatur,  was  admitted  to  our  (/onvention,  and   expressed   the 
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opinion  that  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief  was  an 
omen  of  great  good;  that  the  G.  A.  R.  stood  in  need  of  the 
co-operation  of  all  loyal  women. 

"Encouraged  as  we  have  been  by  the  Grand  Army,  under 
the  leadership  of  patriotic,  noble  women,  our  Order  has  grown 
very  raidly.  There  have  been  174  Corps  organized,  160  of 
which  are  in  good  standing  with  a  membership  of  nearly  six 
thousand   in  this  Department  alone. 

By  presistent  effort  and  personal  sacritiee  in  giving  var- 
ious kinds  of  entertainments,  we  have  raised  and  expended 
thousands  of  dollars  for  the  relief  of  worthy  soldiers  and 
their  families,  who  through  sickness  or  other  niisfortunes  have 
been  rendered  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  the  necessities 
of  life.  Their  pensions  still  waiting  for  an  affidavit,  which, 
alas!  often  comes  too  late.  The  number  of  soldiers  is  rapidly 
decreasing.  Daily,  I  may  say  hourly,  our  heart-strings  are 
touched  with  a  thrill  of  sadness  at  the  loss  of  a  Grant,  Logan, 
Sheridan,  Sbermau,  or  some  other,  who  although  he  may  not 
have  been  a  leader,  was  equally  as  true  a  defender  of  the 
Union  and  the  flag  of  our  country. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  this 
grand  old  flag  has  been  placed  on  every  school  house,  and  ris- 
ing generations  are  being  taught  patriotism  and  love  of 
country  Avhich  will  be  handed  down  from  generation  to  gener- 
ation. 

■     "And  tliu'  many  ye.irs  may  pa33,  yet  tima  will  bring  the  tlay. 
When  tlie  last  i;ld  comrad ;  left  shall  be  sadly  laid  away." 

"Then  our  mission  a-^  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  will 
have  been  fulfilled.' 

"To  the  sons  and  daughters  of  veterans  we  will  leave  the 
the  sacred  duty  of  perpetuating  the  principles  to  which  this 
organization  stands  pledged. 

*'  In  their  efforts  for  the  erection  of  a  National  Memorial 
Hall  at  the  birth-place  of  the  Order,  in  which  may  be  placed 
for  preservation  its  records,  trophies  relics,  and  whatever  will 
illustrate  its  glorious  history,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Rei)ublic 
will  receive  the  hearty  co-oiteration  of  the  Womans  Kelief 
Corps. 
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"To-day  the  silent  messenger  of  death  has  culled  from  our 
ranks  our  most  aged  and  and  one  of  our  most  beloved  and 
honored  members,  Mrs.  Elvira  E.  Pugh,  widow  of  the  late 
General  I.  C.  Pugh,  whose  loyalty  and  patriotism  knew  no 
bounds.  None  were  more  truly  devoted  to  their  country's 
cause  or  more  ardent  in  their  love  for  the  soldier,  or  their 
family  and  her  friends.  With  a  meeting  of  most  generous 
hospitality  she  had  arranged  to  entertain  a  large  number  of 
representatives  of  this  encampment  and  was  looking  forward 
with  great  pleasure  to  this  festival  time,  but  God  in  wisdom 
saw  fit  to  call  her  home.     Her  work  is  done. 

•She  has  passed  from  sight  witli  tlie  boatman  pale 

To  the  pearl-lit  shores  of  the  spirit  land, 
We  saw  not  the  angel  that  welcomed  her  there; 

The  gates  of  the  city  we  could  not  see; 
But  we  know  slie  is  safe  on  the  other  side, 

Where  all  the  ransomed  and  angels  be.' 

"  Before  we  celebrate  the  twenty-tiith  anniversary  of  onr 
Order  many  of  us  will  have  answered  the  last  roll  call. 

'"  Let  us  then,  dear  sisters,  continue  to  be  loyal,  not   only  ^ 
to  our  country,  our  flag  and  one  another,  but  to  the  Supreme 
Ruler  who  gives  us  home,  country  and  a  crown  at  last,  if   we 
honor  and  obey  his  commands. 

Wishing  you  a  profitable  and  successful  Convention,  and 
trusting  that  your  sojourn  in  our  growing  city  may  prove  to 
be  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  your  memory,  I  again  extend  to 
all  a  hearty  welcome. 

Mrs.  Flo  Miller  replied: 

"Mrs.  President  , Comrades  and  Ladies:  I  accept  with  great 
pleasure,  on  behalf  of  the  W.  R.  C.  of  Illinois  the  cordial 
welcome  so  eloquently  extended  to  us  this  evening.  I  know  it 
is  the  grandeur,  the  high  character  of  our  work  that  calls 
forth  such  words  of  commendation,  and  yet  I  can  but  feel  it 
deserves  it  all.  The  cause  we  represent  is  the  cause  of  the 
Grand  Army,  as  holy  a  cause  as  ever  banded  men  and  women 
together.  In  January,  1884,  in  this  same  city  of  Decatur,  was 
formed  the  Department  of  Illinois,  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
then  composed  of  but  five  Corps,   with  a  rcri/  small  member- 
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ship.  At  this  time  we  return  to  you  our  five  talents  and  with 
j  them  many  more,  for  today  we  number  170  Corps,  with  amem- 
I  bership  of  over  5,000.  Do  you  ask  why  our  success?  It  is 
j  this.  We  are  banded  together  on  the  broad  foundation  of  Fra- 
ternity, Charity  and  Loyalty.  The  admission  of  loyal  women 
into  our  ranks  has  been  questioned  by  some,  who  argued  we 
should  limit  our  meml)ership  to  the  relatives  of  Union  soldiers 
and  to  army  nurses.  Unhesitatingly  and  emphatically  has 
this  question  been  met  and  answered  in  favor  of  the  loyal 
women.  To  exclude  these  from  our  ranks  Avould  be  equal  to 
sending  an  army  into  battle  with  but  a  limited  supply  of  am- 
munition. The  loyal  women  are  the  ''power  behind  the  throne." 
As  we  forbore  to  ask  on  the  field  of  battle,  when  receiving 
needed  aid,  lint,  bandages  and  delicacies  for  our  sick  and  dying, 
whether  or  no  they  were  i)repared  by  the  relatives  of  soldiers, 
so  now  in  time  of  peace  we  throw  open  our  doors  and  invite  all 
loyal  women  to  enter  our  ranks  and  be  one  with  us.  These  are 
our  principles  of  fraternity.  Our  charity  is  of  the  kind  that 
does  not  let  the  left  hand  know  what  the  right  hand  is  doing. 
Still,  to  a  certain  extent,  we  are  known  by  our  work.  While  it 
i  is  impossible  for  me  to  tell  you  this  evening  the  exact  amount 
!\  expended  in  relief  during  the  last  year,  yet  we  knoiv  Illinois 
*  has  grandly  done  her  share.  Be  the  amount  what  it  may,  it 
does  not  include  the  thousands  of  visits  to  the  sick  and  d"*sti- 
tute,  the  food  and  luxuries  donated  to  the  needy  and  suffering, 
nor  the  hours  of  sympathetic,  womanly  encouragement.  These 
are  our  principles  of  charity.  Our  loyalty  has  nercrheen  ques- 
tioned. It  is  as  precious  to  us  today  as  it  was  in  the  days  of 
'61  to  '(h"),  and  we  desire  to  impress  it  as  strongly  on  the  minds 
of  our  children  as  it  Wius  fostered  in  the  hearts  of  our  herces 
in  the  darkest  days  of  our  country's  history.  Then  will  you 
wonder  we  are  glad  to  be  with  you  this  evening  to  pay  our 
homage  to  Decatur  and  her  heroes  when  you  hear  who  those 
heroes  are?     Let  us  call  the  roll. 

•'First  a  man  who  responded  to  his  louutry  s  call  for  aid 
duriug  the  Mexiciiu  \v;ir.  lletiiniod  lionie  when  peace  was  de- 
clared, but  wWu  th<'  sccoimI  jipiiciil  for  liflp  wpjit  forth,  he  was 
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among  the  first  to  lead  his  men  to  the  front.  He  was  without 
fear,  for  lie  always  said  the  bullet  was  never  made  to  kill  him, 
and  we  believe  it  was  true,  for  at  one  time  became  from  a  fiercely 
fought  battle  field  with  eleven  bullet  holes  in  his  clothing  but 
still  unscathed.  At  Jackson,  Miss.,  he  led  880  men  into  battle, 
64:5  of  whom  were  killed,  wounded  or  taken  prisoner.  On 
leaving  for  the  front,  the  ladies  of  Decatur  presented  the  regi- 
ment with  the  stars  and  stripes.  Taking  the  flag  he  stepped  in 
front  of  his  men,  and  with  hands  lifted  to  high  heaven  he 
pledged  himself  to  protect  the  flag  and  bring  it  back,  or  to  die 
in  its  defense.  Certainly  if  the  name  of  heroes  deserves 
cheers,  that  of  Col.  Isaac  C.  Pugh,  of  the  41st  Illinois  deserves 
three  times  three. 

"The  roll  is  not  yet  done.  Decatur  wa^  the  home  of  Col. 
Nathan  Tupper,  of  the  116th,  as  brave  and  gallant  a  soldier  as 
ever  shouldered  a  musket. 
,-^  "  Of  Lieut.  Colonel  Ansel  B.  Tupper,  of  the  41st,who,at  the 
battle  of  Shiloh,  after  five  hours  of  desperate  fighting,  and  al- 
most out  of  ammunition,  was  ordered  to  fall  back  until  he 
could  obtain  a  new  supply.  Listen  to  his  reply:  "No,  we 
must  not,  we  can  not,  we  iviU  not  give  up  one  inch  of  this  posi- 
tion. We  Avill  die  rir/ht  here  before  we  will  allow  the  line  to 
be  broken.''  Then  as  he  gave  the  command  to  "fix  bayonets, 
anJl  every  man  at  his  post,"  a  missile  of  death  came  hurrying 
along  and  he  fell—  fell  into  the  arms  of  a  comrade  and  was 
borne  back,  where,  on  board  a  steamer  a  short  time  afterwards, 
he  answered  roll  in  the  Higher  Camp,  and  another  soul  wjis 
received  in  glory.     It  is  of  such  stuff  that  heroes  are  made. 

"But  we  must  not  forget  Gen.  Jesse  H.  Moore,better  known 
a,3  the  "Fighting  Methodist  Preacher."  He,  too,  led  his  men 
through  many  a  fiercely  fought  battle,  and  returned  to  his 
home,  Avhen  the  conflict  had  ceased,  but  again  placed  himself 
at  his  country's  service,  and  when  "Taps"  were  sounded  for 
him  on  high  the  echoes  were  wafted  back  to  his  loved  ones 
here  at  home  from  distant  Chili,  for  he  was  still  on  duty. 

"We  remember  Decatur  was  the  homeformany  years  of  as 
brave  and  gallant  a  soldier  as  ever   lived,   one   who   at   many 
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times  iu  his  life  has  been  the  'observed  of  :ill  observers,"  and 
perhaps  lias  never  seen  a  mure  monienteous  time  than  when, 
despite  the  mountains  of  influence  brought  to  b3ar,  he  still 
had  the  manliness  to  say  'no.'  A  man  who  is  known  through- 
out the  civilized  world  as  "Gallant  Uncle  Dick.' 

*'  But  we  must  not  liinish  our  roll,  for  many  of  our  heroes 
are  boys  in  blue  who  are  still  in  line.  For  each  and  every  one 
we  have  but  one  wish,  one  desire,  that  the  flag  they  love  so 
well  they  may  never  see  trailed  in  the  dust,  and  they  may 
prove  in  their  devotion  as  they  have  in  the  past,  as  true  as 
Steele. 

.,  ''We  know  this  is  the  birth-place  of  the  grandest  organi- 
zation ever  planned  by  mortal  minds,  and  we,  its  only  auxil- 
iary are  glad  to  wend  our  way  to  the  Mecca  of  the  Grand 
Army. 

"  I  rememeber  attending  acampfire  in  the  east  wheie  this 
order  wj\§  given,  'If  any  man  attempts  to  tear  down  the 
English  language  for  more  than  ten  minutes,  shoot  him  on 
the  spot.'  Fearing  this  same  order  may  have  been  given  here 
I  will  hasten  to. close,  saying  to  Dunham  Corps,  I  fain  would 
possess  the  poesy  of  Sappho  to  sing  your  praise  to  the  world, 
how,  from  your  organization,  you  have  assisted  this  Depart- 
ment in  gaining  the  position  it  so  justly  deserves,  for  there  is 
but  one  place  for  Illinois  to  grace  and  that  is  the  right  of  the 
line. 

"To  the  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  :  We  appreciate  the 

honor  you  have  bestowed  upon  us,  and  we  desire  to  assist  }^ou 

in  the  future,  as  we  think   we  have  in  the  past.     Could  every 

member  of  this  organization  stand  with  me  this  evening,  I  am 

sure  they  would  join  me  in  pledging  to  you  our  allegiance  and 

saying: 

'  We  lienor  our  grand  old  lu'roes 

Wlio  stood  in  the  thick  of  the  fight, 
Where  the  deadly  missiles  were  Hying, 

And  viiliantly  fought  for  the  right. 
They  stood  with  God  in  the  contlict, 

They  fought  on  Cod's  side  in  the  fray, 
The  Lord  and  his  angels  helped  thein, 

And  Freedom  and  Right  won  the  day. 
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Sacred  to  Freedom  forever 
Is  the  soil  where  they  fought  and  bled, 

Not  a  bondsman  shall  wear  a  shackle, 
Not  a  tyrant  shall  lift  up  his  head. 

Above  the  flag  of  all  nations 

Our  glorious  banner  waves  high, 
Its  stars  like  the  stars  of  heaven, 

Its  blue,  like  the  blue  of  the  sky. 

Long  may  it  wave  in  its  beauty, 
The  symbol  of  Freedom  and  Eight, 

Not  a  star  be  lost  from  its  azure. 
Not  a  blot  stain  its  spotless  white.' " 

Comniander-in-Chief  Veazy,  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  made  a  brief  address,  in  the  course  of  which  he  said: 

"I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  have  never  anywhere  heard  of 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  without  hearing  words 
in  the  highest  deg'  ee  creditable.  Wherever  I  find  a  Post  un- 
usually strong  and  flourishing,  I  find  that  a  large  part  of  tH6 
success  is  due  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Weak  Posts  I 
have  recommended  to  organize  a  Woman's  Relief  Corps  have 
done  so  and  become  strong." 

General  Veazy  was  followed  by  ex-Governor  Oglesby  and 
Adjutant-General  Goulding. 

Miss  Maud  Leffingwell  sang  ''Heaven  Hath  Shed  a  Tear." 

Mii^s  Annie  Janvier  Jones  recited  the  "Society  Boy"  and 
the  ''Veteran's  Child." 

A  c^uartette  then  rendered  '"  The  Morning  Star." 

Miss  Lulu  Surrels,  of  Efiingham,  recited  a  souvenir  poem 

written  in  honor  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  by  Mrs.  Carrie  C.  Tinkham, 

of  Homer. 

A  Memorial  poem,  written  by  Mrs.  Clara  A.  Burley,  ojl 
Massachusetts,  was  read  by  Miss  A.  J.  Jones. 

A.  B.  Alexander  sang  a  solo,  ''The  Vidette,"  which  was- 
greeted  with  hearty  applause. 

Prof.  Otto  Soldan  rendered  a  violin  solo,  which  was  most 
highly  appreciated. 
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The  chief  feature  in  the  celebration  of  the  "Silver  Anni- 
versary," was  the  Grand  Parade  on  ^\'ednesday  p.  ni.  The 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  -svere  drawn  up  in  line  on  each  side  the 
street  to  greet  the  Comrades  of  the  G.  A.  H.  as  they  passed. 

On  Wednesday  evening  a  great  many  W.  R.  C.  delegates 
attended  the  G.  A.  R.  Camp  fires  in  the  Ojjera  House  and  the 
Tent. 

A  very  pleasant  Musical  entertainment  was  given  by  the 
citizens  of  Decatur  on  Thursday  evening,  which  was  well  at- 
tended by  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

PRESENTATION  OF  (tAVEL. 

The  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Convention, 
preceded  l)y  little  Madge  Hays,  of  Decatur,  daughter  of  Maj. 
F.  L.  Hays,  of  the  115th  Regiment  Illinois  A'olunteer Infantry, 
dressed  in  the  National  colors,  1)earing  the  gavel  on  a  silver  sal- 
ver, were  admitted  to  the  Twenty-fifth  Encam})nient,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  introduced  by  P.  L.  McKinnie, 
Medical  Director. 

Mrs.  Julia  G.  Sine,  Chairman  of  Committee,  addressed  the 
Encampment  as  follows: 

"Comrades:  Twenty -five  years  ago  twelve  devoted  men, 
like  the  Apostles  of  old,  were  banded  together,  that  by  their 
example  comrades  of  the  war  might  l)e  drawn  togethw  by  ties 
stronger  than  those  of  mere  friendship. 

"You  are  gatlured  here,  as  they  were  there,  (though  in 
greater  numbers,)  to  cement  in  still  stronger  bonds  that  Fra- 
ternity which  has  grown  truer  and  deeper  all  these  years. 

"We, the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Illiuois.your  co-laborers 
in  the  dispensation  of  relief  to  needy  and  suffering  comrades. 
and  those  dependent  upon  them  for  support,  bear  to  you  our 
kindliest  greetings  on  this  the  Silver  Anniversary  of  the  first 
and  only  military  order  founded  on  the  broad  princii)les  of 
Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty. 

"At  the  memorial  services  in  Chicago  for  General  Sherman 
and  Admiral  Porter  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Burch,  anunig  other  patri- 
otic and  tender  sentiments,  expressed  this  one  thought: 
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"  'We  of  the  rising  generation  greet  you.  The  spirit  of 
liberty  is  young  within  your  hearts.  Your  voices  tremble,  yet 
you  shout  still  'The  Battle  Cry  of  Freedom.'  Your  limbs 
totter,  yet  at  three  score  years  you  march  for  miles  to  martial 
music.  Your  locks  are  silvered,  but  they  are  a  crown  of  glory. 
In  '61  the  cry  of  the  chief,  'To  Arms!'  swept  the  North.  You 
loyal  men  sprang  erect,  full-armed;  not  the  pujjpets  of  crowned 
heads  and  trembling  thrones,  but  free  men.  Upon  you  burst 
the  storm.  The  thunder  of  crashing  arms  and  roaring  artillery 
was  heard.  Livid  lightnings  destroyed  your  comrades,  and 
leaden  showers  beat  them  to  the  ground.  Some  of  you  returned. 
In  war  we  trusted  you,  in  peace  we  love  you.  You  are  our 
fathers.  Take  what  you  need  from  the  public  coffers.  Your 
children  may  toil  a  few  more  hours  at  the  forge,  at  the  bench 
and  with  the  trowel;  in  the  mart  and  office  and  study.  But 
you  went  through  the  dark  day  of  war.  'At  evening  time  it 
shall  be  light.' 

"It  impressed  me  with  unusual  f  oree,and  I  think  I  make  no 
mistake  in  saying  that  if  the  child  from  the  cradle  be  taught 
these  sentiments  there  will  never  need  be  another  call  "To 
Arms!"  in  defense  of  our  beautiful  flag. 

"And  at  each  return  of  the  spring  time  and  the  flowers, 
when  we  gather  to  do  honor  to  the  silent  ones,  we  give  the 
children  a  share  in  the  ceremonies,  and  this  continues  the  edu- 
cation of  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  the  flag  that  floats  over 
every  school  house  in  the  land. 

"Comrade6,you  are  not  alone  in  your  declining  years,and  it 
is  not  good  that  you  should  be.  And  while  the  mothers,  wives, 
daughters  and  sisters  can  raise  a  helping  hand  and  speak  a  .. 
word  of  cheer,  you  know  that  it  will  never  be  withheld;  for 
are  we  not  banded  together  for  that  purpose.  And  when  time 
shall  have  accomplished  its  work  with  you  you  know  that  your 
gallant  deeds  in  war  and  peace  will  be  perpetuated,  and  kept 
in  loving  remembrance  by  a  grateful  people. 

"Commander  Distin,  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  Illinois  I  am  delegated  to  present  to  you,  and  through 
you,  to  the  Department  of  Illinois  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
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lie  this  tokeu  of  our  regard,  esteem  and  appreciation  of  the 
uoble  work  you  have  performed  during  the  past  twenty-five 
years. 

May  this  the  Silver  Anniversary  be  borne  in  memory  until 
the  dawning  of  your  Golden  Jubileo,  when  the  echoes  of  your 
voices  shall  mingle  with  the  call  to  duty,  as  your  Commander 
with  this  gavel  in  hand  bids  you  welcome. 

Department  Commander  Distin  replied:  '"  Mrs.  President 
and  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Cori)s,  in  behalf  of  the 
Department  of  Illinois  G.  A.  R.,  T  most  cheerfully  accept  this 
lieautiful  silver  gavel  and  assure  you  that  it  will  be  treasured, 
not  for  its  intrinsic  valup  alone  but  for  the  love  and  devotion 
to  our  order  which  prompted  you,  our  honored  co-workers  to 
present  it  to  us.  We  shall  cherish  it  as  a  sacred  memento  of 
this,  our  "  Silver  Anniversary.  ''

No.  2. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Chapter  V,  Ar- 
ticle XI,  say:  "The  National  Convention  hereby  ordains  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day  on  the  30th  of  May,  enjoining  its 
members  to  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in 
commemorating  the  deeds  of  their  fallen  Comrades,  and  that 
they  do  all  in  their  power  to  bring  about  a  proper  recognition 
of  the  day  and  its  sacred  customs.''  Therefore  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  every  member  of  our  Order  to  assist  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  in  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

The  steady,  noiseless,  onward  march  of  Time  has  brought 
us  once  more  near  this  day  we  all  hold  sacred.  The  dajt  hal- 
lowed by  memories  of  the  struggle  for  a  Nation's  life,  of  the 
bravery  displayed  on  the  hundreds  of  battle  fields,  of  the  lives 
that  were  given  that  the  Union  might  be  preserved  to  bless  the 
millions  yet  to  tread  the  soil  that  is  made  more  sacred  by  being 
enriched  with  the  patriotic  blood  which  bathed  it  from  1861 
to  1865. 

It  is  for  the  purpose  of  honoring  these  brave  men,  that 
each  year  we  observe  the  30th  of  May  as  a  "Coronation  Day" 
to  the  heroes  of  the  grandest  army  that  ever  faced  a  brave 
and  stubborn  foe. 
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The  sickle  of  Time,  with  its  ceaseless  sweep,  adds  others  and 
still  others  to  the  ''Roll  of  the  Dead,''  and  thus  year  by  year 
we  find  new  mounds  to  cover  with  Spring's  beautiful  flowers — ■ 
emblems  of  our  love  and  respect  for  their  devotion  to  their 
country  in  her  time  of  need.  Let  care  be  taken  that  no  sol- 
dier's grave  be  left  undecorated,  not  forgetting  those  of  our 
own  Order  who  have  passed  away. 

Remember  the  graves  of  the  noble  women  "who  tendered 
loving  service  to  our  country  in  her  hour  of  peril." 

Let  every  Corps  prepare  a  mound  or  monument  in  memory 
6f  our  Unknown  Dead. 

Let  not  the  resting  place  of  the  departed  Comrades  at  the 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Quincy  be  neglected. 

Teach  the  children  Loyalty  by  memories  of  the  past  and 
let  them,  too,  participate  in  these  solemn  services.  Commander- 
in-Chief  Alger  says  in  his  Memorial  Order.  "  No  sight  so 
quickens  the  heart  of  the  veteran  as  to  see  the  children  with 
their  baskets  of  flowers  at  the  graves  of  his  comrade.-.  *  *  * 
Better  for  the  Nation  that  its  children  and  youth  remember 
this  day  than  that  it  have  armies  as  large  as  those  of  all 
Europe. " 

Every  corps  where  it  is  possible,  should  attend  service  in 
a  body  the  Sunday  next  prior  to  Memorial  Day. 

At  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention,  Department  of  Illinois 
W.  R.  C,  Mrs.  Ties  of  Corps  No.  7,  Bloomington.  stated  that 
Mr.  L.  C.  Young,  of  Macon,  Georgia,  asked  her  to  bring  it  be- 
fore our  Order  and  see  if  the  corps  of  this  Department  would 
not  donate  small  flags  with  which  to  decorate  Seventeen  thous- 
and graves  of  L^nion  Soldiers  who  died  of  starvation  in  Ander- 
sonyille  Prison.  The  Macon  Post  is  not  financially  able  to 
purchase  flags  for  so  many  graves. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  Representa- 
tives should  present  to  their  respective  corps  the  need  of  an 
appropriation  before  next  Memorial  Day,  to  decorate  with  flags 
the  graves  of  Union  Soldiers  at  Andersonville. 

Feeling  that  all  corps  would  like  to  contribute  to  this 
worthy  cause,  we  mention  it  in    this  order  and  would  suggest

that  all  corps  who  have  not  already  forw*nled  theif  flngfa,  seiilt 
them  to  L.  C.  Young,  o£  Macon,  Georgia. 

The  Department  Convention  ordered  that  twenty-five  dollars 
be  drawn  from  Department  Treasury  for  Sheridan  Post  No.  07 
of  Tennessee  to  decorate  the  graves  of  the  soldiers  in  Stone 
River  Cemetery  (Murfreesboro. ) 

Corps  in  this  Department  that  desire  to  assist  Phil  Kearney 
Post  No.  10,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Richmond  Va.,  in  decorating  the 
graves  of  Union  Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  that  vicinity,  should 
send  all  donations  to  Edgar  Allen,  Chairman  of  Memorial 
Committee,  21  and  23  Shafer  Building,  Richmond.  Va.,  who 
will  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  same. 

Two  "Memorial  Day  Blanks,  Form  J,"  for  corps  Chaplains 
reports  are  enclosed  with  this  order.  It  is  earnestly  requested 
that  chaplains  make  a  full  report  stating  each  interesting 
feature  of  the  Day.  Abo  report  how  many  flags  were  sent  to 
Macon.  Ga.,  and  how  much  money  donated  to  assist  the  posts 
in  decorating  the  soldiers"  graves  in  cemeteries  away  from 
home. 

Corps  Presidents  must  attest  by  their  signatures  that  they 
are  correct  and  forward  one  report  to  Mrs.  Anna  Morgan, 
Department  Chaplain,  Monmouth,  111.,  within  ten  days  after 
Memorial  Day,  and  the  other  place  on  file  with  corps  papers. 

Department  Chaplain  will  report  through  the  proper 
channel  to  National  Chaplain  W.  R.  C,  and  to  Department 
Chaplain  G.  A.  R.

A  Union  soldier  by   the    name   of    Berryman    went    from 

—10 
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the  Morj^iin  couuty  poor  house  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  at 
Quincy.  He  stated  to  Colonel  Berry,  of  Quiney,  that  his  wife 
(a  woman  about  f 01  ty  yejrs  of  age),  and  two  children,  one 
girl  nine  years  of  age  ani  a  boy  of  five  years  were  still  in  that 
poor  house. 

The  father  desired  that  the  children  should  be  gotten  into 
the  Orphans'  Home  at  Bloomington.  Colonel  Berry  interested 
himself  in  the  case  and  the  children  were  admitted,  the  mother 
coming  to  Quincy  to  be  n-^ar  her  husband  aiul  worked  to  sup- 
port herself. 

After  being  at  the  Home  for  a  time  Rosa  Berryman's  eyes 
an  I  ears  became  so  afflicted  that  she  wa^  sent  to  the  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary  at  Chicago. 

It  was  decided  that  she  had  a  liighly  infectious  disease  and 
ouldnot  be  retained  at  the  Infirmary.  Tais  decision  of  course 
excluded  her  from  the  Honu  and  she  was  returned  to  the  Mor- 
gan county  poor  house. 

The  keeper  of  the  poor  house  demanded  her  removal  from 
that  place  because  her  parents  were  in  Adauis  county,  and 
farther  stated  that  Rosa  was  very  ill  and  required  a  different 
kind  of  treatment  from  what  could  be  afforded  her  in  that 
wretched  place. 

The  girl  was  brought  to  Quincy  in  which  town  her 
mother  lay  dying  in  a  hospital. 

The  physicians  of  Quincy  pronounced  Rosa's  case  to  be  a 
bad  case  of  Scrofula.  She  was  admitted  to  the  Blessing  Hos- 
pital and  in  the  course  of  six  months  she  was  uuuh   im{)roved. 

For  the  past  eighteen  months  she  has  been  supported  by 
John  Wood  Corps,  No.  47,  of  Quincy.  This  Corps  is  anxious 
to  do  its  part,  but  it  is  n'ot  able  to  assume  the  entire  support  of 
the  child. 

The  Seventh  Department  Convention  voted  that  the  De- 
partment President  request  each  Corps  of  this  State  to  con- 
tribute what  it  is  able  toward  feeding  and  clothing  the  homeless 
child  of  a  helpess  Union  soldier  until  she  can  be  admitted  to  the 
Asylum  for  the  Feeble  Minded. 

All  coulr'b'itions  shouM  br  st-nt    to   Mrs    Flrcta    I'iuhiy. 
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1617  Hampshire  street,  Quincy,  111.,  who  will  make  an  itemized 
report  to  the  Department  President. 

This  is  a  sad  ease  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  Corps  in 
the  State  will  help  Corps  No.  47  in  this  work  of  charity. 

The  Seventh  Department  Convention  adopted  as  a  souv- 
enir badge  the  silver  sucker  hung  by  the  mouth  to  a  plain  bar 
pm. 

These  badges  will  be  furnished  to  members  of  this  Depart- 
ment at  sixty  cents  each. 

Mrs.  Sue  A.  Sanders,  of  Delavan,  in  whose  hands  the 
securing  of  this  badge  was  left  by  order  of  Convention,  re- 
quests that  the  members  of  each  Corps  write  to  her  at  once 
stating  how  many  of  these  souvenirs  they  will  buy.  These 
badges  may  be  sold  to  any  person  by  members  of  the  Order  in 
this  Department. 

It  is  very  important  that  Mrs.  Sanders  should  know  how 
many  of  these  badges  will  be  needed  so  as  to  order  them  in  tim  e 
to  have  them  made  before  the  National  Convention  in  August. 

This  elegant  little  badge,  comprising  a  narrow  bar  pin 
from  which  is  suspended  a  perfect  imitation  of  a  tiny  sucker, 
is  pure  silver,  and  as  an  emblem  of  the  State  may  be  worn 
Avith  propriety  by  any  one  whether  a  member  of  the  Order  or 
not.

The  following  information  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  Posts 
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desiring  the  formation  of  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand 
Array  of  the  Republic. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  our  "  01)jects,  "  Chaj).  1,  Art. 
*2,  Kales  and  Rej^ulations.  W.  R.  ('. 

"Section  1.  To  specially  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  heroic 
dead. 

Sec.  2.  To  assist  such  Union  veterans  as  need  our  help 
and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  their  widows  and  orphans. 

To  find  them  homes  and  employment,  and  assure  them  of 
sympathy  and  friends.  To  cherish  and  emulate  the  deeds  of 
our  army  nurses,  and  of  all  loyal  women  who  rendered  loving 
service  to  our  country  in  her  hour  of  peril. 

Sec.  3.  To  maintain  true  allegience  to  the  United  States 
of  America;  to  inculcate  lessons  of  patriotism  and  love  of 
country  among  our  children  and  in  the  communities  in  which 
we  live;  and  encourage  the  spread  of  universal  liberty  and 
equal  rights  to  all. 

Also,  Chap.  J,  Art  G,  '' Elegibility."  Women  of  good 
moral  character  and  correct  deportment,  who  have  not  given 
aid  to  the  enemies  of  the  Union,  who  would  perpetuate  the 
principles  to  which  this  Association  stands  i)ledged  and  who 
have  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Cor])S. 

As  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  an  organization  of  loyal 
women  banded  together  to  assist  the  Grand  Array  of  the  Re- 
])ublic  in  caring  for  the  needy  soldier,  his  widow  and  or[>hans, 
it  was  decided  ])y  the  second  National  Convention  that  all 
loyal  women  should  be  admitted  to  the  W.  R.  C. 

Relationshi})  with  a  soldier  cannot  be  justly  made  a  test 
ol'  eligibility,  for  all  soldiers'  wives  are  not  loyal  women,  and 
there  are  many  loyal  wouu'ii  who  are  in  no  way  r(dated  to  the 
soldier. 

Since  it  is  our  object  to  teacli  loyalty  and  })atriotisui,  we 
should  ])ii  inconsistent  if  we  discouraged  loyalty  by  excluding 
those  women  who  in  the  time  of  war  gave  their  "  labor  and 
substance  to  sustain  and  encourage  the  soldiers  at  the 
front." 
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Application  for  Charter  must  be  made  on  regular  blanks 
furnished  by  Department  Headquarters.  This  application 
must  have  at  least  ten  (10)  signatures  of  women  eligible  to 
membership,  and  be  endorsed  by  the  Commander  of  the  Post 
applying  for  Charter.  Said  application  together  with  Money 
Order  or  Draft  for  Charter  fees  must  be  sent  to  these  Head- 
quarters. Money  Order  or  Draft  made  payable  to  Miss  Ada 
Carlton,  Department  Treasurer,  Bloomington,  HI. 

The  names  of  those  present  at  Institution  of  Corps  and 
Installation,  are  the  only  names  to  appear  upon  the  the  Char- 
ter; for  this  reason  Charters  cannot  be  sent  to  the  Corps  until 
after  the  report  of  Institution  is  received  at  Headquarters.  A 
dispensation  cannot  be  granted  by  which  other  names  may  be 
added. 

Upon  receipt  of  application  duly  signed  and  endorsed,  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  amount  for  Charter  fee  and  supplies, 
a  Charter  will  be  issued  and  the  Department  President  will 
designate  some  suitable  person  to  institute  the  Corps,  install 
the  officers  and  give  the  necessary  instructions. 

Corps  must  l)ear  the  name  of  Posts  to  which  they  are 
auxiliary. 

The  membership  fee  is  not  less  than  one  dollar,  price  of 
badge  to  be  added  thereto  (Seepage  5,  R,  R.).  The  fee  for 
Charter  members  is  one  dollar  and  price  of  badge  added,  to 
avoid  causing  hard  feelings  by  those  who  enter  the  Corps  soon 
after  its  organization.  Charter  members  may  raise  the  neces- 
sary fee  in  any  way  deemed  advisable. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  no  mistake  is  made  in  the  se- 
lection of  Charter  members.  The  future  of  the  Corps  largely 
depends  upon  the  choice  thus  made.  The  Order  needs  intelli- 
gent, zealous,  unselfish  workers,  who  will  join  our  ranks  out  of 
love  for,  and  to  assist  us  in  carrying  out  the  principles  of  our 
Order. 

Should  the  community  be  small  in  which  the  Corps  is  or- 
ganized, and  many  reside  at  a  distance,  there  should  be  a  suf- 
ficient number  who  reside  in  the  city  to  form  a  good  working 
quorum — eight  at  least.

Officers  for  a  Corps  must  not  be  elected  until  after  the 
Corps  is  organized,  and  then  under  the  direction  of  the  Insti- 
tuting Officer.  To  save  •time  they  may  be  selected  at  the  pre- 
liminary meeting,  but  with  due  reference  to  their  ability. 

Treasurer  of  new  Corps  must  give  bond  at  Installation,  or 
before  next  regular  meeting.  She  must  give  to  the  President 
all  mouey  received  for  the  Corps  and  take  a  receipt  therefor 
prior  to  giving  bond. 

All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  Mrs.  Martha

The  Corps  must  pay  the  express  charges  or  postage  on  all 
supplies  ordered  from  Department  Headquarters. 

Corps  bear  traveling  expense  and  entertain  Instituting 
Officer  and  pay  per  capita  tiix  for  the  quarter  in  which  they 
are  organized. 

A  Corps  of  twenty  members  will  add  the  expense  only  in 
Membership  Badges  and  Rules  and  Regulations.  A  Corps  of 
less  than  twenty  members  will  lessen  the  expense  only  in 
Membership  Badges  and  Rules  and  Regulations;  for  instance, 
for  a  Corps  of  fifteen  members  the  cost  of  charter  and  supplies 
would  be  ^18.81;  of  twelve  members  $17.40.  The  ten  officers 
badges  are  Corp 5  property  and  revert  with  the  office.  Mem- 
bership Badges  are  owned  by  meuibers  as  personal  property. 
Would  recommend  that  new  Corps  have  all  the  necessary  sup- 
plies on  hand  when  iustituted,  especially  Jourual.  Roll  of 
Members.  Order  Book  aud  General  Order  File  for  Secretary's  use 
and  a  Ledger,  (Jash  13ook,  Receijjt  liook  and  Corps  Requisi- 
tions for  Treasurer's,  iu  order  that  they  may  receive  full  iu- 
structions  from  Institutiug  ami  Installing  Officer.

No.  8. 

The  election  of  Corps  officers  must  be  held  at  the  jSrst  regu- 
lar meeting  in  December  or  at  a  special  meeting,  if  necessary, 
to  conclude  the  election.  Each  member  in  good  standing  must 
be  previously  notified.     (See  Rules  and   Regulations  of  1889, 
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Chap.  II.,  Art.  VIT.,  Sec.  I.)  The  election  of  Delegates  and 
Alternates  to  Department  Convention  will  take  place  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner.  (See  Rules  and  Kegula- 
tions  of  1889,  Chap.  III.,  Art.  II..  Sec.  Y. ) 

Corps  are  entitled  to  one  Delegate  for  every  thirty  mem- 
bers, or  a  fraction  over  one-half  of  that  number,  based  on  the 
report  for  the  quarter  ending  September  80.  1890,  Corps  being 
entitled  to  one  delegate,  whatever  its  membership. 

Corps  organized  after  September  30th.  shall  elect  Delegates 
in  the  same  ratio  as  those  reporting  on  that  date. 

Those  organized  on  and  after  January  1,  1891,  shall  be 
represented  by  the  President  only;  or,  in  her  absence,  the  Senior 
Vice  may  represent  the  Corps;  if  she  be  unable  to  attend,  the 
Junior  Vice  shall  be  the  representative. 

The  representatives  to  .the  Department  Convention  are 
Past  Department  Presidents,  all  present  Department  Officers, 
Corps  Presidents  and  Past  Corps  Presidents  who  have  served  to 
the  end  of  their  term  and  are  in  good  standing  in  their  respec- 
tive Corps.     (Chap.  III.,  Art.  II.,  Sec  I.,  R.  and  R.  of  1889.) 

A  member  who  is  already  a  representative  by  virtue  of  of- 
fice should  not  be  elected  as  delegate. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  Corps  Presidents  stuoy 
carefully  Chapter  II.,  Article  VII.,  in  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
1889.  and  pages  7  and  8,  Revised  Services  of  1888,  and  that,  on 
the  day  of    election,  the  Secretary  road  the  same   to  the  Corps. 

The  success  of  the  (/orps  de}tends,  largely,  u))()n  its  offi- 
cers, therefore  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  their  selection, 
always  ciioosing  those  most  interested  in  the  Woman's  ludief 
Corps. 

The  officers  of  Corps  organized  in  December  wild  hold  of- 
fice for  the  year. 

The  newly  elected  officers  shall  be  installed  al  the  iirst 
regular  meeting  in  January,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for 
such  purpose  during  the  mojith.  (R.  and  R..  Chap.  II..  Art. 
VII.,  Sec  III.) 

"The  Installing  Officer  may  be  a  Past  Corps  President.  De- 
partment or  National  officer,  (past  or  ])resent.)  or   other  com- 
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petent  officer  of  the  Order,  as  preferred.  Where  such  members 
are  not  available,  thePost  Commander  or  other  competent  Com- 
rade may  perform  this  service."  (See  Revised  Services  of  1888, 
pag-e  7.) 

Eeither  of  the  above  named  persons  may  install  without 
being  detailed  by  the  Department  President.  But  if  a  mem- 
ber of  another  Corps  be  selected,  the  appointment  will  be  made 
by  Departinent  President  upon  the  request  of  the  officers  elect; 
and  the  expenses  of  such  officer  must  be  borne  by  the  Corps  re- 
quiring her  services. 

Delinquent  Corps  will  please  note  the  following: 

"The  Installing  Officer  will,  immediately  upon  her  arrival, 
ascertain  if  all  reports  and  dues  have  been  forwarded  to  De- 
partment headquarters,  as  required  by  Rules  and  Regulations; 
i£  not,  they  must  l)e  placed  iu  her  hands  to  be  forwarded,  as 
installation  can  not  prorccd  until  these  requirements  are  com- 
plied with. 

'"She  shall  also  see  that  the  Treasurer's  bond  is  filed  with 
the  Corps  President."     (See  Services  of  1888,  page  8.) 

Election  Blanks  are  sent  with  this  order.  The  Installing 
officer  shall  fill  them  out  at  the  close  of  Installation,  enclosing 
names  of  all  Past  Corps  Presidents,  and  immediately  forward 
one  to  the  Department  Secretary  and  the  other  to  the  Depart- 
ment Instituting  and  Installing  Officer,  Mrs.  Charlotte  E.  New- 
burn,  356  W.  Randolph  street,  Chicago.  The  Installing  Offi- 
cer will  inform  the  Department  Instituting  and  Installing 
Officer  whether  the  Installation  Avas  public  or  private,  and  if 
joint  with  Post  and  Sons  of  Veterans. 

Do  not  fail  to  enclose  names  of  Past  Presidents,  Avitli  the 
election  returns,  so  that  they,  as  well  as  other  representatives, 
may  receive  Credential  Cards  which  entitle  them  to  a  voice  in  the 
Department  Convention.  Cards  will  not  be  sent  to  Delegates, 
nor  Past  Corps  Presidents  unless  their  names  are  on,  or  en- 
closed with  Election  returns.  These  returns  must  be  certified 
to  as  correct  by  the  retiring  Corps  President.

I.  Blanks  for  fourth  quarter's  report  are  enclosed  in  this 
order. 

II.  The  membership  of  this  quarter  determines  the  num- 
ber of  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  and  it  is  very 
important  that  reports  come  in  promptly. 

III.  If  Corps  Avould  but  understand  that  their  indiffer- 
ence retards  the  work  of  others,  we  feel  sure  that  each  Corps 
President  would  take  special  pains  to  have  reports  correct  and 
mailed  at  the  required  time. 

IV.  After  the  quarterly  reports  reach  Department  Secre- 
tary, it  is  her  duty  to  examine  them  and  if  correct  she  must 
forward  the  Treasurer's  reports  and  per  capita  tax  to  the  De- 
partment Treasurer.  After  the  reports  have  come  in  up  to  a 
certain  date,  the  Department  Treasurer  and  Secretary  must 
make  a  report  to  National  Department  Headquarters  within 
a  limited  time  or  the  Department  will  be  marked  "  delinquent,'' 
which,  to  say  the  least,  would  be  very  discreditable. 

V.  The  name,  number  and  location  of  each  Corps,  also 
their  gains,  losses  and  money  expended  for  relief,  are  shown 
on  Department  Secretary's  report  to  National  Headquarters. 

VI.  The  reports  of  Department  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
must  be  closed  at  a  date  which  will  allow  them  to  reach  Na- 
tional Headquarters  on  the  2(1th  of  January.  Corps  sending 
in  reports  after  Department  Secretary's  report  is  closed  must 
be  accounted  for  to  National  as  delinquent,  and  their  member- 
ship will  be  lost  (for  this  quarter)  to  the  Department. 

VII.  If  all  Corps  Presidents  will  mail  reports  on  January 
1st  there  will  not  be  one  delinquent  Corps.  Please  read  Rules 
and  Regulations,  Chapter  V,  Article  III,  Section  2. 

VIII.  The  per  capita  tax,  which  is  eight  cents  on  each 
ineraber  in  "good  standing,"  must  be  placed  in  the  saiue  enve- 
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lope  with  reports  and  seat  to  Department  Secretary.  All  drafts, 
money  orders,  etc.,  must  be  made  payable  to  Miss  Ada  Tarltou.

IX.  Corps  Secretary  and  Treasurer  must  report  the  same 
number  of  members  in  good  standing,  and  the  same  amount 
expended  for  relief,  otherwise  the  reports  will  be  returned  for 
correction,  which  will  cause  delay  and  expense. 

X.  Corps  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  books  should  be 
audited  ])y  the  Finance  Committee  at  or  near  tlie  close  of  each 
(juarter. 

XI.  Corps  instituted  since  September  30, 1800,  must  make 
reports  and  pay  per  capita  tax  for  this  quarter. 

XII.  The  number  of  members  in  good  standing  as  reported 
to  National  at  the  close  of  third  quarter  was  four  thous- 
and, eight  hundred  and  forty-nine.  Twelve  Corps,  whose  com- 
bined membership  numbers  two  hundred  and  eighty,  sent  tlieir 
reports  after  Department  Secretary's  report  was  closed. 

Now.  if  the  officers  of  these  Corps  had  been  prompt  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  our  total  number  in  good  stand- 
ing would  have  been  5,129  instead  of  4,849  as  reported. 

XIII.  Reports  must  be  mailed  so  as  to  reach  Department 
Headquarters  on  or  before  January  r)th.  Any  Coips  President 
having  projier  pride  in  her  work  will  see  that  this  command  is 
complied  with.  Unless  all  Corps  officers  are  sick  there  is  no 
excuse  for  reports  being  late  (|uarter  after  quarter.  Corps  have 
been  told  time  and  again  how  this  should  be  done,  yet  some 
persist  in  delaying  their  reports.  The  names  of  all  Corps 
delinquent  for  tlii'^  ([unrtcr  will  Ix'  jilaeed  in  next  general 
Order. 

XIV.  Departments  are  entitled  to  one  delegate  to  National 
Convention  for  every  seven  hundred  members  or  a  fraction 
over  one-half  of  that  numl>er. 

\y .  Let  eacli  Corps  then  make  special  effort  to  report  as 
many  members  as  possible. 

XVI.  Corps  Treasurers  sliould  notify  all  nu'iubcrs  in 
arrears  for  dues  and  givf  tlu'ui  an  opjiortunity   to  ))ay    up.      It 
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lias  been  recoiiinieiuled  that,  "When  Corps  members  fail  to 
respond  promptly  to  written  or  printed  notification  of  dues  the 
Corps  Treasurer.  Avitli  such  assistance  as  the  Corps  may  pro- 
vide, shall  call  upon  such  members  personally,  and  explain  the 
operation  of  our  laws  upon  delinquent  members,  that  none  may 
be  dropped  from  the  rolls  through  misunderstanding  or  lack  of 
knowledge."" 

XVII.  Members  who  allow  themselves  to  become  one  year 
in  arrears  must  be  dropped  from  the  rolls,  for,  instead  of  deriv- 
ing benefit.  Corps  are  often  injured  by  attempting  to  carry 
members  who  have  not  interest  enough  in  the  Order  to  pay  the 
small  sum  required  for  quarterly  dues. 

XVIII.  Corps  Presidents  are  again  reminded  that  the  full 
name  of  candidates  should  be  given  when  asking  for  a  dispen-  J 
sation  to  ''ballot  for  and  initiate'"  at  same  regular  meeting.  / ^ 
Snch  dispensations  should  be  read   in  Corps  meeting  and  filed 
with  Corps  papers. 

XIX.  In  accordance  with  the  desire  of  Past  National 
President,  Mrs.  Wittenmeyer,  a  list  of  Corps  Presidents,  Depart- 
ment Officers,  and  Past  Department  Officers  of  1889,  of  this  ' 
Department,was  furnished  the  publisher  of  the  Eighth  Xational 
Convention  Proceedings,  and  the  Journal  has  been  forwarded, 
either  by  mail  or  express,  to  the  address  of  each  of  the  above 
named  officers.  Those  sent  to  Cor])s  Presidents  are  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Corps. 

XX.  A  number  of  the  Journals  are  in  the  hands  of 
Department  Treasurer,  Miss  Ada  Carlton,  and  any  member  who 
so  desires  may  receive  one  by  sending  ten  cents  for  postage. 

XXI.  If  each  member  of  the  W.  K.  C.  would  avail  her- 
self of  the  opportunities  for  becoming  better  acquainted  with, 
the  objects  of  the  organization,  by  studying  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations and  reading  Xational  and  Department  Journals,  a  greater 
interest  would  be  aroused  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Order 
greatly  enhanced. 

XXII.  A  list  of  the  Army  Nurses  in  this  Department  has 
been  sent  by  National  President  to  these  Headquarters.  In 
her  letter  the  National  President  says:     "  Many  on  this  list  do 
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•  not  need  assistance  from  our  Relief  Fund,  and  to  find  out  the 
needy  ones  is  the  special  work  now  before  our  committee.  Will 
you  aid  tliem  by  a  prompt  correspondence  with  Corps  Presi- 
dents or  others  in  their  localit}'  and  learn  if  possible  their 
exact  conditions  and  needs?"

Home  at  Quincy.  Ill,  has  expressed  it  as  her  conviction   tliat  the  gift 
especially  desired  by  the    Home    is   a  Memorial  to  the  Dead,   there- 
fore, 

Resolved:  That  this  Depavtmentof  the  \V,  R.  C.  take  as  a  special 
work  for  this  year  the  erection  of  a  snitable  Monument  to  the  dead  at 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Quincy,  Illinois,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the  Department  President  to  obtain  estimate 
of  probable  cost  and  arrange  plans  for  collection  of  funds  for  same. 

The  following  communication  lias  been  received  from  the 
committee: 

"December  1st,  1890. 
Mrs.  Delilah  A.  Leaverton,  President  Derpartment  of  Illi- 
nois, W.  R.  C. 

Dear  Madam:  Your  committee  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  will  of  Seventh  Department  Convention,  as  expressed  by 
Resolution  No.  7,  have,  after  consultation  and  examination  of 
designs,  and  also  of  monuments  already  erected  in  various 
places  in  our  country  in  honor  of  our  "fallen  heroes"  decided 
that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Illinois  by  voting  to  erect 
this  monument,  wish  not  only  to  honor  the  memory  of  our 
Soldier  Dead,  but  also  to  do  credit  to  the  Organization,  and  we 
are  unamiraous  in  the  conviction,  that  to  do  this  we  should  ex- 
pend not  less  than  S2,500. 

And  we  wish  through  your  General  Order  or  Circular  to 
call  upon  each  Corps  to  contribute  50  cents  per  member,  raising 
the  amount  in  whatever  way  they  choose. 

At  the  same  time  assuring  the  Corps  that  if  we  can  obtain 
such  a  Monument  as  we  desire  for  the  money,  all  that  is  con- 
tributed oyer  what  we  expend  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Department  Relief  Fund.

tive Board  named  Flo  Miller,  Sallie  Steele  and  Marilla  Ward 
as  a  Committee  to  complete  the  work. 

II.  Believing  that  the  wishes  of  the  men  and  woinen  of 
the  State  of  Ulhiois  will  have  weight,  the  couimittee  decided 
to  send  to  the  Corps  in  this  Departnu^nt  the  inclosed  ])etitions 
to  the  State  Legislature  urging  the  passage  of  the  "Relief 
Corps  Flag  Bill''  which  is  intended  to  secure  to  the  schools  of 
Illinois  an  American  flag  and  provide  for  the  teaching  of 
patriotism  and  loyalty  to  our  country. 

III.  It  is  the  desire  of  Department  President   that  Corps
